INTRODUCTION. ° 


The City has annually since 1821 issued a volume contain- 
ing, until 1829, a register of the City Council and a list of 
the officers. In 1829 the City Charter, in 1830 the Acts 
relating to Boston and the ordinances, and in 1832 an index, 
were added. The volume for 1822 contains fifteen pages, 
and for 1840 eighty-five pages, and three pages of index. 
The volumes up to and including 1840 bear the title of The 
Rules and Orders of the Common Council and since that 
year the title of THE MuNIcIPAL REGISTER. THE MUNICI- 
PAL REGISTER for 1841 contains the Rules and Orders of the 
Common Council, joint rules, ordinances of the City, statutes 
of the Commonwealth relating to the City, a list of the public 
schools, the City Governmént of 1841, the committees and 
departments (consisting at that time of the treasury, law, 
police, health, public land and buildings, lamps and bridges, 
fire, and public charitable institutions), and a list of the 
ward officers ; from 1842 to 1864 it also contains a list of 
the members of preceding City Governments, a necrological 
record of those members, the latest ordinances and the special 
statutes relating to the City; in 1851 a list of the annual 
orators was added, and in 1853 a map of the City and the 
Rules of the Board of Aldermen were inserted; in 1876 sta- 
tistics of registration and voting were included, and, since 1879, . 
in tabulated form; in 1883 portraits of the Mayor and pre- 
siding officers of the two branches of the City Council were 
included, and in 1888 a list of the members of the past City 
Governments of Roxbury and Charlestown was added, and 
continued to 1890. From 1889 to 1896, inclusive, THE 
MunIctrpaL REGISTER contained a compilation of the Charter 
and Acts subsequently passed, in the place of which an index 
of said Charter and Acts was substituted in 1897. ‘The Bos- 
ton Charter and index are again omitted this year; otherwise, 
THE Municipal REGISTER of this year is in substantially 
the form of all other MUNICIPAL REGISTERS since 1889. 

By the direction of the Joint Committee on Rules and 
Orders THE MunictpAL Reaister of 1909 has been com- 
piled by the Statistics Department. ‘Text and tables have 
been revised, and several new tables, with additional text, 
have been incorporated.

THE Royal Patent incorporating the Governor and 


- Company of Massachusetts Bay in New England passed 


the seals March * 4, 1628-29. At a General Court, or 
Meeting of the Company, on August * 29 of that year it 
was voted ‘‘that the Government and patent should be 
settled in New England.” To that end Governor Win- 
throp led the Puritan Exodus in 1630. Soon after his 
arrival at Salem on June *12, 1630, he proceeded with a 
large following to Charlestown, where a plantation had 
been established the summer before. The Assistants 
held three Courts at Charlestown in the interval, August 
*23 to September *28, inclusive. At their meeting 
on September * 7, they ‘‘ordered that Trimountaine 
shalbe called Boston; Mattapan, Dorchester ; and the 
towne upon Charles River, Waterton.” Thus Shawmut 
of the Indians was named Boston, probably out of grati- 


_ tude to the Merchants of Boston in Lincolnshire, who 


had subscribed generously to the stock of the Company. 

In the course of the summer, Governor Winthrop 
with the patent chose Boston as his abiding place. 
The first ‘‘ Court” held in Boston was a ‘‘ General Court” 
on October *19, ‘‘for establishing of the govern- 
ment.” On October *3, 1632, Boston was formally 
declared to be ‘‘ the fittest place for publique meetings 
of any place in the Bay.” 

Boston was the first town in Massachusetts to 
become a city. It was incorporated February 23, 1822, 
by St. 1821, c. 110, adopted March 4, 1822. This act 
was revised by St. 1854, c. 448, commonly called the 
City Charter, adopted November 13, 1854. 

The neck of land called Boston, still called Boston 
Proper, contained perhaps 700 acres of land, judging 
from the 783 acres shown by the official survey of 1794. 
In the interval 1630-87, Boston acquired jurisdiction 
over most of the territory now included in Chelsea, 
Winthrop, Revere, East Boston, Brookline, Quincy, 
Braintree, Randolph and Holbrook, besides certain

islands in the harbor. From 1637 till May 13, 1640, 
when ‘‘Mount Woollaston” was set off as Braintree, 
Boston exercised jurisdiction over a territory of at least 
40,000 acres. Within its present limits there are only 
27,300 acres, including flats and water. 

Since 1640, grants of land have been made to Boston 
by the General Court as follows : (1) October * 16, 1660, 
1,000 acres ‘‘for the use of a free schoole, layd our in 
the wildernesse or North of the Merimake River” (in 
Haverhill), in 1664. (2) June * 27, 1735, in abatement 
of Province Tax, three townships, each six miles square, 
or 69,120 acres in all. These townships later became 
the Towns of Charlemont, Colrain, and Pittsfield. 
Boston sold its interest in them June * 30, 1736, for 
£3,660. (8) June 26, 1794, a township of land in 
Maine (23,040 acres) ‘‘ to build a public hospital.” This 
tract was sold by the City April 6, 1833, for $4,200. 

Muddy River was set off as the Town of Brookline 
on November * 13, 1705, and Rumney Marsh was set 
off as the Town of Chelsea January * 8, 1739. 

The principal annexations of territory included 
within the present limits of the City of Boston have 
been made as follows : 


(1) Noddle’s Island, by order of Court of Assistants, March 
-*9, 1636-37. (2) South Boston set off from Dorchester March 
6, 1804, by St. 1803, c. 111. (38) Washington Village set off 
from Dorchester May 21, 1855, by St. 1855, c. 468. (4) Rox- 
bury January 6, 1868, by St. 1867, c. 359, accepted September 
9, 1867. Roxbury received its name by order of the Court of 
Assistants October * 8, 1630. It was incorporated a City March 
12, 1846, by St. 1846, c. 95, accepted March 25,1846. (5) Dor- 
chester January 3, 1870, by St. 1869, c. 348, accepted June 22, 
1869. It received its name September * 7, 1630, by order of 
the Court of Assistants. (6) Brighton January 5, 1874, by St. 
1873, c. 303, accepted October 7,1873. Set off from Cambridge 
as the Town of Brighton February 24, 1807, by St. 1806, c. 65. 
(7) Charlestown January 5, 1874, by St. 1873) c. 286, accepted 
October 7, 1873. Settled July * 4, 1629. It was incorporated 
a City February 22, 1847, by St. 1847, c. 29, accepted March 
10, 1847. (8) West Roxbury January 5, 1874, by St. 1873, c. 
314, accepted October 7,1873. It was set off from Roxbury 

and incorporated a Town May 24, 1851, by St. 1851, c. 250.

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THE CITY SEAL 


As it appeared prior to 1827. 


The City Seal was adopted by “An Ordinance to Establish 
the City Seal,” passed January 2, 1823, which provides 
“That the design hereto annexed, as sketched by John R. 
Penniman, giving a view of the City, be the device of the City 
Seal; that the motto be as follows, to wit: ‘Sicut patribus 
sit Deus nobis’; and that the inscription be as follows:— 
‘Bostonia condita, A.D. 1630. Civitatis regimine donata, 
A.D. 1822.’”, The motto is taken from 1 Kings, viii., 57. 

The seal as it then appeared is shown above. 

The seal as it was afterwards changed, and has ever since 
continued to be used, first appeared on page 221 of the 
volume of laws and ordinances, commonly known as the 
“First Revision,” published in 1827, and is continued as 
the City Seal at the present time by Revised Ordinances 
of 1898, Chapter 1, Section 5, which provides that “The 
seal of the City shall be circular in form; shall bear a view of 
the City; the motto ‘Sicut Patrisus Sit Deus NoBIs,’ 
and the inscription, ‘ BostontA Conpira, A.D. 1630. Crvt 
TATIS REGIMINE Donata, A.D. 1822,’ as herewith set forth.’ 

The seal as changed in 1827, and as it has ever since 
appeared, is shown opposite the title page.

RULES AND ORDERS. 


RULES OF THE BOARD OF ALDERMEN. 


CHAIRMAN. 


RutE 1. The chairman of the board shall take the chair at the hour 
to which the board shall have adjourned, and shall call the members to 
order, and, a quorum being present, shall cause the minutes of the 
preceding regular meeting to be read. In the absence of the chairman, 
the senior member present shall preside as chairman pro tempore, but 
if there are two or more members present of equal degree of seniority, 
the board shall by vote designate the one who shall so preside. 

RuLE 2. The chairman shall preserve decorum and order, may speak 
to points of order in preference to other members, and shall decide all 
questions of order, subject to an appeal to the board. Any member may 
appeal from the decision of the chair, and no other business, except a 
motion to adjourn, shall be in order until the question on appeal has. 
been decided. The question shall be put as follows: ‘Shall the deci- 
sion of the chair stand as the judgment of the board?’’? The vote on 
the question shall be by a roll call, and it shall be decided in the affirm- 
ative unless a majority of the votes are to the contrary. 

RutE 8. The chairman shall propound all motions in the order in 
which they are moved, unless the subsequent motion shall be previous 
in its nature, except that, in naming sums and fixing times, the largest 
sum and the longest time shall be put first; provided, that this rule 
shall not be construed to mean that the original motion shall be put 
previous to amendments and substitutions. 

Ruue 4. The chairman shall, at the request of any member, make a 
division of a question when the sense will admit. 

Rue 5. The chairman shall, without debate, decide all questions 
relating to priority of business to be acted upon. 

Rute 6. The chairman shall declare all votes; but if any member 
doubts a vote, the chairman shall cause a rising vote to be taken; and, 
when any member so requests, shall cause the vote to be taken or veri- 
fied by yeas and nays. 

Rute 7. The chairman shall appoint all committees, fill all vacancies 
therein, and designate the rank of the members thereof. 

Rue 8. When'the chairman of the board or the chairman pro 
tempore shall desire to vacate the chair, he may call any member to it; 
but such substitution shall not continue beyond an adjournment. 
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MOTIONS. 


RuLE 9. Every motion shall be reduced to writing if the chairman 
shall so direct. 

Rute 10. A motion to strike out and insert shall be deemed indi- 
visible; but a motion to strike out being lost shall not preclude amend- 
ment, or a motion to strike out and insert. 

RuLE 11. No motion or proposition of a subject different from that 
under consideration shall be admitted under color of amendment. 

Rue 12. When an order or resolution relates to a subject which 
may properly be examined and reported upon by an existing committee 
of the city council, such order or resolution shall, upon presentation, 
be referred to such committee. When a motion is made to refer any 
subject, and different committees are proposed, the motion shall be put 
in the following order: , 


1. Toa standing committee of the board. 
2. Toa special committee of the board. 
3. Toa joint standing committee. 
4. Toa joint special committee. 
RuLE 13. After a motion has been put by the chairman, it shall not 
be withdrawn except by unanimous consent. 
RuLE 14. When a question is under debate the following motions 
only shall be entertained, and in the order in which they stand arranged: 


To adjourn. 
To lay on the table. 
To postpone to a day certain. 
To commit. 
To amend. 
6. To postpone indefinitely. 

RuLE 15. A motion to adjourn shall be in order at any time, except 
on an immediate repetition, or pending a verification of a vote; and that 
motion, the motion to lay on the table, and the motion to take from the 
table, shall be decided without debate. -

READINGS. 


RuuE 16. Every ordinance, order, and resolution reported by a com- 
mittee shall, unless rejected, have two several readings, both of which 
may take place at the same session, unless objection is made. When- 
ever the second reading immediately follows the first reading, the docu- 
ment may be read by its title only. Orders from the board of street 
commissioners changing the names of streets, and orders granting loca- 
tions for poles or posts, shall, however, have one reading only at the 
same session. 


CONFIRMATIONS. 


Rute 17. The question of confirming a nomination made by the 
mayor shall be decided by a yea and nay ballot. 
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RECONSIDERATION, 


Rue 18. When a vote has been passed, any member may move a 
reconsideration thereof at the same meeting; or he may give notice to 
the clerk, within twenty-four hours of the adjournment, of his inten- 
tion to move a reconsideration at the next regular meeting; in which 
case the clerk shall retain possession of the papers until the next 
regular meeting; and when a motion for reconsideration is decided 
that vote shall not be reconsidered. 


CONDUCT OF MEMBERS. 


RuLE 19. Every member when about to speak shall rise, address the 
chair, and wait until he is recognized, and in speaking shall confine 
himself to the question, and avoid personalities. Any member who, in 
debate or otherwise, indulges in personalities or makes charges reflect- 
ing upon the character of another member, shall make an apology in 
open board at the meeting when the offence is committed or at the next 
succeeding regular meeting, and, failing to do so, shall be named by the 
chairman or held in contempt and suspended from further participation 
in debate until said apology is made. 

Rue 20. No member speaking shall, without his consent, be inter- 
rupted by another, except upon a point of order. 

Rute 21. No member shall be permitted to vote on any question, or 
serve on any committee, where his private right is immediately con- 
cerned, distinct from the public interest. 

RULE 22. Every member who shall be present when a question is put, 
where he is not excluded by interest, shall give his vote, unless the 
board for special reasons shall excuse him. Application to be so 
excused on any question must be made before the board is divided, 
or before the calling of the yeas and nays; and such application shall 
be accompanied by a brief statement of the reasons, and shall be 
decided without debate. 


STANDING COMMITTEES. 


Rute 23. The following standing committees of the board, to con- 
sist of five members each, except where otherwise herein provided, 
and the members of the joint standing committees on the part of this 
board, named in the joint rules and orders of the city council, and all 
other committees, unless otherwise provided for or specially directed 
by the board, shall be appointed by the chair: 

Committee on Armories and Military Affairs — County Accounts — 
Electric Wires — Faneuil Hall and County Buildings — Lamps — Li- 
censes — Markets — Railroads — Public Improvements, to consist of all 
the members of the board. 
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ORDER OF BUSINESS. 


Rube 24. At every regular meeting of the board the order of busi- 
ness shall be as follows: 


Communications from his honor the mayor. 
Presentation of petitions, memorials and remonstrances. 
Hearings. 

Papers from the common council. 

Unfinished business of preceding meetings. 

Orders of notice of hearings. 

Reports of city officers. 

Reports of committees. 

Motions, orders and resolutions. 


CHADBMARWNH 


REPORTS OF COMMITTEES. 


- RuLE 25.° Committees of the board, to whom any matter is especially 
referred, shall report within four weeks, or ask for further time. 


SPECTATORS. 


RULE 26. No person, except a member of the board, shall be per- 
mitted to occupy the seat of any member while the board is in session. 

RULE 27. No persons, excepting members of the city council, heads 
of departments, and reporters, shall be allowed in the anteroom of the 
aldermanic chamber while the board is in session. No person shall be 
allowed to enter the aldermanic chamber while the board is in session, 
after the seats furnished for spectators are occupied. The city mes- 
senger shall enforce this rule. 


LICENSES. 


RuLE 28. No permission for the use of land for the. purpose of 
burial, nor for the construction of underground conduits, shall be granted 
until a public hearing shall have been given by the board of aldermen 
on tlie application for such permission. No permission shall be granted 
for the erection of poles, piers, abutments or other fixtures for the 
support of electric wires unless the applicant for such permit, except in 
the case of a city department, shall bear the expense of the notification 
required by the provisions of chapter 237 of the Acts of 1908; the bills 
for said expense to be made hy the city clerk, and to be paid to the city 
collector. 

RULE 29. Every license or permit hereafter granted for the location 
of a street railway track, the erection of a pole or post, the construction 
of an underground conduit, the laying of a pipe or wire, or for the doing 
of any other work which may involve the disturbance of a surface of a 
street, shall specify the time within which the contemplated work shall 
be done, and shall not confer authority to do any such work after the 
expiration of such specified time. 
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LAMPS. 


RuLE 380.° Any person desiring a lamp to be erected in any way shall 
make application therefor to the superintendent of streets, who shall 
examine the place where it is proposed to locate the lamp and report 
thereon to the board; provided, however, that if the lamp is to be an 
electric lamp the superintendent shall obtain the opinion of the com- 
missioner of wires on the location, and forward to the board the opinion 
with his report. 


SMOKING IN THE ALDERMANIC CHAMBER. 


Rue 31. No smoking shall be allowed in the aldermanic chamber 
when the board is in session. 


AMENDMENT AND SUSPENSION. 

Rue 32. The foregoing rules shall not .be altered, amended, sus- 
pended or repealed, at any time, except by the votes of two-thirds of 
the members of the board of aldermen present and voting thereon. 
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RULES AND ORDERS OF THE COMMON COUNCIL. 


RuuE 1. Unless otherwise ordered from time-to time the regular 
meeting of the common council shall be held on every Thursday, at 
7.45 o’clock P. M., and, on the appearance of a quorum, the council 
shall be called to order. In the absence of the president the oldest 
senior member present shall take the chair, and a president pro 
tempore shall be chosen by ballot; and, if an election is not effected on 
the first trial, on subsequent trials a plurality vote shall elect. 

The roll shall be called at each meeting of the council, at the dis- 
cretion of the president, but not later than nine o’clock. 

When the meeting of the common council is called to order it shall 
be the duty of the city messenger to cause the electric bell in the ante- 
chamber to be rung for the purpose of notifying the members that the 
body is in session, and for the three minutes next following the ringing 
of the bell no business shall be transacted and no member recognized by 
the chair for any purpose. 


PRESIDENT. 


RuLe 2. The president shall appoint and announce all committees, 
unless otherwise ordered, and shall communicate his appointments to 
the council at the meeting following such action, if not made during a 
session. All vacancies upon committees shall be filled in the manner 
of original appointment; and members so appointed shall take rank 
according to the date of their appointment, unless otherwise designated 
by the president. 

Rue 3. The president may at any time call another member 
to the chair; but such substitution shall not continue beyond an 
adjournment. In all cases the president may vote. 

Ruut 4. The president shall preserve order in the council chamber 
during sessions of the council, and in case any member, other than 
the one recognized by the chair, insists on occupying the floor for 
any purpose, except to rise to a point of order or question of per- 
sonal privilege, he shall upon request of the president take his seat, 
and upon refusal to comply with such request, said member shall by a 
majority vote of the members present and voting be removed from the 
council chamber, such removal to remain in effect during the remainder 
of the session, unless otherwise ordered. The president shall forbid 
smoking in the council chamber. 


CLERK. 


RutE 5. The clerk shall keep a record of the acts, votes, and .pro- 
ceedings of the common council, and a separate record of all decisions 
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of the chair upon questions of order. He shall have the care and 
custody of all papers belonging to this branch of the city council, and 
shall prepare a schedule of business in order for each meeting, in such 
manner as the president may direct. 

He shall draw up and send all messages to the board of aldermen; 
and shall retain in his possession all papers until the right to file a 
notice of reconsideration has expired, and if such notice is made he 
shall keep the papers pertaining thereto until the right of reconsidera- 
tion has expired. 

CONDUCT OF MEMBERS. 

RuLE 6. Except when otherwise provided, no member shall speak 
for more than fifteen minutes, and a further equal time if the council 
so vote. No member shall speak a second time ona question, if another 
member, who has not spoken, claims the floor. 

RuLtE 7. No member speaking shall be interrupted by another, 
except upon a point of order. 

Every member, while speaking, shall confine himself to the question 
under debate, and shall refrain from personalities, and shall not refer 
to any other member of the council except by a respectful designation; 
and no member shall speak or vote out of his place without leave of 
the president. 

QUORUM. 

Rute 8. Whenever a member raises a doubt of a quorum being 
present, the chair shall ascertain and declare whether a quorum is 
present or not. For this purpose he may at his discretion, or on 
motion, sustained by one-fifth of the members present, order the roll to 
be called. If a quorum is not present he shall declare the council 
adjourned. 

COMMITTEES, 

Rute 9. All matters relating to the election of members shall be 
referred to the standing committee on elections, which shall consist of 
five members. 

Rute 10. There shall be a standing committee on judiciary, ¢onsist- 
ing of five members, who shall have the power to obtain the opinion of 
the corporation counsel on all matters that shall be referred to them. 

Rue 11. All committees of this council shall be notified of their 
meetings by the clerk of committees. They shall not sit during 
sessions of the council without special leave, nor be called on less 
notice than twenty-four hours from the time the notices are mailed by 
the clerk or despatched by special messengers, unless all the members 
consent; and the clerk shall keep a record of their doings. The mem- 
ber first named shall be chairman, unless otherwise ordered by the 
committee, in which case the council shall be notified of the change; 
and the same rule shall apply to the members serving on joint com- 
mittees. 

RvuueE 12. Special committees of the council shall consist of three 
members, unless otherwise ordered. 
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RuLE 13. No report of any committee shall be received unless agreed 
to by such committee at a duly notified meeting thereof. Such report, 
when presented, may be ordered to be printed, and shall then take its 
place among the unfinished business for consideration at the next 
meeting. 

COMMITTEE OF THE WHOLE. 

RuuE 14. When the council shall determine to go into a committee 
of the whole, the president shall appoint the member who shall take 
the chair. 

Rute 15. The rules of proceedings in.the council shall be observed 
in the committee of the whole, so far as they are applicable; but the 
previous question shall not be moved, and a motion to rise, report 
progress, and ask leave to sit again shall be first in order, and shall be 
decided without debate. 


ORDER OF BUSINESS. 


RuLe 16. At every meeting of the council the order of business shall - 
be as follows: 

First. Reading of the records of the preceding meeting if called for 
by a majority of the members present. 

Second. Messages from his honor the mayor, reports of city officers, 
and other communications addressed to the council. Orders and reso- 
lutions, deposited with the clerk previous to the session, to be read 
and referred without debate. 

Third. Papers from the board of aldermen. 

_ Fourth. Reports of committee on finance. 

Fifth. Reports of committees, which shall be called for by divisions 
in numerical order. 

Sixth. -Motions, orders and resolutions. Orders and resolutions 
shall be read once, and upon motion, referred to their appropriate com- 
mittees or assigned to the next meeting. If no objection is made, or 
the rules are suspended, orders and resolutions may, atthe time they 
are offered, be given a second reading and passed. All orders relating 
to heads of departments shall, unless otherwise ordered, be referred to 
the mayor. 

Seventh. . Unfinished business of preceding meetings. 

Highth. Notices of motions for reconsideration. (See Rule 35.) 

Ninth. Motions, orders and resolutions, which shall take the same 
course as provided in the sixth section of this rule. 

Provided, however, that not more than thirty minutes shall be allowed 
for the presentation of papers under the sixth order of business. 
Papers shall be called for by divisions in numerical order, and only one 
member in division one, two members in division two, two members 
in division three, and one member in division four, shall be recognized 
until each division has been called. 

Rue“ 17. All papers addressed to the council shall be presented by 
the president or by a member; and, unless the council shall otherwise 
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determine, they shall be read by the president, or such other person as 
he may request, and be taken up in the order in which they have 
been presented. 

Rute 18. All ordinances, orders, and resolutions shall, unless re- 
jected, have two several readings, after each of which debate shall be 
in order, and they shall then be put on their passage. Whenever the 
second reading immediately follows the first, the document may be 
read by its title only. 

RuLE 19. No ordinance and no order or resolution imposing penal- 
ties, or authorizing the expenditure of money, shall have more 
than one reading on the same day; but this rule shall not apply to an 
order to print a document. : 


MOTIONS. 


Rute 20. Every motion shall be reduced to writing, if the president 
shall so direct, and no other motion shall be entertained until a reason- 
able time be afforded for compliance with such direction. 

RuLE 21. In naming sums and fixing times the largest sum and 
longest time shall first be put to the question. 

RuLE 22. When a quéstion is under debate the president shall 
receive any of the following motions, but no others: 

1. To adjourn. 
To lay on the table. 
The previous question. 
To close debate at a specified time. 
To assign to a time certain. 
To amend. 
To refer to a committee. 
8. To refer to another board, 
9. To postpone indefinitely. 

These several motions shall not be applied to each other, except that 
the motion to assign, amend, refer or to close debate at a specified 
time may be amended and the previous question may be demanded 
upon an amendment, which motion shall be decided without debate. 

When one of these motions has been made, none of the others in- 
ferior to it in precedence shall be made, and, in proceeding to vote, 
motions pending shall be put in the order of their rank, as above 
arranged. No motion or proposition of a subject different from that 
under consideration shall be admitted under color of amendment. 

Rue 23. Whena matter has been assigned to be taken up at a fixed 
hour, or at a certain stage of proceedings, such matter shall, at the 
time appointed, or at any time subsequent thereto, during the same or 
succeeding meetings, be in order upon the call of any member, and take 
precedence of all other business. 

Rue 24. When an order or resolution relates to a subject which 
may properly be examined and reported upon by an existing committee 
of the city council, such order or resolution shall, upon presentation, 
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be referred to such committee. When a motion is made to refer any 
subject, and different committees are proposed, the motion shall be put 
in the following order: 

A standing committee of the council. 

A special committee of the council. 

A joint standing committee. 

A joint special committee. 

Rute 25. A motion to adjourn shall always be in order, provided 
business of a nature to be recorded on the journal has been transacted 
since a motion to adjourn was rejected; and such motion shall be 
decided without debate. 

RULE 26. Debate on a call for the previous question, or on a motion 
to close debate at a specified time, or on a motion to lay on the table 
or take from the table, shall not exceed ten minutes, and no member 
shall speak more than three minutes. In such debate, however, the 
merits of the main question shall not be discussed. 

RuLE 27, Any member may require the division of a question when 
the sense will admit of it; and any member may move at any time for 
the suspension of any rule or rules. 


PREVIOUS QUESTION. 


RULE 28. The previous question shall be put in the following form: 
‘* Shall the main question be now put?’’ and all debate upon the main 
question shall be suspended until the previous question has been 
decided. 

Rute 29. When the previous question is ordered the vote shall be 
taken upon all pending amendments, and finally upon the main ques- 
tion. 

Rute 30. All incidental questions of order, arising after a motion 
is made for the previous question, shall be decided without debate, 
except on an appeal; and on such an appeal no member shall be allowed 
to speak more than once, without leave of the council. 


APPEAL. 


Rute 31. No appeal from the decision of the president shall be 
entertained unless it is seconded; and no motion but to adjourn shall 
be in order till the question on the appeal has been decided. The 
question shall be put as follows: ‘ Shall the decision of the chair stand 
as the judgment of the council ?’’ And it shall be deemed to be decided 
in the affirmative, unless a majority of the votes given are to the con- 
trary. 

VOTING. 

RULE 32. If the president is unable to decide, or if any member 
doubts a vote, the president shall cause a rising vote to be taken on the 
question, without further debate. The president shall appoint two 
tellers for each division of the council, as fixed by him, who shall 
agree ona count, and report the result aloud to him. 
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RULE 33. A motion that any pending vote shall be taken by yeas 
and nays shall be in order at any time, and no debate shall be allowed 
thereon, but it shall be passed by the assent of one-fifth of the members 
present. Every member present shall.answer to his name unless excused 
before the vote is taken, and if it is a question requiring a two-thirds 
vote for its passage, every member shall rise in his seat when announcing 
his vote. 

Rute 34. After the announcement of a vote not taken by yeas and 
nays, any member may move for a verification thereof by yeas and nays, 
and on such motion a debate of the original question, not exceeding 
five minutes, shall be permitted and the yeas and nays shall be taken, 
provided one-fifth of the members voting shall so require. 


RECONSIDERATION, 


Rute 35. Whena vote has been passed, any member may move a 
reconsideration thereof at the same meeting, either immediately after 
the announcement of such vote, or whenever motions are in order; or 
if any member who is not shown by a yea and nay vote to have voted 
against the prevailing side, shall give notice to the clerk, before ten 
o’clock A.M., of the next day but one following that on which a meet- 
ing was held, except the final meeting of the year, or that preceding any 
adjournment for over two weeks, of his intention so to do, he may 
move a reconsideration at the next meeting at which said motion is 
reached in the order of proceedings. 

RuLeE 86. Debate on motions to reconsider shall be limited to thirty 
minutes, and no member shall speak more than five minutes. When- 
ever a matter has been especially assigned, a notice, as above specified, 
to reconsider any vote affecting it shall be considered whenever such 
special assignment takes effect. 

RuLE 37. When a motion for reconsideration has been decided, that 
decision shall not be reconsidered, and no question shall be twice 
reconsidered unless it has been amended after the reconsideration; nor 
shall any reconsideration be had upon the following motions: 

To adjourn. 

The previous question. 

To lay on the table. 

To take from the table. 

To close debate at a specified time. 


RESCINDING VOTES. 
Rute 38. After a vote has been refused a reconsideration, it shall 
not be rescinded unless two-thirds of the whole number of the members 
of the common council vote in the affirmative. : 


ELECTIONS. 


RuLE 39. All elections of city officers by this branch shall be held 
in accordance with the provisions of chapter 170 of the Acts of the year 
1899. 
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SEATS OF MEMBERS. of 


Rue 40. No person, except a member of the council, shall be per- 
mitted to occupy the seat of any member while the council is in session. 
The seats of the members of the council shall be numbered, and shall 
be determined, in the presence of the council, by drawing the names of 
members and the number of the seats simulHaneously; and each mem- 
ber shall be entitled for the year to the seat bearing the number so 
drawn against his name, and shall not change it, except by the permis- 
sion of the president. 


SPECTATORS. 


RuuE 41. The city messenger shall allow no person upon the floor 
of the council chamber, or in either of the anterooms, except members 
of the city government, heads of departments and reporters, without 
the permission of the president; and, while the council is in session, no 
person, except members of the city government, heads of departments 
and reporters shall be allowed in either of the anterooms on the easterly 
side. The president shall order such accommodations on the floor for 
reporters and spectators as he shall deem proper; provided, however, 
that no spectators shall be seated behind members of the council. 

_ RuutE 42. The council chamber shall be used for meetings of the 
council only, unless by special vote of the common council; provided, 
that during the summer recess the president may allow the chamber to 
be used for public purposes, in all cases reporting his action to the 
council at its next meeting. The anteroom and large committee room 
on the east shall be subject to the same rules; except that the president 
may allow committee meetings to be held therein at times when the 
council is notin session. The clerk’s room shall be assigned to the 
clerk of the common council for occupancy and use. The anteroom 
between the council chamber and the clerk’s room shall be used during 
the meetings of the council to give access to the seats on the floor, and 
for such other purposes as the president may direct; provided, that 
smoking there shall not be allowed on the part of visitors. The general 
care and supervision of these rooms are hereby intrusted to the city 
messenger, subject to the direction of the president; but no expendi- — 
ture of money shall be made except by direct vote of the common 
council. 

PARLIAMENTARY PRAOTICE. 


RuxeE 43. The rules of parliamentary practice as contained in Cush- 
-ing’s ‘‘ Law and Practice of Legislative Assemblies” shall govern this 
council in all cases in which they are applicable, and in which they are 
“not inconsistent with these rules or the joint rules of the city council.

5. A committee on Ordinances, to consist of the members of the 
committee on law department, to whom shall be referred all ordinances 
introduced in either branch, or transmitted to them by vote of any 
standing committee. Unless specially instructed, they shall pass upon 
the question of the form and legality of the ordinances so referred; they 
may append an order that such ordinance ‘t ought not to pass ’’ and give 
their reasons therefor, or report such ordinance in a new draft. Such 
report shall be made in not over two weeks from the meeting at which 
the reference was ordered, or the ordinance received from a committee. 

6. A committee on Police, to consist of five aldermen and eight 
councilmen, to whom shall be referred all matters relating to the police 
department. 

7. A committee on Printing, to consist of five aldermen and eight 
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councilmen, who shall have the charge of all printing, advertising or 
publishing ordered by or for the city council, or either branch, as one 
of its contingent or incidental expenses, and the supply of all stationery 
or binding for the same purpose. The committee shall fix the number 
‘ of copies to be printed of any document printed as above, the minimum, 
however, to be six hundred; and they shall have the right to make rules 
and regulations for the care, custody, and distribution of all documents, 
books, pamphlets and maps by the city messenger. 

8. A committee on Public Lands, to consist. of five aldermen and 
eight councilmen, to whom shall be referred all matters relating to 
public lands. 

9. A committee on Schools and Schoolhouses, to consist of five 
aldermen and eight councilmen, to whom shall be referred matters 
relating to the public schools, and requests for additional school accom- 
modations. 

JOINT SPECIAL COMMITTEES. 

RuLE 2. Every joint special committee ordered by the city council 
shall, unless otherwise provided in the order, be appointed in the man- 
ner provided in Rule 1. 

JOINT COMMITTEES. 

RuLeE 38. The member of the board of aldermen first named on every 
joint committee shall be the chairman; and, in case of his resignation or 
inability, the other members of the same board in the order designated 
by the chairman of the board, and after them the members of the com- 
mon council, in the order named, shall act as chairman. Meetings of 
committees shall be called at the discretion of the chairman, or at the 
written request of a majority of the members. 

Rue 4. Every joint committee shall cause records of their proceed- 
ings to be kept in books provided for that purpose; and at every meet-. 
ing of a committee the records of the previous meeting shall be read, 
unless otherwise ordered by the committee. In all such meetings of 
committees all votes shall, at the request of any member, be taken by 
yeas and nays and recorded. 

RuLeE 5. No meeting of any committee shall, without the consent of 
all the members thereof, be called upon less notice than twenty-four 
hours from the time the clerk shall have mailed the notices or 
despatched them by special messenger. 

Rue 6. Any joint committee may expend from the appropriation 
for contingent expenses an amount not exceeding two hundred dollars 
in any one year for purposes connected with the duties of said 
committee for which no provision has been otherwise made, 


CONFERENCE COMMITTEES. 


RuuE 7. In every case of disagreement between the two branches of 
the city council, if either branch shall request a conference, and appoint 
a committee of conference, the other branch shall also appoint such a 
committee, and such committees shall consist of not less than five mem- 
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bers each. Both committees shall, at an hour to be agreed upon by 
their chairmen, meet and state to each other, verbally or in writing, as 
either shall choose, the reasons for the action of their respective branches 
in relation to the matter in controversy, shall confer freely thereon, and 
shall report to their respective branches. 


REFERENCE TO COMMITTERS. 


Rute 8, When an order or resolution relates to a subject which 
may properly be examined and reported upon by an existing committee 
of the city council, such order or resolution shall, upon presentation, 
be referred to such committee. Either branch of the city council may 
commit or recommit to a joint committee, but a reference with instruc- 
tions shall require concurrent action. ° 


REPORTS OF JOINT COMMITTEES. 


RuLeE-9. No report of a joint committee shall be received by either 
branch of the city council unless agreed to by such committee at a duly 
notified meeting thereof. The report of a committee upon any subject 
referred to them shall, unless otherwise ordered by the city council or by 
the committee, be presented to the branch in which the order of refer- 
ence originated. It shall be the duty of every joint committee to which 
any subject may be specially referred to report thereon within four 
weeks, or to ask for further time. 

RvuuE 10. All reports submitted to the city council shall be written or 
printed, and no indorsement of any kind shall be made on the reports, 
memorials, or other papers, excepting those made by the officers of either 
branch, or the name of the member offering the same. Every report of 
a committee shall be signed by a member belonging to the body to 
which it shall be presented, unless otherwise directed by the committee. 
Every member presenting an order, ordinance or resolution shall have 
his name indorsed thereon. Such member shall be informed by the 
clerk of committees of the time fixed for its consideration, if he give 
notice of his desire to be heard thereon. 

RuueE 11. Any report containing any recommendation other than 
‘‘leave to withdraw,’ or ‘‘ inexpedient to take further action,”’ or refer- 
ence to another board or committee, shall be accompanied by an ordi- 
nance, order or resolve embodying such recommendation; and such 
report shall be acted upon separately. 

RuLeE 12. Any member of a joint committee may submit a minority 
report at the same time as the majority report, and, if the latter be in 
print, he shall be allowed to submit his report also in print. Either 
branch may order to be printed the report of any committee submitted 
to it, or any document relating to a subject under consideration, the 
expense thereof to be charged to the general appropriation for printing. 


NOTICE TO OTHER BRANCH. 


Rute 13. All papers requiring’ concurrent action shall be trans- 
mitted from one branch of the city council to the other before the next 
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regular meeting of the latter branch, with the action of the branch 
sending them indorsed thereon, and signed by the regular presiding 
officer of such branch, or, in his absence, by the clerk, or assistant 
clerk, of such body. In case of votes or action by either branch, not 
based on written orders or papers, notice of the same shall be trans- 
mitted to the other branch, signed as hereinbefore directed. In case 
any ordinance, order or resolution, originating in one branch, shall fail 
to pass in the other, notice thereof shall be given, under the signature 
of the clerk, to the branch in which the same originated. 


ORDERS AND RESOLUTIONS. 


Rute 14. Im all votes requiring @¢concurrent action the form of 
expression shall be ‘‘Ordered’’ for everything by way of command; 
and the form shall be ‘‘ Resolved’’ for everything expressing opinions, 
principles, facts, or purposes. 


APPROPRIATIONS AND EXPENDITURES. 


Rute 15. Whenever the city council shall order an expenditure by 
any committee, board or officer, either in addition to the estimates on 
which the appropriation was made, or for any object not included in 
such estimates, it shall provide for the payment of the same. 

Rute 16. No expenditure shall be made from the reserve fund 
except by a transfer to some other appropriation, or to a new appropria- 
tion to be established, and no expenditure shall’ be charged to the 
appropriation for incidental expenses except transfers and the expendi- 
tures therefrom provided for in the ordinances. 

RuweE 17. Every application for an additional appropriation, to be 
provided for by transfer or loan, shall be referred to the committee on 
finance; and no such additional appropriation shall be made until the 
said committee have reported thereon, 

Rute 18. No order authorizing the borrowing of.money, or the 
transfer of one appropriation, or part of an appropriation, to another 
appropriation, shall be passed unless two-thirds of the whole number 
of the members of each branch of the city council vote in the affirma- 
tive, by a vote taken by yea and nay. 


BILLS AND ACCOUNTS. 


Rute 19. No presiding officer of a board or chairman of a committee, 
unless duly authorized by such board or committee, shall approve any 
bill or account against the city. 


AMENDMENT OR REPEAL. 


Rute 20. The foregoing rules shall not be altered, amended, sus- 
pended or repealed, at any time, except by the votes of two-thirds of 
the members of each branch of the city council present and voting 
thereon.

The trustees of the Public Library of the City of Boston, who are five 
in number, are appointed by the Mayor, one each year, fora term of five 
years. ‘They were incorporated by an act of the General Court passed April 
4, 1878, and are authorized to receive and hold real and personal estate 
which may be given, granted, bequeathed or devised to the said corpora- 
tion, to an amount not exceeding $1,000,000. The first trustees were 
appointed under an ordinance of October 14, 1852. The old Library 
Building on Boylston street was opened to the public in September, 1858, 
and closed finally in January, 1895. The new Library Building on Copley 
square was first opened on March 11, 1895. The Library is maintained . 
by an annual appropriation voted out of the general funds of the City 
by the City Council. About $18,467 of this appropriation was used in 
1908 for the purchase of books and periodicals. The Library also holds 
trust funds aggregating $418,350, the interest of which is devoted to 
the purchase of books. 

The annual reports, the first of which appeared in 1852, have been con- 
tinued without interruption. 

Of the Quarterly Bulletins begun in 1867, fourteen volumes have been 
published. The series closed in 1896. 

A Quarterly Bulletin of a new series is now issued, and a weekly list of 
new books added to the Library. The trustees have issued also general 
and special catalogues of the Central Library, and of its branches and 
special collections, as well as hand-books for readers, and other docu- 


ments. 
LIBRARY SYSTEM. 


The Library system consists of the Central Library in Copley square; 
eleven branch libraries with independent collections of books;. seventeen 
reading rooms, all of which contain deposits of books from the Central 
Library, reference books and periodicals. There were, on May 1, 1909, 
in the Central Library, Branch Libraries and reading rooms, including 
the evening and Sunday service, 460 employees. 

Between the Central Library and these twenty-eight stations, by 
Library wagons, there is a daily exchange of books and cards, whereby 
persons living in outlying districts can draw books from the Central 
Library without the necessity of coming in person. 

The delivery or deposit of books is also undertaken in one hundred 
and fifteen public and parochial schools, twenty-nine institutions and 
forty-eight fire company houses. 

Cards allowing the use of two books without restriction as to class, 
for two weeks, are issued to all residents of Boston with no further 
attendant delay than is involved in identification. No guaranty is 
asked, except in case of a sojourner. Such cards are also issued to 
non-resident pupils attending Boston schools who furnish guaranties. 
For reading and reference the Library is open to all without formality. 
Special cards for more extended privileges are issued to clergymen 
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officiating in the City, and to teachers giving instruction in Boston 
institutions of learning; a special card is also issued in certain cases 
by the trustees. On May 1, 1909, there were 85,179 card-holders having 
the right to draw books for home use. The total number of volumes 
was 946,677, and of different newspapers and periodicals currently re- 
ceived at the Central Library and branches about 2,075. Books issued 
in 1908, for home use and for use through schools and institutions, 
numbered 1,679,442; of reference use, on account of the freedom with 
which books may be consulted, no adequate statistics are kept.

The Fine Arts Department has facilities for 
copying and photographing, a collection of photographs of architecture, 
sculpture and painting, numbering 29,348 (including process pic- 
tures), besides illustrated books, portfolios, lantern slides, etc. Special 
assistance is offered to classes, travel clubs, etc. Free lectures, mostly 
on art topics, are given during the winter season. The room for younger 
readers has about 9,500 volumes on open shelves for reading and circu- 
lation. The Bindery has twenty-nine and the Printing Department 
seven employees. The Library is open from 9 A.M. to 10 P.M.; Sundays. 
from 12 M. to10 P.M. Closed at 9 P.M. Psat, June, July, ene and 
September.

Faneuil Hall Market, proposed in Mayor Quincy’s message of July 31, 
1823, and completed in 1826, was under the charge of a Clerk of the 
Market until an ordinance of September 9, 1852, established the office 
of Superintendent. According to the Revised Ordinances of 1898, 
Chap. 1, § 4, tenth, Faneuil Hall Market includes the lower floor, 
porches and cellar of the buildings called respectively Faneuil Hall and 
Quincy Market. The Superintendent has charge and control of Faneuil 
Hall Market. He may assign stands within their limits; and it is his 
duty, from time to time, to lease the stalls in the market for five years 
at rents not less than those established by the City Council. The 
market police are appointed by the Police Commissioner and under his 
control.

The Overseers of the Poor in the Town of Boston, a corporation 
established in 1772, by act of the Legislature, in 1864, were succeeded 
by the corporation called the ‘‘Overseers of the Poor in the City of 
Boston,’’ consisting of twelve residents of Boston, four of whom are 
appointed annually to serve for the term of three years from the first 
day of May. The board has issued annual reports since 1865. 

The Overseers of the Poor are also incorporated as a Board of Trus- 
tees of John Boylston’s and other charitable funds, left for the assist- 
ance of persons of good character and advanced age, ‘‘ who have been 
reduced by misfortune to indigence and want.”’ 

A Lodge for Wayfarers who apply at station-houses for accommo- 
dations has been established in Hawkins street, where work of some 
kind is exacted as the equivalent for food and shelter.

The tctal expenditure for park purposes to January 31, 1909, was 
$18,845,515.94, expended as follows: For land, $8,488,773.22; for con- 
struction, $10,393,386.62; for betterment expenses, $13,356.10. 

The Arnold Arboretum, containing originally 122.6 acres, belonging to 
Harvard College, was taken with other lands, in 1881, for a public 
park, and in 1895 another tract of about 68 acres on Peters’ Hill, also 
belonging to Harvard College, was taken, and the name Bussey Park was 
added tothe title. All the land in these tracts not required for drive- 
ways and walks, a quarry reservation and traffic road, was leased to 
Harvard College, to be used only for the purposes of an arboretum 
under the trusts created by the wills of Benjamin Bussey and James 
Arnold. The arboretum is open to visitors daily from 7 A.M. untilsunset.

From 1857 to 1885 the public institutions were in charge of a Board of 
Directors, twelve in number; from 1885 to 1889, in charge of a board 
consisting of nine members; from 1889 to 1895, in charge of the Board 
of Commissioners of Public Institutions, three in number. By Chap. 
449 of the Acts of 1895, the institutions were placed under the charge 
of one commissioner, known as the Institutions Commissioner. By 
Chaps. 395 and 451 of the Acts of 1897, the control of the institutions 
was divided, separate Boards of Trustees being appointed for the 
Children’s Institutions, the Pauper Institutions and the. Insane Hospital. 
In 1908 the name of the Pauper Institutions Department was changed 
to the Infirmary Department, and the State took over the Insane 
Hospital. 

The Penal Institutions Department was placed under the control of 
a single commissioner, who has charge of the House of Correction at 
Deer Island. He purchases all supplies required for that institution, 
and has charge of the steamer ‘‘ Monitor,’’ which is used to transport 
passengers and freight to Deer, Long and Rainsford Islands.

used for the purchase of additional land for park purposes. On April 
29, 1909, the City Treasurer received $400,000, the first payment.

This department, which was established by Chapter 473 of the Acts 
of 1901 (amended by Chapter 376 of the Acts of 1904), is in charge of a 
board of three commissioners, appointed by the Mayor without con- 
firmation. Since 1902 one commissioner isto be appointed in each year 
for a term of three years, beginning with June 1 in the year of appoint- 
ment. The salaries of the commissioners and the ordinary expenses of 
the department are met by appropriations of the School Committee. 

‘The authority and duties of the board are those formerly conferred 
and imposed upon the City Council and the School Committee in rela- 
tion to selecting lands for school purposes and requesting the Street

One commissioner is chosen by popular vote at the annual city elec- 
tion to serve for three years from the first Monday in January.

In 1895 the duties of the 
Board of Survey were transferred to the Street Commissioners, who are 
also charged with the regulation of street traffic and the licensing of 
street stands for the sale of merchandise. 
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TRAFFIC RULES. 


As provided by Chap. 447, Acts of 1908, the Street Commissioners 
were authorized to make such regulations as they deemed needful to 
‘prevent the increasing congestion and delay of traffic in the streets. 
New traffic rules were promulgated in December, 1908, and went into 
effect January 1, 1909. They are enforced by the Police Commissioner, 
and the penalty for violation is a fine not exceeding twenty dollars for 
each offence.

the City; he pays all executions against the City when duly certified as 
correct by an officer of the Law Department, even if the appropriation 
to which the execution is chargeable is not sufficient. He pays the 
principal and interest of the City debt, as the same becomes due, and 
has charge of the issue, transfer, and registration of the City debt. He 
receives and invests all trust funds of the City, and holds the income 
thereof subject to expenditure for the purposes designated in the gift. 
He disposes of the balance remaining at the end of each financial year 
as the City Council may direct. 
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The City Treasurer is also County Treasurer and Treasurer of the 
Sinking Funds Department. 

The Treasurer publishes reports yearly. Since 1882 he has published 
monthly statements.

The history of the Boston Water Works up 
to January 1, 1868, has been written by Nathaniel J. Bradlee; from 1868 
to 1876, by Desmond FitzGerald; of the ‘‘ Additional Supply from Sud- 
bury River,’’ by A. Fteley. In addition to the annual reports on the 
Cochituate supply, from 1850, and of the Mystic supply, from 1866, 
there are numerous special reports. By Chapter 449, Acts of 1895, the 
Boston Water Board, the Water Income Department, and the Water 
Registrar were abolished and the Water Department created, a single 
commissioner being entrusted with all the powers previously exercised 
by the Boston Water Board and the Boston Water Registrar.

The office of Commissioner of Wires was established in 1894, in 
accordance with chapter 454 of the Acts of that year. 
The department has issued annual reports, beginning February 1, 
1895. 
Under the statute of 1894, it was made the duty of the Commissioner 

of Wires to have all unexempted electric wires, cables and conductors. 
in the City north of Dover and Berkeley streets, and between the 
Charles river, the Harbor and Fort Point Channel placed under ground, 
and to remove all unexempted poles and structures in the streets within 
the said district before January 1, 1900. 

He was authorized to supervise and inspect both underground and 
overhead wires, cables and conductors; to regulate the direction of 
such wires, cables and conductors, and see that they were sufficiently 
insulated; to secure the removal of dead or abandoned wires, and the 
protection of all buildings by proper safety devices; to inspect all wires 
carrying electric light, heating, or power current within buildings, and 
to see that all wires, posts, machinery and appliances are kept in good 
order and condition. 

Chapter 249 of the Acts of 1898 provides that in each of the years 
1900-1909, inclusive, the Commissioner of Wires shall prescribe the 
limits of a district within which, for not more than two miles of streets, 
avenues or highways, certain wires, cables and conductors shall be 
removed or placed underground during the calendar year. 

In accordance with chapter 347 of the Acts of 1908, the Commissioner 
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is authorized, in 1910, and in each year thereafter, to and including the 
year 1919, to prescribe not more than two miles of streets, etc., within 
which all wires, cables and conductors shall be put under ground. Under 
section 38 of the same Act, the Commissioner is authorized to make such 
rules and regulations relating to the insulation of overhead and under- 
ground wires, cables and conductors and appliances as may be reason- 
ably necessary for the purposes of safety. 

The Commissioner is sole judge of what constitutes proper and safe 
insulation of electric conductors and appliances within buildings, and 
is authorized to make such rules and regulations as he may deem 
necessary to secure safe insulation. 

According to Chapter 339, Acts of 19@8, any person, firm or corpora- 
tion failing to notify the Commissioner of the installing of wiring or 
apparatus for electric light, heat or power purposes shall be subject to 
a fine of not less than ten nor more than fifty dollars for each offence.

The Art Department was established by Chapter 410 of the Acts of 
the Legislature of 1898. It is in charge of five commissioners, who are 
appointed by the Mayor, without confirmation. Each of the follow- 
ing-named bodies, namely, the Trustees of the Museum of Fine Arts, 
the Trustees of the Boston Public Library, the Trustees of the Massa- 
chusetts Institute of Technology, the Boston Art Club, and the Boston 
Society of Architects, submits a list of three persons to the Mayor; 
and the Mayor appoints one person as. Art Commissioner from each of 
the lists so submitted. Whenever the term of a member of the Board 
expires, the Mayor appoints his successor from a list selected by the 
body which made the original selection, as aforesaid. The Board may 
appoint a secretary outside of its own membership, who serves without 
compensation. 

No work of art can become the property of the City without the 
approval of the Art Department; which may also be requested by the 
Mayor or the City Council to pass upon the design of any municipal 
building, bridge, approach, lamp, ornamental gate or fence, or other 
structure to be erected upon land belonging to the City. Moreover, all 
contracts or orders for the execution of any painting, monument, statue, 
bust, bas-relief, or other sculpture, for said City, shall be made by said 
board, acting by a majority of its members, subject to the approval of 
the Mayor.

The Board consists of five members appointed by the Mayor in the 
following manner: One member from two candidates, one to be 
nominated by the Real Estate Exchange and Auction Board, and one by 
the Massachusetts Rea] Estate Exchange; one member from two candi- 
dates, one to be nominated by the Boston Society of Architects and one 
by the Boston Society of Civil Engineers; one member from two candi- 
dates, one to be nominated by the Master Builders’ Association and one 
by the Contractors and Builders’ Association; one member from two 
candidates to be nominated by the Building Trades Council of the Boston 
Central Labor Union; and one member selected by the Mayor. The term 
of office is five years. Each member is paid ten dollars per day for actual 
service, but not more than one thousand dollars in any one year. 

Any applicant for a permit from the Building Commissioner whose 
application has been refused may appeal therefrom within ninety days, 
and a person who has been ordered by the Commissioner to incur any 
expense may, within ten days after receiving such order, appeal to 
the Board of Appeal by giving notice in writing to the Commissioner. 
All cases of appeal are referred to this Board, which may, after a 
hearing, direct the Commissioner to issue his permit under such 
conditions, if any, as the Board may require, or to withhold the same. 
Any citizen of Boston may obtain the opinion of the Board as to the 
true construction of the language under which a decision of the 
Commissioner has been rendered. Permits to restore damage by fire 
can only be issued with the approval of the Board. 

The Board may vary the provisions of the statute of 1907 in specific 
cases which appear to them not to have been contemplated thereby, or 
-in cases where manifest injustice is done, but such decisions must be 
unanimous and not in conflict with the spirit of any provision of the 
statute. 

Appeal may also be made to this Board from certain requirements of 
the Commissioner of Wires.

This Commission was established by statute in 1870, to have charge 
of the maintenance of the West Boston, Canal or Craigie’s, and the 
Prison Point bridges. (Statutes of 1870, Chaps. 300, 302.) In 1892 the 
Harvard bridge was placed in their charge (Statute of 1882, Chap. 155). 
The powers of the Commission were greatly enlarged by Statutes 
‘of 1898, Chapter 467, Sect. 14. This Act places all bridges and draws 
between the two cities in their charge, to support, manage and keep in 
repair, and to authorize exclusively the placing of poles, wires and other 
structures upon them. The expense of maintenance is borne equally 
by the City of Boston and the City uf Cambridge. The two Commission- 
ers, who serve without pay, are appointed by the Mayors of Boston and 
Cambridge.

It is the duty of the Commission to investigate, at its discretion, all 
matters relating to appropriations, loans, expenditures, accounts and 
methods of administration affecting the City of Boston or the County 
of Suffolk, or any of their departments, and to report upon its investi- 
gations from time to time to the Mayor, the City Council, the Governor, 
or the General Court. 

The Commission is required to make an annual report, in January, to- 
the General Court. It is also the duty of the Commission to report to 
the Mayor, the City Auditor or the City Treasurer as to the validity or 
proper amount of any doubtful pay-roll, bill or claim referred to it by 
them. 

The Commission has all the powers and duties conferred by Chapter 
562, Acts of 1908, upon the former Finance Commission, including the 
power to summon witnesses and secure papers. The term of the 
former Finance Commission, which expired by limitation on December 
31, 1908, was extended till February 1, 1909. The present Commission 
qualified on June 24, 1909.

The Commissioners were originally appointed for the term of five 
years from the first of July, 1894. By Stat. 1899, Chap. 375, the term 
was extended to July 1, 1902. By Stat. 1902, Chap. 534, accepted by 
the*oters of Boston at the Municipal Election of 1902, the term of the 
Commission was further extended to July 1, 1906. By Stat. 1906, Chap. 
213, the term of the Commission was further extended to July 1, 1909, 
and by Stat. 1909, Chap. 455, to July 1, 1911. 

The Commission had charge of the construction of the Tremont street 
subway, of the Charlestown bridge, of the tunnel to East Boston, and 
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the Washington street tunnel. This tunnel, which is used for elevated 
railway trains exclusively, was opened for traffic on November 30, 1908. 

By Chap. 578, Acts of 1907, the Commission is further charged with 
the construction of an east and west subway, called the Riverbank 
subway, mainly under the Charles river embankment. The work of 
construction cannot begin until a year after the completion of the 
Washington street tunnel. The Commission is also authorized to cun- 
struct, under the provisions of Chap. 520, Acts of 1906, a tunnel under 
Beacon Hill from the new Cambridge bridge to the Park street station 
of the Tremont street subway, as a connection with the Cambridge 
subway system to be built by the Boston Elevated Railway.

The Commission has had charge of the construction of the steel and 
masonry bridge across the Charles river, known as the Cambridge 
bridge, from Cambridge street in Boston to Main street in Cambridge. 
The cost of the bridge is apportioned among three parties. The Boston 
Elevated Railway Company pays such portion as shall be rendered 
necessary by reason of the bridge being of additional size and strength 
for the use of the elevated railroad, and shall construct or pay for con- 
structing its railway, both elevated and surface, across the bridge. The 
balance of the, cost is payable one-half by the City of Boston and one- 
half by the City of Cambridge. This bridge was opened to the public 
and placed in charge of the Boston and Cambridge Bridge Commissioners 
in December, 1907. The surface railway is now in operation, but the 
construction necessary for elevated railway service will probably not be 
completed before 1910. 

The Commission has also had charge of the construction of the high- 
level bridge, known as the ‘‘ Brookline street bridge,’’? over the tracks 
of the Bostonand Albany railroad and across the Charles river, between 
Essex street, Boston, and Brookline street, Cambridge, which was 
completed in 1907, and will supervise the rebuilding of the bridge across 
Charles river, between North Harvard street, Boston, and Boylston 
street, Cambridge, to be known as ‘‘ Soldiers’ Field bridge,” and to be 
built with or without a draw, as the Commission may determine.

The Licensing Board for the City of Boston was established by Chap- 
ter 291 of the Acts of 1906. It consists of three members, appointed by 
the Governor, with the advice and consent of the Council. The mem- 
bers"must be citizens of Boston who have resided in the city for at least 
two years preceding the date of their appointment. The two prin- 
cipal political parties must be represented and the term of the members 
is fixed at six years, after the first appointments, one member retiring 
every two years. The Board was created to exercise all the powers and 
perform all the duties conferred or imposed upon the Board of Police of 
the City of Boston by Sections 10 to 90 (both inclusive) of Chapter 100 
of the Revised Laws, and amendments thereof, relative to intoxicating 
liquors; and by Chapter 102 of the Revised Laws and amendments 
thereof, relative to innholders and common victuallers. Chap. 423, Acts 
of 1909, relates to licensing the sale of ice cream, fruit, soda water and 
confectionery on Sunday. 

The Board also exercises all the powers and performs all the duties 
previously conferred or imposed by law on the Board of Police relative 
to the licensing of picnic groves, skating rinks, intelligence offices, 
billiard tables and bowling alleys.

The Franklin Foundation is incorporated under Chapter 569 of the 
Acts of 1908, and has sole charge of the Franklin Union, as well as the 
management of the Franklin Fund. 

The Franklin Fund is the proceeds of a bequest of one thousand 
pounds to ‘‘ the Inhabitants of the Town of Boston in Massachusetts ”’ 
made by Benjamin Franklin, in a codicil to his willdated June 23, 1789. 
The codicil provided that the fund ‘‘if accepted by the Inhabitants of 
the Town of Boston’’ be managed ‘‘under the direction of the Select- 
men, united with the Minister of the oldest Episcopalian, Congregational, 
and Presbyterian Churches in that Town,’’ who were to make loans on 
certain conditions to *‘ young married artificers under the age of 
twenty-five years.”’ 

Dr. Franklin, who died April 17, 1790, calculated that, in one hundred 
years, the thousand pounds would grow to £131,000, ‘‘ of which,’ he 
says, ‘‘I would have the managers then lay out at their discretion 
£100,000 in Public Works which may be judged of most general utility 
to the Inhabitants. The remaining £31,000, I would have continued to 
be let out on interest for another hundred years. At the end of this 
second term, if no unfortunate accident has prevented the operation, the 
sum will be £4,061,000, of which I leave £1,061,000 to the Town of 
Boston, and £38,000,000 to the disposition of the Government of the 
State, not presuming to carry my views farther.’ The Town accepted 
the donation at a Town Meeting held June 1, 1790. 

A futile suit brought by the Franklin heirs in 1891 prevented the 
division of the fund at the expiration of one hundred years; but on 
January 17, 1894, by direction of the three Ministers and the Board of 
Aldermen of the City, which board claimed to be the successors of the 
‘¢Selectmen,”’ $329,300.48 (492 of the fund) was paid to the City 
Treasurer, for ‘‘the purchase of land and the erection thereon of the 
Franklin Trades School and for the equipment of the same.’’ Owing 
to a series of complications the money has remained in the custody of 
the Treasurer. Mayor Collins, in 1902, caused a petition of the City to 
be filed in the Supreme Court, praying for instructions as to the 
authority of the persons then acting as managers of the fund. The 
Court rendered an opinion November 25, 1903 (184 Mass. 378, page 43), 
to the effect that the three ministers were managers of the fund under 
Franklin’s will, but that the Aldermen did not succeed the ‘‘Selectmen”’ 
as managers and had no powers with reference to it. The Court, under 
its general power to care for public charitable funds, appointed, on 
March 16, 1904, the above managers to take the place of the ‘‘Select- 
men,’ and provided in the decree of the Court that the Mayor of Boston 
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should be one, ex officio. On October 20, 1904, the City Treasurer, ex 
officio, was appointed by the Board of Managers as treasurer of the fund. 

On December 2, 1905, the City Treasurer received from Mr. Andrew 
Carnegie $408,396.48, said sum being the amount of the Franklin Fund, 
August, 1904, which Mr. Carnegie agreed to duplicate. 

On January 31, 1906, the amount available for expenditure by the 
Managers was $426,824.78. The Franklin Fund which, with its accu- 
mulations, will become available in 1991, amounted, on January 31, 
1909, to $185,065.07. 

The Franklin Trades School, or Franklin Union as it is now called, 
occupies its new building at the corner of Appleton and Berkeley 
streets, which was opened in September, 1908. The building contains 24 
class-rooms and 6 draughting-rooms, and accommodates about 1,700 
students. There is also a technical and scientific library, and a large 
hall with a seating capacity of 1,000, for lectures, concerts, discussions 
and similar purposes. The building with equipment cost about 
$366,000. The site was purchased in 1906 for $100,000.

Two Commissioners of Pilots for the harbor of Boston, having the

The Board of Police for the City of Boston was established by 
Chapter 323 of the Acts of 1885, and was composed of three citizens uf 
Boston, appointed for five years from the two principal political parties 
by the Governor, with the advice and consent of the Executive Council. 
The Board assumed office on July 23,1885. By Chapter 291 of the Acts 
of 1906, the department was placed in charge of a single head, to be 
known as the Police Commissioner. 

The powers of the Board of Police, except those relating to the grant- 
ing of licenses, which were transferred to the newly created Licensing 
Board, devolve upon the Police Commissioner. The Police Com- 
missioner assumed office June 4, 1906. 

The City is divided into sixteen Police Districts, in each of which is a 
station-house, the headquarters of a captain and force of men, The 
Commissioner appoints a Harbor-Master and assistants from the police 
force, and they receive pay in accordance with their rank in the force, 
The police steamer ‘‘ Guardian ’’ and the steam launches ‘ Ferret’ and 
‘* Watchman’’ are employed in this service. 

By Chapter 279 of the Acts of 1903, the Board of Police were required 
to ascertain, within the first seven days of May in each year, the num- 
ber of polls for assessment in the City of Boston and also to make lists 
‘of the women voters in the city. Chapter 480 o0f the Acts of 1908 pro-

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vides that the transmission of lists to the Election Commissioners may 
be deferred not more than ten week days beyond the 18th of May if 
public exigency require it. 

By Chapter 291 of the Acts of 1906, the powers and duties of the 
Board of Police relative to the listing and registration of voters were 
transferred to a Listing Board, to be composed of the Police Com- 
missioner and one member of the Board of Election Commissioners to 
be annually appointed by the Mayor of Boston. Such member must 
belong to that one of the two leading parties of which the Police Com- 
missioner is nota member. In case of disagreement the Chief Justice 
of the Municipal Court becomes a member for the purpose of settling 
such disagreement.

TERMS, HOLIDAYS AND VACATIONS OF DAY SCHOOLS. 


The school year begins on the first day of September, and consists of 
two terms, viz.: The fall term, beginning on the second Wednesday in 
September, and the spring term, beginning on the first Monday in 
February. 
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All day schools are in session from the second Wednesday in September 
up to and including the Friday of the second calendar week preceding 
the fourth day of July, except on Saturdays and Sundays, and the fol- 
lowing vacations and holidays: From 12 o’clock noon on the day before 
Thanksgiving Day until the following Monday; from 12 o’clock noon on 
the second calendar day immediately preceding Christmas Day to and 
including the first day of the following January; the Twenty-second of 
February; Good Friday; the week beginning with the first Monday in 
April; the Nineteenth of April; Memorial Day; and the Seventeenth of 
June. Whenever any of the aforesaid holidays, except the first day 
of January, fall upon Sunday, the schools are not in session on the 
following Monday. Graduating exercises are held during the calendar 
week next preceding the Fourth of July. 

The term of the vacation schools begins on the Monday following the 
fourth day of July, and continues usually for six weeks. 


MEDICAL INSPECTORS AND NURSES. 


The regular medical inspection of the schools has been maintained 
since 1894, and there are now eighty physicians in the service, under 
the supervision of the Health Department. For the list of the Medical 
Inspectors of Schools, see that department. 

Chapter 857, Acts of 1907, provided for the appointment by the 
School Committee of one supervising female nurse and so many dis- 
trict female nurses as in their opinion are necessary. Their duties are 
to assist the medical inspectors in carrying out the latters’ directions, 
and to give such instruction to the pupils as will promote their physi- 
cal welfare. For the sixty-six elementary school districts there are now 
thirty-four nurses in the service, besides the supervising nurse. 


MANUAL TRAINING ROOMS. 


There are fifty-four rooms used for instruction in wood-working, of 
which four are in East Boston, four in Charlestown, eight in Boston 
proper, eight in South Boston, eight in Roxbury, twelve in Dorchester, 
four in Jamaica Plain, two in Allston, two in Brighton, one in Roslin- 
dale, and one in West Roxbury. 


SCHOOL KITCHENS. 


There are forty-three rooms fitted as kitchens and used for the pur- 
poses of instruction in cookery, of which three are in East Boston, 
two in Charlestown, ten in Boston proper, four in South Boston, six 
in Roxbury, nine in Dorchester, three in Jamaica Plain, two in Allston, 
one in Brighton, two in Roslindale, and one in West Roxbury. 


EVENING SCHOOLS. 
The term of the evening schools begins on the first Monday in 
October and continues for twenty-two school weeks. Sessions are 
suspended on the evenings of legal holidays, on the Friday following 
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Thanksgiving, and from the second Friday preceding Christmas Day to 
and including the first day of the following January; but when the 
first day of January falls later than Tuesday of any week, the sessions 
are suspended on the remaining days of that week. 

There are five Evening High Schools, viz.: Central (English High 
School), Charlestown, East Boston, Roxbury, and South Boston. These 
schools are held in the several high school-houses of the districts 
named. ° 

There are fourteen elementary evening schools, held in the following- 
named school buildings: 

Bigelow School, Fourth and E streets, South Boston; Bowdoin 
School, Myrtle street; Christopher Columbus School, Tileston street ; 
Comins School, Terrace and Tremont streets, Roxbury ; Eliot School, 
North Bennet street ; Franklin School, Waltham street ; Hancock School, 
Parmenter street; Lincoln School, Broadway, South Boston; Lyman 
School, Paris and Gove streets, East: Boston; Phillips Brooks School, 
Quincy and Fayston streets, Dorchester; Quincy School, Tyler street ; 
Warren School, Pearl and Summer streets, Charlestown; Washington 
Allston School, Cambridge street, Allston; Wells School, Blossom street. 


EVENING INDUSTRIAL SCHOOLS. 


The term of the evening industrial schools begins on the first Monday 
in October, and continues for twenty-two school weeks. The sessions 
are held on Monday, Wednesday and Friday evenings during the weeks 
that the other evening schools are in session. ; 

There are five evening industrial schools. They are held at the fol- 
lowing-named places: 

Charlestown, City Hall, City square; East Boston, Old High School- 
house, Meridian street; Mechanic Arts High School, Belvidere and 
Dalton streets; Roxbury, Old Dearborn School-house, Dearborn place; 
Warren avenue, Public Latin School. 


PENSION FUNDS FOR TEACHERS, 


As provided by Chapter 589, Acts of 1908, a permanent fund is to be 
established by the School Committee for the payment of pensions to 
retired teachers of the public day schools, at a rate not exceeding one 
hundred and eighty dollars a year. The care of said fund is vested ina 
board of three trustees, to serve without compensation. A teacher who 
has reached the age of sixty-five years, or has served in the public day 
schools for thirty years, twenty of these in the schools of Boston, is en- 
titled to the full pension. Smaller pensions are paid in proportion to 
length of service. No prospective beneficiary has to contribute to the 
fund. Entirely separate from this is the Teachers’ Retirement Fund, 
established by Chapter 237, Acts of 1900. On Jan. 31,1909, 2,061 teach- 
ers were contributing thereto at the rate of $18 per year, and 143 
annuitants were each receiving $180 per year. 
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SUFFOLK COUNTY COURT HOUSE COMMISSIONERS.

Chapter 534 of the Acts of 1906 provides for the enlargement of the 
Suffolk County Court House, under direction of a commission of three, 
one to be appointed by the Mayor of Boston, one by the Governor, and 
one by the Chief Justices of the Supreme Judicial Court, the Superior 
Court, and the Municipal Court of Boston, or a majority of them. The 
compensation of the Commissioners shall be such as the Governor and 
Council may determine. The Commissioners, on behalf of the Com- 
monwealth, may contract for the constructing and furnishing of the 
necessary enlargement of the building; but no such contract shall be 
entered into without the approval of the Governor, the Chief Justice 
of the Supreme Judicial Court and the Mayor of Boston, or a majority 
of them. The total expense shall not.exceed $800,000, of which the 
City of Boston is to pay two-thirds. 

Two additional stories are now in process of construction and should 
be ready for occupancy by July, 1911.

The Workingmen’s Loan Association is managed by sixteen directors, 
selected annually, fourteen chosen by corporators at the annual meeting 


on the third Thursday in April, one appointed by the Governor, and one 
appointed by the Mayor.

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ELECTION OF ALDERMEN. 


In 1904 the Legislature passed an act (Acts of 1904, 
Chapter 404) providing for the election of thirteen aldermen 
at large at-the city election of 1904, and annually thereafter. 
This act provides that no voter shall vote for more than 
seven aldermen. Lach political party is required to nomi- 
nate thirteen candidates in eleven districts; every candidate 
to be a voter of the district from which he is nominated. 
The districts are designated in the act as follows: 


Number of 
District. Wards. : Candidates. 
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The essential sections of Chapter 404 of the Acts of 1904 
are as follows: 


‘*Secrion 1. In Boston there shall be elected at the city election in 
the year nineteen hundred and four, and annually thereafter from the 
voters of that city, thirteen aldermen at large. 

‘*SEOTION 2. No voter shall vote for more than seven aldermen, and 
the thirteen aldermen receiving the highest number of votes shall be 
declared elected. 

‘SECTION 3. In case a vacancy shall occur in the Board of Aldermen, 
from failure to elect, death, resignation or otherwise, an election to fill 
the vacancy shall be held on such day as shall be determined by the 
remaining members of the board, and the same proceedings shall be 
had as are herein provided for at an annual election. 

‘*Srction 4. The City of Boston is hereby divided, for the purpose 
of nominating candidates for aldermen by a political party, into eleven 
districts, as follows: . . paket

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WARDS. 


New wards were established for the city in the year eighteen hundred 
and ninety-five, the first division into new wards since the year 1875.1 An 
attempt was made by the City Council to make a new division of wards 
in the year 1885, and an ordinance to that effect was prepared by 
a special committee appointed for the purpose, passed.by the City 
‘Council and approved by the Mayor.? Certain questions were raised, 
however, in the General Court of 1886, relative to establishing State, 
senatorial and representative districts, and as to whether such districts 
should be established according to the territorial boundaries of cities 
and towns and their wards as they existed on the first day of May, 1885, 
or whether new ward lines, as in the case of the City of Boston, should 
be followed. On May 21, 1886, the opinion of the Justices of the 
Supreme Judicial Court was asked by the Legislature on this matter, 
and they decided that the district divisions referred to must be made 
according to territorial and other boundaries existing on the first day of 
May, 1885, and that the new ward divisions were illegal. On account 
of this opinion of the Justices of the Supreme Judicial Court, an act 
was passed by the Legislature in June, 1886,‘ which provided that the 
several wards, precincts, and assessment districts of the several cities 
of the Commonwealth, existing May 1, 1885, should be established as 
the wards, precincts, and assessment districts of said cities, any acts or 
ordinances of the city councils of said cities to the contrary notwithstand- 
ing. The new division of wards was thus set aside and the ward lines 
established in 1875 remained in effect until they were changed in 1895 
and established under the provisions of Chap. 417 of the Acts of 1893, 
as below. According to this act, a city may be redivided into wards in 
every tenth year after 1895, but this is not mandatory. In 1905 anew 
division of the city was attempted by the City Council, but neither of 
the plans submitted was adopted.

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REGULATION OF THE HEIGHT OF BUILDINGS. 
(Stat. 1904, Chap. 333; Stat. 1905, Chap. 383.] 


By Stat. 1904, Chap. 333, the Legislature provided that the City of 
Boston should be divided into two or more districts, designated as Dis- 
tricts A and B, and that if not obnoxious to some other statute, buildings 
could be erected in District A to a height of 125 feet, but that except as 
to certain projections above the roof, no buildings could be erected in 
District B to a height greater than 80 feet. A commission consist- 
ing of Nathan Matthews, Joseph A. Conry, and Henry Parkman was 
appointed by Mayor Collins, June 7, 1904, to determine the limits of 
these districts, and it madea preliminary order on July 5, 1904, which was 
revised December 3, 1904. Under Stat. 1905, Chap. 383, the Legislature 
made certain minor changes in the law, and also authorized the erection 
of buildings to a height not exceeding 100 feet in such parts of District 
B, and on such conditions, as a commission should determine. The 
same commission was reappointed under this act and made a prelimi- 
nary order July 21, 1905, which was revised November 20, 1905. [See 
Document 188, 1905.] 


A. The boundaries of the District A, established by the Commission- 
ers, are as follows, to wit: : 

1. Beginning on the northerly side of that part of the said City known 
as East Boston, at the Chelsea street bridge, thence running southeast- 
erly, southerly and southwesterly through the centre of Chelsea street 
to Eagle square, thence westerly through said Eagle square and the 
centre of Eagle street to Glendon street, thence northerly through the 
centre of said Glendon street to Condor street, thence westerly through 
the centre of said Condor street to Border street, thence southerly and 
southwesterly through the Centre of said Border street to Sumner 
street, thence southeasterly through the centre of said Sumner street 
to Orleans street, thence southwesterly through the centre of said 
Orleans street to Marginal street, thence southeasterly and easterly 
through the centre of said Marginal street to Jeffries street, thence 
nertheasterly through the centre of said Jeffries street to Maverick 
street, thence northwesterly through the centre of said Maverick 
street to the location of the Boston, Revere Beach and Lynn Rail- 
road, thence northerly and northeasterly along the said railroad to the 
property of the said city known as Wood Island Park, thence southeast- 
erly along the line dividing the said property of the said city from the 
property of the East Boston Company and the property of the Common- 
wealth to the harbor, thence southwesterly, westerly, northwesterly, 
northerly, northeasterly, and easterly along the said harbor and Chelsea 
creek, around the said East Boston to the point of beginning at 
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said Chelsea-street bridge; meaning to include in the said District A all 
those portions of wards one and two of the said City, as now established 
by law, which are situated within the boundary line hereinbefore 
described. 

2. Beginning on the southerly side of that part of the said City known 
as Charlestown at the Charlestown bridge, and thence running north- 
westerly through the centre of said bridge and the approaches thereof 
to a point on said approaches immediately over the centre of the arch 
connecting Warren avenue with Water street, thence northeasterly 
through the centre of said Water street to the property of the United 
States known as the United States Navy Yard, thence northwesterly 
along the southwesterly boundary line of said property of the United 
States to Chelsea street, thence northeasterly through the centre of said 
Chelsea street to Medford street, thence northwesterly and westerly 
tbrough the centre of said Medford street to the junction of said Med- 
ford street, Bunker Hill street and Main street, thence northwesterly 
through the centre of said Main street to the property of the said city 
known as the Charlestown Playground, thence northeasterly along the 
southeasterly boundary of said playground to the Mystic river, thence 
easterly, southeasterly, southerly and southwesterly along said Mystic 
river and the harbor around said Charlestown to the point of beginning 
at said Charlestown bridge; meaning to include in the said District A 
all those portions of wards three, four and five of the said City as now 
established by law, which are situated within the boundary line herein- 
before described. 

3. Beginning on the easterly side of that part of the said-City known 
as the City Proper at the Congress-street bridge, thence running south- 
easterly across said bridge to that part of said City known as South 
Boston, thence northeasterly, easterly, southeasterly, westerly, south- 
erly and easterly around the northerly part of said South Boston and 
the Reserved Channel, so called, to the point on the southerly boundary 
of said Reserved Channel where Q street extended northerly would 
meet the said channel, thence southerly through the centre of said Q 
street to East First street, thence westerly through the centre of East 
First street to I street, thence southerly through the centre of said I 
street to East Second street, thence westerly through the centre of said 
East Second street to the junction of said East Second street, Dorches- 
ter street and West First street, thence northwesterly through the cen- 
tre of said West First street to Dorchester avenue, thence southerly 
through the centre of said Dorchester avenue to Dexter street, thence 
westerly through the centre of said Dexter street to Ellery street, thence 
southerly through the centre of said Ellery street to Southampton 
street, thence westerly through the centre of said Southampton street 
to Massachusetts avenue, thence northwesterly through the centre of 
said Massachusetts avenue to Albany street, thence northeasterly 

hrough the centre of said Albany street to East Dedham street, thence 
northwesterly through the centre of said East Dedham street to Harri- 
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son avenue, thence northeasterly through the centre of said Harrison 
avenue to Troy street, thence southeasterly through the centre of said 
Troy street to Albany street, thence northerly through the centre of 
said Albany street to Broadway, thence northwesterly through the cen- 
tre of said Broadway to Washington street, thence northwesterly across 
said Washington street and through the centre of Pleasant street to 
Piedmont street, thence westerly through the centre of said Piedmont 
street to Ferdinand street, thence northwesterly through the centre of 
said Ferdinand street to Columbus avenue, thence southwesterly 
through the centre of Columbus avenue to a point where a line passing 
along the boundary line between the estates now numbered 352 and 356 


,on Boylston street and extewded southeasterly would meet said point on 


Columbus avenue, thence from said point northwesterly along said line 
and between said estates above mentioned to a point in the centre of 
Boylston street, opposite, or nearly opposite, the westerly boundary of 
the lot on which the Arlington Street Church now stands, thence east- 
erly through the centre of said Boylston street to Tremont street, thence 
northerly and northeasterly through the centre of said Tremont street 
to Park street, thence northwesterly through the centre of said Park 
street to Beacon street, thence northeasterly through the centre of said 
Beacon street to Bowdoin street, thence northerly through the centre 
of said Bowdoin street to Cambridge street, thence westerly through 
the centre of said Cambridge street to Staniford street, thence north- 
erly through the centre of said Staniford street to Green street, thence 
northwesterly through the centre of said Green street to Leverett street, 
thence northwesterly through the centre of said Leverett street to the 
Charles river at Craigie bridge, thence northeasterly, easterly, south- 
easterly, southerly and southwesterly by the said Charles river and the 
said harbor around the said City Proper to the point of beginning at 
said Congress street bridge; meaning to include in said District A the 
whole of ward six and all those portions of wards seven, eight, nine, 
ten, eleven, twelve, thirteen, fourteen, fifteen and seventeen of the said 
City, asnow established by law, which are situated within the boundary 
line hereinbefore described. 

B. The boundaries of the District I include ail those portions of the 
said City not included in the districts established as District A. 

Wherever in this order the words ‘‘harbor,”’ ‘‘river,’’ ‘‘ creek,’’ are 
found, the same are intended to mean the farthest line towards deep 
water on said harbor, river or creek respectively on which the erection 
of wharves or other structures is permitted by the State and United 
States authorities. 

In District A buildings may be erected to a height of not more than 


125 feet above the grade of the street. 


In District B buildings may in general be erected to a height of not 
more than 80 feet; but on streets exceeding 64 feet in width buildings 
may be erected to a height equal to one and a quarter times the width of 
the widest street upon which the building stands; the height to be 
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measured from the mean grade of the curbs of all streets upon which 
the building is situated and not to exceed in any event 100 feet above such 
point of measurement. On all streets or portions of streets upon which 
buildings may be erected on one side only the buildings may be erected 
to a height of 100 feet. No building may be erected to a height greater 
than 80 feet unless its width on each and every public street upon which 
it stands be at least one-half its height. Certain special exceptions 
to the general regulations affecting District B have been made as 
follows: 

1. No building can be erected to a height “greater than 70 feet, 
measured on its principal front in the territory bounded by Beacon 
street, Joy street, Myrtle street, Hancock street and Hancock avenue. 

2. So long as the property owned by the City of Boston on Dalton, 
Belvidere and Scotia streets shall be used for a Mechanic Arts High 
School any building or buildings thereon may be erected to a height of 
100 feet. 

8. Buildings may be erected to a height not exceeding 125 feet in 
that portion of District B which lies 50 feet westerly from the boundary 
line running from Columbus avenue to the centre of Boylston street. 
separating District A from District B, provided that said portion of 
District B is owned by the same person or persons who own the ad- 
joining premises in District A. 

4, No building can be erected on a parkway, boulevard or public 
way on which a building line has been established by the Board of Park 
Commissioners or by the Board of Street Commissioners acting under 
any general or special statute, to a greater height than that allowed by 
the order of said Boards. 

5. No building upon any land, any owner of which has received and 
retained compensation in damages for any limitation of height, or who 
retains any claim for such damages, can be erected to a height greater 
than that fixed by the limitation for which such damages were received 
or claimed.

Tf the interim between the death of Mayor Davis, on November 22, 1845, and the 
election on December 11, 1845, of his successor, Josiah Quincy, jr., Benson Leavitt, 
Chairman of the Board of Aldermen, acted as Mayor. 

There were three ballotings for the election of Mayor for 1854, between December 
12, 1853, and January 9, 1854. In the meantime the duties of Mayor were performed by 
Benjamin L. Allen, Chairman of the Board of Aldermen. 

In 1873 Mayor Pierce resigned his office on November 29, on his election to the 
Congress of the United States. During the remainder of the municipal year Leonard 
R. Cutter, Chairman of the Board of Aldermen, served ex officio as Acting Mayor. 

Mayor Collins died on September 14, 1905. Daniel A. Whelton, Chairman of the 
Board of Aldermen, was Acting Mayor for the remainder of the municipal year, 
viz., September 15, 1905, to January 1, 1906.

NOTE. — All the addresses delivered by the annual orators were published, except 
those of 1806, 1812 and 1852. The orations of 1792, 1793, 1798, 1799, 1804, 1807, 1808, 1809, 
1811, 1816, 1821, 1828, 1850, 1854, 1858, 1859, 1876 and 1891 went through a second edition 
each; those of 1863 and 1876 were published also in a more elegant form; those of 1842 
and 1845 went through four editions each; that of 1857 through five. Theorations from 
1771 to 1788, and the large paper editions of the orations of 1863, 1876 and 1900 are in 
quarto; all others in octavo.

The Police Court of the City of Boston-was established in 1822, and 
at the same time the Justices’ Court for the County of Suffolk (civil 
business) was established. The duties of the Justices of the Justices’ 
Court were discharged by the Justices of the Police Court. The juris- 
diction of the Justices’ Court was transferred to the Police Court for 
civil business, June 1, 1860. In 1866 this court was succeeded by the 
Municipal Court of the City of Boston.

2. Whether the people would instruct the City Council to apply to 
the Legislature for suitable legislation to carry the first proposition 
into effect.

ADDITIONS AND CORRECTIONS. 


The Amended City Charter (chapter 486, Statutes 1909) was passed 
and approved June 11, 1909, its provisions to take effect as follows: 


Upon PASSAGE OF THE ACT. 


Section 15, relating to repeal of section 20, chapter 449, Statutes 1895, 
and to the exemption from the civil service laws of the Mayor's secre- 
taries and clerks. 

Sections 17 to 21, inclusive, relating to Finance Commission. (See 
page 99. ) 

Section 22, relating to official term of City Clerk; sections 24 and 25 
relating to duties of City Auditor as to bids for city contracts, and 
regarding monthly statements of balances of appropriations, ete. 

Section 26, relating to payment of loans in annual instalments and 
forbidding the creation of any more sinking funds. 

Section 29, providing for publication within ninety days of a paper 
to be known as the ‘‘ City Record,’’ as often as once a week, said paper 
to contain all the municipal advertising, besides the reports of City 
Council and School Committee proceedings, communications from the 
Mayor, etc. 

Sections 32 to 86, inclusive, providing for municipal elections on the 
first Tuesday after the second Monday in January in 1910 and there- 
after, beginning the municipal year hereafter on the first Monday in 
February, and submitting to the registered male voters of the city at 
the State election on Noyember 2, 1909, the two charter amendments 
known as *‘ Plan No. 1” and ‘‘ Plan No. 2.”’ 

Section 44, providing that in the event of the adoption of ‘ Plan 
No. 2”’ by the voters, sections 87 to 48, inclusive, shall be inoperative. 

Section 62, repealing all previous legislative acts and annulling all 
ordinances inconsistent with this statute. 

Tuirty DAys AFTER PASSAGE OF THE AcT.— Section 16, forbidding, 
except in cases of extreme emergency involving the health or safety of 
the people or their property, the expenditure by any city official of any 
sum in excess of authorized appropriations. 

Section 23, relating to the requirements of the City Auditor as to 
accounts or claims against the city. 

Ninety Days AFTER THE PASSAGE OF THE AcT.— Section 30, pro- 
viding that contracts for work on or material for city buildings, the 
cost of which shall amount to $1,000 or more, shall be awarded only 
after inviting proposals therefor by advertisement in the ‘‘ City Record.” 

ON THE First MONDAY OF FEBRUARY, 1910.— Sections 1 to 14, in- 
clusive, relating to the duties of the incoming Mayor and City. Council, 
and sections 27, 28, and 31, referring chiefly to certain duties of the 
Street Commissioners.

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ORDINANCES OF 1908. 


CHAPTER 1. 


CONCERNING SALARY OF Ciry COLLECTOR. 


Chapter three of the Revised Ordinances of 1898, as 
amended by chapter eight of the Ordinances of 1906, is 
hereby amended in section five, in the clause establishing the 
salary of the city collector, by striking out the words 
“seventy-five hundred”’ and inserting in place thereof the 
words “five thousand.”’ [Approved, February 1, 1908. 


CHAPTER 2. 


CONCERNING TRIMMING OF TREES. 


*. Section one of chapter thirty-three of the Revised Ordi- 
nances of 1898 is hereby amended by inserting after the 
word “travel” in the sixth line of said section the following 
words: ‘shall, upon request of the officer having charge of 
the public lamps, trim in such manner as said officer may 
require any tree which interferes with the proper lighting of 
a street;”’. [Approved March 24, 1908, 


CHAPTER 3. 


CONCERNING CONSOLIDATION OF CERTAIN DEPARTMENTS 
WITH THE STREET DEPARTMENT. 


SEcTION 1. The Street Department shall be under the 
charge of the superintendent of streets, who shall construct 
all streets and sewers; shall have discretionary power as to 
the grades, materials and other particulars of construction of 
streets, sidewalks and sewers; shall have charge of and keep 
clean and in good condition and repair the streets, the 
pumping station and reservoirs of the improved sewerage 
system of sewers under the control of the city and the catch- 
basins in the streets connected with the sewers; shall keep 
the streets properly watered; shall remove from yards and 
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areas, when so placed as to be easily removed, all ashes 
accumulated from the burning of materials for heating habi- 
tations, cooking and other domestic purposes, all house dirt, 
house offal, and all noxious and refuse substances; shall, on 
the fifteenth day of each month, send to the city auditor 
detailed bills of all materials, tools and machinery furnished 
by either of the divisions of said department to any other 
such division, or for any special work. 

SECT. 22: Said superintendent shall have the care and 
management of the ferries owned by the city; shall purchase 
or build all boats, and make the necessary repairs and altera- 
tions on the slips, drops, buildings and boats used for ferry 
purposes; and shall cause all moneys received by him or his 
subordinates from tolls and other sources to be paid to the 
city collector on the day following the day of the receipt 
thereof, but may retain in the possession of the clerk to the 
deputy superintendent in charge of the ferry division a sum 
not exceeding one thousand dollars for making change and 
for other purposes. 

Sect. 3. Said superintendent shall have charge of all 
lamps established by the board of aldermen and maintained 
at the expense of the city, of all lamps set up in parks, park- 
ways, or public grounds, and of all lamp posts, posts or 
fixtures connected with such lamps, and shall set up and affix 
lamps in the streets; shall have the care and custody of all 
city property hitherto in the possession of the lamp depart- 
ment, or that shall hereafter be acquired for the purpose of 
street lighting, and shall maintain and keep the same in good 
repair; shall see that the streets are lighted by such methods 
of lighting as the board of aldermen may from time to time 
order, and that the lamps in the streets are lighted and extin- 
guished at such times as are ordered by the board of aldermen. 

Srecr. 4. Said superintendent shall have the care and 
management of all bridges which are used as highways, and 
are in whole or in part under the charge of the city, and of 
so much of Harvard bridge and Prison Point bridge as are 
under the charge and control of the board of aldermen or 
of the city; shall be the commissioner to act with another 
commissioner for the city of Cambridge, and as such commis- 
sioner shall have and exercise all the powers in relation to 
West Boston bridge and Craigie bridge conferred by chapter 
three hundred and two of the Acts of the year 1870; shall, 
when he exposes any portion of the structure on which the 
strength of a bridge depends, notify the city engineer and 
afford him an opportunity to inspect the same; shall make 
all repairs affecting the strength of any bridge, under the 
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supervision of the city engineer; shall keep the rails and 
planks in good order, and all dirt, snow and ice removed 
from the sidewalks; shall keep all said bridges, or those 
parts thereof under his care, and the abutments, guards, 
draws and wharves thereof clean and in good condition and 
repair; shall appoint draw-tenders for the draws in bridges 
of which he has the care, and see that they properly perform 
their duties, and may remove them for such cause as he 
shall deem sufficient, and shall assign in his order of removal. 
Each draw-tender so appointed shall take charge by night 
and by day of the draw of which he is draw-tender; shall 
require from the person in charge of a vessel applying to pass 
through the draw a true statement of the name, extreme 
width, and draught of the vessel; shall determine the order in 
which vessels may pass through the draw, and may direct 
the placing of warping-lines, anchors and cables, and the use 
of any warping apparatus provided by the city; shall cause 
the draw to be opened for the passage of vessels when moving 
with the tide, and, in his discretion, when moving against 
the tide, if the wind is favorable or if the vessel is in tow; but 
he shall not allow any vessel to pass through the draws of 
bridges except such vessels as shall be ready to go through at 
the following times: 9.30 A.M., 11.00 A.M., 1.30 P.M., 3.00 
P.M., 8.30 P.M., 11.80 P.M., and from 11.30 P.M. to. 6.00 
A.M.; shall cause the draw to be closed with all possible 
expedition after a vessel has passed through, not permitting 
more than one vessel to pass through at one opening of the 
draw, except that, when the draw is open and the bridge is 
free from persons desiring to cross, he may, in his discretion, 
permit other vessels to pass through before causing the draw 
to be closed; he shall perform such additional duties as said 
superintendent may require. 

Secr. 5. Said superintendent shall place and maintain 
in one or more suitable conspicuous places to be selected by 
him, on each street of the city, the name of the street and 
of the ward in which the street is situated, as shown by the 
records; shall require the number of each building on a 
street which he shall designate as the street number therefor 
to be affixed to or inscribed on the building by the owner, 
and may determine the form, size, and material of any such 
number, and the place and mode of affixing or inscribing it. 

Sect. 6. Said superintendent shall keep a book in which 
he shall record the date of every order for constructing a 
sewer, the name of the contractor or builder constructing it, 
the date of commencing and the date of completing the work, 
and the cost of the sewer; also a book in which he shall cer- 
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tify the names of the owners of estates assessed for the con- 
struction of the sewer, the number of feet of land of each 
estate bordering on the street or strip of land in which the 
sewer was laid, the amount of each assessment, the date of 
completion of the sewer, and the dates when the notices of 
assessments were given. He shall make and deliver to the 
city collector all bills for assessments as they become due. 

Sect. 7. Said superintendent shall keep a plan for every 
existing and every new sewer, showing its depth, breadth, 
mode of construction, and general direction, and shall, from 
time to time, ascertain and insert on said plans all entries 
made into the sewers. 

Sect. 8. Said superintendent shall, when about to build 
a new sewer or repair an old sewer, notify all abutters on 
that part of the line of said sewer when he proposes to do 
work, and afford them facilities for entering the sewer; and 
shall, when about to construct a new street, at least four 
weeks before beginning work, and, when about to make a 
new surface of any street, at least two weeks before beginning 
work, notify the water commissioner and all persons author- 
ized to place any structure in such street, and require and see 
that said department or persons having any work to be 
done in the streets so designated shall do all such work before 
the surface of such street is again prepared for and opened 
to public travel; and, after the completion of the work then 
done on such street, shall not, for the space of one year 
thereafter, permit any department or person to disturb the 
surface of such street or way within the area of such previous 
disturbance, except in case of obvious necessity, a record of 
which shall be made in a book to be kept for that purpose. 

*SrcT. 9. Said superintendent may issue permits to 
persons having authority in the premises to open, occupy, 
obstruct, and use portions of the streets, and should the por- 
tion of the street which has been so opened or used require 
repaving or resurfacing within a period of twelve months 
from the time it has been so used, the superintendent of 
streets shall notify the person applying for the permit under 
authority of which the portion was so used to make such 
repairs as in the opinion of said superintendent are neces- 
sary, and in case of the failure of the said person to make 
such repairs within one week from the date of the said notifi- 
cation then the superintendent of streets shall have the right 
to make such necessary repairs, and the expense of the same 
shall be paid by such person; all amounts received by the 
city collector for work done or materials furnished under 
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notification of the superintendent of streets, as above author- 
ized, shall be placed to the credit and used as a part of the 
appropriation for the street department. Every permit 
issued as aforesaid shall specify the time, place, size, and 
use of such opening, occupation, or obstruction, and the 
time within which the street must be put in good condition, 
and shall be on a condition the terms of which shall be those 
stated in chapter three, section twenty-one, of the Revised 
Ordinances of 1898, and in addition, that the person apply- 
ing for the permit shall place and maintain from the begin- 
ning of twilight, through the whole of every night, over or 
near the place so occupied, opened, obstructed or used, and 
over or near any dirt, gravel, or other material placed in or 
near such place, a light or lights sufficient to protect travellers 
from injury; shall place and maintain a safe and convenient 
way for the use of foot travellers and for- vehicles around or 
over such place; shall protect such trees as shall be designated 
by the superintendent of public grounds in such manner as 
he shall specify; shall provide suitable sanitary accommoda- 
tions for his employees; shall, if he does not, within the 
time prescribed by said superintendent, put the street into 
good . condition satisfactory to said superintendent, pay 
whatever sum the said superintendent shall expend for putting 
it into such condition; and shall deliver up the permit to an 
officer of the police force of said city on or before the expira- 
tion of the time fixed in the permit for completing the work, 
such permit to be returned by said officer to the street 
department; said superintendent may, in addition to said 
specifications, specify in the permit, or after the issuing 
thereof, in writing, the kind of rail or fence to enclose the 
place, and the kind of way over or around such place, and 
the manner of constructing the same. 

Sect. 10. Said superintendent may issue such a permit 
to any person who presents a permit from the water depart- 
ment to repair or lay water pipes. 

Sect. 11. Said superintendent may issue such a permit 
to competent mechanics for the purpose of entering particular 
drains into public drains and sewers, on a condition the 
terms of which shall be those hereinbefore stated in section 
nine of this chapter, and, in addition, that the person apply- 
ing for the permit shall make connection of the said drain 
with the said sewer only in the manner shown on the back 
of said permit, and only in the presence of an inspector of 
the sewer division; shall have on the ground, when the 
inspector arrives to see the connection made, any slant, 
bend, or curve to be used in making the connection; shall 
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not cover up.any work until inspected by one of said inspect- 
ors; shall not lay the drain in the same trench with a water 
pipe; shall not connect any exhaust from a steam engine, 
any blow-off from a steam boiler, or any other pipe for 
delivering steam or hot water, with the drain or sewer; shall, 
when he receives any pipe from the street department in 
exchange for another, return such other to the yard of the 
street department within twenty-four hours after receiving 
such exchange. Said superintendent shall m each drain 
permit specify the size, material, and mode of construction 
of the particular drain, and the direction and grade for 
laying it, but before issuing the permit for entering a drain 
into a particular public sewer from land upon which a sewer 
assessment has not been paid, he shall be paid for the city 
an assessment of two cents per square foot for all land in the 
estate from which the entry is made within one hundred 
feet of the street or strip of land in which the sewer or partic- 
ular drain is laid. 

Sect. 12. Said superintendent may issue such a permit | 
to a responsible person for the purpose of raising and lower- 
ing goods and merchandise into and from buildings, on a 
condition the terms of which shall be those stated in chapter 
three, section twenty-one, of the Revised Ordinances of 1898, 
and in addition that the person applying for the permit shall 
maintain, during the whole time the work is in progress, 
good and sufficient barriers across the sidewalk, from the wall 
of the building to or from which the goods or merchandise 
are so raised, out to the curbstone or edge of the sidewalk, 
on each side of said goods or merchandise, sufficient to pro- 
tect travellers from injury or danger; and that he will not 
encumber the sidewalk for more than fifteen minutes at a 
time for such work. 

Sect. 13. Said superintendent shall issue such a permit 
to any person authorized by the board of aldermen to place 
a coal hole, vault, or coal slide under a street, or a cover - 
thereto, on a condition the terms of which shall be those 
hereinbefore stated in section nine of this chapter, and in 
addition that the person applying for the permit shall make 
the underground structure, if a coal slide, with the sides at 
least eight inches thick, of good hard brick laid in cement; if 
other than a coal slide, with the outer wall next to the road- 
way at least two and one-half feet thick, of heavy granite 
blocks, laid in cement, the side walls at least one foot thick, 
of good hard brick, or of granite blocks, laid in cement; the 
top of iron, or iron and glass, or of rough-surfaced iron, or, at 
least six inches thick, either of good hard brick laid in the 
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form of an arch turned in a good and sufficient manner, or of 
rough-hammered granite, or blue stone, or North River flag- 
stone; shall make the opening of a coal hole or coal slide 
circular, and not more than eighteen inches in diameter, and 
furnish a cover therefor of iron, made with a rough upper 
surface, and with three or more iron rods or legs at least two 
feet in length, fitting closely to the side of the opening, and 
projecting downwards from the under side of the cover, and 
so constructed that, while the cover can be lifted perpendic- 
ularly, it cannot be tipped or easily removed from the 
opening. : 

Sect. 14. Said superintendent shall, when authorized 
thereto by the board of aldermen, issue such a permit to 
a building mover actually engaged in the business, for the 
purpose of moving a building through the streets, on a con- 
dition the terms of which shall be those stated in section nine 
of this chapter; provided, that an application for such per- 
mit, describing the locations from and to which, and the 
route over which, the building is to be moved, the length, 
width, and height of the building, and the principal material 
of its exterior and roof, and accompanied by the written 
consent of the building commissioner to the placing of the 
building on the lot proposed, shall be first made to said 
superintendent, who shall make an examination of the prem- 
ises, and report thereon to the board of aldermen for ‘its 
action. Whenever it appears that the moving of a build- 
ing will encumber the tracks of any railroad corporation, a 
public hearing shall be given by the board of aldermen upon 
the subject before such permit is authorized. 

Sect. 15. Said superintendent shall, when authorized 
thereto by an order of the board of aldermen, issue such a 
permit to a responsible person, for the purposes of laying, 
maintaining and using wires, railway tracks, or rails in the 
streets, or wires, pipes, or conduits under the surface thereof, 
on a condition the terms of which shall be those stated in 
section nine of this chapter, and in addition that the person 
applying for the permit shall, whenever requested so to do by 
the mayor, furnish in his conduits for wires accommodations 
free of charge for all wires belonging to, or to be used by, the 
city; shall remove the conduits and wires whenever directed, 
and not until directed, so to do by the city council; and shall 
not disturb or interfere with any wires, pipes, or sewers law- 
fully laid in such street or connected therewith. 

Secr. 16. Said superintendent shall, when authorized 
thereto by an order of the board of aldermen, issue such a 
permit to a responsible person for the purpose of placing 
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and maintaining in the streets poles for the support of wires, 
on a condition the terms of which shall be those hereinbefore 
stated in section nine of this chapter, and in addition that 
the person applying for the permit shall keep said poles well 
painted and in good condition, to the satisfaction of the 
superintendent of streets; shall place the wires on said poles 
not less than twenty-five feet from the ground; shall keep 
the name of the person owning the pole distinctly painted 
on the cross bars used and occupied by him on the pole, and 
also on the pole at a point not less than six feet nor more 
than eight feet from the ground; shall allow the departments 
of the city the exclusive use of the upper cross bar and top 
of each pole, free of all charge, for the purpose of placing 
wires thereon; shall not suffer or permit any other person to 
place or keep wires on said poles, or upon the fixtures thereto 
affixed, without permission being first obtained in writing 
from the board of aldermen; shall not remove any pole 
erected under this order until, and shall remove any pole 
when, directed by the board of aldermen so to do; and that 
on the violation of any term of these conditions the said 
superintendent shall remove the poles at the expense of the 
person owning them. 

Sect. 17. Said superintendent, tao he delivers any 
such permit to any person for the applicant therefor, shall 
have received from such person a certificate that a copy- of 
the permit, entered in a book kept for the purpose, is a cor- 
rect copy of the permit he receives, and the applicant, unless 
an employee of the city applying for a permit for public work, 
shall have given a bond, in the case of permits under sections 
nine, eleven, twelve and thirteen of this chapter, of one thou- 
sand dollars; under section fourteen of this chapter, of three 
thousand dollars; and under sections fifteen and sixteen of 
this chapter, of twenty thousand dollars; each bond, with 
one or more sureties satisfactory to said superintendent, 
conditioned to the faithful observance of the conditions and 
specifications of each and every permit thereafter issued on 
his application by the superintendent of streets; and said 
superintendent of streets may at any time require a new 
bond, which shall be considered a strengthening bond, unless 
the sureties on the former bond or bonds are expressly released 
from their liability by vote of the city council. No bond 
shall be required of any person to open a public street for 
the purpose of planting a tree therein if said person has been 
duly authorized by the proper municipal authorities to plant 
trees in said highways. 

Sect. 18. Said superintendent shall not issue any such 
permit to a person who has within twelve months previous 
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to his application violated or failed to observe the conditions 
or specifications of any such permit; but the issuing of such 
permits, and the opening, occupation, obstruction, and the 
use of portions of streets, and the making and maintaining of 
coal holes, vaults, and other permanent excavations under 
the surface of streets, and their covers, shall be subject to 
any permission, control, regulation, restriction, or revocation 
which the board of aldermen may make. 

Sect. 19. Every owner of an estate hereafter maintaining 
any cellar, vault, coal hole, or other excavation under the 
part of the street adjacent to, or which is a part of, his estate, 
shall do so only on condition that such maintenance shall be 
considered as an agreement on his part to hold the city harm- 
less from any claims for damage to himself or the occupants 
of said estate resulting from gas, sewage or water leaking 
into such excavation or upon such estate; and every such 
owner, and every person maintaining a post, pole, or other 
structure in a street, or a wire, pipe, conduit, or other struc- 
ture under a street, shall do so only on the condition that 
such maintenance shall be considered as an agreement on his 
part with the city to keep the same and the covers thereof in 
. good repair and condition at all times during his ownership, 
and to indemnify and save harmless the city against any and 
all damages, costs, expenses, or compensation which it may 
sustain or be required to pay, by reason of such excavation 
or structure being under or in the street, or being out of 
repair during his ownership, or by reason of any cover of the 
same being out of repair or unfastened during his ownership. 

Sect. 20. Said superintendent shall require every person 
who maintains an entrance on a level with, or below, or a 
flight of steps descending immediately from, or near, the line 
of the street, and which is not otherwise safely or securely 
guarded to the satisfaction of said superintendent, to enclose 
~ such entrance or steps with a permanent iron railing on each 
side, at least three feet high from the top of the sidewalk or 
pavement, and to provide the same with a gate opening 
inwardly, or two iron chains across the entrance way, one near 
the top and the other half way from the ground to the top 
of the railing, and to keep said gates or chains closed during 
the night, unless the entrance or steps are sufficiently lighted 
to prevent accident. 

Secr. 21. Said superintendent shall keep a record of the 
notices of defects in streets sent to him, with the name of 
the person giving the notice, and the time when given, and 
he shall without delay cause the locality of the alleged defect 
to be examined, and, if the defect is of such a character as to 
endanger the safety of public travel, shall do whatever may 
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be necessary to protect the public from injury by the defect, 
and cause it to be immediately repaired; and every person in 
the employ of the city shall send to said superintendent 
notice of every such defect which may come to his notice. 

Sect. 22. Said superintendent shall in his annual report — 
include a statement of the repairs and expenditures on each 
street and on each bridge under his charge; of the number 
of times eath draw of a bridge has been opened for the pas- 
sage of vessels; of the number of vessels laden with cargo 
that have passed through each draw; of the condition of 
each ferry boat, slip, drop, tank, and building used for ferry 
purposes, and of the repairs and expenditures on each; and 
of the number of persons and teams of different classes that 
have passed over each ferry during the year. 

Sect. 23. Chapters one, two and three of the Ordinances 
of 1906 and chapter twenty-two of the Revised Ordinances 
of 1898 are hereby repealed. [Approved April 6, 1908. 


CHAPTER 4. 


CONCERNING SALARY OF City TREASURER. 


Chapter three of the Revised Ordinances of 1898, providing 
for the salary of the city treasurer, as amended by chapter 
six of the Ordinances of 1906, is amended so as to read as 
follows: The city treasurer— treasurer, five thousand 
dollars; treasurer of sinking funds commissioners, two 
hundred dollars; county treasurer, eight hundred dollars. 
Total, six thousand dollars. [Approved April 9, 1908. 


CHAPTER 5. 


CONCERNING DEputTy SEALERS OF WEIGHTS AND 
MEASURES. 
Chapters two and three of the Ordinances of the year 
1907, increasing the number of deputy sealers of weights and 
measures, are hereby repealed. [Approved April 29, 1908. 


CHAPTER 6. 


ESTABLISHING THE SUPPLY DEPARTMENT. 


Section 1. “The supply department shall be under the 
charge of the superintendent of supplies, who shall, upon 
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requisition in writing, signed by the head of any department, 
supply materials, apparatus and other supplies required by 
such department, except furniture and those supplied Dy the 
superintendent of printing. Said superintendent shall on 
the fifteenth day of each month send to the city auditor a ~ 
detailed statement of the purchases made for each depart- 
ment during the preceding month, which statement shall be 
approved by the official in charge of the’department. 

Sect. 2. Every officer in charge of a department requir- 
ing materials, apparatus and other supplies, except furniture 
and those supplied by the superintendent of printing, shall 
obtain the same of the superintendent of supplies by means 
of a requisition therefor on blanks to be prepared by said 
superintendent. 

Sect. 3. Said superintendent shall keep proper books of 
account, and when satisfied of the legality of any requisition 
shall at once comply with it and make proper entries on his 
book. He shall require suitable evidence that the materials 
and supplies furnished are accepted by the officer issuing. 
the requisition. 

Sect. 4. Said superintendent shall in his annual report 
include a statement of the cost of all supplies furnished each 
department or officer. 

Sect. 5. Chapter two of the Revised Ordinances of 1898 
is hereby amended in section one by inserting after the 
words ‘‘the superintendent of streets,’ the words “the 
superintendent of supplies.”’ 

Sect. 6. Chapter three of the Revised Ordinances of 
1898 is hereby amended in section five by inserting after 
the words “the superintendent of streets, seventy-five hun- 
dred dollars,” the words “the superintendent of supplies, 
three thousand dollars.” [Approved May 1, 1908. 


CHAPTER. 7. 


CONCERNING INSPECTION OF STREET WorK DONE By PUBLIC 
SERVICE CORPORATIONS. 


Section nine of chapter three of the Ordinances of 1908 
is hereby amended by adding the following words: If such 
a permit is issued to a public service corporation said 
superintendent shall detail an inspector who is an em- 
ployee of the street department to supervise said opening, 
occupation and use; said inspector shall see that the 
back filing is properly done and the surface repaved 
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or resurfaced to the satisfaction of the superintendent of 
streets, and a bill shall be deposited monthly with the city 
collecter against the corporations whose work has been 
inspected for the wages or salaries of said inspectors; all 
moneys received by the city collector for such inspection as 
above authorized shall be placed to the credit and used as a 
part of the A ogee for the street department. 
[Approved May 1, 1908. 


CHAPTER 8. 


CONCERNING THE CustToDY OF PUBLIC CONVENIENCE 
STATIONS. 


Chapter seven of the Revised Ordinances of 1898 is hereby 
amended in the sixth, seventh and eighth lines by striking 
out the words “‘shall have the care and custody of all urinals 
or public convenience stations now or hereafter established 
by the city,’ and in the ninth and tenth lines by striking 
out the words “urinal and station.” 

Chapter eighteen of the Revised Ordinances of 1898 is 
hereby amended in section 1 by inserting after the word 
“stable,’’ in the nineteenth line of said section, the following 
words, ‘shall have the care and custody of all urinals and 
public convenience stations now or hereafter established by 
the city.” [Approved July 24, 1908. 


*CHAPTER 9. 


CONCERNING HAWKERS AND PEDDLERS. 


Section eighty-six of Chapter forty-seven of the Revised 
Ordinances of 1898 is hereby amended by striking out said 
section and inserting in place thereof the following new sec- 
tion to be numbered Section 86, as follows: 

“Sect. 86. No person shall hawk or peddle any of 1 
articles enumerated in section fifteen of chapter sixty-five of 
the Revised Laws until he has recorded with the board of 
health his name and residence, and if he hawks or peddles 
any articles which are sold by weight or measure, a certificate 
from the sealer of weights and measures that all weights, 
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measures and balances to be used by him have been properly 
inspected and sealed, and has been assigned by said board a 
number; provided, however, that the foregoing provisions 
shall not apply to minors licensed by the mayor and alder- 
men; and further provided, that the mayor and aldermen 
may restrain the sale by minors of any or all such articles.” 
[Approved July 29, 1908. 


CHAPTER 10. 


CONCERNING HAWKERS AND PEDDLERS. 


Chapter nine of the Ordinances of 1908 is hereby amended 
by striking out.the words, “section fifteen of chapter sixty- 
five of the Revised Laws,” and inserting in place thereof 
the words “‘chapter three hundred forty-five of the Acts of 
1906,” so that section eighty-six will read as follows, namely: 
“Sect. 86. No person shall hawk or peddle any of the articles 
enumerated in chapter three hundred forty-five of the Acts 
of 1906 until he has recorded with the board of health his name 
and residence and, if he hawks or peddles any articles which 
are sold by weight or measure, a certificate from the sealer 
of weights and measures that all weights, measures and 
balances to be used by him have been properly inspected and 
sealed, and has been assigned by said board a number; pro- 
vided, however, that the foregoing provisions shall not apply 
to minors licensed by the mayor and aldermen; and further 
provided, that the mayor and aldermen may restrain the sale 
by minors of any or all such articles.”

CHAPTER 11. 


CONCERNING SALARY OF BOSTON AND CAMBRIDGE BRIDGE 
COMMISSIONER AND CONCERNING THE SANITARY DEPART—

Chapter one of the Ordinances of 1907, concerning salary 
of Boston and Cambridge bridge commissioner, and chapter 
four of the Ordinances of 1907, concerning the sanitary 
department, are hereby repealed.

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CHAPTER 12. 


CONCERNING WATER REGULATIONS. 


Chapter forty-two of the Revised Ordinances of 1898 is 
hereby amended by striking out section six of said chapter 
and substituting therefor the following: 

Sect. 6. Said commissioner shall cause the following 
regulations to be printed on every bill for water, which 
shall constitute a part of the contract with every taker of 
water furnished by the city. 


REGULATIONS. 


1. Every water taker shall pay the rates for water fur- 
nished on his application within the time and at the place 
specified in the bills therefor; shall, at his own expense, 
keep the service pipes within his premises, including any 
area or vault beneath the sidewalk, in good order and repair 
and protected from frost; shall not allow the water to leak 
away or run to waste; shall not — unless he pays the rates 
established therefor, or takes water by meter rates — use 
water from a hose; shall not use water from a hose in any 
case, except during such days and hours and in such manner 
as the water commissioner may from time to time specify; 
shall not make any change in the pipes or water fixtures 
under the street or within his premises, unless such change 
is approved by the water commissioner; shall not conceal 
the purpose for which the water is used; shall allow the 
water commissioner and persons authorized by him to enter 
the premises supplied with water, examine the fixtures, and 
ascertain the quantity of water used, the manner of use, 
and whether there is unnecessary waste; and shall indemnify 
the city for all damages it may sustain or be required to pay 
in consequence of any injury resulting from any violation of 
these regulations by the water taker. 

2. Every water taker must stop the use of water for 
any purpose when required so to do by the water commis- 
sioner, and must guard against collapse of a boiler and other 
injuries liable to result from want of water, as the water 
is liable to be shut off at any time without notice. 

3. No water taker shall, except in accordance with a 
written permit from the water commissioner, or in case of 
fire in the neighborhood, allow water to be taken from his 
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premises or use water for any purpose other than those for 
which he pays, or unscrew or open any hydrant attached 
to the water pipes of the city. 

4. No water taker shall demand or be entitled to any 
abatement of his water rates for any year on account of 
the premises being vacated, unless they are vacated before 
the first day of January, and notice thereof is given to the 
water commissioner before the first day of February of 
such year; nor shall any water taker demand or be entitled 
to any abatement of rates, compensation, or damage on 
account of the shutting off, or the stopping of the use of 
water for any cause. 

5. The water commissioner may, in his discretion, 
cause a meter to be placed on the premises of any water 
taker, and the water to be furnished, by meter rates; may 
cause a meter to be removed and the water to be furnished 
by annual rates; may, without notice, cause the water to 
be shut off from any premises, or require the use of water for 
any purpose designated by him to be stopped; and may — 
if any water taker, whether supplied through an independent 
service pipe, or a service pipe used in common with another, 
violates any of these regulations — cause the water to be 
shut off from all premises supplied by such: pipe, until satis- 
fied that the regulations will be observed, and that all amounts 
due for water have been paid to the city collector, together 
with such further sum, not exceeding ten dollars, as said 
collector may require. [Approved, January 1, 1909. 


_ CHAPTER. 13. 


CONCERNING UNLAWFUL USE oF WATER. 


Section seventy-one of chapter forty-seven of the Revised 
Ordinances of 1898 is hereby amended by striking out said 
section and substituting therefor the following: 

Sect. 71. No person shall, except in accordance with a 
written permit from the water commissioner, or in case of 
fire in the neighborhood, allow water to be taken from his 
premises, or use water for any purpose other than those 
for which he pays, or unscrew or open any hydrant attached 
to the water pipes of the city. [Approved, January 1, 1909.

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RULES OF THE BOARD OF ALDERMEN. 


- CHAIRMAN. 


Rute 1. The chairman of the board shall take the chair 
at the hour to which the board shall have adjourned, and 
shall call the members to order, and, a quorum being present, 
shall cause the minutes of the preceding regular meeting to 
be read. In the absence of the chairman, the senior. member 
present shall preside as chairman pro tempore, but if there are 
two or more members present of equal degree of seniority, 
the board shall by vote designate the one who shall so preside. 

Rute 2. The chairman shall preserve decorum and order, 
may speak to points of order in preference to other members, 
and shall decide all questions of order, subject to an appeal. 
Any member may appeal from the decision of the chair, and 
no other business, except a motion to adjourn, shall be in 
order until the question on appeal has been decided. The 
question shall be put as follows: 

“Shall the decision of the chair stand as the judgment of 
the board?” 'The vote shall be by a roll call, and it shall be 
decided in the affirmative unless a majority of the votes are 
to the contrary. 

Rute 3. The chairman shall propound all motions in 
the order in*-which they are moved, unless the subsequent 
motion shall be previous in its nature, except that, in nam- 
ing sums and fixing times, the largest sum and the longest 
time shall be put first; provided that this rule shall not be . 
construed to mean that the original motion shall be put 
previous to amendments and substitutions. 

Rue 4. The chairman shall, at the request of any mem- 
ber, make a division of a question when the sense will admit. 

Rue 5. The chairman shall, without debate, decide all 
questions relating to priority of business to be acted upon. 

Rute 6. The chairman shall declare all votes; but if any 
member doubts a vote, the chairman shall cause a rising vote 
to be taken, and, when any member so requests, shall cause 
the vote to be taken or verified by yeas and nays. 

Rute 7. The chairman shall appoint all committees, fill 
all vacancies therein, and designate the rank of the members ~ 
thereof. 
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Rute 8. When the chairman of the board or the chair- 
man pro tempore shall desire to vacate the chair he may call 
any member to it; but such substitution shall not continue 
beyond an adjournment. 


MorIOoNsS. 


Rue 9. Every motion shall be reduced to writing if the 
chairman shall so direct. 

Rute 10. A motion to strike out and insert shall be 
deemed indivisible; but a motion to strike out being lost 
shall not preclude amendment, or a motion to strike out and 
insert. 

Rute 11. No motion or proposition of a subject different 
from that under consideration shall be admitted under color 
of amendment. 

Rute 12. When an order or resolution elites to a sub- 
ject which may properly be examined and reported upon by 
an existing committee of the city council, such order or reso- 
lution shall, upon presentation, be referred to such committee. 
When a motion is made to refer any subject, and different 
committees are proposed, the motion shall be put in the fol- 
lowing order: 


To a standing committee of the board. > 
To a special committee of the board. 
To a joint standing committee. 

To a joint special committee.

Rute 13. After a motion has been put by the chairman 
it shall not be withdrawn except by unanimous consent. 

Rue 14. When a question is under debate the following 
motions only shall be entertained, and in the order in which 
they stand arranged: 


To adjourn. 

To lay on the table. 

To postpone to a day certain. 
To commit. 

To amend. 

To postpone indefinitely.

Rue 15. A motion to adjourn shall be in order at any 
time, except on an immediate repetition, or pending a verifi- 
cation of a vote; and that motion, the motion to lay on the 
table, and the motion to take from the table, shall be decided 
without debate. 
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READINGS. 


Rute 16. Every ordinance, order, and resolution reported 
by a committee shall, unless rejected, have two several 
readings, both of which may take place at the same session, 
unless objection is made. Whenever the second reading 
immediately follows the first reading the document may be 
read by its title only. Orders from the board of street com- 
missioners changing the names of streets, and orders grant- 
ing locations for poles or posts, shall, however, have one 
reading only at the same session. 


CONFIRMATIONS. 


Rute 17. The question of confirming a nomination made 
by the mayor shall be decided by a yea and nay ballot. 


RECONSIDERATION. 


RutE 18. When a vote has, been passed, any member may 
move a reconsideration thereof at the same meeting; or he 
may give notice to the clerk, within twenty-four hours of the 
adjournment, of his intention to move a reconsideration at 
the next regular meeting; in which case the clerk shall retain 
possession of the papers until the next regular meeting; and 
when a motion for reconsideration is decided that vote shall 
not be reconsidered. 


Conpuct oF MEMBERS. 


‘ Rute 19. Every member when about to speak shall rise, 
address the chair, and wait until he is recognized, and in 
speaking shall confine himself to the question and avoid 
personalities. Any member who, in debate-or otherwise, 
indulges in personalities or makes charges reflecting upon 
the character of another member shall make an apology in 
open board at the meeting when the offense is committed or 
at the next succeeding regular meeting, and, failing to do 
so, shall be named by the chairman or held in contempt and | 
suspended from further participation in debate until said 
apology is made. 

Rue 20. No member speaking shall, without his con- . 
sent, be interrupted by another, except upon a point of order. 

Rue 21. No member shall be permitted to vote on any 
question, or serve on any committee, where his private right 
is immediately concerned, distinct from the public interest. 
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RuLE 22. Every member who shall be present when a 
question is put, where he is not excluded by interest, shall 
give his vote, unless the board for special reason shall excuse 
him. Application to be so excused on any question must 
be made before the board is divided, or before the calling of 
the yeas and nays; and such application shall be accom- 
panied by a brief statement of the reasons, and shall be 
decided without debate. 


STANDING COMMITTEES. 


Rute 23. The following standing committees of the 
board, to consist of five members each, except where other-

REPORT OF COMMITTEES. 


Ru LE 25. Committees of the board, to whom any matter 
is especially referred, shall report within four weeks or ask 
for further time. 

SPECTATORS. 


Rute 26. No person, except a member of the board, 
shall be permitted to occupy the seat of any member while 
the board is in session. 
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Rute 27.. No person, excepting members of the city 
council, heads of departments, and reporters, shall be allowed 
in the anteroom of the aldermanic chamber while the board 
is in session. No person shall be allowed to enter the alder- 
manic chamber while the board is in session, after the seats 
furnished for spectators are occupied. The city aor eee 
_ shall enforce this rule. 


LICENSES. 


Rue 28. No permission for the use of land for the 
purpose of burial, nor for the construction of underground 
conduits, shall be granted until a public hearing shall have 
been given by the board of aldermen on the application for 
such permission. No permission shall be granted for the 
erection of poles, piers, abutments or other fixtures for the 
support of electric wires unless the applicant for such permit, 
except in the case of a city department, shall bear the expense 
of the notification required by the provisions of chapter 237 
of the Acts of 1903; the bills for said expense to be made 
by the city clerk, and to be paid to the city collector. 

Rue 29. Every license or permit hereafter granted for 
the location of a street railway track, the erection of a pole 
or post, the construction of an underground conduit, the lay- 
ing of a pipe or wire, or for the doing of any other work 
which may involve the disturbance of a surface of a street, 
shall specify the time within which the contemplated work 
shall be done, and shall not confer authority to do any such 
work after the expiration of such specified time. 


LAMPS. 


Rute 30. Any person desiring a lamp to be erected in 
any way shall make application therefor to the superintend- 
ent of streets, who shall examine the place where it is pro- 
posed to locate the lamp and report thereon to the board; 
provided, however, that if the lamp is to be an electric lamp 
the superintendent shall obtain the opinion of the commis- 
sioner of wires on the location, and forward to the board the 
opinion with his report. 


SMOKING IN THE ALDERMANIC CHAMBER. 


Rute 31. No smoking shall be allowed in the aldermanic 
chamber when the board is in session.

The special committee appointed to prepare and report a 
draft of the rules to govern the Common Council for the 
present year, having considered the subject, respectfully 
submit herewith the accompanying draft, being substantially 
the same rules as were in force for the year 1908.

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RULES AND ORDERS OF THE COMMON COUNCIL. 


Rute 1. Unless otherwise ordered from time to time, 
the regular meeting of the common council shall be held 
on every Thursday at 7.45 o’clock p.m., and on the appear- 
ance of a quorum the council shall be called to order. In 
the absence of the president the oldest senior member — 
present shall take the chair, and a president pro tempore 
shall be chosen by ballot; and if an election is not affected 
on the first trial, on subsequent trials a plurality vote shall 
elect. . 

The roll shall be called at each meeting of the council, 
at the discretion of the president, but not later than nine 
o’clock. 

When the meeting of the common council is called to 
order, it shall be the duty of the city messenger to cause 
the electric bell in the antechamber to be rung for the pur- 
pose of notifying the members that the body is in session, 
and for the three minutes next following the ringing of the 
bell no business shall be transacted and no member recog- 
nized by the chair for any purpose. . 


PRESIDENT. 


Rute 2. The president shall appoint and announce all 
committees, unless otherwise ordered, and shall communicate 
his appointments to the council at the meeting following such 
action, if not made during a session. All vacancies upon 
committees shall be filled in the manner of original appoint- 
ment, and members so appointed shall take rank according 
to the date of their appointment, unless otherwise designated 
by the president. 

Rue 3. The president may, at any time, call another 
member to the chair, but such substitution shall not con- 
tinue beyond an adjournment. In all cases the president 
may vote. 

Rute 4. The president shall preserve order in the 
council chamber, during sessions of the council, and in case 
any member other than the one recognized by the chair 
insists on occupying the floor for any purpose, except to 
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rise to a point of order or question of personal privilege, he 
shall, upon request of the president, take his seat, and upon 
refusal to comply with such request said member shall by a 
majority vote of the members present and voting be removed 
from the council chamber, such removal to remain in effect 
during the remainder of the session, unless otherwise ordered. 
The president shall forbid smoking in the council chamber. 


CLERK. 


Rue 5. The clerk shall keep a record of the acts, voters 
and proceedings of the common council, and a separate record 
of all decisions of the chair upon questions of order. He 
shall have the care and custody of all papers belonging to 
this branch of the city council, and shall prepare a schedule 
of business in order for each meeting, in such manner as the 
president may direct. 

He shall draw up and send all messages to the board of 
aldermen, and shall retain in his possession all papers until 
the right to file a notice of reconsideration has expired, and 
if such notice is made he shall keep the papers pertaining 
thereto until the right of reconsideration has expired. 


Conpuct oF MEMBERS. 


Rue 6. Except when otherwise provided, no member 
shall speak for more than fifteen minutes, and a further equal 
time if the council so vote. No member shall speak a second 
time on a question, if another member, who has not spoken, 
claims the floor. 

Rute 7. No member speaking shall be interrupted by 
another, except upon a point of order. 

Every member while speaking shall confine himself to 
the question under debate, and shall refrain from person- 
alities, and shall not refer to any other member of the 
council except by a respectful designation; and no member 
shall speak or vote out of his place without leave of the 
president. 


QUORUM. 


Rute 8. Whenever a member raises a doubt of a quorum 
being present, the chair shall ascertain and declare whether 
a quorum is present or not. For this purpose he may, at his 
discretion, or on motion, sustained by one-fifth of the members 
present, order the roll to be called. If a quorum is not 
present he shall declare the council adjourned. 
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COMMITTEES. 


Rute 9. All matters relating to the election of members 
shall be referred to the standing committee on elections, 
which shall consist of five members. 

Rute 10. There shall be a standing committee on judi- 
ciary, consisting of five members, who shall have the power 
to obtain the opinion of the corporation counsel on all matters 
that shall be referred to them. 

Rute 11. All committees of this council shall be notified 
of their meetings by the clerk of committees. They shall 
not sit during sessions of the council without special leave, 
nor be called on less notice than twenty-four hours from the 
time the notices are mailed by the clerk or dispatched by 
special messengers, unless all the members consent; and the 
clerk shall keep a record of their doings. The member first 
named shall be chairman, unless otherwise ordered by the 
committee, in which case the council shall be notified of the 
change; and the same rule shall apply to members serving 
on joint committees. 

Rute 12. Special committees of the council shall consist 
of three members, unless otherwise ordered. 

Rue 13. No report of any committee shall be received 
unless agreed to by such committee at a duly notified meet- 
ing thereof. Such report, when presented, may be ordered 
to be printed, and shall then take its place among the unfin- 
ished business for consideration at the next meeting. 


COMMITTEE OF THE WHOLE. 


Rue 14. When the council shall determine to go into a 
committee of the whole, the president shall appoint the 
member who shall take the chair. 

Rute 15. The rules of proceedings in the council shall 
be observed in the committee of the whole, so far as they 
are applicable; but the previous question shall not be moved, 
and a motion to rise, report progress, and ask leave to sit 
again, shall be first in order, and shall be decided without 
debate. 


ORDER OF BUSINESS. 


Rute 16. At every meeting of the council the order of 
business shall be as follows: 

First. Reading of the records of the preceding meeting, 
if called for by a majority of the members present. 

Second. Messages from his honor the mayor, reports of city 
officers and other communications addressed to the council. 
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Orders and resolutions, deposited with the clerk previous to 
the session, to be read and referred without debate. 

Third. Papers from the board of aldermen. 

Fourth. Reports of committee on finance. 

Fifth. Reports of committees, which shall be called for 
by division in numerical order. 

Siath. Motions, orders and resolutions. Orders and 
resolutions shall be read once, and, upon motion, referred 
to their appropriate committees or assigned to the next 
meeting. If no objection is made or the rules are suspended, 
orders and resolutions may, at the time they are offered, be 
given a second reading and passed. All orders relating to 
heads of departments shall, unless otherwise ordered, be 
referred to the mayor. 

Seventh. Unfinished business of preceding meetings. 

Highth. Notices of motions for reconsideration. (See 
Rule 35.) 

Ninth. Motions, orders and resolutions, which shall take 
the same course as provided in the sixth section of this rule; 
provided, however, that not more than thirty minutes shall 
be allowed for the presentation of papers under the sixth 
order of business. Papers shall be called for by divisions 
in numerical order, and only one member in division one, two 
members in division two, two members in division three, and 
one member in division four shall be recognized until each 
division has been called. | 

Rute 17. All papers addressed to the council shall be 
presented by the president or by a member; and unless the 
council shall otherwise determine, they shall be read by the 
president, or such other person as he may request, and be 
taken up in the order in which they have been presented. 

Rute 18. All ordinances, orders and resolutions shall, 
unless rejected, have two several readings, after each of 
which debate shall be in order, and they shall then be put on 
their passage. Whenever the second reading immediately 
follows the first the document may be read by its title only. 

Rute 19. No ordinance, and no order or resolution, 
imposing penalties, or authorizing the expenditure of money, 
shall have more than one reading on the same day; but this 
rule shall not apply to an order to print a document. 


MorIons, 


Rute 20. Every motion shall be reduced to writing, if 
the president shall so direct, and no other motion shall be 
entertained until a reasonable time be afforded for compliance 
with such direction. 
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Rue 21. In naming sums and fixing times the largest 
sum and longest time shall first be put to the question. 

Rute 22. When.a question is under debate the president 
shall receive any of the following motions, but no others: 


To adjourn. 

To lay on the table. 

The previous question. 

To close debate at a specified time. 
To assign to a time certain. 

To amend. 

To refer to a committee. 

To refer to another board. 

To postpone indefinitely.

These several motions shall not be applied to each other, 
except that the motion to assign, amend, refer, or to close 
debate at a specified time, may be amended; and the pre- 
vious question may be demanded upon an amendment, which 
motion shall be decided without debate. When one of these 
motions has been made, none of the others inferior to it 
in precedence shall be made, and in proceeding to vote 
motions pending shall be put in the order of their rank as 
above arranged. No motion or proposition of a subject dif- 
ferent from that under consideration shall be admitted under 
color and amendment. 

Rue 23., When a matter has been assigned to be taken 
up at a fixed hour, or at a certain stage of proceedings, such 
matter shall, at the time appointed, or at any time subsequent 
thereto, during the same or succeeding meetings, be in order 
upon the call of any member and take precedence of all 
other business. 

Rutt 24. When an order or resolution relates to a sub- 
ject which may properly be examined and reported upon by 
an existing committee of the city council, such order or 
resolution shall, upon presentation, be referred to such com- 
mittee. When a motion is made to refer any subject, and 
different committees are proposed, the motion shall be put in 
the following order: 


A standing committee of the council. 
A special committee of the council. 
A joint standing committee. 

A joint special committee. 


Rute 25. A motion to adjourn shall always be in order, 
provided business of a nature to be recorded on the journal 
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has been transacted since a motion to adjourn was rejected; 
and such motion shall be decided without debate. 

Rute 26. Debate on a call for the previous question, or 
on a motion to close debate at a specified time, or’on a motion 
to lay on the table, or take from the table, shall not exceed 
ten minutes, and no member shall speak more than. three 
minutes. In such debate, however, the merits of the main 
question shall not be discussed. 

Rute 27. Any member may require,the division offa 
question when the sense will admit of it; !and any member 
may move at any time for the suspension of any rule or 
rules. ‘ : 


PREVIOUS QUESTION. = «> #3 40> 


Rue 28. The previous question shall be put in the fol- 
lowing form: “Shall the main question be now put?” and all 
debate upon the main question shall be suspended until the 
previous question has been decided. 

Rute 29. When the previous question is ordered the 
vote shall be taken upon all pending amendments, and 
finally upon the main question. 

Rute 30.. All incidental questions of order arising after 
a motion is made for the previous question shall be decided 
without debate, except on an appeal; and on such an appeal 
no member shall be allowed to speak more than once: without 
leave of the council. 


APPEAL. 


Rute 31. No appeal from the decision of the president 
shall be entertained unless it is seconded and no motion but 
to adjourn shall be in order till the question on the appeal 
has been decided. The question shall be put as follows: 
“Shall the decision of the chair stand as the judgment of the 
council?” and it shall be deemed to be decided in the 
affirmative unless a majority of the votes given are to the 
contrary. 


VOTING. 


Rue 32. If the president is unable to decide, or if any 
member doubts a vote, the president shall cause a rising vote 
to be taken on the question without further debate. The 
president shall appoint two tellers for each division of the 
council, as fixed by him, who shall agree on a count, and 
report the result aloud to him. 

Rute 33. A motion that any pending vote shall be taken 
by yeas and nays shall be in order at any time, and no debate 
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shall be allowed thereon, but it shall be passed by the assent 
of one-fifth of the members present. Every member present 
shall answer to his name unless excused before the vote is 
taken, and if it 1s a question requiring a two-thirds vote for 
its passage, every member shall rise in his seat when announc- 
ing his vote. 

Rup 34. After the announcement of a vote not taken 
by yeas and nays, any member may move for a verification 
thereof by yeas and nays and on such motion a debate of the 
original question, not exceeding five minutes, shall be per- 
mitted, and the yeas and nays shall be taken, provided one- 
fifth of the members voting shall so require. 


RECONSIDERATION. 


Rute 35. When a vote has been passed any member 
may move a reconsideration thereof at the same meeting, 
either immediately after the announcement of such vote or 
whenever motions are in order; or if any member, who is 
not shown by a yea and nay vote to have voted against the 
prevailing side, shall give notice to the clerk, before ten 
o’clock a.m. of the next day but one following that on 
which a meeting was held, except the final meeting of the. 
year, or that preceding any adjournment for over two weeks, 
of his intention so to do, he may move a reconsideration at 
the next meeting at which said motion is reached in the 
order of proceedings. 

Rup 36. Debate on motions to reconsider shall be 
limited to thirty minutes, and no member shall speak more 
than five minutes. Whenever a matter has been especially 
assigned a notice, as above specified, to reconsider any vote 
affecting it shall be considered whenever such special assign- 
ment takes effect. 

Rue 37. When a motion for reconsideration has been 
decided, that decision shall not be reconsidered, and no 
question shall be twice reconsidered unless it has been 
amended after the reconsideration; nor shall any reconsidera- 
tion be had upon the following motions: 


To adjourn. 

The previous question. 

To lay on the table. 

To close debate at a specified time. 


RESCINDING VOTES. 


Rute 38. After a vote has been refused a reconsidera- 
tion, it shall not be rescinded unless two-thirds of the 
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whole number of the members of the common council vote 
in the affirmative. 


ELECTIONS. 


Rute 39. All elections of city officers by this branch 
shall be held in accordance with the provisions of chapter 
170 of the Acts of the year 1899. 


SEATS OF MEMBERS. 


Rute 40. No person .except a member of the council 
shall be permitted to occupy the seat. of any member while 
the council is in session. The seats of the members of the 
council shall be numbered, and shall be determined, in the 
presence of the council, by drawing the names of members 
and the number of the seat simultaneously; and each mem- 
ber shall be entitled for the year to the seat bearing the 
number so drawn against his name, and shall not change it 
except by the permission of the president. 


SPECTATORS. 


Rute 41. The city messenger shall allow no person upon 
the floor of the council chamber, or in either of the ante- 
rooms, except members of the city government, heads of 
departments and reporters, without the permission of the 
president; and, while the council is in session, no person, 
except members of the city government, heads of depart- 
ments and reporters, shall be allowed in either of the ante- 
rooms on the easterly side. The president shall order such 
accommodations on the floor for reporters and spectators as 
he shall deem proper; provided, however, that no spectators 
shall be seated behind members of the council. 

Rue 42. The council chamber shall be used for meet- 
ings of the council only, unless by special vote of the com- 
mon council; provided, that ~during the summer recess the 
president may allow the chamber to be used for public pur- 
poses, in all cases reporting his action to the council at its 
next meeting. The anteroom and large committee room on 
the east shall be subject to the same rules, except that the 
president may allow committee meetings to be held therein 
at times when the council is not in session. The clerk’s 
room shall be assigned to the clerk of the common council 
for occupancy and use. The anteroom between the coun- 
cil chamber and the clerk’s room shall be used during the 
meetings of the council to give access to the seats on the 
floor, and for such other purposes as the president may direct; 
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provided, that smoking there shall not be allowed on the part 
of visitors. The general care and supervision of these rooms 
are hereby intrusted to the city messenger, subject to the 
direction of the president; but no expenditure of money shall 
be made except by direct vote of the common council. 


PARLIAMENTARY PRACTICE. 


RuteE 438. The rules of parliamentary practice as con- 
tained in Cushing’s “Law and Practice of Legislative 
Assemblies”’ shall govern this council in all cases in which 
they are applicable, and in which they are not consistent 
with these rules or the joint rules of the city council. 


REPEAL. 


Rue 44. The foregoing rules shall not be altered, 
amended, suspended or repealed, at any time, except by the 
votes of two-thirds of the members of the common council 
present and voting thereon.

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JOINT RULES AND ORDERS OF THE 
CITY COUNCIL. 


JOINT STANDING COMMITTEES. 


Rute 1. There shall be appointed at the commencement 
of the municipal year the following joint standing commit- 
tees, the members of which shall be appointed by the respec- 
tive branches in such manner as they may determine. Said 
committees shall respectfully examine as often as they deem 
necessary the accounts of public moneys received and 
expended by the several departments. Each of said com- 
mittees to consist of five aldermen and eight councilmen, 
namely :

17. A committee on the Hospital Department. 
18. A committee on the /nstitutions Departments. 
19. A committee on the Lamp Department. 
20. A committee on the Law Department. 
21. A committee on the Library Department. 
22. A committee on the Market Department. 
23. A committee on the Music Department. 
24. A committee on the Overseeing of the Poor Department. 
25. A committee on the Park Department. 
26. A committee on the Public Buildings Department. 
27. A committee on the Public Grounds Department. 
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28. A committee on the Registry Department. 

29. A committee on the Sanitary Department. 

30. A committee on the Sewer Department. 

31. A committee on the Statistics Department. 

32. A committee on the Street Department.

There also shall be appointed annually, in like manner, 
the following joint standing committees to perform the 
duties assigned them: 

1. A committee on Appropriations, to consist of eight 
members of the board of aldermen and ten members of the 
common council, to whom shall be referred the estimates of 
the departments prepared annually, and any suggestions 
thereon from his honor the mayor. They shall report an 
order appropriating such sums as they deem necessary for 
the lawful public uses, and setting forth in detail, as far as 
convenient, the purposes. 

2. A committee on Claims, to consist of five aldermen 
and eight councilmen, to whom shall be referred all claims 
against the city arising from the act or neglect of any of its 
departments. They shall report annually a list of the claims 
awarded or approved by them, and the amount of money 
awarded or paid in settlement thereof. 

3. A committee on Finance, to consist of seven members 
of the board of aldermen and ten members of the common 
council, to whom shall be referred all applications for expendi- 
ture which involve a loan, or a transfer of any part of an 
appropriation named in the general appropriation order, or 
from the reserve fund as provided in Rule 17. 

4. A committee on Legislative Matters, to consist of five 
aldermen and eight councilmen, who shall, unless otherwise 
ordered, appear before committees of the General Court and 
represent the interests of the city; provided, said committee 
shall not, unless directed so to do by the city council, oppose 
any legislation petitioned for by the preceding city council. 

5. A committee on Ordinances, to consist of the members 
of the committee on law department, to whom shall be 
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referred all ordinances introduced in either branch, or trans- 
mitted to them by vote of any standing committee. Unless 
specially instructed, they shall pass upon the question of the 
form and legality of the ordinances so referred; they may 
append an order that such ordinance ‘ought not to pass’ and 
give their reasons therefor, or report such ordinance in a new 
draft. Such report shall be made in not over two weeks 
from the meeting at which the reference was ordered, or the 
ordinance received from a committee. 

6. A committee on Police, to consist of five aldermen 
and eight councilmen, to whom shall be referred all matters 
relating to the police department. 

7. A committee on Printing, to consist of five aldermen 
and eight councilmen, who shall have the charge of all print- 
ing, advertising, or publishing ordered by or for the city 
council, or either branch, as one of its contingent or inci- 
dental expenses, and the supply of all stationery or binding 
for the same purpose. The committee shall fix the number 
of copies to be printed of any document printed as above, 
the minimum, however, to be six hundred; and they shall 
have the right to make rules and regulations for the care, 
custody, and distribution of all documents, books, pamphlets, 
and maps by the city messenger. 

8. A committee on Public Lands, to consist of five alder- 
men and eight councilmen, to whom shall be referred all 
matters relating to public lands. 

9. A committee on Schools and School-houses,.to consist 
of five aldermen and eight councilmen, to whom shall be 
referred matters relating to the public schools, and requests 
for additional school accommodations. 


JOINT SPECIAL COMMITTEES. 


Rue 2. Every joint special committee ordered by the 
city council shall, unless otherwise provided in the order, be 
appointed in the manner provided in Rule 1. 


JOINT COMMITTEES. 


Rute 3. The member of the board of aldermen first 
named on every joint committee shall be the chairman; and 
in case of his resignation or inability the other members of 
the same board, in the order designated by the chairman of 
the board, and after them the members of the common coun- 
cil in the order named, shall act as chairman. Meetings of 
committees shall be called at the discretion of the chairman, 
or at the written request of a majority of the members. 
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Rute 4. Every joint committee shall cause records of 
their proceedings to be kept in books provided for that pur- 
pose; and at every meeting of a committee the records of the 
previous meeting shall be read, unless otherwise ordered by 
the committee. In all such meetings of committees all votes 
shall, at the request of any member, be taken by yeas and 
-nays and recorded. 

Rue 5. No meeting of any committee shall, without the 
consent of all members thereof, be called upon less, notice 
than twenty-four hours from the time the clerk shall have 
mailed the notices or despatched them by special messenger. 

Rute 6. Any joint committee may expend from the 
appropriation for contingent expenses an amount not exceed- 
ing two hundred dollars in any one year for purposes 
connected with the duties of said committee for which no 
provision has been otherwise made. 


CONFERENCE COMMITTEES. 


Rute 7. In every case of disagreement between the two 
branches of the city council, if either branch shall request a 
conference, and appoint a committee of conference, the other 
branch shall also appoint such a committee, and such com- 
mittee shall consist of not less than five members each. 
Both committees shall, at an hour to be agreed upon by their 
chairmen, meet and state to each other, verbally or in writ- 
ing, as elther shall choose, the reasons for the action of their 
respective branches in relation to the matter in controversy, 
shall confer freely thereon, and shall report to their respec- 
tive branches. 


REFERENCE TO COMMITTEES. 


Rute 8. When an order or resolution relates to a subject 
which may properly be examined and reported upon by an 
existing committee of the city council, such order or resolu- 
tion shall, upon presentation, be referred to such committee. 
Hither branch of the city council may commit or recommit 
to a joint committee, but a reference with instructions shall 
require concurrent action. 


REPORTS OF JOINT COMMITTEES. 


Rue 9. No report of a joint committee shall be received 
by either branch of the city council unless agreed to by such 
committee at a duly notified meeting thereof. The report 
of a committee upon any subject referred to them shall, 
unless otherwise ordered by the city council or by the com- 
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mittee, be presented to the branch in which the order of 
reference originated. It shall be the duty of every joint 
committee to which any subject may be specially referred to 
report thereon within four weeks or to ask for further time. 

Rute 10. All reports submitted to the city council shall 
be written or printed, and no indorsement of any kind shall 
be made on the reports, memorials, or other papers,. except- 
ing those made by the officers of either branch or the name 
of the member offering the same. Every report of a com- 
mittee shall be signed by a member belonging to the body to 
which it shall be presented, unless otherwise directed by the 
committee. - Every member presenting an order, ordinance, 
or resolution shall have his name indorsed thereon. Such 
member shall be informed by the clerk of committees of the 
time fixed for its consideration, if he give notice of his desire 
to be heard thereon. 

Rute 11. Any report containing any recommendation 
other than ‘leave to withdraw,” or ‘“inexpedient to take 
further action,” or reference to another board or committee, 
shall be accompanied by an ordinance, order or resolve, 
embodying such recommendation; and such report shall be 
acted upon separately. | 

Rute 12. Any member of a joint committee may submit 
a minority report at the same time as the majority report, 
and, if the latter be in print, he shall be allowed to submit 
his report also in print. Either branch may order to be 
printed the report of any committee submitted to it, or any 
document relating to a subject under consideration, the 
expense thereof to be charged to the general POR oy Bee 
for printing. 


NortTicE To OTHER BRANCH. 


Rute 138. All papers requiring concurrent action shall 
be transmitted from one branch of the city council to the 
other before the next regular meeting of the latter branch, 
with the action of the branch sending them indorsed thereon, 
and signed by the regular presiding officer of such branch, 
or, in his absence, by the clerk, or assistant clerk, of such 
body. In case of votes or action by either branch, not based 
on written orders or papers, notice of the same shall be 
transmitted to the other branch, signed as hereinbefore 
directed. In case any ordinance, order or resolution, origi- 
nating in one branch, shall fail to pass in the other, notice 
thereof shall be given, under the signature of the clerk, to 
the branch in which the same originated. 
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ORDERS AND RESOLUTIONS. 


Rute 14. In all votes requiring concurrent action the 
form of expression shall be “Ordered” for everything by 
way of command; and the form shall be “Resolved” for 
everything expressing opinions, principles, facts, or purposes. 


APPROPRIATIONS AND HXPENDITURES. 


Rute 15. Whenever the city council shall order an 
expenditure by any committee, board or officer, either in 
addition to the estimates on which the appropriation was 
made, or for any object not included in such estimates, it 
shall provide for the payment of the same. 

Ru te 16. No expenditure shall be made from the reserve 
fund except by a transfer to some other appropriation, or to 
a new appropriation to be established, and no expenditure 
shall be charged to the appropriation for incidental expenses 
except transfers and the expenditures therefrom provided for 
in the ordinances. 

Rute 17. Every application for an additional appropria- 
tion, to be provided for by transfer or loan, shall be referred 
to the committee on finance; and no such additional appro- 
priation shall be made until the said committee have reported 
thereon. 

Rute 18. No order authorizing the borrowing of money, 
or the transfer of one appropriation, or part of an appropri- 
ation to another appropriation, shall be passed unless two- 
thirds of the whole number of the members of each branch 
of the city council vote in the affirmative, by a vote taken 
by yea and nay. 


BILLS AND ACCOUNTS. 


Rue 19. No presiding officer of a board or chairman 
of a committee, unless duly authorized by such board or 
committee, shall approve any bill or account against the city. 


AMENDMENT OR REPEAL. 


Rute 20. The foregoing rules shall not be altered, 
amended, suspended, or repealed, at any time, except by 
the votes of two-thirds of the members of each branch of the 
city council present and voting thereon.

OFFICE OF THE Mayor, 
Boston, Mass., January 4, 1909. 


To the Gentlemen of the City Council: 


In accordance with section 8 of chapter 266 of the Acts of 
1885, I transmit herewith estimates of the several departments 
for the financial year 1909-10, together with my recommenda- 
tions as to appropriations. 

For your information I also transmit the basis of estimate 
prepared by the City Auditor, showing the amount which can 
be raised within the tax limit for the expenditures of the city 
with an estimate of the income for the present year, which is 
also ineluded within the total amount which can be appro- 
priated by the City Council. 

I recommend that $18,097,624 be appropriated. 

This is $1,849,898 less than the amount authorized to be 
raised by taxation under the law. The amounts which I have 
set off for the various departments I consider ample, and 
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this decision has been reached only after a careful investiga- 
tion and consideration of the various needs as set forth in 
their communications and estimates. 

The service rendered by each city department has a money 
value and that consideration alone should prevail in the 
appropriation of money for their needs.

APPROPRIATION AND TAX ORDERS FOR THE FINANCIAL 
_ YEAR 1909-1910. 


Ordered, That to meet the current expenses payable during the finan- 
cial year beginning with the first day of February, 1909, of performing 
the duties and exercising the powers devolved by statute or ordinance, 
or by vote of the City Council during the year, upon the City of Boston, 
or the County of Suffolk, or the departments or officers thereof, and to 
meet their respective obligations for interest on debt, sinking-fund require- 
ments, and maturing debt not provided for by sinking-fund, the respec- 
tive sums of money hereinafter specified be, and the same are, hereby 
appropriated for the several departments, and for the objects and 
purposes hereinafter stated. 

Ordered, That the appropriations for Water Department, current 
expenses, and the payments to the state under the provisions of chapter 
488 of the Acts of 1895 and acts in addition or amendment thereto, and 
for the interest requirement for loans issued for water purposes, be met by 
the income from said works and any excess over income from taxes; that 
the other appropriations hereinafter specified be met out of the money 
remaining in the treasury at the close of business on January 31, 1909, 
exclusive of the money raised by loan or needed to carry out the require- 
ments of any statute, gift, trust, or special appropriation, and by the 
income of the financial year, beginning February 1, 1909, and by taxes 
to the amount of $14,088,624, and that said amount be raised by taxation 
on the polls and estates taxable in the City of Boston. 

Ordered, 'That all sums of money which form no part of the income 
of the city, but shall be paid for services rendered or work done by any 
department or division for any other department or division, or for any 
person or corporation other than the City of Boston, be paid into the 
general treasury and then credited to the appropriation of the depart- 
ment or division rendering such service or doing such work, and that 
all contributions made to any appropriation be expended for the objects 
and purposes directed by the several contributors thereof. 

Ordered, 'That to provide temporarily money to meet the appropria- 
tions aforesaid, the City Treasurer issue and sell, at such times and in 
such amounts as he may deem best, notes, or certificates of indebtedness 
of the City of Boston, not exceeding nine million dollars in the total, 
in anticipation of the taxes of the current municipal year; that all such 
notes or certificates of indebtedness be dated the day the money for the 
same is received, be made payable with the interest thereon at the office 
of the City Treasurer within the current financial year, from the taxes 
of said year, and bear interest from their date until the same are made 
payable at such rate as said Treasurer shall deem proper. 

Ordered, That all taxes raised to meet the appropriations of the City 
Council, and all taxes assessed for meeting the city’s proportion of the 
state tax of the year 1909, or of any other taxes or assessments payable 
to the Commonwealth, be due and payable on the first day of October, 
1909; that all such taxes paid after the first day of November, 1909, 
bear interest from and including said day until paid, at the rate of six 
per cent. per annum, except the taxes assessed upon shares of stock of 
national banks shall bear interest at the rate of twelve per cent. per annum 
from and including said first day of November until paid; and that all 
interest which shall have become due on taxes shall be added to and be 
a part of such taxes. , 

Ordered, That the City Auditor, from time to time during the year, 
may, with the approval of the Mayor, make transfers within any depart- 
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ment from the appropriation for current expenses of one division of a 
department to the appropriation for current expenses of any other divi- 
sion of the same department, and may, with the further approval of 
the Committee on Finance, make transfers from the Reserve Fund to. 
any appropriation for current expenses of a department; and that said 
Auditor may, with the approval of the Mayor, between December 1, 
1909, and February 1, 1910, make transfers from any appropriation to 
any ‘other appropriation, and apply any of the income and taxes not 


disposed of in closing the accounts for the financial year.

Str, — After sending you my estimate for Suffolk County 
Jail for expenses for the year 1909 I learned that the Cor- 
poration Counsel had advised Penal Institutions Commissioner 
Skinner that if any of the House of Correction officers were 
eligible for retirement with a pension that he should submit 
an estimate sufficient to cover the same, and I suppose the 
same ruling applies to the jail officers. I have four officers 
at the present time who are entitled to retirement under chap- 
ter 601 of the Acts of 1908: ; 

Darius F. Bradley, salary $1,800, has served 52 years. 

James M. Swain, salary $1,350, has served 27 years. 

John J. Reardon, salary $1,250, has served 23 years. 

The above-named officers are all over sixty-five years of age. 

George W. Brown, salary $1,200, has served 15 years, but 
who, through no fault of his own, has become permanently 
disabled by injuries sustained in the performance of his duty 
as an officer of the jail. 

The total amount of the present salaries received by the 
above-named officers is fifty-six hundred dollars. In ‘case a 
pension should be granted to all of them the sum of twenty- 
eight hundred dollars would be necessary to pay them. I 
therefore send you this estimate in order that funds may be 
provided, if needed for such pensions.

Hon. GeorGce A. HIBBARD, 
Mayor of the City of Boston : 


Sir, — I am enclosing, as per your instructions, a schedule 
showing estimate for general maintenance, including the 
hospitals as they are completed, and comprises the amount 
needed for the coming year for building purposes. 

The work of the Out-Patient Department has steadily 
increased, and the house on Burroughs place is much too small. 
Some provision should be made for larger quarters, the final 
decision depending, in a great measure, on the amount of 
money granted. It would be cheaper and much more satis- 
factory in the long run, if we could own our building in some 
central locality. 

For maintenance of patients in other hospitals, the amount 
asked for has been based on the work done during the previous 
year, and an additional amount is requested for maintenance 
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of patients at the Sanatorium at Rutland. Such an appro- 
priation has been made in previous years, but has been under 
the control of the Pauper Department. 

In regard to income, this can be, at the most, but a very 
small amount, and is estimated at about $200.

be done for the proficiency of the department. 
’ I wish to inform you that, for the last seven months, there 
has been a saving of approximately $6,800 by reduction of 
the washing, shoeing and lighting bills over the amount 
expended for the same period of last year.

Str, —In reply to your circular letter No. 19, and in 
accordance with blanks forwarded from your office, I herewith 
submit, on behalf of the Trustees,.the following estimate for 
maintenance of the Boston City Hospital, for the coming fiscal 
year. 

We submit Herren a table of estimated expenditures of the 
Hospital Department for 1909-10. 

The estimates are practically the same as the figures of last 
year, deducting the special sums awarded for the scarlet fever 
epidemic and for the remodeling of the steam heating plant. 
We have added, however, $12,000 for the maintenance of the 
East Boston Relief Station or $1,000 per month. 

The Trustees would have been able to still further reduce 
their estimate were it not for the new labor laws as mentioned 
in the Annual Report of 1906-07. There is also a difficulty 
experienced in securing and retaining good, efficient help. No 
reduction, therefore, in salaries and wages can be made. 

The Trustees, in order to meet the views of Your Honor, of 
keeping the appropriation down to the minimum, will endeavor 
to practice the most rigid economy, but, in all instances, will 
maintain the institution at its high working efficiency. They 
expect to make sufficient saving in the matter of building 
repairs and furnishings to offset necessary expenditures for sub- 
sistence and general supplies. They also hope to see a reduction 
in the prices of commodities in general that will enable them 
to carry on the Hospital, including the new Burnham Build- 
ing, for the appropriation asked. 

The reduced estimates furnished are offered in the earnest 
desire to codperate with the Mayor in the general reduction of 
the city’s expenses. 

While the steam heating plant has been partially remodeled 
and its efficiency increased, much yet remains to be done. The 
entire heating plant needs to be remodeled another year, on 
one system, and many additions need to be made, following out 
the work already done. Inasmuch as the amount necessary 
for this work (being for permanent improvement) has not been 
provided for in the present estimate, the Trustees, later on, will 
submit to Your Honor an itemized proposition for a suitable 
amount to be included in a new loan bill. 

If we include the revenue received from paying patients the 
net per capita cost to the city is $9.17 per week, per patient, a 
sum much less than in a large number of similar institutions in 
this country. 

The high standard at the Boston City Hospital is due to a wise 
and judicious conduct of the affairs of the institution, and for 
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this result the faithful services of every official, physician and 
employee are directly responsible. 

It is gratifying to report that at the South Department the 
death rate from diphtheria has been marvelously reduced dur- 
ing the past few years. 

There has been an increase in the number of patients treated 
in the Out-Patient Department, and at the South Department 
there were furnished during the first nine months of the present 
year 36,516 more days’ board than in the preceding year. 

Fortunately, the scarlet fever epidemic has been stamped out 
by the timely aid Your Honor furnished in the additional appro- 
priation for the same. 

The Lamont G. Burnham Fund will be sufficient to furnish 
the two Burnham wards, according to the will of the testator. 

The total income from paying patients is estimated to be 
$90,000, and during the first ten months of the present year the 
sum of $76,982 has been paid into the City Treasury. 

The thanks and appreciation of the Trustees and public in 
general are due to the staff for their voluntary services for the 
sick poor of Boston. 

As you have been advised, the health of Dr. George H. M. 
Rowe has become so impaired that he has been obliged to 
resign his position as Superintendent of the Hospital. He 
carries with him the commendation of the Board of Trustees 
and of a grateful public. 

The Trustees have reluctantly accepted his resignation and 
have elected Dr. John H. McCollom as Superintendent and 
Medical Director to fill the vacancy. Dr. McCollom’s long 
and efficient services at the South Department particularly fit 
him for the task. 

I desire to express to Your Honor the thanks of the Board of 
Trustees for the spirit of codperation you have manifested 
toward the institution during the past year and your recogni- 
tion of its needs as manifested from time to time.

Under the provisions of chapter 629 of the Acts of 1908, the 
expense of supporting public charges at the Massachusetts 
School for Feeble-Minded, the Wrentham State School, the 
Massachusetts Hospital for Epileptics, or similar institutions, 
is to be met by the Commonwealth of Massachusetts instead of 
by cities and towns as in the past. Therefore these items, for 
which the estimate would be about $25,600 for the coming 
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year, are not included in the nate of this department. The 
only remaining item, under the appropriation for epileptics, 
inebriates and feeble- minded, was for the support of inebri- 
ates at the Foxboro State Hospital and the insane hospitals, 
which item we have included under the pauper expense appro- 
priation, thereby doing away with one of the department 
appropriations. 

The trustees have no control over the expenditures under 
the pauper expense appropriation, and it is possible to give 
only an approximate estimate of the probable expenditures as 
they vary considerably from year to year. 

It istthe belief of the trustees that under the provisions of 
chapter 386 of the Acts of 1907, the support of public charges 
at the Massachusetts State Sanatorium at Rutland should be 
under the control of either the Board of Health or the Con- 
sumptives’ Hospital Department, rather than under the con- 
trol of the Pauper Institutions Department. This question 
has already been brought to your attention and awaits your 
decision. The estimate for this department includes $2,400 for 
Rutland patients, which, if transferred to another department, 
would reduce the estimate from $192,300 to $189,900.

LICENSING BOARD. 


Boston,’ December 10, 1908. 
Hon. GrorGe A. HIBBARD, 
Mayor of the City of Boston: 


Str, —I am directed by the board to inclose herewith 
the estimates for this department for the year 1909-10 and 
advise you as follows: 

The board has provided for a stenographer at $1, 200. This 
will be necessary, as the work of this office and the number of 
hearings before the board have increased greatly during the 
past year. 

Each year it is necessary to employ from two to three tem- 
porary clerks for the rush season, beginning January 1 to 
May 1, and also because of the new index system. 

These are the only changes in the salary list from the pre- 
vious year. 

Under ‘office expenses” the board has asked for $2,500 for 
printing, postage and stationery. These three items have 
always been consolidated in this department and in the Police 
Department, and consequently it is almost impossible to differ- 
entiate between them. However, another year they will be 
kept separate so that the cost of each can be apportioned prop- 
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erly. While the expenses to November 1 are only $1,699.95 
under this item, still for the months of December and January 
the printing items are liable to reach at least $2,000. 

Under the heading “books and maps” the board has asked 
for $200. From time to time it is necessary to get maps of the 
districts — police and ward districts — as well as new atlases, 
and this amount is necessary for that purpose. 

Under the heading ‘‘Counsel Fees and Investigations” the 
board has asked for $10,000. Section 3, chapter 291, Acts of 
1906, provides that the board “‘may employ such legal assist- 
ance as it deems necessary.”’ Since the board was appointed 
‘it has had but one item of legal expense, amounting to $100. 
It feels that it may at any time be necessary to employ counsel, 
and it may also have to employ outside assistance in investigat- 
ing the licensed places under its control. While the police 
investigation has been satisfactory, still the board feels that it 
may have to go outside of the Police Department at any time, 
and for this reason it should have a fund on hand to meet any 
expense of such investigation. 

Under the heading ‘“‘ Miscellaneous” the board has asked for 
$500, and while the expenditures to November 1, 1908, are only 
$27.95, still there are charges which probably could not come 
under any other heading which would come under this, and it 
is therefore essential that it should have enough to meet such 
charges. : | 

The board last year asked for $50,000 and was allowed but 
$37,500. Because of this reduction in its estimate it has been 
unable to carry along certain important investigations which it 
has considered. The board feels that unless it is allowed the 
full amount asked for this year that it may be obliged to over- 
run its appropriation.

Str, — On May 13, 1907, an extra watchman was employed 
tocomply with the law forbidding employment more than 
forty-eight hours in any one week. ‘This added to the expense 
of this item $614.45. At this time the salary of the watch- 
man who had been employed at a salary of $1,100 per year 
was reduced to $1,000 per year. 

On March 6, 1908, one janitor at convenience station was 
discharged, the work in this item being performed by the one 
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who was retained and his salary was increased from $858 to 
$936 per year, as he had the work to do which was previously 
done by two employees. 

At the same time a reduction was made in the salary of the 
weigher and the messenger of $200 each. 

The item of one hundred fifty (150) dollars for extra police 
during vacations, holidays and work by the city in the market 
houses after the hours for closing the market, covers all of 
these items, whereas in previous years only the charge for extra 
officers at the holiday season has appeared, that for vacations 
having been charged to salaries and the others to small sup- 
plies or repairs.

Str, — In accordance with instructions received from you 
in your circular letter No. 19, I forward you herewith an 
estimate of the amount needed to maintain the Park Department 
for the year ending January 31, 1910. 

In addition to the estimates submitted on blanks furnished 
from your office I have added a condensed statement of our 
estimates for appropriations, which shows in the marginal 
column for what purpose the increased appropriations asked 
for are needed. 

Appropriations made each year have not kept pace with the 
increased territory and maintenance needs of the department, 
consequently much work of importance has to be left undone. 
This is especially noticeable in the condition of our roads. This 
condition has been set forth in the statement accompanying 
our estimates each year. This year our estimates were so cut 
down that we could spare only $7,300 for road repairs. $55,400 
additional is needed this year, not alone to put a portion of our 
roads in repair, but to save some portions from destruction. 

From our appropriation of this year we were compelled to 
expend $10,817 on construction work. This happens in a 
greater or lesser degree each year and reduces still lower our 
available funds for ordinary maintenance work.

Str, — In response to your request for suggestions along 
the line of the recent recommendations of the Boston Finance 
Commission in regard to the printing appropriation, I beg to 
submit the following: 

Of course, no change can be made from present procedure 
without a change in the ordinance. In making suggestions 
for changes in the ordinance care must be taken to provide 
for what is useful and proper, and to eliminate waste and 
duplication.. It is easy to provide for printing the annual 
reports by requiring them to be charged to various depart- 
ments, but some appropriation will certainly be necessary to 
provide for the bound volumes of City Documents, and for 
publications like the Municipal Register, which relates to the 
city as a whole, and not to any one department. Considera- 
tion of these changes and the formulation of recommendations 
necessary will take some time. 

In the year 1907 there were printed about 150 so-called 
City Documents, of which fifty were annual reports. The 
remaining 100 included the Municipal Register, the various 
monthly reports of the Treasurer, Collector and Auditor, 
List of Jurors, Mayor’s Messages, List of Employees, Fourth 
of July Oration, etc. Some of these may be charged to the 
departments from which they emanate, but some are of such 
a general character as to necessitate special provision. 

Under these circumstances, therefore, I have the honor to 
recommend that, pending the proposed change in ordinance, 
the printing appropriation be made as in former years; and 
that as soon as practicable the ordinance and the department 
appropriations be changed to meet the new conditions, the 
introduction of which will certainly result in a considerable 
saving to the city.

This 
increase is designed to provide for certain increases in salaries 
which are in my judgment just and proper. 

In looking over the data of expenditures for the year 1907-08 
and expenditures to November 1, 1908, the increase in expen- 
ditures in the item of printing for that portion of the current 
year that has expired is so much in excess of the figures show- 
ing the expenditures for 1907-08 that I feel it advisable to

explain that there was a bill for printing for $494.43 which was 
rendered in December, 1907, which was not paid at that time, 
but which was later paid out of the appropriation for the year 
1908.

The reduction is made in the repair item by reducing the 
estimates for East Boston and the L-street bath. With a new 
gymnasium so pressing a need in East Boston, the estimate 
seems inadvisable. A smaller allowance has been figured to 
tide over the period. The L-street reduction was made because 
an addition will have to be made to the building. 

The reduction in the estimate for equipment is based on the 
same conclusion. The item for Tenean Beach has been elimi- 
nated, and it should be until a positive decision has been 
reached as to the next step. The reduction in the rent item 
is because of the abandonment of the East Boston Wharf. 

The fuel and light estimate has been reduced because the 
figure ($10,000) asked for the heating and lighting of the 
Dover-street bath and laundry seems excessive. The estimate 
($4,000), which is made for both the Cabot-street bath with a 
pool and the North Bennet-street building, which has only 
showers, has also been revised. Because of the natural differ- 
ence in demands, it hardly appears that the same cost should 
exist. 

The reduction in the supply item estimate is based on the 
belief that, with closer buying, the figure allowed will prove 
adequate. An allowance of $1,200 for the Central Office should 
be sufficient.

REPORT OF BOSTON FINANCE COMMISSION RELA- 
TIVE TO LAND-TAKINGS, ETC., IN CONNECTION 
WITH THE WASHINGTON STREET TUNNEL. 


Boston FINANCE COMMISSION, 
Boston, January 25, 1909. 


To the Honorable the Mayor and City Council: 


GENTLEMEN, — The Finance Commission has considered 
the order of the Common Council of May 21, 1908, and the 
report of the special committee appointed to investigate land- 
takings along Washington street: tunnel, which was trans- 
mitted with the order. It has heard the members of the 
Transit Commission, and made careful inquiry into the facts 
surrounding the various takings. It finds that the members 
of the Transit Commission acted in entire good faith, and 
made the various settlements at what at the time they 
honestly thought to be for the best interests of the city. 
Subsequent events have made some of these settlements 
seem unwise, particularly that for the property on the corner 
of Washington and Boylston streets, known as the Shuman 
estate, but the Finance Commission cannot be sure that if 
it had considered the problems at the time they arose it might 
not have reached the same:conclusions then reached by the 
Transit Commission. 

This commission has expressed its belief that in the taking 
of land no settlements should be made for a price exceeding 
25 per cent. more than the average assessed valuation of the 
property for the preceding three years. But this rule could 
not apply in some of these settlements. There are other 
elements of damage in takings for tunnel and elevated rail- 
way purposes besides the value of the land and buildings. 
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Where, for example, a portion only of a building is taken, 
a part of the damages may be for the cost of putting the 
remainder of the building into a usable condition. It is not 
enough to say that certain property is assessed for a certain 
figure, that one-half thereof is taken, and that for this more 
than one-half the assessed value is paid. If a part of the 
building is destroyed, a large sum may properly be allowed 
for the reconstruction of the remainder. So, if the-rear of 
a lot is taken, it is not enough to say that the land is rear 
land and proportionately of less value. The taking of the 
rear land may cut off access to a rear street as well as inter- 
fere with its use for the delivery of merchandise, and for 
other business or domestic purposes. There also may be 
elements of noise and other damage. These, for example, 
were the facts in the settlement for Nos. 802-806 Washington 
street and No. 9 Ash street, known as the Ballard estate, 
in which George U. Crocker of the Finance Commission, a 
nephew of the chairman of the Transit Commission, was 
interested. It was essential from the physical situation 
in the pathway of the tunnel that it should be taken. The 
chairman of the Transit Commission took no part in the settle- 
ment of this case; the settlement was made by the other 
members of the Transit Commission in entire good faith. 

The commission believes that in all future tunnel or subway 
construction at the expense of the city, the same right of 
appeal to the Board of Railroad Commissioners should be 
given to the city as now enjoyed by the railway. 

George U. Crocker has taken no part in this investigation 
nor in the making of this report.

The 
commission has just received their report, and transmits the 
same to the city government. 

Through pressure of other work, the commission is unable 
to analyze this report in detail, but commends it as a very 
interesting discussion of the problems involved, and of their 
possible solution, and it desires to thank the gentlemen for 

their months of arduous labor in preparing it.

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To the Finance Commission: 


- The city’s real estate situation is briefly as follows: 


The city owns three large neighboring properties on School 
street, Court square and Tremont street, with a total area 
of 45,865 square feet, covered by the City Hall, the Old 
Court House and two other old buildings. These structures 
now afford altogether about 91,500 square feet of available 
room, exclusive of corridors, stairways, etc. This property 
is worth about $3,350,000. 

It also owns 7,148 square feet on Mason street, covered by 
an old building occupied by the School Committee, and 
affording about 10,000 square feet of room. This property 
is worth about $225,000. 

This makes a total of 53,000 square feet owned, affording 
101,500 square feet of room and worth $3,575,000. (Note 1.) 

The city likewise rents 15,108 square feet in other down 
town buildings, for which it pays $21,049.89. (Note 2.) 

It therefore uses in all some 118,000 square feet of room. 
(For details see Appendix A.) 

The average running cost for the 91,500 square feet in the 
City Hall and adjoining buildings in the last five years was 
$88,000 a year, exclusive of light and furniture. 

Leaving out the open space in front of the City Hall, the 
cost of carrying the improved part of this property and 
operating these buildings was $2.25 per foot of available 
space afforded to the city’s business, exclusive of halls, 
toilets, etc. The average cost of the space rented was $1.31 
per square foot on the same basis. Including the space in 
front of City Hall the city needs only $2,500,000 worth 
of land for its present uses if it stays in its present locality. 
The cost of suitable new buildings with a capacity of 125,000 
square feet of available space would be $1,800,000. 

As to the character of these different kinds of accommoda- 
tion now used by the city: 


The City Hall. 


We find that the present City Hall is adequate for the 
purpose of housing the legislative departments and the 
mayor’s office, but that it is expensive to run, and not well 
adapted for office purposes. Certain administrative depart- 
ments now in this building are crowded and inadequately 
accommodated, and certain departments are so separated 
as to interfere with good operating.

The most serious defect, however, is that there is a con- 
tinuous risk of irreparable damage by the exposure of numer- 
ous valuable books and records to fire; a risk that is 
entirely incompatible with modern standards of good 


business. 
The Old Court House. 


We find that some of the departments in the Old Court 
House cannot be worked to the best advantage in the quarters 
afforded in this building, and that the city is here practically 
making a dead loss on a property worth some $900,000 or 
$1,000,000. The city is making this loss because the operating 
cost is so high and the office space afforded is on the whole 
so poor in quality and small in amount that the city would 
have made money during the past five years if it had shut 
this building up and hired space elsewhere. (Note 3.) 


Tremont Street Property. 


The same very nearly holds good with the Tremont street 
property, the city getting little, if any, value in the way of 
offices above the cost of running the building. 

It should be said in justice to those who have had the 
running of these buildings that though there is room for con- 
siderable pruning of expense, the eight-hour law is against 
them, and the buildings are such that no one desirous of 
making a record would wish to run them. 


School Department Building. 


We find the accommodation of the School Department is 
most inadequate and antiquated, and that the continuance 
of this department in such quarters, while it effects no sav- 
ing of money, but rather a loss, has in addition to this an 
even greater element of waste, caused by the impairment of 
the working efficiency in so important a branch of the public 
service. (Note 4.) 

Leased Quarters. 


With regard to the housing of those departments that 
occupy leased quarters, these departments on the whole are 
very much better accommodated, at less cost, than those 
that occupy the city’s property. The objection to this 
arrangement is (1) the loss in operating efficiency from 
scattering these departments away from the center, and (2) 
assuming that the city could operate offices with ordinary 
economy, there is waste due to hiring quarters when the city 
possesses unimproved land which might be improved for this 
purpose. (Note 5.) 
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Meaning of Above Conditions. 


To state briefly the meaning of these conditions: The city 
is using $3,575,000 worth of land when it needs (including 
the open space in front of the City Hall) only $2,500,000 if 
it concentrates in this location. It is thus losing interest 
and taxes on $1,075,000 worth of land, which, reckoning 
interest at 34 per cent. and taxes at 14 per cent., is equivalent 
to an annual loss of over $53,500. 

The city is likewise running its City Hall and adjacent 
buildings at a cost of $50,000 a year more than the cost 
of giving first-class service in modern, well-planned and eco- 
nomically run buildings for equal space similarly used. 
(Note 6.) 

Even making reduction to allow for the eight-hour law in 
running the city’s buildings, these two losses aggregate about 
$100,000 a year, an amount more than sufficient to carry 
cost and sinking fund on a building costing $1,800,000. 

A building or buildings could, with proper care as to monu- 
mental features, be constructed for $1,800,000 that would 
give the city entirely new headquarters, with 125,000 square 
feet of available floor space, sufficient, as previously stated, 
for its present uses- (Note 7.) 

It is therefore in the ‘city’s power to have adequate new 
quarters on the present site without calling on the taxpayers 
for any increase in their present charge. 


Remedy. 


With regard to any attempt to remedy this state of affairs 
by means of new buildings we must first point out that, 
irrespective of location, unless there are changes in the method 
of running its property and unless monumental features are 
used with great discretion, the city, irrespective of location, 
will lose more by the extra cost of building and running than 
it will gain by making full use of its land. (Note 8.) There- 
fore, without great economy in building and economy in run- 
ning methods, the city would do better from a financial point 
of view by contracting to as great an extent as possible with 
private parties for both space and service in private property 
adjoining a small civic building, and disposing of its remain- 
ing real estate. (This, of course, is a statement of fact, not 
a recommendation as to policy.) With this reservation, we 
shall confine ourselves to the problem of sites and the con- 
struction of buildings. 

The first thing to be considered before discussing building 
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methods is the cost of the use of land at varying prices. The 
table below gives this comparative cost, reduced, for the sake 
of simplicity, to the form of an annual charge, $1,800,000 
worth of building being assumed in each case. The method 
of computing this charge is given more fully in Appendix B.

It will be seen from this summary that even the extreme 
difference in annual cost between the costiliest and the 
cheapest land is $150,000, a large sum considered by itself 
but a very small sum when compared with the volume of 
business done by the city government, and with the impor- 
tance of the various interests involved. It will likewise be 
seen that the difference in annual cost between any of the 
plans most likely to be seriously considered is a still smaller 
factor. 

The city’s annual business involves the collection of some 
$20,000,000 and the disbursing of a nearly equal amount. 
It embraces dealings such as those of the building depart- 
ment which involve each year interests of many millions 
more, and it performs many services for the public the 
importance of which cannot be computed in dollars. (Note 
9.) On the other hand, the probable difference in the annual 
cost of any plans that seem likely to command practical 
consideration is from $50,000 to $75,000 a year. 

The thing to be given controlling consideration in selecting 
a location is therefore not the real estate cost. The real 
issue is the effect of the location upon the efficiency and 
usefulness of an enormous business. As with many other 
enterprises, it is the operating efficiency of the city govern- 
ment as a whole which should be given first consideration. 
An impairment by a small percentage in the efficiency of the 
city’s working force, or in the value to the people of the 
work done, would cost many times over any saving due to 
cheaper real estate. 

This indicates that the reasons why the city government 
should retain its headquarters in the business center are the 
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same as those which would cause any other enterprise having 
similar relations to the community to stay in the center as 
a matter of course. The city should keep its business in 
the business center simply because the loss from going out 
of it would be greater than the expense of staying in. It 
needs, even more than other enterprises, a central location 
where it can be in touch with the greatest number of those 
with whom it has to deal, with the least amount of trouble 
both to them and to itself. 

While its duty is to avoid a heavy tax of time and trouble 
on those who are obliged to do business with it, its own direct 
interest still more demands a central location. (Note 10.) 
Not only must it be in daily touch with the courts, banks, 
and other organizations located about the business center, 
but it is a competitor for service and often has to compete 
with those who pay heavily while it can pay little or nothing. 
It is therefore essential that the city obtain this class of 
service at the least possible cost to those who give it. This 
is the case not only with the service demanded of its legis- 
lative departments, but also with the services required of 
other partially paid or unpaid officials. The chance of get- 
ting the men most wanted into the public service and keeping 
them there would be greatly diminished by a move away 
from the center, and in the important positions a single loss 
of the right man for the right place due to this cause might. 
easily cost the whole difference in site values. 

The city’s business placed on Beacon street opposite the 
Public Garden, in Copley square, in Park square, or in Castle 
square, would be conveniently accessible to many citizens, but. 
in any one of these locations it would be out of the way of 
the much greater number of those who either spend their 
working days in the center or resort there constantly for 
banking, market or other reasons. 

The present location, on the other hand, is fortunately 
situated, not only between the two great trunk lines of the 
street railway system, but close to the courthouse, the 
State House, the various metropolitan offices, the Registry 
of Deeds, the markets, banks and retail and wholesale sec- 
tions. Few places could be selected that would be so acces- 
sible to so large a number of people. 

Believing, therefore, as we do, that the place for the city’s 
business is in the business center, and that the site and 
neighborhood of the present City Hall is as well adapted for 
these uses as any other that has been suggested to us, we shall 
confine ourselves mainly to discussing the best way of utiliz- 
ing this land. (Note 11.) The same principles will apply to 
construction in any other locality. (Note 12.) 
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Construction. 


As to methods of construction, we think it would be desir- 
able to make a departure from conventional municipal archi- 
tecture by treating the business part of the city’s work as a 
business function and housing it as such. We believe that 
civic dignity and popular respect for the city government are 
best promoted at the present time by municipal efficiency, 
and that efficiency would be substantially helped by dignified 
business quarters constructed after business methods. We 
should like to avoid so far as possible the compromise that 
results from attempting to combine in a large building archi- 
tecture for business purposes with the more monumental 
features that usually go with legislative halls. This com- 
promise is not always good for the architecture and is always 
bad for business. If we want a small but beautiful civic 
temple for the mayor’s offices, the legislative chambers and 
for civic functions, we can have it. by putting a smaller 
building on the City Hall lot, and taking more land on Court 
square for a municipal office building. There is no advan- 
tage in attempting to carry elaborate architectural features 
over some 100,000 square feet of offices, and if we avoid 
doing this by putting the bulk of our business in a business 
building, we shall have the additional advantage of a large 
marketable asset in case the city’s headquarters ever have 
to be moved elsewhere. (Note 13.) 

In figuring out the construction problem on School street, 
the difficulty does not lie in finding a solution of the problem, 
but in the many ways in which it can be solved. Some of these 
ways depend upon factors whose cost can be determined only 
by negotiation, therefore it is impossible to say in advance 
which is surely the best. We give below a schedule showing 
some of these propositions, some of them being combined 
with the suggestion that the new High School of Commerce 
be also accommodated on this site. This would not only 
have the advantage of carrying space for a term of years 
which the city may in future need for municipal offices, but 
it would also give the school a site which seems to be par- 
ticularly well adapted for its peculiar needs. (Note 14.) 

It goes without saying that if any reorganization of the 
city’s departments is to be undertaken, it will be extremely 
wasteful from a construction point of view, and bad for the 
city’s operating efficiency, to build first and reorganize after- 
ward. There would be a great advantage in first laying out 
the departments as it is wished to have them, and then laying 
out their quarters so that they may do their work as reor- 
ganized to the best advantage. 
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Recapitulation. 


The city’s present arrangements for housing its depart- 
ments are wasteful and unsatisfactory. 

The city can have its departments well housed for $1,800,- 
000, leaving out certain costly monumental features. 

It should save interest and sinking fund on nearly one-half 
of this by operating economies. 

It can save the remainder of this cost by utilizing its land 
to better advantage. 

It should do its business in the business center. 

It can house a large part of its business with modern first- 
class business construction without detracting from its own 
dignity and to the great increase of its usefulness. #

PLANS FOR IMPROVEMENT. 


Plan No. 1.— This plan involves making other disposition 
of the Tremont street property and of the Court street end 
of the courthouse lot, and improving the rear of the City 
Hall lot and the rear of the courthouse lot. This would 
take approximately $2,300,000 worth of land and would 
cost in annual charge some $215,000. 

This scheme would leave something over $1,000,000 worth 
of property to dispose of. 

There would be some margin for monumental features 
on the School street front, but the Court street building 
could be made as plain and serviceable as possible. 

Plan No. 2.— The entire Court street lot might be improved 
and a smaller and more handsome civic building built on 
the City Hall site. This would take approximately $2,900,000 
worth of real estate, the cost of the buildings would be about 
the same, and the annual charge would be about $245,000. 

This scheme would leave about $450,000 worth of adjoin- 
ing property to be disposed of. 

Plan No. 3.— Improving the rear two-thirds of the Court 
street lot and retaining the old City Hall. This plan would 
not be so economical as would appear at first sight. The 
land used would be worth some $2,750,000, and this, with 
the extra operating cost of the Old City Hall, would probably 
make the annual charge about $190,000. - 

This plan would also leave about $450,000 worth of adjoin- 
ing property to be disposed of. 
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~ Plan No 4.— The plan which presents many attractions 
would be to exchange the ownership of the Old Court House 
site for that of the Niles property adjoining the City Hall 
on the Washington street side, and valued for about 
the same price. Such an exchange would give the city a 
consolidated holding with about 250 feet of frontage on 
School street and a depth of about 170 feet. This lot could 
be covered on three sides by well-lighted office construction, 
made either plain and substantial or more elaborate and 
monumental as might be preferred. The center could be 
occupied by a court opening on School street, affording 
excellent facilities for civic functions. Vaults and storage 
room could be had below the court, and monumental features 
could be introduced in the central portion without neces- 
sarily making the wings too expensive. 

One advantage of transferring the city’s ownership from 
the Old Court House to the Niles property would be that 
the latter property, being productive, could carry itself 
till needed, while the Old Court House is a steady loss till 
improved. The city would therefore have the choice of 
going slowly and improving the Old City Hall lot first should 
it find this course advisable. ‘This single large block, includ- 
ing the present police station, would be worth some $3,000,000, 
but with the Niles property carrying itself, the annual cost 
for a time might be as low as $195,000, counting the new 
improvements at not over $1,800,000. 

This lot could be fully improved, as shown on the sketch, 
for about $2,250,000, and this improvement would give 
about 160,000 square feet of office space. The annual cost 
for the land and this building (carried up to full height and 
containing this extra room), figured on the same basis as 
the other plans, would be $287,000. 

Plan No. 5.— To build a small but handsome civic building 
as in Plan 2, sell the remaining holdings or lease them for 
improvement, and obtain the remaining accommodations 
from adjoining private owners. 

The situation in the neighborhood of City Hall is a very 
peculiar one from a real estate point of view, in that, with 
the exception of Young’s Hotel, and possibly of one other 
property, the uses of land in private hands have produced 
profit only from the ground floors. The profits from these 
ground floors, however, have been very large and sufficient 
to carry a very large value onthe land. At the same time the 
buildings that have been carried up have as a rule been 
unprofitable. This use of the ground floor is exactly what 
the city needs the least of, for only a few of its departments 
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require ground floor room. ‘Tradition is somewhat against 
the city’s subletting part of a building constructed for itself, 
and its difficulties in operating economically have already 
been pointed out. 

It follows from the foregoing that a private owner who can 
let his ground floors at high prices, and has a poor general 
market for his upper floors, can afford to let his upper floors 
in this locality for as little as anywhere else, or less. The 
city, therefore, could probably hire good upper floor quarters 
from private owners, in the neighborhood of its central build- 
ing, at a cost very much below the cost of anything that the 
municipality could construct and run. This is especially the 
fact just at the present time when in and near the financial 
center the entire office market has been overloaded by private 
capital so that offices, even in the most favored localities, are 
being let at a loss. 

It is therefore entirely possible that should the Tremont 
street property be carried up in harmony with the Kimball 
Building which adjoins it, an arrangement might be made with 
these Kimball Building owners for an exchange of space, an 
arrangement which would not only be profitable to the Kimball 
Building, but would also give a large area of office space to 
the city at reasonable prices. 

The same thing might also be done in whole. or in part 
with the Old Court House property, should the city see fit 
to sell or let this for improvement and contract for office room 
in the upper part of the building so constructed. 

It is evident that possibilities of this kind could be devel- 
oped only by negotiation, but should such a line of policy 
meet with approval, these possibilities should be carefully can- 
vassed before any general plan of improvement is adopted. 


Comparative Merits of Plans. 


Regarding the merits of these various plans, Plan 4 with the 
large consolidated lot on School street appears to be the most 
attractive. Plan 5 for a small but handsome civie building 
in the City Hall lot, with leased quarters in adjoining proper- 
ties, appears to us likely to be by far more economical. 

Note 1.— We have left out of this schedule the police sta- 
tion in Court square, which is not likely to effect the problem 
materially one way or the other. 

Note 2.— We have left out of this schedule police head- 
quarters, and offices of the License Board on Pemberton 
square, likewise the Transit Commission at 15 Beacon street. 
These are under the state and do not seem to be subjects for 
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practical consideration at the present time. We have like- 
wise omitted two small divisions of the Board of Health 
which need quarters up town. These departments are as 
follows:

Note 4.— There is very considerable doubt as to whether 
this department should be housed along with the rest of 
the city government, but the city’s financial problem would 
not be materially changed were this property sold and the 
department housed with reasonable economy anywhere else. 
It would merely mean the use of a less amount of land and 
buildings in connection with the city’s headquarters. 

Note 5.— The popular idea that because the city is paying 
about $45,000 in rental to outside parties it is therefore 
losing interest on nearly a million dollars is a fallacy. Only 
about 50 per cent. of that $45,000 is landlords’ profits on 
land and buildings, the remainder being taken up for running 
expenses and taxes. Only about half of the remaining 50 
per cent. is profits on the land. Therefore, since buildings 
would have to be constructed to accommodate these offices, 
it can be said roughly that if the city takes its own land and 
constructs office space, it would be possible to save only 
about 25 per cent. of this supposed loss of $45,000, and by 
no means impossible not to save anything. 


* In this figure has been included $4,270.15 — the cost to the city of such service as 
is usually furnished in office buildings. 
Btorage vaults and mechanics’ shops are not counted as full office space in Ap- 
pendix 
t Including 20 per cent. of electric light, and not including furniture and other 
sundries, which do not come within operating expenses of regular office buildings. 
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Note 6.— The running expenses of these buildings during 
the last five years have been $88,000 a year, not counting 
the furniture, 80 per cent. of the electric light, and other 
items not ordinarily furnished in an office building. Operat- 
ing cost for a similar amount of space in a first-class office 
building should be $38,600, or, if the eight-hour law applied, 
$44,390. We have allowed 15 per cent. additional on that 
account, but we have obtained an estimate of 10 per cent. 
by refiguring the pay roll of an office building in operation, 
on an eight-hour basis. 

Note 7.— How this could be accomplished is shown as 
to use of land on plans 1 and 2, annexed to this report 
with descriptions. As to building cost: In some first-class 
office buildings built within the past few years in Boston, 
office space has been produced at a cost of $10 per square foot 
of rentable space. At this rate, assuming that these depart- 
ments need 125,000 square feet, the cost of a first-class 
building to accommodate them would be $1,250,000. We 
allow $500,000 as a margin above this in estimating the cost 
at $1,750,000. 

In estimating City Hall space, we have added 5,000 feet 
to the floor space now in use to allow for double story height 
of legislative chambers, and in figuring the city’s needs at 
125,000 square feet, we have added about 7,000 more for 
relief of certain departments. 

Note 8.— Monumental features add to the cost in three 
ways: 

1st. They make the initial cost greater, often by a very 
large amount. | 

2d. They reduce the proportionate area and impair the 
quality of working space afforded. 

3d. They increase operating charges, since spacious halls, 
broad stairways and similar features cost much more to clean 
and heat than ordinary office corridors and stairways not 
built for architectural effect. 

These three factors may easily double the cost of furnishing 
office space. Therefore the task of trying to save money by 
building monumental office buildings is to be undertaken 
with great caution. 

Note 9.— The single department of building inspection has 
each year supervision over $20,000,000 of new construction. 
It makes in the course of the year over 79,000 examinations, 
and issues nearly 18,000 permits. 

The importance of the Law Department and the effect of 
location on its business is indicated in Note 10. 

Note 10.— The Law Department of the city has with a 
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single exception a larger number of cases in the courts than 
any other person or organization in Suffolk County. The 
cases on the docket at the present time are over 1,250. These 
cases run from land damage cases, such as one last year 
with the Commonwealth, involving $8,000,000, to personal 
claims for very small amounts, but they each year involve 
enormous financial interests for the city. 

It is difficult to see how such a law office could carry on 
its work at a distance from the courthouse or at a distance 
from city headquarters, for not only must the employees of 
this department be constantly in the courts, but they must 
be constantly in touch with nearly every department of the 
city’s work. 

Note 11.— The site formerly recommended next to the 
State House has been rendered practically unavailable by 
expensive improvements. 

Note 12.— The City of Chicago has recently decided to 
build a new municipal building on its old City Hall site, in 
the business center. This site is worth $3,500,000, and an 
equal amount was devoted to court and county business. 
The city can get abundant land just out of the center for a 
tenth of this sum, or might take park land for nothing. It 
has a large lake front park as near the center as our Common 
which it did not choose to use for building purposes. 

Note 13.— The City of New York seems to have frankly 
abandoned any attempt to house the bulk of 1ts departments 
in a monumental building, and has started to build a straight 
out office building near its City Hall. 

Note 14.— We are constantly hearing that a down town 
location is too costly for this school; but the popular impres- 
sion that wpper floors are necessarily expensive where land is 
high in cost is a mistake. See explanation of Plan 5.

APPENDIX B. 


METHOD OF CoMPUTING Cost oF HousiInG CiTy’s BUSINESS 
WITH VARYING LAND PRICES. 


In order to get a proper basis for comparison we have 
reduced all schemes to the basis of an annual charge, reckon- 
ing the city’s money as worth 34 per cent. In the case of 
buildings we have added to this a sinking fund of 2 per 
cent., sufficient to wipe out the cost of the building in thirty 
years. This makes the annual charge for buildings 54 per 
cent. on building cost. 

Where land owned already is to be used, we have figured as 
annual cost the interest on what the city could get for it if 
sold. Wedo this on the ground that withholding the property 
from sale or revenue production is as much cost as purchasing 
new property and carrying it. 

Likewise for the sake of a fair comparison between differ- 
. ent sites we have added the amount of taxes, 14 per cent., to 
the annual charge on account of the land. We have done 
this on the ground that in selling the more valuable site on 
School street the city would not only save some 34 per cent. 
on the purchase price, but would add to its power of taxation by 
a greater amount than it would lose by making use of cheaper 
land elsewhere. In fairness, therefore, to the merits of com- 
peting sites it seems proper to include with the annual 34 per 
cent. on account of the land, the 14 per cent. of tax lost in the 
case of each site. This makes an annual charge for land of 
4 per cent. for interest on cost and 14 per cent. of cost for 
taxes, or a total of 5 per cent. on cost of land. 

As above stated, the annual charge on account of building 
is put at 54 per cent. 

Since the building is likely to cost about as much on one 
site as another, we have taken a uniform cost of $1,800,000 for 
all sites. As an example:

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APPENDIX C. 


A SITE ON THE COMMON OR PUBLIC GARDEN. 


It has been suggested that a site might be got for the city 
buildings on Boston Common or on the Public Garden, and 
that by this method the city could get its land free of cost. 

It is our personal belief that the present use of this land 
as an open space for the benefit of the public is the most 
valuable use to which it could be put, and that to take it for 
building purposes would be most costly. 

If, however, the community should decide to sacrifice this 
open space for financial reasons, it should certainly make this 
sacrifice in such a way as to get the largest financial benefit 
therefrom. Much of this land is worth over $100 a foot for 
retail purposes, while it would not be worth more than half 
that amount for the city’s uses. We think, therefore, that 
unless it is impossible to empower the city to dispose of this 
land for private purposes, this use of the land for the City 
Hall would not be approved even by those persons to whom 
apparent economy is the chief consideration.. Moreover, 
unless the City Hall were located opposite the State House or 
near Tremont street, the objections already stated to remov- 
ing it away from the courthouse and to one side of the 
business center would still hold. A site just.as good for all © 
practical purposes as one in other parts of the Common or in 
the Public Garden could be obtained in Park square, the extra 
cost of which would be comparatively small. 

It is not to be forgotten that in the Common or the Public 
Garden a tall serviceable office construction for any part of 
the city’s official buildings would not receive public approval. 
Monumental construction would undoubtedly be required, 
with an attendant cost which would make the promised saving 
an illusion (see Note 8), even if the public could be got to 
approve of such use of its open space.

REMARKS OF COUNCILMAN GOODWIN OF WARD 1 
REGARDING COMMENTS OF BOSTON EVENING 
TRANSCRIPT ON AN ORDINANCE TO PREVENT 
EMPLOYMENT OF SPECIAL LEGAL SERVICES 
BY THE MAYOR. 


Mr. President, I rise to a question of privilege. In the 
Boston Transcript of January 22, 1909, appeared the follow- 
ing editorial : 

The Common Council seems anxious to more completely justify the 
movement looking to its abolition. Its action last night, passing an amend- 
ment to the ordinances under suspension of the rules, to prevent the 
Mayor from drawing upon his own appropriation for the payment of 
counsel employed to look after new legislation in the interests of the city, 
is a step in that direction. The pettiness of the motive was obvious. It 
was a return thrust at the Mayor for his efforts to secure authority to 
make changes that would inure to the efficiency of city service and economy 
in city business. The welfare of the city was the last thing considered 
in this picayunish measure, which should be permitted to get no farther. 


The measure did get farther. It was passed by the 
Board of Aldermen by a vote of 8 to 5. 

If a personal attack had been made upon myself I would 
have paid no attention to it. But the fact that an ordinance 
offered by me is made the excuse for an attack upon the 
whole body, which passed the ordinance without dissent, 
compels me to put on record my reasons for offering it. 

When it was announced by his private secretary that 
the Mayor was going to employ outside counsel for the pur- 
pose of insuring the passage of his special bills by the Legis- 
lature, | was convinced that it was wrong for two reasons. 
First, we have a law department costing the city $50,000 
a year, with a man at the head of it getting $9,000 a year, 
who is, or ought to be, an expert on legal matters pertaining 
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to municipalities. The ordinance relating to this depart- 
ment says, among other things, that it “shall, subject to 
the direction of the Mayor, or of any standing committee 
of the City Council, having charge of. matters before the 
General Court of the Commonwealth, appear by himself 
or assistants as counsel for the city before the General Court 
or before any committee thereof, when the interest or welfare 
of the city is directly or indirectly affected. . . .” This 
department has never had any trouble in attending to the 
city’s law business up to date. If it is competent, it should 
be allowed, nay, compelled, to do all the city’s law business. 
If it is not competent, it should be dismissed forthwith, 
and the Mayor would have a legal opportunity of appointing 
men satisfactory to him. 

My second reason, in my opinion, is even stronger. The 
Mayor of Boston was elected under the present charter to 
administer the affairs of the city in accordance with the 
provisions of that charter. He received no commission 
from the people to change their system of government with- 
out consulting them. His powers as chief executive are 
as much defined by the charter as ours are. When he attempts 
to spend the people’s money by hiring lobbyists for the pur- 
poses of advocating changes in the charter which he has 
no means of knowing are acceptable to the people, it becomes 
our duty as representatives of the people to exercise the 
rights which the law gives us to prevent such a misappro- 
priation of funds. 

In view of the fact that we have been criticised for observ- 
ing the oath we took to safeguard the city’s interests, it is 
but fair to ourselves that we discover to our constituents 
the character and motives of the critic. 

We are public servants and as such our actions are open 
and subject to intelligent and honest criticism. Let us 
see if the Boston Transcript measures up to that standard. 
Let me read you an editorial from the New York Sun: 


A PERSISTENT OFFENDER. 


With all imaginable delicacy we have previously called the attention 
of the Boston Evening Transcript to the fact that it is a systematic, 
persistent and unblushing pilferer of original news and editorial or semi- 
editorial matter, paid for and copyrighted by the Sun. No doubt other 
newspapers have suffered. This deliberate practice has been going on 
for months and years. A search of the Transcript’s person on almost 
any day of the week (except on Sunday, when it is at church) will not 
fail to disclose a more or less bulky parcel of stolen goods. It is with 
unfeigned regret that we have to say this publicly. 

For a long time the Sun has maintained with regard to the continuous 
depletion of its property the same sort of forbearance — nay, Christian 
tolerance — as is occasionally displayed in polite commercial circles in - 
the case of some aged and well-dressed female victim of incurable klepto- 
mania,

Before applying to the police, therefore, we suggest to the relatives 
of the Evening 7’ranscript — if any there be who can exercise authority 
and restraint — the immediate adoption of effective means to prevent 
a scandal. Would it not be possible to commit this incorrigible old 
offender (of such pathetically prim and decent externals) to some private 
reformatory institution. 


In other words, the Boston Transcript stands accused by an 
authority no less than the New York Sun of being a news and 
editorial grafter. The Common Council is to be congratu- 
lated upon having such a critic. 

I do not wonder that the Transcript is friendly to the 
Mayor. It is not to be wondered at in a newspaper such as is 
so graphically described in the Sun when the following cir- 
cumstances are considered. 

Recently the new street traffic rules were advertised in 
accordance with law by.the City Clerk. They were placed in two 
papers, the Boston Globe and the Transcript. Subsequently, 
by order of the Mayor, and no doubt in the interest of econ- 
omy, these rules were advertised in other papers. Without 
any special instructions from the City Clerk, so he informs 
me, the Boston Transcript departed from the usual custom 
of setting up municipal advertisements, and by leading and 
fatting, spread over two and one-half columns the same 
matter which the Boston Globe, following said custom, put into 
one and one-half columns. Alongside this fatted ad. appear 
other municipal, state and court notices, set solid in the usual 
manner. 

The Boston Herald also had the ad. and set it in the same 
manner as the Globe. The length of time and the rate are 
approximately the same. 

The bills for this work are now in the Auditor’s office and 
are as follows: .

If the Mayor lets the Transcript get away with a transaction 
of this sort, of course we must expect nothing but criticism 
when we attempt to stop His Honor from using the people’s 
money in a manner which is to us unlawful. 

If a member of the Common Council was connected with a 
transaction of this nature, it is called bluntly “graft.” The 
Transcript will probably look upon it as “business.”? What 
the New York Sun will say of it can be imagined, but it will 
be very likely to the effect that “the old lady has enlarged 
her sphere of action.”’ 

Sir, there are some few people in this community who are 
greatly interested in seeing this body abolished. Why? Are 
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we in somebody’s way? Have we uncovered some things that 
will not stand the fierce glare of publicity? Have we said 
some things that were better left unsaid for the comfort of the 
few of the select? Have we dimmed the halos that some of 
our practical saints equip themselves w ith? Are we in danger 
of digging down and discovering the feet of clay that uphold 
some of our public idols? 

I believe that the people who sent us here do not want this 
body abolished, and that we can go to our constituencies 
to-morrow on that issue, squarely put, and win. If it is 
thought that the people are not interested in this body, let the 
Legislature pass an act abolishing the Common Council. Put 
a referendum on it and agree to abide by the result. 

Mr. President, in the good old days, when the representa- 
tives of the people became contumacious, the King or the Pro- 
tector marched his soldiers into the halls of Parliament and 
drove the Commons out at the point of the bayonet. It was 
a little brutal, but very effective. How the Transcript and 
some of its contributors must sigh for those days! 

The same spirit exists to-day. It is now the aristocracy 
of the better element which arrogates to itself all the intelli- 
gence and honesty. If you dare to disagree with them, of 
course they cannot use the good old bayonet. - But they can 
draft bills and send them to the Legislature and tell the mem- 
bers of the General Court that the people of Boston are e not to 
be trusted and do not know what they want. 

Yes, and they can hire lawyers, at the expense of these 
same people, to prove it. 

Yes, and they can get editorials sustaining them from 
Transcripts, whose counting rooms are not averse to doing a 
little “good business” at the expense of this same people. 

But in the immortal words of him whose centenary we are 
about to celebrate, 


You can’t fool all the people all the time.

Str,— I have the honor to submit the report of the Ran- 
didge Excursions for the season of 1908. 

-By the will of the late George L. Randidge fifty thousand 
(50,000) dollars was bequeathed to the City of Boston, the 
income of which was to be used for affording one or more 
excursions to the children of the poor of the city of all relig- 
ious denominations during the months of July and August, 
ineach year. This fifty thousand dollar bequest was invested 
in one City of Boston 4 per cent. bond, yielding an annual 
income of two thousand (2,000) dollars, to be expended 
according as above stated. 

The first excursion was given in the year 1897, and the 
excursions have been continued each year with one excep- 
tion. 

By direction of Mayor Quincy the work of administering 
this trust was turned over to the Penal Institutions Depart- 
ment. 

The Penal Institutions Commissioner has under his control 
the large and commodious steamer “Monitor,” suitable for 
transporting large numbers of people; by utilizing this steamer 
a very large expenditure for transportation can be avoided. 
Furthermore, the Commissioner, also having under his con- 
trol prison labor at the House of Correction, at Deer Island, 
is enabled to utilize that labor in the cooking of the necessary 
food for the children, as well as the packing of the same for 
distribution. Therefore, by this assignment the range and 
scope of this bequest was very largely increased. 

, Mr. Randidge, in his will, speaks of one or more excursions 
each season. By this method of administration the excur- 
sions have averaged between forty and fifty each year. In 
the first four or five years it was thought necessary to send 
with each party of children a number of paid attendants to 
look after their well-being while on the grounds and during 
the trip on the steamer to and fro. In 1902 this custom of 
paid attendants was discontinued, and a call was made for 
voluntary assistance from the organizations who were respon- 
sible for the collecting of the parties of children. The wisdom 
of this course has been fully demonstrated, as more than an 
adequate number of attendants have been forthcoming on 
every occasion, and this again largely increased the scope of 


the excursions. These attendants had been consuming . 


nearly one-half of the income of the fund in salaries. There- 


ee 
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fore, the substitution of voluntary unpaid attendants increased 
the amount at the disposal of the Commissioner nearly 100 
per cent. 

The policy which has been pursued from the beginning in 
the matter of assigning the excursions (and continued experi- 
ence only confirms the wisdom of the first decision in this 
matter) is as follows: The units of organization from which 
the children are taken are the different religious societies of 
the city, Catholic, Hebrew and Protestant; by pursuing this 
method; duplication is practically eliminated, ,and the pur- 
pose which Mr. Randidge had in view is given its fullest 
expression — which was to give as many children of the poor an 
excursion during the two hot months of the year as possible — 
not to give certain children several excursions, but to give as 
many as possible one. If the various Commissioners had 
made the social settlement or other philanthropic organiza- 
tions the basis of apportionment, duplication would have been 
almost the rule instead of the rare exception. 

Up to this year it has been the custom to send notices 
every season to the different religious organizations of the 
city and then to book their application in the order of their 
receipt. This year, however, a slight change was made in 
this respect. A study of the city showed certain districts very 
much more congested than others, and it was precisely in these 
congested sections, following the spirit of Mr. Randidge’s 
will, that the excursions were confined. ‘These sections were 
as follows: Charlestown, East Boston, the North, West and 
South Ends, the lower portion of Roxbury in the vicinity of 
Roxbury Crossing, Dorchester, and nearly all of Roxbury; 
the regions near Marine park, in South Boston, West Rox- 
bury, Brighton and the Back Bay were obviously excluded, as, 
in the first place, they are not to any large extent the homes 
of the poorer children, and they are also well provided by 
public authority with public bathing beaches, parks, play- 
grounds and other means of outdoor amusement and exer- 
cise. This system of assignment, rather than of receiving 
applications, has worked admirably, scarcely a complaint 
being raised. 

The location of the grounds for these excurisons 1s a part 
of the city’s estate on Long Island, being a portion of the 
pasture lands of the city’s almshouse. These grounds are 
admirably adapted for this purpose, consisting of a good- 
sized hill, together with two beaches of considerable extent; 
upon the grounds are six buildings, inexpensive in character, 
but amply sufficient for the purpose required. 
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The children leave the city at 9 o’clock in the morning, 
on the steamer “Monitor,” arriving at the grounds about 
9.45. Until 12 o’clock they amuse themselves in the 
swings, of which there are a large number, with tilting 
boards, baseball, bean bags and other games, as well as play- 
ing upon the beaches. At 12 o’clock they are called, by 
the ringing of a bell, to the Administration Building, where 
they are lined up in single file, the boys on one side and the 
girls on the other. As they pass the windows to each side 
they are given.a paper bag containing the following luncheon: 


Two ham sandwiches, one banana, two large cart-wheel cookies, one 
pint of peanuts, also one large mug of lemonade. 


These bags, after the luncheon is over, are collected and 
burned, thus preventing the grounds from being disfigured. 
At 3 o’clock in the afternoon the children are again called 
to the Administration Building, and in the manner above 
described each child is given a piece of ice cream, wrapped 
in paraffin paper, which does away with any necessity for 
spoons or dishes. At 3.45 p.m. the children are gathered in 
a procession and marched to the steamer, leaving Long 
Island at 4.15 p.m., and arriving in Boston at 5 o’clock. 
The transportation to and from the city’s wharf is entirely 
in the hands of those who have charge of the various parties 
from the different organizations. 

There have been carried this year forty-seven (47) excur- 
sions, divided among the following religious denominations: 


From Catholic parishes, 28; from about twenty-five Protestant parishes, 
10; from Hebrew religious organizations, 8; excursion of mixed religious 
affiliations, 1. 


The total number of children taken upon the excursions 
this year was 13,846, at a per capita cost of sixteen (16) 
cents each. Of this 16 cents all but avery small part is 
for the uncooked raw food. There is but one paid attendant, 
the officer in charge, Mr. Albert 8. Nason. 

The Police Department furnishes an officer, who accom- 
panies all excursions from the wharf in Boston and who is on 
hand some little time before the arrival of the children to 
preserve order and to assist in the embarkation.

CHAPTER 20. 


THE PROBLEM OF CITY GOVERNMENT. 


While we have changed, and as we think improved, the 
form and organization of our municipal government, it must 
not be inferred that the inherent difficulties of the problem 
have been lessened or removed. It has been made easier to 
handle them; but the difficulties still remain, and are 
increasing rather than diminishing. 

The corruption about which we hear so much — though 
fortunately not in Boston — is the least of these difficulties. 
So far as my observation and information go, the govern- 
ment of this city has always been comparatively free from 
the suspicion of jobbery and fraud. Instances of corruption 
may be pointed out; but its detection and prevention ought 
not to be difficult in a city where the legislative body has 
nothing to do with executive work; and as a matter of fact 
the City Government of Boston has always been relatively 
free from this particular evil. 

The difficulty here is not Corruption, but Expenditure. 

There can be no doubt that our American cities as a whole 
spend more money than is required for the government of 
European cities of equal size; and Boston has apparently 
led them all in this respect, having probably for the last forty 
years expended more money on public account in proportion 
to the population than any other city in the world. 

Some of the causes of this excessive expenditure have 
been already pointed out. We cannot supply this com- 
munity with pure water, wide streets, and good drainage, 
except at great cost. The city cannot pay higher salaries 
and wages than private employers; it cannot operate its 
waterworks and ferries at less than cost; it cannot maintain 
a school system more elaborate than any to be found else- 
where; it cannot provide every suburban village within the 
municipal limits with schoolhouses, fire-engine houses, and 
police stations; it cannot build streets and sewers for the 
benefit of speculative landowners;— it cannot do all these 


¢ 
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things, or any of them, without an inordinate annual expend- 
iture and a correspondingly heavy tax rate. 

The real difficulty to contend with is the demand of indi- 
viduals, interests, classes, sections, and sometimes of the whole 
community, for extravagant expenditure; and this difficulty 
is constantly increasing as the belief gains ground that the 
community in its corporate capacity owes a liberal living to 
its individual members. A gradual change has come over 
the spirit of the people; and a large part of a population 
once the most independent and self-reliant in the world is 
now clamoring for support, as individuals or in classes, from 
the governments of this country,— federal, state, and city. 
These symptoms, however, are not local; they may be more 
prominent here than in other cities, but they exist every- 
where. They constitute the chief danger of popular govern- 
ment, and a danger that will be greater before it is less: the 
demand for a systematic distribution of wealth by taxes. 

The remedies suggested for the evils of city government 
as conducted in this country are innumerable. 

Confining comment to those most frequently proposed, 
we have in the first place the proposition to restrict the 
suffrage for municipal purposes to those who have a direct 
property interest in the government, through the payment 
of taxes on real or personal estate. Such a reform is, in 
my opinion, impracticable; it is wholly unlikely that any 
legislature could be induced to disfranchise four-fifths of the 
voters of this city; and if this was once done, it would not 
last five years. Our political institutions are founded upon 
the theory that those who have the physical power shall have 
the legal right,— that is, on universal manhood suffrage; 
and on that principle they must stand or fall. As I have not 
hesitated to point out some of the bad results of universal 


_ suffrage in municipal affairs, so I desire to record my oppo- 


sition to all efforts to abolish or restrict it. If the American 
people cannot in time solve the problem of city government 
on the basis of universal suffrage, then democracy itself is a 
failure. 

On the other hand, to extend the suffrage by admitting 
to it women, would be not only to depart from the true theory 
of universal suffrage, but would reduce still further the per- 
centage of property owners to the total number of voters; it 
would more than double the already large majority of non- 
property owning voters; and it would introduce considerations 


into the government, the certain tendency of which would be 


a further and unnecessary increase in expenditure. The 
result of the limited experience that this city has had with 
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woman suffrage has not been such as to lead thoughtful people 
to look upon its extension otherwise than with fear. 

In opposing the extension of the franchise to women I do . 
not wish to be understood as failing to recognize their capac- 
ity as individuals for public work. On the contrary, I have 
had frequent opportunities for observing the excellent work 
accomplished by the ladies who have served the city on the 
School Committee, the Overseers of the Poor, and the Board 
of Visitors for the Public Institutions; and those appointed 
by me to positions upon the two last-named boards were the 
first to receive an executive appointment from any mayor of 
Boston. The dilution of the suffrage by means of the addition 
of all women to the voting list is a wholly different prop- 
osition from the capacity of individual women for public 
work. Woman suffrage has been a conspicuous failure to 
the limited extent that it has been already tried in this com- 
munity, and every consideration tends to show that general 
or municipal suffrage for women could not fail to be 
attended with the most disastrous results under conditions 
such as obtain in all populous communities. 

‘“‘Non-partisanship”’ in city politics is a common remedy, 
and on the face of things most plausible, as no real reason can 
be assigned why municipal elections should turn on consider- 
ations of national party politics; but it has not been found 
possible in the larger cities of the country to maintain for 
any léngth of time ‘‘citizens’’’ movements, although occasion- 
ally one proves successful. There is, moreover, one possible 
result of abolishing the party system which seems to be lost 
sight of by the advocates of non-partisan reform: the division 
of the people in municipal elections on class and social lines. 
As a city is a political institution, the people in the end will 
divide into parties; and it would seem extremely doubtful 
whether the present system, however illogical its founda- 
tion be, does not in fact produce better results, at least in 
large cities, than if the voters were divided into groups 
separated by property, social, or religious bounds. ‘The evils 
of such division can be read in the history of the cities of 
Greece, and if, as many people think, similar dangers con- 
front the municipal democracies of the twentieth century, 
we should be slow to hasten their advent by a deliberate 
abandonment of the present system. These remarks apply 
to partisanship in elections rather than to partisanship in 
administration. The business of the city can, with rela- 
tively insignificant qualifications, be conducted without 
regard to party politics even under the party system. Ninety- 
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nine per cent. of all the questions that come before the 
City Council and the executive departments are questions 
of expenditure; there are practically no divisions of the 
City Council on party lines; and the contest in almost 
every case is between extravagance and economy, between 
expenditure and retrenchment, not between Democrats 
and Republicans. The present system of party nomina- 
tions makes the successful party responsible for a_ bad, 
inefhicient, or extravagant administration; and conversely 
a successful administration enures to the credit of the party 
responsible for it; but except in the matter of appointments 
to office, ‘partisanship in administration is no part of the 
system, and even with respect to appointments the doctrine 
of partisan proscription has never. obtained in this city. 
Nominations for Mayor of Boston have been made by the 
principal political parties from the beginning; but, as 
already pointed out (pages 13 and 120), partisan changes in 
the heads of departments have been relatively infrequent, 
even since the power of appointment was lodged in the 
Mayor. The much-decried system of party responsibility 
has some merits regarded from the practical standpoint 
of results; and it may well be doubted whether the sub- 
stitution of social groups for national parties would in the — 
end benefit the people. 

The same objection applies. to minority representation: 
that it invites the voters to divide into classes and to carry 
the differences of social and pecuniary conditions into city 
politics. Majority or plurality rule may not be fair to all 
interests involved; but the question is not so much whether 
the special interests of the community secure that repre- 
sentation in the government to which they are numerically 
entitled, as whether they ought to have any representation 
at all. The rule of the majority, like every other political 
device, is open to criticism; but after all it secures a govern- 
ment that more than half the people have voted for, and 
not a compromise between the interests of special classes. 
It is a principle that should not be unthinkingly abandoned. 

The ‘initiative’ and “referendum,” the latest political 
importations from foreign parts, are nothing but devices for 
the abolition of representative government. We may con- 
cede that representative institutions are not adapted to the 
proper conduct of executive work; but the Swiss initiative 
is a scheme to destroy the legislative power of representative 
governments. 

The theory that the affairs of a city should be managed 
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like those of an ordinary business corporation is attractive 
and widespread; but it is founded on the fallacy of sup- 
posing that a municipality is a business corporation; and 
its advocates are generally driven to support a limitation of 
the suffrage. While the modern city is technically a cor- 
poration, its constitution, machinery, and objects are wholly 
different from those of private companies. It is not con- 
trolled by a limited number of stockholders casting votes 
proportionate to their holdings, but by a great number of 
people, each with a single vote, most of whom have no direct 
property interest init. Its officers are elected, not in the sober 
quiet of a corporation meeting, but in the heat of a political 
campaign. Its object is not to make a pecuniary profit for 
its members, but to provide for their safety, health, and com- 
fort, their education and pleasure, to relieve their poor and 
help their sick, and generally to do things that no business 
corporation was ever chartered to accomplish. The chief 
similarity between a business and a municipal corporation is 
in respect to those undertakings which are also carried on by 
private corporations for profit; that is, waterworks, ferries, 
gasworks, ete., but in all the other branches of government 
the distinctive feature of a private corporation, organiza- 
tion for the pecuniary profit of its members, is absolutely 
wanting. Municipal corporations are organized not to make 
money, but to spend it; their object is government, not 
profit. They are by statute law in Massachusetts ‘“‘ bodies 
politic”; the “main purpose of their organization is politi- 
cal,” and they ‘‘differ distinctively and widely from private 
and moneyed corporations both in organization, government, 
and action.” At the beginning of municipal life, as we 
understand it, the city was not only a political society, it was 
the State itself; and in all the true municipal democracies 
the world has ever seen “the people are the city.” It is 
idle to point to the cities of modern Germany as illustrations 
of the fact that a municipal corporation can be managed on 
strictly business principles, for there the property owners 
control the suffrage; nor to France, for there a large part of 
the local business is transacted by the national government; 
nor to England, for in that country the suffrage is not yet 
equal, free, and universal, and the people have not yet learned 
their opportunities and power. A city government founded 
on democratic self-governing principles was, is, and ever will 
be a political and not a business corporation; and it is only 
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through a comprehension of this fundamental fact that a 
correct understanding can be reached of the phenomena of 
municipal life in the United States. 

The path of municipal reform seems to lie, not in radical 
changes in the suffrage, nor in the overthrow of representa- 
tive institutions, byt along the more prosaic lines of conserva- 
tive experiment. Much has been accomplished for the reform 
of our American cities during the present generation; but 
the vital difficulty still remains —the difficulty of practicing 
economy in the face of the fact that a large portion of the 
people do not want economy; that another large portion 
insist upon expenditure as an indirect means of equalizing 
conditions; and of the fact that those who do not pay any- 
thing directly to the support of the government are in an 
immense and constantly increasing majority. 

There is no reason to anticipate failure if we restrict our 
_ efforts to the development and application to city government 
of that theory of limited democracy which is the special inven- 
tion and political property of the American people. Nothing 
but failure is to be apprehended from attempts to convert 
our municipal institutions into a training school for socialism. 
The American Idea rests upon a wider suffrage than ever 
obtained in the most absolute democracies of Greece, but it is 
hedged and limited by legislatures, courts, and constitutions, ° 
so as to make the federal democracy of the United States 
the most truly conservative form of government on earth 
to-day. Our democracy is Greek in name, but in substance 
it is not Greek, or French, or Swiss: it is American. Let 
us leave it so, and we shall retain a form of government 
that cannot be hurried into those popular excesses that 
ruined the cities of Greece, or into that Chinese stagnation 
which threatens the socialistic city of the future. Let us 
aim to remain a body of self-respecting, self-supporting 
American citizens, and not permit ourselves to be transformed | 
into a pauperized community of nationalists and socialists. 
We must rely on the American genius to solve the problem 
of democratic city government: not by sudden or revolu- 
tionary reforms; not through methods thrust by socialistic 
agitation upon communities, like some in Switzerland, which 
have lost the virility to resist; but by slow degrees in the 
Anglo-American way, in which all our political institutions 
have been developed. A certain inefficiency, a certain waste, 
must be conceded as part of the price we must pay for the 
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_ blessings of free institutions; and success cannot be attained 
without the most thoughtful study and unceasing vigilance 
and effort; but there ought to be no doubt of the ultimate 
capacity of the American people to work this problem out, 
as they have so many others.

SELECTMEN’S MINUTES. 


BOOK TWENTY-SECOND. 


Boston ss. At a Meeting of the Selectmen September Ist. 
1818 — Present all the members of the Board except Mr. Silsby. 


Passed the quarterly & monthly accounts. 


The Chairman reported that Mr. Thacher informed him he 
had sent a note to the President of the South Boston Associa- 
tion, requesting that some person or persons might be appointed 
to meet and confer with committees from this Board and the 
Board of Health on the subject of locating a lot of land for a 
burial ground at South Boston; to which he had not received 
any reply.— 


The committee of Section No. 3 reported they had viewed 
Summer street and were of opinion it was necessary to pave 
that street from Beacon street to the cross pavement now laid — 
there. report accepted.— 

They also reported they had viewed Bowdoin street but had 
not decided what repairs were necessary, they requested the 
whole Board would view it previous to any decision on the 
subject.— 


The Chairman reported that agreeably to the vote of the 
Board the 25th ultimo he had notified Col. Badger, and that he 
had also written Messrs. David Nickerson & Barzillia [2.] Hud- 
son Guardians to Nickerson on the subject of said slip 
of land; in consequence of which Mr. D. Nickerson had 
called on him and disputed the right of the town to any land 
which he held as guardian to said Nickerson. — The Board 
after some conversation on the subject, voted, to refer the 
business to the committee of Section No. 1. who were author- 
ized to employ Mr. Taylor as a surveyor if they found it neces- 
sary. 


The Board agreeably to assignment again considered the 
request of Mr. Greenough to lower Court street, after consid- 
erable debate on the subject, it was asserted, that if the request 
was granted a cross gutter would be necessary to ascertain this, 
it was moved & voted, that further consideration of this sub- 
ject be referred to the next meeting of the Board.— 
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The following Rules & Orders for the regulation of trucks, 
carts & sleds were passed and ordered to be printed. — viz.— 


Notice to owners of trucks, carts & sleds. 


It is hereby ordered, That from & after Monday the 14th 
instant the trucks & carts owned by any inhabitants of the 
town of Boston, shall be allowed to stand in the following 
streets. 


Twenty trucks with two horses harnessed [8.] to each, shall 
be allowed to stand in State street, to extend from Merchants- 
row to Long wharf on the north side; and from Kilby street 
to Broad street, on the south side, ten on each side of the 
street, in the following order.— 

The trucks numbered from 1 to 20 to have the privilege of 
that stand for one week; those numbered from 21 to 40. to 
stand there the second week; those numbered from 41 to 
60. to stand there the third week, and those numbered from 61 
to 80. to stand there the fourth week in succession. After 
which they shall begin again the rotation. and no truck will be 
allowed to stand in State-street that does not belong to the 
class of the week.— 


Six trucks and four carts may stand in Custom House 
street.— 


Eight carts may stand in Liberty square. — All other carts 
not accommodated as above shall stand in Adams street.— 


No truck nor sled with one horse shall be permitted to stand 
in State street.— 


Such trucks and carts as have lately been allowed to stand at 
the east end of Faneuil Hall, shall be permitted to continue 
there for the present, under the direction of the Clerk of the 
Market.— 


All other trucks not accommodated as[4.] above, shall stand 
in Broad street, from Center street southerly, one half the num- 
ber on each side of the street, with their horses’ heads and the 
ends of the trucks at two feet distance from the flag stone. 


All sleds owned by any inhabitant of this town shall be regis- 
tered and numbered, and shall take their stands in the season 
when they shall be in use, under the same regulation as are 
above pointed out for trucks and carts. 


And it is hereby ordered, in pursuance of the authority vested 
in the Selectmen by a law of this Commonwealth, passed 
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June 19th, 1809, That if any person shall offend against the 
above rules, orders and regulations, he shall forfeit and pay a 
sum not exceeding five, nor less than two dollars upon convic- 
tion of every breach of the same.— 


It is further ordered, that so much of the rules and orders of 
the Selectmen, passed on the 22d. day of July A.D. 1812 — as 
relates to the stands of trucks, carts and sleds, belonging to the 
inhabitants of the town of Boston, is hereby repealed.

[5.] Boston ss. At a meeting of the Selectmen September 
9th, 1818 — Present Messrs. Phillips, Oliver, Austin, Bass, 
Dorr, Silsby & Farnam. 


The subject of lowering Court street was taken up and re- 
ferred to the next meeting of the Board. 


The Board at the request of Daniel D. Rogers Esq. again con- 
sidered the subject of his application to erect a livery stable 
near Scott’s Court, and, voted, That the vote of the Board 
passed July 1, 1818, granting permission to Danl. D. Rogers 
Esq. to erect a livery stable on his land adjoining Scott’s Court 
so called, on certain conditions be rescinded, and that they 
adhere to their vote (on the subject) of the 25th of August 
last.— 


The application of Artemas Ward Esq. for permission to dig 
a well & place a pump in the same in Park street was committed 
to the committee of Section No. 3.— 


Mr. John Vinton was appointed Superintendant of the chim- 
ney sweeps. 


The Chairman and Mr. Lovering were appointed a committee 
to take measures for procuring oil for the town lamps.— 


It being suggested that the town [6.] had an interest in the 
Town Dock, the emoluments arising from which have for a 
number of years been received by Messrs. Codman & Miller and 
it being apprehended that they would shortly establish a right 
from quiet possession; and the Board being of opinion it was 
important to ascertain the town’s right therein it was voted, 
that the Chairman be requested to employ Benjamin Whitman 
Esq. as an attorney for ascertaining the interest the town of 
Boston now have in the Town Dock or any part thereof, and 
that said attorney be directed to report on the same imme- 
diately, — 
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The application respecting repairs on Mason street was 
committed to the committees of Sections No. 3 & 4.— 


Mr. Isaac Bowers having applied to be licensed to sell at 
auction, household furniture, real estate, goods taken by 
execution &c¢ — was licensed as an auctioneer; his office when 
located to be approbated by the Selectmen.— 


A certificate was signed approving of the theatre in Federal 
street, and of the company under Messrs. Powell & Dickson 
for the exhibition of stage plays & other theatrical perform- 
ances during the ensuing season.— 


[%.] Boston ss. At a meeting of the Selectmen September 
16th, 1818 — Present Messrs. Phillips, Oliver, Hunewell Lover- 
ing, Austin, Bass, & Dorr. 

46 jurors were drawn for the Boston Court of Common 
Pleas.— 


The Board agreeably to assignment again took into con- 
sideration the request of Mr. David Greenough for permission 
to lower Court street, when after duly considering the subject 
it was 

Voted, That in the opinion of the Selectmen the lowering of 
Court street at the head of the new street leading to Brattle 
street meeting house, or in front of Mr. Greenoughs stores 
would not be of public utility, and that no sufficient reason 
has been offered to them, to induce them to reconsider their 
former vote on this subject. 


The committee of Section No. 3 to whom was referred the 
application of Artemas Ward Esq. reported, that Mr. Ward 
have permission to dig a well in Park street in front of his 
estate and place a pump in the same on the following condi- 
.tions, viz. That the well be dug at such a distance from the 
rail fence as the Selectmen shall direct, that the pump be well 
finished and painted, that there be a good shoe to the same, 
that the waste water from it be conducted under ground to the 
common shore & that he oblige himself, his heirs & the estate 
to keep the whole of the same in good repair & that it shall not 
at any time hereafter become a charge to the Town. 


[8.] A complaint being made to the Selectmen, That 
William Trefry of Boston, cooper, was in the daily habit of 
indulging in the excessive use of ardent spirits, the consequence 
of which was a neglect of his business, squandering and miss- 
aplying his property, neglect of the duties of a husband, a 
parent & that of a good citizen, & in consequence of the above 
indulgence is mentally deranged at times, and the welfare of

good citizens put at hazard and in jeopardy; praying that the 
Selectmen would take the conduct of said Trefry under con- 
sideration & cause such measures to be taken as are agreeable 
to law & justice; and further stating that said Trefry to the 
best of their belief has property sufficient to afford him and 
his family a suitable maintenance provided a proper applica- 
tion thereof be made, and requesting that seasonable measures 
may be taken for appointing some trusty person to take charge 
of his effects, to the end that they may not become an expense 
to the town.— The Board having made inquisition of the 
above and being satisfied that facts stated were true, certified 
the same to the Hon. Judge of Probate requesting that a 
guardian might be appointed for said Trefry.— 


The application of James T. Austin that the Selectmen 
would take a passage way between Hancock & Temple streets 
as a Town’s street or public passage way, was referred to the 
committee of Section No. 3.— 


[9.] The application of Samuel Parkman Esq. that a 
pump placed by him in Cambridge street, should in future be 
kept in repair at the expense of the Town, was committed to 
the committee of Section No. 2. 


Mr. Jesse Churchill was appointed a constable; to name his 
sureties for the approbation of the Board.— 


The committee of Section No. 1. to whom was referred the 
papers respecting the land on a passageway leading from 
Prince street to the Mill Pond land, formerly leased to Jonas 
Welsh and now in the possession of David Nickerson & Barzillai 
Hudson — Reported, That they were fully satisfied the land 
belonged to the town.— 


John Johnson was appointed one of the chimney sweeps. 


Boston ss. At a Meeting of the Selectmen September 23d, 
1818 — Present Messrs. Phillips, Lovering, Austin, Bass «& 
Dorr.— 


The Chairman reported that he had communicated to Mr. 
Greenough the vote of the board of the 16th instant respecting 
the lowering of Court street, & requested he would (agreeably to 
a notification sent him long since) have his side walk made to 
conform to the street. 


[10.] A report was made on the application of James T.. 
Austin Esq. That Ridgways Lane be taken as a town street or 
public passageway on condition that he, or the abutters cause 
a gutter to be paved in the centre of the whole street, or other- 
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wise put in such order as will be acceptable to the Selectmen. 
Report accepted.— 


A Report was also made (on the application of Samuel 
Parkman Esq. that a pump erected by him in Cambridge 
street might be kept in repair at the town’s expense) that it 
was found on enquiry that he had erected said pump for the 
benefit of his estates on that street, and that Mr. Stone who is 
now a tenant of Mr. Parkman’s, says he considers it as belonging 
or attached to the store, and that he has the control of it during 
the remainder of his lease. It was therefore, voted, that the 
request cannot be granted.— 


The sureties offered by Mr. Churchill viz. Benj. B. Leeds & 
Hazen Morse, were accepted by the Board. 


On the application of Luther Farwell for permission to lower 
Southack street near George street — Voted, That Mr. Farwell 
be permitted to lower the street, he doing it at his own expense 
and under the inspection and direction of the Selectmen. 


[i1.] Mr. Augustus Storey was appointed an auctioneer, 
his place of business to be in Court street nearly opposite to 
the gaol.— 


On the representation of a number of citizens that Mary & 
Catharine Byles residents in Nassau Street were utterly unable 
from age & other circumstances to pay the expence of erecting 
the side walk in front of their estate, and the Board being 
fully convinced that this was the fact — Voted, that the 
expense be paid by the town.— ; 


The representation of the state of Beacon street by H. G. 
Otis Esq. was referred to the committee of the Common with 
power to do what they should think necessary.— 


The committee for repairing Bowdoin street were requested 
to proceed on that business and make such repairs as they 
should deem necessary. 


The application of H. G. Otis Esq. for permission to have 
a bakers oven erected at No. 67 Broad street was referred to 
the committee of Section No. 3.— 


It being thought necessary the Board should view and give 
directions respecting the work now carrying on at Deer Island, 
it was voted, that the Board will on Thursday the Ist October 
(if the weather is suitable) visit that island.— 


\ 
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[12.] Boston ss. At a Meeting of the Selectmen Septem- 
ber 30th, 1818 — Present Messrs. Phillips, Oliver, Lovering, 
Austin, Dorr & Silsby. 


Passed the monthly accounts. 


4 grand & 4 petit jurors drawn for the United States Circuit 
Court. 


The committee on Section No 4 who were appointed the 
25th May last to ascertain the bounds of Harvard street, and 
who reported the 17th June, made a further report as follows, 
which was read and accepted.— viz. 

The Committee appointed to ascertain the south line of Har- 
vard street, have viewed the same and ascertained the bounds 
to their satisfaction; which appears to be twenty one inches 
north of the corner of Mr. Baxter’s fence — they further would 
state that in your committee’s opinion that part of the land 
lying between the above bounds and Mr. Baxters fence should 
be taken for the benefit of the street — which will add to the 
lower part of said street twenty one inches running to nothing 
at the upper part of said street. 

Jona. Hunewell | Committee 
Boston Sep. 28, 1818. Joseph Lovering 

[13.] The Committee of the Neck were authorized to 
employ some person or persons to dike the Salt Marsh on the 
east side of the Neck. 


The Chairman reported that (in behalf of the Committee of 
Section No. 2) he had agreed with Messrs. Binney & Lincoln, 
to pay them fifty cents per square foot for the land to widen 
Green street — Accepted.— 


In consequence of the continual passing of trucks «& carts 
through the Market, to the annoyance of persons hiring stalls 
at the west end of the market house & on the vegetable market; 
and the danger arising therefrom to the citizens; voted, that 
the Committee of the Market be authorized to have a chain 


.placed across the passageway at the west end of the vegetable 


market during such hours of the day as they shall think nec- 
essary. 


The Committee of Section No. 2. were authorized to pave a 
gutter on the southerly side of Gooch street.— 


The Committee of the Market were requested to determine 
on the price to be demanded for the stalls at the west end of the 
market house for the ensuing year, to commence from the first 
of November next, and also whether it would be expedient to

charge the lemon sellers for their stand in Market square & 
report to the Board. 


[14.] Mr. Thomas Bordman was approved as an auc- 
tioneer; his office to be in Broad or India streets. 


The Superintendent of Police and the Deputy Police Officer 
presented their quarterly returns of fines &e.— 


Boston ss. October Ist. 1818.— 


The Board agreeably to assingment visited Deer Island; 
present Messrs. Phillips, Oliver, Hunewell, Lovering, Austin, 
Bass, Dorr & Silsby. 


The object of this visit was for the purpose of superintending 
the barrier that is now erecting against the inroad that the sea 
is making on the island, which the Board with regret observe 
is very great; altho there is no sum granted by the town for 
this purpose the Board are unanimously of opinion the import- 
tance of the island for the security of the harbour is so great 
that they consider it a duty incumbent on them to use their 
best endeavours for its preservation; they therefore cannot doubt 
the public will approve of their expending the whole income 
of the island for this object, even this is so very small it 
obliges them to confine their expenditures to that part which 
claimed their attention the last year, where they caused a wall 
to be built, & although [15.] this wall was in a great measure 
demolished the last season by an uncommon heavy sea, they 
have the gratification to find, that, (in the opinion of those 
who are competent judges) it prevented the sea from making 
a breach through the island.— The agreement with Mr. 
Tewkesbury for building this wall was twelve and one half 
cents per ton for carting the stones — but the Board being 
now of opinion that a range of heavy stones placed in a line 
will answer the same purpose and be less expensive have given 
directions accordingly.— Mr. Tukesbury having stated that it 
will require more labor to collect the stones in future, he 
having now to dig them out of the upland, the Board agreed 
to pay him for those he shall cart after this time twenty five 
cents for each load containing one & one half tons, he to spread 
them according to directions. — The Board also examined the 
state of the buildings, and finding the roof of the hall in a 
decayed state, and Mr. Tukesbury representing the great want 
of lodging rooms to accommodate persons that from stress of 
weather are driven on the island and others that wished to 
board there during the summer season and that from the 
profits arising from the latter he should be enabled in future 
to ‘pay punctually a higher rent. — The Board giving these 
subjects their due weight and taking into consideration that 
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Mr. Tukesbury owed the town for back rent a sum sufficient 
to erect a story over the hall for bed rooms, which from loss 
of sheep and other circumstances he was unable to pay [16.] in 
money; — Voted, that the Chairman, Mr. Oliver & Mr. Hune- 
well be a committee te contract with Mr. Tukesbury to add a 
story over the hall to be appropriated for bed rooms provided 
he will do it on reasonable terms, to be paid for by him and 
deducted from the sum he now owes the town. — It was also 
found that the chimney wants repairing & that the south end 
of the house leaked and wants repair.— 


Boston ss. Ata Meeting of the Selectmen October 7th, 1818. 
— Present Messrs. Phillips, Oliver, Lovering, Austin, Bass, 
Dorr & Farnam.— 


Mr. William Adams having applied to lease a lot of the 
Town’s Mill Pond Land near Pitt’s street; — The Board agreed 
he should have it for twenty dollars per annum, with the privi- 
lege of placing a carpenters shop thereon, he to remove the 

same when directed by the Selectmen so to do.— 


The Committee of Section No. 2 were desired to take meas- 
ures to remove an incroachment on Brighton Street, if found 
to be such.— 


Ordered, that the Treasurer be requested to send J. P. 
Davis Esq. a bill for the rent of [1'%.] flats at the bottom of 
the common, over which he has erected a platform from the 
end of his rope walk.— 


The Chairman was authorized to employ some person to 
copy the records respecting the Town Dock. 


Mr. John Perkins was licensed as an auctioneer. 


Mr. Phinehas Capen was approved as an auctioneer, his 
place of business to be at Mr. Simpson’s north side of the 
Market.— 


Mess Austin & Bass were appointed a committee to pass on 
the applications for licenses.— 


The proposals for supplying oil for the Town lamps for the 
ensuing season were now opened and it appearing that Messrs. 
Josiah Bradlee & Co. offered it on the most advantageous 
terms, it was decided that their offer be accepted.— 


[18.] Boston ss. At a Meeting of the Selectmen, October 
14th, 1818. Present Messrs. Phillips, Lovering, Austin, Bass, 
Dorr & Farnam. 
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The committee of the Market agreeably to a request of the 
Board of the 30th. ultimo — have attended the service assigned 
them and report, That the stalls at the west end of the Market 
house be leased for one year (to commence on the first day of 
November next) on the following conditions. — viz.— 


Ist. All back rent to be paid before a new lease is given. 

2d. The Town shall be at all reasonable expense in keeping 
the stalls in repair.— 

3d. The lessee on receiving his lease shall pay in advance to 
the Clerk of the Market thirteen dollars taking his receipt 
therefor, which sum shall be repaid the lessee by deducting 
twenty five cents a week from his weekly rent.— 

4th. — The rent of the stalls shall be paid weekly to the Clerk 
of the Market.— 

5th. The lessee is prohibited from letting his stall to any 
person without the consent of the Committee of. the Market.— 
6th. The lessee is not to throw any animal substances, scrap- 
ings, or any kind of dirt about his stall, but. shall deposit the 
same in a basket or tub, to be disposed of as the Clerk of the 
Market shall direct.— 

[19.] 7th. — No lessee allowed to have in his or her posses- 
sion any lighted cigar or pipe in the building to which his stall 
is attached.— 

Sth. — For the violation of any of the above conditions, as 
well as all other laws for regulating the Market, the lessee 
shall forfeit the money advanced « the lease of his stall.— 

9th. —If the lessee or any person acting for or under him 
shall be convicted before a Justice of the Peace of forestalling 
he shall forfeit his lease and the money advanced.— 

10th. — And it is further stipulated that all persons occupying 
stalls shall be subject to obey all general rules and regulations 
adopted, or which may be adopted by the Committee of the 
Market, on penalty of the forfeiture of his stall and cash 
advanced. 


The Committee being of opinion that the stalls were leased 
the last year at too high a rate, recommend the following 
prices be fixed to them, which is a reduction of about 33 per 
cent. — viz.— 


Stalls No. 1, 6, 7, 16, 25, 26, 32, 33, 34, 35, 36, 48, 52 & 55 — 
two dollars per week. 

No. 2, 3, 4, 9, 10, 30, 40, 41, 46, 49, 50, & 51, one dollar & 
fifty cents. 

No. 8, 11, 12, 20, 21, & 48. — one dollar & twenty five cents. 
No. 13, 14, 15, ee 18, 19, 22, 23, 24, 27, 28, 29, 31, 37, 42, 44, 
45, 53 & 54, one dollar & seventy five cents. 

No. 5, 38, 39 & 47, one dollar, and No. 56, two dollars & fifty 
cents pr. week. 


The foregoing report was read and accepted.— 


: ite 
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[20.] The Committee appointed thé first instant made the 
following report.— 
That they had conferred with Mr. Tukesbury on the subject 
for which they were appointed, and received from him the 
following conditions on which he will have the work com- 
pleted, viz.— 


I will agree to put a story on the building at Deer Island, 
fifty feet long & sixteen feet wide, seven feet in clear height, 
hipped roof, eight windows, six doors and a flight of stairs, to 
lath and plaister, clapboard, shingle and paint; and complete 
the buildings to the satisfaction of the Selectmen, for six 
hundred dollars; five hundred of which is to go towards the 
debt I now owe the Town, and one hundred dollars to be 
advanced by the town. — said story to be made into five rooms 
and an entry according to the plan on the other side hereof.—

The committee taking into consideration the sum Mr. 
Tukesbury owes the town, which in their opinion there is no 
prospect of his paying in any other way, and that the Island 
will rent for (at least) as much more as will pay the interest of 
the cost of the addition to the building, reeommend that the 
terms offered by Mr. Tukesbury be accepted. 


The above report being read, was accepted, & the Chairman 
authorized to agree with Mr. Tukesbury.— 


[21.] The Chairman Messrs. Dorr & Farnam were requested 


to view the estate belonging to the heirs of the late Mr. Job 


Prince, and direct where the fence shall be placed on the land 
belonging to that estate, in Chambers street, and the street 
leading to the General Hospital.— 


Henry King was licensed to sweep chimneys in this Town, 
during the pleasure of the Board.— 


Boston ss. At a Meeting of the Selectmen October 21st, 1818. 
— Present Messrs. Phillips, Austin, Bass, Silsby & Farnam.— 


A Warrant was signed for a Town meeting, for the 2d. day 
of November next, being the first Monday in that month, for 
the choice of a Representative in Congress for this district.— 


Mr. Dorr to request the Rev. Mr. Palfrey to open the meeting 
with prayer. 


Mr. Buckingham to print the Notifications. 
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The committee appointed on the 25th August last to join a 

committee of the Board of Health for the purpose of conferring 
with the committee appointed by the proprietors of land at 
South Boston, on the subject of locating a lot of land for a 
burial ground, in conformity to the [22.] Act of the Legislature 
annexing that peninsula to the Town of Boston. — Report — 
that they with the committee from the Board of Health, have 
had a conference with the committee of said proprietors and 
say (with regret) there is not the least prospect of an amicable 
agreement between the parties, they therefore recommend that 
the Town attorney be instructed to call another meeting of the 
commissioners as soon as possible.— 
The committee would inform the Board that the committee 
of the proprietors give notice that they had located the two 
other lots, viz. for a market place & schools and requested the 
Board would view and approve of the same — The committee 
therefore recommend that the Board now assign a time when 
the whole Board will proceed to South Boston and view the 
two lots last mentioned; The committee are of opinion this 
subject requires immediate attention, as in case they should 
not approve those lots, the commissioners may then proceed to 
set off the three lots agreeably to the provisions of the act of 
annexation. 

The above report was accepted and the Chairman instructed 
to request Mr. Thacher to call the commissioners together as 
soon as may be. — As the Board from various causes was this 
day thin, it was voted to postpone fixing a time for viewing the 
lots located for the market place and schools, to the next meet- 
ing of the Board.— 


[23.] Mr. Lovering was requested to employ some person 
to erect a pound for hogs;— adjoining the enclosure for bulls. 


Mr. Stephen Gibson having applied to be appointed one of 
the auctioneers of the Town, the same was granted; — his place 
of business to be in Purchase street in the rear of the White 
Stores, Fosters Wharf.— 


Thomas Jones (a black man) was appointed one of the 
sweepers of chimneys of the Town during the pleasure of the 
Board.— 


Boston ss. At a Meeting of the Selectmen October 28th, 
. Phillips, Oliver, Lovering, Austin, Bass, 


Dorr & Silsby.— 


The application of a number of persons holding stalls for. 
selling beef on the north side of the vegetable market requesting 
the Board would lease them the stalls on the south side of said 
market, for the reason set forth in their petition, was laid 
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before the Board; — when it appearing the stalls applied for 
by them were leased in April last for one year, the Board were 
of opinion this alone was sufficient to prevent the request’s being 
granted.— 


The request of William Burroughs to project a ten foot 
building from that part of the almshouse land which he rents 
of the Overseers of the Poor, over the dock at the bottom of 
Cart Lane, [24.] the projection not. to exceed ten feet, was 
referred to the Committee of Section No 2.— 


A note from Gen. Sullivan to the Chairman complaining that 
the flue of the chimney of the engine house in School street, 
which opened into a chimney in his building was the cause of 
his chimney’s smoking — and offering to give room for a sepa- 
rate flue if the town would be at the expense. — was read. 
The Chairman informed that he had called on one of the Fire 
Wards (Maj Thayer) attached to that engine, examined the 
chimney — he found that there had not been any fire made in 
it, & that the flue had been stopped by order of the former 
Chairman of this Board, & that it was the opinion of the Fire- 
ward and one of the engine men (Mr. New) that the Chimney 
was not necessary, and would consequently be a useless expense. 
— report accepted.— 


A letter from Jedediah Herrick sheriff of the county of 
Penobscot stating the state taxes now due on Township No. 5 
belonging to the Town of Boston was communicated by the 
chairman with his reply thereto — which are on file.— : 

A note from Willard Phillips Esq. requesting (in behalf of 
Miss Perkins) that the Board would relinquish the mortgage 
on house and land in Washington street, the amount of which 
was $541.18 — and take Messrs. George Jackson & Co.’s note 
for that sum payable next August. 


The Chairman was instructed to inform Mr. Phillips, the 
Board considered Messrs. Jackson’s [25.] names unquestionably 
good for that amount; but that they could not with propriety 
relinquish real for personal security.— 


The Board again took under consideration the expediency 
of visiting South Boston to view the lots said to be located for 
a market place and for a school, but upon due consideration it 
was thought not expedient to proceed in this business until the 
commissioners had located the burying ground, which the 
Chairman informed could not be accomplished before the last 
of next month, as it would not be convenient for the com- 
missioners to meet before the 23d. of November next.— 
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Mr. Lovering reported, that agreeably to the request of the 
Board he had employed a person to build a pound for hogs &e 
which was completed. The same gentleman was desired to 
procure firewood for the school house at South Boston.— 


Mr. Dorr was empowered to have another lamp put up in 
India street, if in his opinion it was necessary.— 


Return was made by Mr. Hunewell that he had examined 
the accounts of the hay weigher for the quarter ending October 
Ist. the whole amount of the proceeds was $345.38. and the 
balance due the Town was $105.5. which he had ordered paid to 
the Treasurer.— 


The Clerk of the Market stated that when [26.] his salary 
was granted his collections amounted to about two hundred 
& sixty dollars a year, that for the year ending the 24th. instant 
they had amounted to six thousand six hundred & thirty two 
dollars fifty four cents. — and praying the Board would make 
him such allowance for his additional services in keeping an 
account with each person that held a stall & collecting the rent 
as they should think he merited. — The Board after maturely 
considering this request. — Voted, That in consideration of the 
additional duty that devolves on the Clerk of the Market, he 
being now obliged to keep an account with each person who 
hires a stall, and collect the rent thereof, and for his faithful 
discharge of this & his other duties that there be allowed him 
in addition to his stated salary two and a half per cent on the 
amount of the rents collected by him, during the pleasure of 
the Board.— 


Return was made by the Chairman (one of the committee of 
the Market) that he had examined the accounts of the Clerk of 
the Market for the quarter ending the 24th. instant the whole 
amount of which was three thousand & thirteen dollars eighty 
eight cents, which he had ordered to be paid to the Treasurer. 


The Committee of the Common were requested to ascertain 
whether the proprietors of the rope walks at the bottom of the 
Common had complied with the conditions [2'%.] on which 
the land was granted to them by the Town, and also to ascer- 
tain what incroachments (if any) said proprietors have made 
on the Town’s land or flats, also what rent is due (if any) from 
Mr. J. P. Davis or others, for any portion of the town’s flats 
they have been permitted to occupy. 


Mr. David M. Eaton was licensed as an auctioneer for the 
remainder of the ensuing year, his place of business Merchants 
Row.— 
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The Committee of Section No. 2 was requested to view 
Wilsons Lane and report what repairs were necessary the pres- 
ent season.— 


The -Chairman made the following communication. — viz.— 


Boston, October 22d 1818. 


To the Selectmen of the Town of Boston. 
Gentlemen 

It is understood that Col Trumbull would be dis- 
posed to exhibit in Boston, his interesting picture of the Declara- 
tion of Independence, before its final deposit in Washington, 
if a suitable place could be obtained for the purpose, Faneuil 
Hall has been mentioned; the accompanying letter from 
Professor Silliman, which gives this intimation, expresses the 
reasons for preferring that apartment, for the exhibition; and 
they are such as must make a powerful appeal to some of the 
most cherished sentiments of the citizens of the Town and of 
the respectable board whose permission is requisite to authorize 
this accommodation. [28.] In concurrence with the views sug- 
gested by Professor Silliman, and desirous that this admirable 
effort of native genius may be exhibited in Boston, in the most 
dignified and appropriate manner, and as shall be most grateful 
to the ingenious and estimable artist, we take the liberty of 
offering the subject for your consideration, and will hope for 
your favourable decision.

The letter of Professor Silliman alluded to is as follows.— 


New York October 19th. 1818. 

Dear Sir 

A visit to this place has given me the opportunity of 
seeing Colo. Trumbull’s magnificent picture of the Declaration 
of Independence, it is to be delivered in Washington in Febru- 
ary, in the mean time it is left at the colonels [29.] disposition & 
I am induced to believe that he would be willing to exhibit it 
in Boston provided Faneuil Hall could be obtained for this 
purpose. This room is peculiarly adapted to it both from its 
size and from its having been the cradle of American Liberty. 
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I cannot doubt your intelligent & liberal minded community 
would be highly gratified by an opportunity of seeing this 
picture which otherwise probably only a few of them compara- 
tively would ever possess. 

Should the thing strike you as I cannot doubt that it will, 
your interference with your Selectmen for the use of the room, 
and your influence with some other gentlemen of enlarged 
curiosity & taste, would no doubt bring the thing forward in 
the best manner, and as winter.is approaching should the pic- 
ture be carried to Boston it must be soon.—

The Chairman informed the Board, that taking into con- 
sideration the character & stations held in society by the 
gentlemen who signed the request; apprehending from the 
tenor of Professor Silliman’s letter to Judge Davis that the 
picture would not be brought to this town unless the [30.] 
request was granted; that the season was so far advanced an 
immediate answer was requisite, deeming it also unnecessary 
to call a special meeting of the Board on the subject as he did 
not entertain the smallest doubt they would grant the request, 
not then having the knowledge that applications in any degree 
similar had heretofore been made and refused; but above all 
being impressed with the belief that every citizen of the town 
would be desirous of viewing a picture that was intended to 
commemorate one of the most glorious acts that ever was 
recorded on the page of history, he had (perhaps) prematurely 
addressed the following note to the Hon. Judge Davis. 

Sir 

The application signed by yourself and other very 
respectable gentlemen for the use of Faneuil Hall, for the pur- 
pose of exhibiting Col. Trumbull’s interesting picture of the 
Declaration of Independence is received. The Board of 
Selectmen will meet on Wednesday next when it shall be laid 
before them, and I have not the least doubt it will afford them 
pleasure to grant the request, and that they will be highly 
gratified in viewing “this admirable effort of native genius.’’ — 

Should it be necessary to write Professor Silliman before the 
meeting of the Board, I will take upon myself the responsibility 
of granting the request after the 2d. of November [31.] next, 
when the citizens of the Town are to meet for the choice of a 
Representative to Congress for this District.—

The Committee appointed at the last meeting of the Board to 
view Devonshire street reported, that in their opinion it was 
not necessary at present to take any measures to widen that 
street — Report accepted.— 


The Chairman informed that agreeably to the instructions of 
the Board at their last meeting he had delivered the citation 
from the Court of Sessions to P. O. Thacher Esq. and requested 
him to attend said court in behalf of the Board.— 


The Committee appointed to enquire into the Town’s right 
to a piece of land near Prince street now claimed by John 
Nickerson were requested to proceed in that business and 
report at the next meeting of the Board.— 


[35.] The Chairman was requested to advance fifty dollars 
to Mr. Tukesbury on account of the building at Deer Island,

Boston ss. At a Meeting of the Selectmen November 18th 
1818. — Present the Board, excepting Mr. Oliver.— 


Repeated complaints having been made that some of the 
persons holding stalls in Faneuil Hall market are in the constant 
practice of forestalling, and it being suggested to the Com- 
mittee of the Market, that under the pretence of selling on 
commis8ion, the laws against forestalling are daily violated — 
Resolved, That any person or persons, occupying any stall or 
stalls belonging to the town of Boston, shall not under any 
pretence whatsoever, receive or sell on commission at Faneuil 
Hall market, or receive for the purpose of selling on com- 
mission at said market, any meat, (pork excepted), poultry, 
wild fowl, or lump butter, from any person or persons what- 
ever, within the limits of said town of Boston, unless done by 
the knowledge and with the express approbation of the Clerk of 
the Market. And it is further Resolved, that any person or 
persons who shall offend [36.] against the above shall forfeit the - 
lease of his or their stall and the money advanced. 


The Chairman to direct the Superintendent of Lamps, to 
have a lamp put up in Castle street by Mr. Gardiner lit at the 
Town’s expense.— 


The Chairman to notify owners of estates on that part of 
Nassau street that is paved to have their side walks completed 
according to law.— 


Voted, That the whole Board will meet at their room on 
Monday next at 10 o’clock A. M. at which time and place the 
commissioners for locating a burying ground at South Boston 
are notified to meet and proceed on the business assigned 
them; — It was also voted, that the Chairman have a dinner

[38.] An application that a pump in Well street might be 
repaired was referred to Mr. Austin.— 


A communication was received from the Treasurer of the 
Franklin Fund with a list of the bonds belonging to the Fund on 
which there are instalments due and on which he wished the 
instructions of the Trustees. The subject was considered by 
the Board & committed to the Chairman, Messrs. Hunewell 
and Farnam.— 


The Chairman, Mr. Hunewell & Mr. Silsby were appointed 
a committee to receive the report and opinion of B. Whitman 
Esq. respecting the Town’s right in the Town Dock.— : 


The Chairman was instructed to notify Messrs. S. Parkman 
& P. P. Pope to have the foot walk in front of their lots in 
Purchase street laid with plank on or before Saturday next;

6 Jurors were drawn for the Supreme Judicial Court. — say 
drawn on the 26th. instant.— 


Mr. William Foster appeared before the Board and stated 
the nature of the vacant land belonging to him in Nassau 
street, where he had been notified to complete the side walk, 
was such, that it would not if completed continue any length 
of time; that he contemplated building on this ground the next 
spring and requested the Board would indulge him so far as to 
permit him to plank it for the present season. Referred to Mr. 
Hunewell and Mr. Lovering — with the other side walks on 
that side of the street, to view & report.— 


The Chairman made the following report of the proceedings 
of the Board respecting South Boston burial ground, viz.— 


Agreeably to assignment the following members of the Board 
assembled at the Selectmens Room on Monday the 23d. instant 
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at 10 o’clock A. M— vizt. Messrs. Phillips, Lovering, Austin, 
Bass, Dorr & Farnam, where they were met by the commis- 
sioners appointed to set off a burial ground at South Boston 
agreeably to the act annexing [41.] that peninsula to the 
Town of Boston (the former doings of said commissioners 
having been set aside by the S. J. Court at their late session at 
Taunton) The following parties in addition to the commis- 
sioners and Selectmen appeared, viz. The Board of Health, — 
Joseph Woodward, Mr. Gould & Mr. Bent a committee of the 
inhabitants of South Boston, Wm Tudor Jr. for his father, 
Wm. P. Mason for his father & Saml. D. Parker for self & 
Jonathan Mason; when after a full hearing of the parties they 
proceeded to South Boston, and again went over the ground, 
viewed the lot pointed out by the proprietors and inhabitants 
as most suitable (in their opinion) for the purpose, and having 
also viewed that which the Selectmen & Board of Health con- 
sidered most suitable, returned to town;— at 4 p. m. the 
parties again met at the Selectmens room, when they were 
again heard by the commissioners.

That they have received 
from Mr. Whitman a very elaborate and (in their opinion) able 
report, from which it appears, that the Town have a right in 
the present Town Dock conjointly with individuals. — They 
therefore recommend that a committee be appointed with full 
power to pursue such measures as with advice of counsel may, 
be deem’d expedient to establish and maintain the Towns 
rights therein, which is submitted 

By order of the committee 
Nov. 23d, 1818 — Turner Phillips, Chairman. 
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Report accepted, and the same committee appointed with 
full powers to carry the same into effect.— 


The Chairman reported, that Messrs. Parkman & Pope had 
completed their side walk on Purchase street, agreeably to the 
notice sent them. 


[43.] The Chairman informed that he had received from 
Messrs. McClennen & Marsh a list of the names of twelve gen- 
tlemen, to any three of whom they were willing to submit their 
demand for taking down the walls of the late Exchange Coffee 
House. The Board selected the following — Asher Benjamin, 
Nathaniel Curtis & William Sturgiss, and instructed the Chair- 
man to informe those gentlemen & request they would serve as 
referees on this occasion. 


The Committee appointed to examine into the towns claim 
to a lot of land near Prince street, made the following report.— _ 


The Committee to whom was refer’d an examination of the 
town’s claim to a lot of land beginning at the cross gutter (so 
called) in Prince street, and bounded northwesterly by a street 
or lane running from said Prince street to the late Mill Pond 
from thence running southeasterly till it meets the land owned 
by Jacob Hall, thence running northerly by said Hall’s land till 
it meets said Prince street. Report — 

That they find said lot of land occupied by Thomas Badger, 
who hired said lot of Elijah Nickerson.— 

It appears that the Town of Boston bought part of the prem- 
ises of Bethiah & Abigail Jones & Rebecca Badger, as will 
appear by [44.] their deed recorded 1 January, 1755, that said 
property continued in possession of the town till the 25 August, 
1788 — or after — at that period, a lease of said lot was made 
by the Selectmen to Jonas Welsh for twenty years, or less; at a 
rate of one shilling per annum, on condition that said Welsh 
should make a stone head and build a drain from said Prince 
street to the Mill Pond. 

We find that said Welsh executed his part of the contract as 
far as it regarded the head and drain; without signing the 
lease; but we have not any evidence of his having paid the 
rent.— 

In.1788 there was a creek belonging to the town that made up 
from the Mill pond to said cross gutter in Prince street, which 
said Welsh or others filled up and now constitutes part of the 
lot.— 

On the 15th November, 1796, Jonas Welsh, sold his estate on 
the westerly side of said street leading to the Mill pond, to 
Payson & Holbrook & leased to them during pleasure the afore- 
said lot on the easterly side for an yearly rent of fifty cents.

On the 10th November, 1797, Payson & Holbrook sold to 
Elijah Nickerson the lot they bought of Welsh — 

On the 11th July, 1810, a committee of Selectmen were 
appointed for the purpose of removing said drain from said 
lot.— 

On mature reflection your committee would recommend 
taking immediate [45.] possession of the said premiseg as the 
town’s property.

On the application of Mr. John Wells representation was 
made to the Hon. Judge of Probate — that Rebecca G. Thomas 
was a person of intemperate habits, wasting her property and 
at times non compos mentis — and requesting that a guardian 
may be appointed for her.— 


Mr. Jonathan Wild Jun’r was approbated as an auctioneer — 
his place of business No 19 Merchants Row.— 


The award of the referees in the case of the Town of Boston 
versus the Roxbury Canal Corporation, respecting the marsh 
land adjoining the Bull pasture on the neck was received,—By 
which the Town’s right to said land is confirmed. — Mr. Lovering 
was requested to have some posts drove down at the places 
mentioned in the award, which should serve as permanent land 
marks.— 


The Chairman received from Mr. Joseph Ripley the account 
of sales of the remaining cable & cordage used in taking down 
the walls of the late Exchange Coffee House, the proceeds of 
which amounting to eighteen dollars sixty cents, he had directed 
to be paid to the Treasurer.—

The Chairman produced the award of the gentlemen to 
whom was referred the accounts of Wm.

[48.] TheChairman reported that agreeable to the instruc- 
tions of the board he had consulted P. O. Thacher Esq. respect- 
ing the lot of land near Prince street, who had recommended that 
he (the Chairman) should be authorized by the board to take 
possession of, and lease the same.— 

The Chairman then proposed the following vote.— 

Voted, that the Chairman be requested to take possession of 
a lot of land belonging to the Town of Boston, beginning at the 
cross gutter (so called) in Prince street, and bounded north- 
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westerly by a street or lane running from said Prince street to 
the late Mill pond, from thence running southeasterly ’till it 
meets the land owned by Jacob Hall, thence running north-

Mr. Lovering, who was requested at the last meeting of the

Reported that he had attended to the duty assigned him, had 
been. on the ground where he had found a fence, and upon con- 
sideration, had thought it most expedient (as the expense would 
not be much enhanced thereby) to have the fence placed the 
whole length of the ground as described in the. award of [49.]| 
the referees.

The committee of Section No. 3 were requested to view a 
piece of land on Atkinson street belonging to the inhabitants of 
the town, and were authorized to lease the same if they should 
judge proper, & report.

A letter from P. O. Thacher Esq. was read by the Chairman, 

of which the following is a copy.— 
Boston, Decr. 1, 1818. 

Gentlemen 

In compliance with your order, I appeared before the Court 
of Sessions upon the 17th November, and filed a plea & answer 
to the petition of Joseph Hollis, who complained that the Board 
had unreasonably refused and neglected to grant to him a 
license as an auctioneer. I denied that the Board had unrea- 
sonably refused to [grant] him a license & assigned that he did 
not shew to the Board that he was a suitable person to be 
licensed & further that the Board had reason to believe that 
he was not considered as a man of a good moral [50.] char- 
acter, and that he had behaved in a very disorderly manner 
in several instances. — I had collected the necessary evidence 
as to his character and conduct & was ready to have gone into 
the investigation .— But being desirous to prevent similar com- 
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plaints I urged to the Court that it would be highly improper 
to call on the Selectmen to justify their proceedings, until the 
petitioner had first proved that there had been an unreason- 
able refusal.and neglect on their part. — The case was continued 
over to this day to give him an opportunity to support his 
complaint. On his appearance this day, and upon full argu- 
ment, the Court persisted in their opinion that to entitle him- 
self to be licensed by them he must first prove his complaint 
against the Selectmen. he was unable to do this. and was 
permitted by the Court to withdraw his complaint. —

The Chairman made the following report.— 
The Chairman appointed and authorized by a vote of the 
Board at their last meeting, to take possession of a lot of land 
on Prince street, belonging to the inhabitants of the town of 
Boston, and to lease the same; has attended that duty and 

reports. 

That on the fourth instant accompanied by Mr. Lovering of 
the board and the Superintendent of Police and his Deputy 
he had proceeded to the lot above mentioned, and exercised 
(in behalf of said inhabitants) a right of ownership by taking 
down a part of the fence; that he then entered upon the land 
and in presence and hearing of said Superintendent & Deputy 
made the following declaration. ‘‘That by the authority of 
the Selectmen of the town, and in their behalf, I now take 
possession of this lot of land as now fenced in, as belonging 
to the inhabitants of the town of Boston’’— and that he imme- 
diately afterwards leased the same to Colo.

The committee appointed to inquire into the state of the 
Town’s Slip leading from Lynn street to the sea, informed they 
were not ready to report. 
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[54.] The committee appointed to confer with the com- 
mittee of the proprietors of the upper story of the South Reading 
School made the following report. 


The committee chosen to confer with a committee of the 
temporary proprietors of the upper story of the South Reading 
School house, called Franklin Hall, and report, if any, what, 
remuneration they were entitled to for the expense of erecting 
that story; have attended the duty assigned them and report. 
That they have examined the records of the Town, of the 
Selectmen, and the School Committee; and the documents pro- 
duced by the committee on the part of the proprietors: — from 
all which it clearly appears that they had permission to erect 
this story on the express conditions, ‘‘that it was to be done 
without any expense to the Town, and that the Selectmen, or 
School Committee (in behalf of the town) had a right at any 
subsequent time to take possession of the same for the use of 
the Town.’’ — The committee would further observe, that the 
proprietors have had the exclusive use and control of the room 
for nearly twenty nine years, which at about thirty five dollars 
a year amounts to the sum expended, and must be considered 
a moderate rent for such accommodation.

The committee appointed to enquire into the state of the 
Town’s Slip from Lynn street, requested further time to make 
their report on that subject. — granted.— 
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The consideration of the report of the committee appointed 
to confer with the temporary proprietors of the upper story of 
the South reading school was again referred to the next meet- 
ing of the board.— 


The Chairman reported that he had subscribed for one of 
Col. Trumbull’s prints of the Declaration of eet ate for 
the Town. 


[58.] Complaint having been made by Capt. John Fille- 
brown, that the driver of hackney carriage No. 22 belonging 
to Mr. George Harris, had extorted from Mr. Andrews on the 
17th instant an illegal fare. The parties having been notified 
to attend at this time, appeared and were heard;— the Board 
were of opinion that the charge was substantiated, but in con- 
sideration of some circumstances mentioned by the driver, the 
board voted, to suspend his license for one week only. 


The committee appointed the 2d instant to view a piece of 
land on Atkinson street belonging to the town, with power to 
lease the same reported, that they had attended that service, 
had viewed the premises, and found on enquiry it had been 
fenced by Mr. William Pratt; that they had applied to Mr. 
Pratt on the subject, who disclaimed any right to the premises, 
acknowledged that he had fenced it, but if the board thought 
the street would appear better by having the fence down, he 
was ready at any moment to have it taken down, he declined 
taking a lease of it or signing any paper respecting it. 


The Board having heard that several attempts had been 
made to set fire to buildings, they went into consideration of 
what would be the most advisable means of preventing this 
wicked act in future, they were of opinion from past experience 
that offering a reward in the public papers would serve to 
create an unnecessary alarm in the minds of the [59.] citizens 
without attaining the object intended (the detection of the 
incendiary) and as complaints have been made that the watch- 
men were not faithful in the discharge of their duty, to ascer- 
tain if this was a fact, and to excite them to a more diligent dis- 
charge thereof — it was voted, that the Board with the addition 
of police officers be divided into five committees, whose duty it 
shall be to visit the several watch houses at least once a week 
between the hours of eleven & twelve at night, and make a 
return to the Board of the state in which they were found. 


The Committee on Accounts for this month were directed to

Passed the monthly accounts. 


The committee appointed to enquire into the state of the 
Town’s Slip from Lynn street requested further time to report 
thereon. 


[60.] The consideration of the report of the committee 
respecting the upper story of the South reading school, was 
again postponed.— 


The Committee of the Common, who were directed to ascer- 
tain what encroachments, the proprietors of the rope walks at 
the bottom of the Common had made on the Town’s flats, made 
the following report, (in addition to the reports made by them 
on the 18th November & 16th instant.) That they had 
notified the owners of the rope walks to meet them at the 
Selectmen’s Room, that Messrs. Lewis & Chapman (only) 
attended, to whom the committee have agreed to lease the flats 
occupied by them on the terms agreed on by the Board, viz. 
ten cents pr. annum per running foot; for one year or during the 
pleasure of the Selectmen for the time being; and that the 
leases will be executed soon as possible.— 

Your committee have also considered the subject of back 
rent, they find on enquiry Mr. J. P. Davis paid two years rent 
amounting to fifty dollars; after which it does not appear Mr. 
Davis was ever called upon: It is manifest that at this time 
other persons besides Mr. Davis had made encroachments on 
the town’s flats, —from whom no rent has ever been de- 
manded; — and altho’ Mr. Davis may legally be compelled to 
pay a part of the rent that now appears to be due, your com- 
mittee are of the opinion it would not be the wish of the Board 
to deviate from their usual impartial conduct by compelling 
one to pay and not the others.

The application of Abraham Babcock and others, a com- 
mittee from a number of citizens who have associated for the 
purpose of forming a nightly patrol (to be continued for two 
months) about that section of the town, lying north of State 
street, east of Merchants Row, & Union street to the Mill Pond 
land, and south of Procters lane & Richmond street to the Mill 
Pond land, including all the wharves from D, Spears wharf to 
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one east of Procters Lane. — Also, another application from 
Samuel Hichborn Junr. and others, committee of the citizens of

The committee appointed to visit the [62.] watch — Reported, 
that on Saturday night the 26th. instant they visited the south 
watch at half past 11. o’clock P. M.and found seven men in the 
watch house, and Mr. Champney and three others out — they 
then proceeded to the center watch commanded by Capt. 
Phillips and found said watch on duty, Afterwards they went to 
the north watch under the direction of Capt. Gardner, and 
found them correct.— 


At a Meeting of the Selectmen January 6th, 1819. 
Present the whole Board.— 


The committee appointed to enquire into the. state of the 
Town’s Slip from Lynn street, requested further time to report 
thereon.— 


The Board now went into the consideration of the report of 
the committee respecting the upper story of the South Reading 
school.— 

It appeared by the accounts produced by the committee of the 
proprietors that the expense of erecting that story (exclusive of 
the payment made by them for one third of the original cost of 
the land on which the building stands) exceeded one thousand 
dollars, in addition to which they had been at the charge of 
keeping it in repair to the present day;— And although as the 
committee of the Board report, the proprietors, or the society 
worshipping in Hollis street to whom the Proprietors have 
relinquished [63.] their right, have no legal demand on the 
Town; yet the Board taking into consideration that the Town 
by taking possession of the whole building will be benefited 
to the amount of one thousand dollars, also that the society in 
consequence of the town’s taking possession of the hall are 
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obliged to erect a building for a singing school which is estimated 
to cost them five hundred dollars, and that in equity some 
remuneration ought to be made. voted; that there be paid to 
the society worshipping in Hollis street, two hundred & fifty 
dollars .in full of all demands which they, or any person or 
persons may now have against the: Town for money paid in 
part for the land on which the school house stands and for the 
expense of erecting the upper story of said school house.— 


The Board not being satisfied that David Alby was a suitable 
person to be licensed as an auctioneer, his application was again 
‘laid over for further enquiry.— 


The Chairman as Treasurer of the fund of Mrs. Brooker & 
others produced the account of interest received by him 
amounting to two hundred & twenty three dollars, fifty six 
cents, which was paid in equal portions to the members of the 
Board, to be by them distributed agreeably to the wills of the 
donors. - , 


The committee consisting of Messrs Lovering & Bass 
appointed to visit the town watch, reported, that on Sunday 
evening the 3d instant they [64.] attended that duty; — that 
they visited the several watch houses about 12 o’clock found 
them all in good order, and a due proportion of the men out on 
duty. 


A note received from James Prince Esq. Marshal of the 
District was read, of which the following 1s a copy.— 


Office of the District Marshal, Massachusetts 
Boston, Jany. 1, 1819. 

Gentlemen 

It will be my painful duty to carry into execution the sen- 
tence of death (and within the Town of Boston) awarded 
against four convicts under the authority of the United States 
on the 21st of the present month: In the discharge of this 
unpleasing task, it is my desire that the selection of the place 
might not prove offensive to any portion of our fellow towns- 
men; but the peculiar circumstances which attend their crime, 
has rendered it somewhat necessary that a new place should 
be fixed on; The commercial part of the Town have so sug- 
gested: To avoid offence & to conduct with a due regard to 
all, I take occasion to propose to your Honorable Board, that 
you would unite with me in the selection of a spot which 
under all the views of the case may be adjudged the most 
proper, and for this purpose that a committee might be ap- 
pointed to confer together — this course was pursued by your 
body on a former occasion, and was productive of the most 
happy result by an entire acquiesence on the part of our 
townsmen. 
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[65.] The above note was taken under consideration by 
the Board, during which a memorial signed by 66 citizens 
residing or owning estates at the north part of the town was 
received and read, stating they had been informed the con- 
victs under sentence of death were to be executed on or near 
Copps hill, and remonstrating against it. The Board after 
giving~the subject the consideration that its importance 
demanded, were of opinion, that it was the duty of the Marshal 
to carry the sentence of the law into execution, and as the 
responsibility belonged to him and not to the Selectmen, they 
were compelled to decline appointing a committee to confer 


with the Marshal on that subject, and that the Chairman be 


directed to inform him of the same.—

The committee appointed to examine into the state of the 
Town’s Slip on Lynn street in the direction of Foster’s Lane 
to the sea, reported, that they had attended that service and 
found certain nuisances and incumbrances thereon; that they 
had completed the notices to Messrs. John Brazer, Amos Binney, 
Jona. Amory, Jur. & Henry Fowle, who now appeared to be 
the owners, occupiers, or receiving the rent for the estate 
formerly owned by Mr. Asa Holbrook, allowing them forty 
days to remove the Tig OI DEAD EGE which notices would be 
sent on the morrow. 


The Chairman reported, that in obedience to the orders of 
the Board he had addressed a note to James Prince Esq. Mar- 
shal of [the] District, of which the following is a copy. 


Selectmens Room — Boston, Jany. 7th, 1819. 

Sir 
Your note of the Ist instant, has received all that attention 
from the Selectmen that the importance of the subject on 
which it treats, and the source from which it was received 
demands — I am instructed by them to inform you that with 
{6%.] a view to relieve you in the discharge of so painful a 
duty the Board have endeavoured to select such a place within 
the limits of the Town for the execution of the four convicts 
under sentence of death as would under all circumstances be 
adjudged the most proper. But wherever they turn their eyes 
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to obtain this object, such insuperable objections are found to 
arise, and have been, or will be made by the inhabitants, that 
they find it will be impossible to make the selection without 
giving offence to a portion of their fellow citizens — And as 
the responsibility does not belong to the Selectmen, they are 
compell’d to decline the appointment of a committee to con- 
fer with the Marshal on the subject. The Board have requested 
me to express their regret, that they should under any cir- 
cumstances feel it to be required of them to, decline compli- 
ance with the request of a gentleman for whom they enter- 
tain a high respect — But as it is made the duty of the Marshal 
to carry the sentence of the law into effect, they rest perfectly 
satisfied, that you will in your superior judgement select such 
a spot as will be most suitable for such a scene — They doubt 
not that the good feelings of their fellow citizens will acquiesce 
in your selection, and while they regret the necessity of the 
execution of the law, they will give full support to the Mar- 
shal in the performance of his duty — with sentiments of 
respect I have the honor to be.

[68.] The Chairman informed that he had received from 
P. O. Thacher Esq. the Town’s counsel the following attested 
copy of the petition and record of the acceptance of the com- 
missioner’s report on Saturday last, locating a burial ground 

at South Boston, which is as follows — viz. 


To the Honorable Justices of the Supreme Judicial Court 
begun and holden at Boston in the county of Suffolk & for the 
counties of Suffolk and Nantucket, on the fourth Tuesday of 
November in the year of our Lord one thousand eight hundred 
& seventeen,— 

Respectfully show Turner Phillips, Charles Bulfinch, -Eben- 
ezer Oliver, Jonathan Hunewell, Joseph Lovering, Joseph Aus- 
tin, Enoch Silsby, Henry Bass & Samuel Dorr Esquires and 
Selectmen of the Town of Boston in the county of Suffolk 
aforesaid. 

That in and by a certain Act of this Commonwealth entitled 
“an Act to sett off the North East part of the Town of Dorches- 
ter and to annex the same to the Town of Boston”? made and 
passed on the 6th day of March A. D. 1804. it was among other 
things enacted that the proprietors of the tract of land which 
is described in the said Act, & which by force thereof was 
annexed to the Town of Boston, should assign & sett off & 
apart three lots of land on the same for public use viz. one lot 
for the purpose of a public market place, one lot for a school 
house, and one lot for a burial ground, to the satisfaction and 
acceptance of the Selectmen of the Town of Boston; and in case 
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the said [69.] Selectmen and proprietors should not agree upon 
the said lots, it should be lawful for the Supreme Judicial Court 
at any session thereof in the County of Suffolk, upon applica- 
tion of the said Selectmen, to nominate and appoint three dis- 
interested freeholders within the Commonwealth, not being 
inhabitants of said town of Boston, to assign and set off the 
three lots aforesaid by metes and bounds: And the said Select- 
men inform your Honours, that the public necessity requires 
that the lot aforesaid for a burial ground should be immediately 
assigned and set apart, but that they have not been able to 
agree with the proprietors of the said tract of land respecting 
the assignment of the same, they therefore pray your Honours 
to nominate and appoint three suitable persons to assign and 
set off the lot of land for a burial ground upon the tract afore- 
said, by metes and bounds according to law, and to make due 
return of their doings in the premises according to the pro- 
visions of the Act aforesaid.

Greenleaf Esq of Quincy & Genl. Isaac 8. Gardner of Brookline 
commissioners as within prayed for, and they are to give notice 
to all persons in two newspapers at least, before they proceed 
to perform the duty assigned them. 

And now at November term 1818 to which term the said 
petition had been continued, the commissioners aforesaid 
make their report in writing in the words following.

Woodward Esq. Abraham Gould & Adam Bent as a committee 
from the inhabitants of South Boston. William Tudor Junr. 
Esq. in behalf of the Honorable William Tudor, Samuel D. 
Parker Esq for himself, & William P. Mason Esq. in behalf 
of the Honble. Jonathan Mason and having also again viewed 
the several lots of ground pointed out to us by the parties for 
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the purpose of a burial ground. — Do hereby sett off and [71.] 
assign for public use as a burial ground the following described 
lot or parcel of land lying in South Boston aforesaid viz. 
Beginning at the westerly corner of Seventh Street on Dor- 
chester street & running on said Dorchester street to the 
boundary line between South Boston & Dorchester. three 
hundred feet, thence turning & running two hundred « sixty 
feet with said line to the north westerly side of F. thence 
turning & running northeasterly two hundred «& sixty feet, on 
the westerly side of F. street to Seventh street. Thence turn- ~ 
ing & running with said Seventh street to Dorchester street 
aforesaid three hundred & fifty feet to the point first started 
from, including that portion of F. street which falls within said 
bounds, and containing in the whole about eighty five thousand

The committee consisting of Mess Hunewell & Dorr ap- 
pointed to visit the town watch, reported, that on Tuesday 
night the 12th instant they attended that duty, and that they 
found the south watch as they should be. The central «& 
north watches, had an extra number in the house, of course 
less on duty. 
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The application of David Alby to be licensed as an auctioneer 
was committed to Mr. Dorr for the purpose of making further 
enquiry, the Board not being yet satisfied that he was a suit- 
able person to be licensed,— 


[%3.] The application of Stillman Willis to be licensed as

Boston ss. At a Meeting of the Selectmen January 20th, 
1819. — Present Messrs. Phillips, Oliver, Lovering, Austin, 
Dorr, Silsby & Farnam.— 


Mr. Dorr, to whom the application of David Alby to be 
licensed as an auctioneer was committed, reported that the 
request be granted, on condition, that his place of business 
(which is not mentioned in the application) i is approved by the 
Chairman — report accepted.— 


Mr. Farnam, to whom was referred the application of Stillman 
Willis to be licensed as an auctioneer, reported, that the request 
be granted; his place of business No. 17 Exchange street — 
report accepted.— 


[(%4.] Return was made by Mr. Lovering (in behalf of Mr. 
Hunewell) that he had examined the accounts of the Hay 
weigher for the quarter ending the first instant, the whole 
amount of the proceeds was $358.7 and the balance due the 
Town was $115.7 which the Treasurer has been ordered to 
receive. 


The application of a number of citizens who have associated 
for the purpose of forming a nightly patrol, (to be continued for 
two months) about that section of the town consisting of West, 
Winter, School, Marlborough & Common streets & Bromfields 
lane was approved by the Board, and it was voted, that the 
constables of the town watch be directed to give the patrol all 
the assistance they may need, and to receive and secure any 
person, or persons that may be brought to them by the patrol, 
for breaking into houses or stores, or attempting to set fire to 
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any building. — And that the patrol be furnished with two 
watchmen’s hooks.— 


The Chairman reported that on Sunday morning the 17th 
instant, accompanied by the deputy police officer he visited the 
watch as follows.— 

The south watch at a quarter past one o’clock, at which time 
they had just relieved a part of the watch who had been out on 
patrol, a part of the relief had just left the watch house at the 
time he arrived, the remainder had not come in. — he was 
informed ['%5.] the usual time of relieving the watch was 1 
o’clock.— 

At half after one he visited the center watch, at which time a 
part of this watch had also been relieved — at both these 
houses there was only the proper complement of men in, but 
the constables of these watches Mr. Spear & Mr. Ames were 
both asleep. 

That he then visited the patrol of Ward No. 3 who were all 
out but one.— 

At two o’clock he visited the north watch, at which time they 
had just relieved the watch and two of the men on duty were 
leaving. the watch house at the time he arrived there. — The 
constable of this watch Mr. Gardner was awake. — The time of 
relieving at the center & north watch houses is two o’clock. — 

The center watch had given shelter to a man, the north to an 
abandoned female of about twenty years old.— 


The Chairman informed that he had been thus particular in 
order to offer for the consideration of the Board some additional 
rules & orders for the government of the watch, which he then 
read. — The consideration of them was referred.—

Passed the monthly accounts.— 


[%6.] The Board agreeably to assignment took up the addi- 
tional rules and orders for the government of the captain «& 
constables of the town watch, which were offered at the last 
meeting of the Board for their consideration, and voted, the 
following additional rules and orders for the government of the 
town watch.— 


Ist. The watch to be set as at present, but not to be dis- 
missed at any time until it is distinctly day light, and in the 
months of May, June & July not before 4 o’clock A. M.— 
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2d. That it be an indispensable part of the duty of the con- 
stable of the watch to be awake at the time the patroling party 
come in, and attend to the changing of the watch.— 


3d. That it be part of the duty of the watchman who keeps 
the door of the watch house to wake the constable of the watch, 
and the men who are to go on duty, at least five minutes before 
the men who are out on duty come in to be relieved, in order 
that the constable may ascertain that they have all come in, 
and that an equal number go out, & that there be no loss of 
time in changing the watch. 


4th. That it be the duty of the constables of the watch to 
call the roll of their respective watches when the watch is set, 
and when they are dismissed in the morning.— 


5th. It is enjoined on the captain & constables ['7'%.] of the 
watch to be very particular as to the character and habits of 
persons who are offered as substitutes, and that they be satis- 
fied that the watchman is prevented from attending by sick- 
ness or some other unavoidable cause, before they receive a 
substitute; and they are strictly prohibited from receiving so 
many as to compel them to send two on patrol together. 


6th. It shall be the duty of the watchmen to deliver to the 
constable of the watch any goods or merchandize they may find 
in the streets, or that they may take from any person or persons 
they may suspect of having unlawfully got possession of them; 
and the constable of the watch is to report the same to the 
captain of the watch the next morning, who is directed to make 
immediate report thereof to the Chairman of this Board.— 


7th. That whoever is absent at roll call when the watch is 
set, or when they are dismissed in the morning, or disobeys any 
of these rules & orders shall forfeit his night’s pay. — Excepting, 
that one half of the north & south watchmen may be excused 
from attending the first roll call, provided they are at their 
respective watch houses at the time of setting the watch.— 


The Chairman laid before the Board the resignation of the 
society of Engine No 12 — whereupon it was voted that their 
resignation be accepted, & that Messrs. Bass, Dorr & Farnam be 
a committee to meet with the wards attached to that engine 
and consult with them on the best measures to be adopted to 
obtain a new company for that engine.— 


[%8.] Boston ss. At a Meeting of the Selectmen February 
3d, 1819. — Present, the whole Board, except Mr. Bass. 
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Application having been made by Mr. Daniel Lillie to the 
Judge of Probate for the County of Suffolk, stating that Sarah 
Lillie of Boston, single woman is a person non compos mentis and 
incapable of taking care of herself. The Board agreeably to the 
direction of the Hon Judge of Probate took inquisition thereof 
& were of opinion that the said Sarah Lillie was non compos 
mentis and incapable of taking care of herself and recom- 
mended that a guardian should be appointed for her. 


Mr. Farnam reported that on the night of the 2d instant 
accompanied by the Superintendent of Police he visited the 
town watch as follows.— 


At 10 minutes past one o’clock the south watch, found all 
the watchmen in the house and the constable (Mr. Champney) 
asleep.— 


At 25 minutes past one the center watch, and was informed 
there were six men out on patrol & the man at the door. The 
constable of the watch (Mr. Phillips) asleep — they had given 
shelter to a man who had been found in the street intoxicated. 


At 50 minutes past one, north watch, was ['%9.] informed 
there were six men out on patrol and the man at the door, the 
constable (Mr. Gardner) asleep —a man at the door of the 
watch house (who was intoxicated) requesting permission to 
be admitted, which was granted on condition he could not get 
into his lodgings.— 


The application of David Alby to be licensed as an auctioneer 
was granted. Mr. Alby. stating that it was not his intention 
to keep any office for the sale of goods, but to sell on the wharves 
and at large. 


Boston ss. At a Meeting of the Selectmen February 10th, 
1819 — Present Messrs. Phillips, Oliver, Hunewell, Lovering, 
Austin, Dorr & Farnam. 


The Chairman laid before the Board the following applica- 
tion — viz.— 
To the Selectmen of the Town of Boston.— 
Gentlemen, 

It must have come within your knowledge that a dis- 
agreement took place at the fire near the Rev. Dr. Baldwin’s 
meeting house, between one of the fire wards of the town and 
a member of the society of engine No. 12.— A prosecution ensued 
against said member, the result of which was his acquittal; 
but in the defence of this action an expense occurred amount- 
ing to twenty dollars which expense has been paid out of the 
funds of this society.— 
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[S8O.] The subscribers have been chosen a committee from 
the Associated Societies of Engine men, to apply to your 
Board, and to request that the above mentioned sum of twenty 
dollars may be paid by the town, which they are informed has 
been done in similar cases. 

They would also inform you, that they have been requested 
by the Associated Engine Societies of Boston to request you 
would reinstate the late Society of Engine No. 12 — in the care 
of that engine again. 


Yours Respectfully, John Wheeler, Chairman. 


The Board took the same under consideration — and voted, 
that the sum of twenty dollars be put into the next draft 
payable to any person or persons duly authorized by the late 
Society of Engine No. 12. to receive the same, that sum having 
been taken from their funds to defray an expense accruing in 
the defence of one of their members against a prosecution 
brought against him, of which charge he was acquitted. 


Voted, That the Chairman, Messrs Lovering, Dorr, Silsby 
& Farnam be a committee to meet & confer with the committee 
of the Associated Engine Societies of Boston on the subject of 
their request “that the late society of Engine No. 12 might be 
reinstated in the care of that engine again’’ and that they have 
full powers to settle this business on such terms and conditions 
as they may think the good of the public demands.— 


[S1.] The Chairman was requested to apply to Wm. Tudor 
Esq. and inform him as the time is approaching when the inhab- 
itants of the town must be repeatedly called together in Town 
Meetings, it is necessary the bust of the late President Adams 
should be removed from the place where it now stands (in the 
Moderator’s seat) to such place as the committee who pre- 
sented it, and the Chairman should think expedient.— 


Voted, That it be recommended to the School Committee to 
fix on Friday the 26th February instant for the semi-annual 
examination of the town schools. That a dinner be provided 
as usual on that occasion, and that the Chairman — be a com- 
mittee to make arrangements for the same. 


Voted, That the Chairman request the police officers to visit 
the town watch once a fortnight at least, and that they make 
their visits alternately. 


The Chairman was desired to inform the assessors that the 
law required of them to furnish lists of voters, both for town 
officers, and for governor & senators by the first day of March 
next.— 
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A communication was received from the Board of Health 
respecting a burial ground to be inserted in the warrant for 
March meeting.—

22 Grand & 35 traverse jurors were drawn for the Supreme 
Judicial Court.— 


The committee to meet & confer with a committee from the 
Associated Engine Societies made the following report.— 


The committee appointed to meet & confer with a committee 
of the Associated Engine Societies, have attended that service 
and report that on Friday the 12th instant they met said com- 
mittee consisting of Messrs. John H. Wheeler, Nathaniel Froth- 
ingham Junr., Joshua Vose, Jonathan Heath, John Salmon, 
Robert New & Joel Shipley at Concert Hall; that your com- 
mittee first stated their objections as contained in the paper 
herewith, signed by Mr. Wheeler the chairman of their com- 
mittee; they were then requested to make such observations on 
them as they should think proper, which they declined doing: 
they were then informed if they wished to confer by themselves, 
your committee would retire; they observed that they did not 
wish it, as they fully agreed with us.—The chairman of your 
committee then read the whole of the aforesaid paper, which he 
handed to them for their perusal; after they had examined it to 
their satisfaction, a motion was made that it was satisfactory; 
which being put [83.] by the chairman it passed unanimously 
in the affrmative.— z 

A motion was then made that their thanks should be pre- 
sented to the Selectmen for granting their requests so promptly, 
this also passed ‘unanimously. your committee then presented 
their thanks to them for their politeness, and invited them to 
stay & partake of some refreshments — this they declined, as 
the late Society of Engine No. 12 were then waiting to learn the 
result of this meeting; The committees after taking a glass 
wine, & being perfectly satisfied, separated.—A copy of the 
paper signed by the chairman of the committee of the Asso- 
ciated Societies was delivered to him, by the chairman of your 
committee with the following addition ‘‘The foregoing is a copy 
of what has been most cordially assented to by the committee 
of the Associated Engine Societies, and as cordially agreed to by 
the committee of the Selectmen.”’ 
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The foregoing proceedings are offered for the consideration & 
acceptance of the board.—

The foregoing report was read, and accepted.— 


The following is a copy of the paper referred to in the above 
report.— 

The undersigned, having been chosén a committee from the 
Associated Engine Societies of Boston to apply to the Select- 
men for the remuneration of twenty dollars taken from the 
funds of the Society of Engine No. 12 [84.] to pay an expense 
that accrued in defending one of their members against a 
prosecution whereon he was acquitted, which request the 
Selectmen have very readily granted — they were also requested 
to apply to the Selectmen to reinstate the late Society of 
Engine No. 12. in the care of that engine again ;—on this subject 
the Committee of the Selectmen demurred, stating that in their 
opinion the late society had hastily resigned, thereby in the 
event of a fire endangering the safety not only of their own 
property but that of their fellow citizens also, which the unpleas- 
ant disagreement between them and the Firewards (however 
right they might think themselves) could not justify; and 
which disagreement would not have happened had they applied 
for remuneration to the right source at first.— That the mem- 
bers of that society by their resignation had forfeited their right 
to the interposition of the Associated Societies, in as much as 
they had taken this step without previously consulting their 
associates; they also contended that the application for their 
reinstatement ought to have been made by the individuals 
who composed that society;— but to convince them and us 
that a spirit of amity, governed their board, they had through 
the interposition of the Associated Societies (by their com- 
mittee), consented to reinstate them in the care of their engine 
again.— Therefore in justice to the Board of [85.] Selectmen 
we must say they have done all that would be required of them 
& equity compels us to say, in our opinion the late Society of 
Engine No. 12 were hasty in resigning the engine in the manner 
they did.— The foregoing is most cordially assented to by the 
committee of the Associated Engine Societies of Boston

Boston Feb. 15, 1819 — 


To the Hon’ble Board of Selectmen of Boston 

Gentlemen, 

After calling together the late Company of engine No 12 — 

to hear the report of the committee from the associated Masters 
which report was laid before them and was satisfactory to all 
the Company so far as related to the Hon. Board of Fire- 
wards and the promptitude of your Hon. Board in refunding 
at the request of the committee of the Associated’ Engine Socie- 
ties the money expended in the suit against one of our members 
—so far [8‘%.] they were all satisfied, but when the clause was 
read censuring them as being hasty in resigning the engine — 
the Company were disunited — But a small majority were 
willing to conciliate and receive the engine again — but 
several refuse to do duty under present circumstances. 
I will state to your Hon. Board the motive which influenced 
our conduct in resigning the engine—if you should then 
think we were hasty it is an error of the head and not of the 
heart — We addressed a letter to the firewards stating our 
erievances — said letter you have a copy — we waited a rea- 
sonable time for an answer — no answer was received — had 
they come forward and disavowed the act as they have since 
& pointed out where we might have been indemnified all 
difficulty would have ceased — But their total silence added 
to our grievances & feeling as men conscious they had done 
their duty must feel—you cannot, we think, consider us hasty 
in our proceedings — should you ask why we did not first 
apply to the Board of Masters of Engines of Boston to seek 
redress for us — we answer we did not wish the schism which 
had arose between our Society & the firewards to spread 
through that peaceable association — knowing that we should 
have it cast in our teeth that we were not content with break- 
ing up our Society but wish to spread discord in their Societies 
— Should you ask why we did not apply to your Hon. Board 
for redress — we answer we had received no injury from your 
Board and that we were not so immediately under your con- 
trol — impressed with these ideas [88.] we were not con- 
tented— 

I assure you gentlemen I will do the best in my power with 
my small company «& endeavour to fill it up— could you by a 
letter to me soften down the objectionable part of your report 
— you may return back to duty some good men «& leave out 
some I understand your Honors would wish — should you 
answer this— would thank you to direct to me & leave at 
Mess Thomas & Andrews’ Book Store Nemours street on or 
before Wednesday at 5. o’clock P. M.

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The Board after giving this subject all that consideration that 
its importance required, voted, That the Chairman be directed 
to hand Mr. Lewis the following answer

Sir 

Your note of the 15th instant was yesterday laid before 
the Selectmen and I am instructed by them to inform you 
that, after receiving & accepting the report of their committee 
who had been appointed to meet & confer with a committee 
of the Associated Engine Societies of Boston, they were not a 
little surprised at the tenor of your note, as they concluded the 
late unpleasant occurrence had been adjusted by the committee 
of their Board & the very respectable committee of the Engine 


Societies above mentioned. 


On the subject mentioned in your note I am instructed by 
the Board to say, that their duty (from ,which nothing will 
induce them to swerve) compels them to observe, that in their

In the event of a fire being discovered by the watch they 
will alarm the citizens as soon as possible; to effect this, one of 
the watch must be dispatched with all possible speed to ring 
the alarm bell; [90.] the others may be employed in assisting 
those who are in the most imminent danger, until a sufficient 
number of the citizens shall have assembled to render their ser- 
vices unnecessary they shall then proceed to perform their 
customary duty. — Should they be applied to for assistance to 
secure any house, store or shop that may be broken into, or to 
take charge of any goods stolen therefrom, or to assist in 
apprehending the thief or thieves, they are without delay to 
afford all the aid & assistance in their power.— 


A communication from Henry Chapman & Co. Saml. Em- 
mons & Son, John A. Shaw and Edward Adams, owners &

officer will be sufficient for the year ensuing.— 

[10%.] Your committee have also taken into considera- 
tion the compensation to be allowed said officer, and are of 
opinion eight hundred dollars per annum will be fully adequate 
to the services he will have to perform; Altho’ your committee 
are very desirous to be as economical in the expenditure of 
the public money as possible, yet in naming this salary they 
would observe, they have not been governed solely by the 
motives of economy, but have also duly considered the services

opinion of your committee, it would prevent the person fined 
from charging the officer with having commenced the prosecu- 
tion for his personal interest, and not fhe public good.

A complaint having been made that Mr. David Forsaith was 
making sales at public auction in State street in violation of 
the conditions on which licenses had been granted to the auc- 
tioneers of the town for several years past; The Chairman 
informed, that he had directed the Superintendent of Police to 
call on Mr. Forsaith and to request him to desist from making 
sales at auction in that street, that he (the Chairman) after- 
wards met Mr. Forsaith in the street, who observed that he had 
received notice from the police officer, and wished to know why 
such notice had been sent to him — he was informed it was 
contrary to the restrictions laid on all the auctioneers and that 
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the Selectmen would not allow it; to this he replied he did not 
care a dam about it; the conversation then ended. The Board 
voted, that the Chairman be directed to request Mr. David 
Forsaith (in writing) to desist from making sales at auction in 
State street, & to inform him if he should continue (contrary 
to the restrictions laid on all the auctioneers) to do it, the time 
is approaching when it will be in their power effectually to 
prevent it.— 


The Board having received information that a passage way 
leading through land owned [109.] by Mr. Thomas Haskins, 
or under his superintendence or control, between Carver & 
Pleasant streets is in such bad order as to make it dangerous 
for the citizens or others to pass over. — Ordered That the 


‘Chairman be instructed to inform Mr. Haskins that the Select- 


men consider him responsible for any damage that may happen 
to the person or property of any individual passing over the 
same, and to inform him, if he should refuse or neglect to have 
said passage way put in a state of security, it will be their duty 
to have a fence placed at each end thereof and thereby prevent 
the citizens from attempting to pass over it.— 


Messrs. Shaw, Dorr & Austin were appointed a committee to 
meet & confer with a sub-committee of the School Committee 
respecting what remuneration ought (in equity) to be made to 
the Society in Hollis street for the upper story of, the school 
house in Nassau street, called Franklin Hall — the same having 
been taken for the use of the town, for a writing school. — 


The Board having received an invitation from the Church & 
Society in Hollis street to attend at the ordination of Mr. John 
Pierpont, and also to dine with them after the religious services 
of the day. — Voted that the Chairman be requested to inform 
the committee of the Society that the Board will with pleasure 
accept their polite invitation. 


Voted, That the next meeting of this Board be on Thursday 
the 15th instant at 4 o’clock. P. M. 


[110.] Boston ss. At a meeting of the Selectmen April 
15th, 1819 — Present the whole Board.— 


This being the time assigned for coming to the choice of a 
police officer (the Chairman read a note he had received from 
Nehemiah Freeman Esq. declining to offer himself as a candi- 
date for the office) the votes were taken and Mr. Caleb Hay- 
ward was declared to be unanimously chosen police officer 
during the pleasure of the Board, subject to all the orders, rules 
& regulations of this Board, with a salary at the rate of eight 
hundred dollars Pr annum. 
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Voted that the sum of two hundred « fifty dollars be paid 
Colo. Nehemiah Freeman in full for his services as police officer, 
being the amount of his salary to the termination of the current | 
quarter. 


The Chairman made the following report — That in the hope 
Mr. Forsaith would desist from making sales at auction at his 
office in State street, he refrained from writing him on that 
subject until Friday last, when having observed an advertise- 
ment for a sale at his office No. 50 State street, he (the Chair- 
man) in compliance with the orders of the Board sent him on 
Friday the 9th. instant a note of which the following is a copy — 


Selectmens room April 9th, 1819. 
Sir | 
In consequence of a complaint being made that you were 
‘selling at public auction, in State street, in direct violation of 
the conditions on [111.] which licenses have been granted to 
the auctioneers of this town for several years past, I directed 
the police officer to call on you and request you would not 
continue your sales by auction in that street — since which 
having observed your advertisements for sales at auction at 
your office No. 50 State street it became my duty to lay the 
subject before thes Selectmen, who have directed me again to 
request you will refrain from making sales by auction in State 
street, and to inform you if you should continue (contrary to 
the restrictions laid on all the auctioneers) to do it, the time 
is approaching when it will be in their power effectually to pre- 
vent it.—

Mr. David Forsaith.— of the Selectmen. 


That in the afternoon of the next day (Saturday the 10th. 
instant) Mr. Forsaith came into the Selectmens Room (accom- 
panied by Mr. Josiah Forsaith) and informed the Chairman 
he had called with his friend to make some enquiry respecting 
a note he had received the day before, (that he had communi- 
cated it to Mr. Peabody who observed that such treatment 
could not be submitted to,) and that he now wished to know 
why he was singled out on that occasion; he was answered 
that he was not the only one who was restricted from making 
sales at auction in State street, that it was a condition on 
which licenses had been granted to all the auctioneers in town; 
he’ then asked why Mr. Callamore was not prevented from 
making sales in that street the last summer; — he was answered 
that those sales [112.] (af there were any) were not known 
to the Board, if they had come to there knowledge they would 
have been stopped; — that there had been an application to 
the Selectmen for permission to show a flag only in that.street, 
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without making any sales on the street which was refused; he 
then asked who made the complaint, the reply was ‘‘as the 
fact was not denied it was unnecessary to say who the com- 
plainant was’’— he then charged the Board with being partial 
(by repeating the vulgar saying) that kissing went by favor 
with the Board; — In reply to this unjust charge your Chair- 
man could not refrain from saying the Board despised such 
conduct, & he believes he added, such insinuations;— Mr. 
Forsaith immediately replied, — and I despise you, I despise 
you Sir. after some further conversation Mr. Forsaith insinu- 
ated that such conduct might affect the re-election of the 
present Board, to which he was answered, the Board were not 
seeking popularity, that they would do what they conceived 
to be their duty, let the event be what it might. 


The Chairman would not have troubled the Board with this 
statement had he considered it personal, but the honor of the 
Board being implicated, he considered it his duty to submit 
it to them. — He would also observe that as Chairman of the 
Board it is his duty to comply with their directions, and if in 
so doing he is to be insulted with impunity, no consideration 
will induce him any longer to serve as their Chairman. — all

It being represented to the Board that the funds of the 
Episcopal Society at South Boston were so low as not to admit 
of their purchasing a bell, and the Board being of opinion that 
in the event of a fire happening at that section of the town, 
a bell might be very serviceable in sounding the alarm,— 
Voted, that the committee appointed on the 31st. ultimo be 
authorized to loan one of the school bells to said Society; 
Mr. Gould giving his obligation to return it when demanded, 
or pay for the same. 


The committee of the Neck reported that agreeably to the 
directions of the Board they had leased to Major Seth Johnson 
a piece of the town’s land on the Neck (fenced by him) for 
five dollars per annum.

The Board came to the choice of a gentleman to deliver an 
oration on the 5th of July next, (the 4th. being Sunday) and 
voted unanimously, that Franklin Dexter, Esq. be requested 
to deliver the annual oration, before the town on the next 
anniversary of American Independence on the 5th. day of July 
next, and that the Chairman be requested to communicate 
notice thereof to Mr. Dexter.— 


The committee appointed the 7th. instant, to whom was 
referred the application. of William Dall & Amasa Davis, 
Esquires, trustees of Franklin Hall, in behalf of themselves & 
others, as proprietors of said hall, and beneficially interested 
therein, having, as directed, conferred with a committee from

4 Grand & 4 petit jurors were drawn for the Circuit Court of 
the United States. 


The Chairman read a note he had received from Franklin 
Dexter Esq. accepting the appointment of orator for the 5th. 
July next, the 4th. being Sunday. 


Mr. Shaw to whom was referred (on the 28th ultimo) the 
application of Wm. D. Allison, reported that it was not expe- 
dient to grant the request — report accepted. 


On the application of a number of citizens “‘that the car- 
riages &c &e usually standing in State street at the east end 
of the Old State House may not be suffered to stand there in 
future’? — Voted, that the police officer be directed to publish

The Chairman read the following note from L. Baldwin 

Esq. Agent of the Boston & Roxbury Mill Corporation.— 
Boston May 7. 1819. 

Dear Sir 

Soon after the directors of the Boston & Roxbury Mill 
Corporation appointed me their agent and _ superintendent 
I was directed by them to erect a building for an office at the 
north east end of the dam by Charles street. 
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But owing to the crowded state of the business at that point, 
I could find no situation, where it could be placed on the dam. 
I therefore erected it over the flatsin the angle of the[121.] 
dam and Charles street, with the north sill resting on the south 
east side of the dam, and the north east sill on the south side 
of Charles street. the other part of the building rests on piles. 
I was induced to place it there as most convenient to our 
present business, and as it is intended only for an office during 
the execution of the work, and understanding that no formal 
application to the gentlemen Selectmen was necessary for 
the purpose, I proceeded without consulting them. — But as 
some enquiries have been made about it to day, I take this 
early occasion to state the facts to the Selectmen of Boston 
to request their permission to allow the house to remain where 
it is, and to assure them that neither the directors of the Mill 
Corporation nor myself, ever contemplated improving it in 
its present place for any other purpose than an office for the 
necessary business of their work, or of keeping it there any 
longer than it shall be so used or wanted.

The Board after duly 
considering the same voted, that the communication from the 
Hon. Mr. Otis & others relative to the north line of the lower 
part of Beacon street, be referred to Messrs. Shaw. Hunewell

wishes of the respective parties are relative to said streets &e 
upon what terms the same can be filled up & completed. 


[128.] The Chairman informed that agreeably to the 
vote of the Board he had notified Mr. Clap to remove his stone 
wall from Dorchester street at South Boston, or it would be 
considered a nuisance and given to any person that would 
take it away since which Mr. Malone had informed ‘‘ that Mr. 
Clap had not removed his stone wall and that he should be 
obliged to desist from working in the street unless it was 
immediately removed.

Mr. Ralph Haskins having refused to pay Sargent & Hart’s 
bill for relaying the pavement over a drain laid by his order 
in Court & Hanover streets. voted that Mr. Shaw be requested 
to bring an action against Mr. Haskins for the amount of 
Sargent & Hart’s bill. 


The Chairman was requested to enclose an attested copy of 
the vote of the town to the Hon. Justices of the Court of Ses- 
sions on the subject of erecting a new prison, and to inform 
them, the Board are ready to meet and confer with them on 
this important subject, and afford them all the assistance in 
their power. 


Whereas the town has heretofore suffered inconvenience & 
loss by unskilful or unfaithful workmen having been employed 
in paving the streets; — voted, that no workmen shall be 
employed by any member or members of this Board, who shall 
not previously have been approved by a majority of the Board 
as a suitable person for that service. 


[151.] Boston ss. At a meeting of the Selectmen June 
9th, 1819. — Present the whole Board. 


7 jurors were drawn for the District Court of the United 
States. 


The committee appointed to meet and confer with the Hon. 
Mr. Otis and others requested further time to report on that 
subject.— 


The committee of Section No. 2. to whom was referred the 
application of Hon. William Eustis reported, that they had 
attended the duty assigned them, and were of opinion Mr. 
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Eustis so far from being injured by the improvements made in 
Elm street, had been benefited thereby and was not entitled 
to any compensation — report accepted, and the Chairman 
instructed to inform Hon. Mr. Eustis that the Selectmen do 
not think he is entitled to any compensation for the improve- 
ments they have made in Elm street. — (informed the 10th. 
instant) 


The committee of Section No. 3 to whom was referred the 
application of Thomas K. Jones & others, to change the direc- 
tion of the common sewer in Water street, reported — That 
the request be granted under the inspection of the police officer, 
or such other person as the Board may appoint; — The Board 
being of opinion the committee had not obtained a complete 
knowledge of this business, it was recommitted, with directions 
to employ Messrs. Sargent & Hart and obtain the best [132.] 
possible information of the state and course of the common 
sewer in that street. 


The Chairman informed, that agreeably to the directions of 
the Board, he had sent the Justices of the Court of Sessions an 
attested copy of the vote of the town, and informed them the 
Board were ready to meet & confer with them on that impor- 
tant subject. — He also informed he had received a note from 
the Clerk of the Court, requesting the Board would meet the 
Court on Thursday next — but as several of the Board were 
engaged on that day, the Chairman was directed to inform the 
Court the Board would meet them on Friday next at 4 o’clock 
P.M. 


The Chairman was instructed to take measures to prevent 
persons from bathing in the sea during day light, near or at 
Sea street, — Also to prevent the washing or watering horses 
on the Lords day, particularly at Castle street.— 


The Committee of the Market were authorized to make such 
repairs or alterations to the covering of the stalls at the west 
end of the market house as they may deem expedient.— 


The Chairman was authorized to procure a sett of benches 
for the Hall, provided they do not cost more than 100 dollars. 


Warrant was signed for town meeting on Monday next. 


The application to pave Berry & Myrtle streets were ordered 
to lay for the present. 


[133.] The following were named and approved as suit- 
able persons to be employed as pavers — Sargent & Hart, 
William Hart, Turell Tuttle Jur. & Samuel Sprague.—

Boston ss. Ata meeting of the Selectmen June 16th 1819 — 
Present the whole Board except Mr. Silsby.— 


A complaint having been made by Thomas Bumstead, Henry 
Hubbard, Henry Lee & a number of other citiezns, that that 
part of Common street near the stable of Mr. Este, and the 
chaise and carriage manufactory near Mr. Tuckermans is 
almost constantly obstructed by carriages, wagons, horses and 
other nuisances, and requesting that the board would take 
measures to have these nuisances removed. Voted, that the 
Chairman be requested to take such measures as he may think 
requisite, to have the nuisances complained of removed and — 
the by laws of the town in this respect complied with. 


The committee of Section No. 2 were authorized to have the 
necessary repairs done on Brighton street.— 


The Chairman communicated a note he had received from 
the Hon. William Eustis, in reply to a note sent him on the 
10th instant in which the honorable gentleman protests against 
the decision of the Board respecting land said to have been 
taken from him in Elm street. The Board [134.] after con- 
sidering the subject again were of opinion Mr. Eustis was not 
entitled to any compensation, and if he was dissatisfied with 
their decision, he was at liberty to resort to the laws of the land. 


* Conformably to a vote of the town of the 14th. instant, a 
remonstrance against the petition of David Greenough and 
others to the Gen. Court for a new market was signed «& for- 
warded to the Hon. Legislature now in session. — A copy of 
the remonstrance is on file of mixed papers for 1819. 


_ A communication from 8. M. Thayer, E. Mears, A. Richard- 
son & Thomas Dean was laid before the Board, stating that the 
pavement in Cooks court was very much out of repair, and 
requesting that the town would pay a part of the expense of 
relaying the pavement. The Board took the same into con- 
sideration, and as the town was. interested in the court as far 
as the school house and yard extended, — voted, that the 
town will pay one hundred dollars towards relaying the pave-

using a stable in Friend street as a livery stable.— 


The committee of Section No. 2 were requested to have the 
building erected by Mr. Andrew Townsend on Brighton street 
taken down, so far as it is an encroachment on that street. 


A complaint having been exhibited, that hackney carriage 
No. 70 owned by Mr. Oliver Gragg, and drove by Pettes was 
used on Sunday last from 10. o’clock A. M. to 5 P. M. — con-

pose of a public market place, agreeably to the requirements 
and provisions of a law of the Commonwealth, entitled ‘An 
act to set off the north east part of the town of Dorchester, and 
to annex the same to the town of Boston.”

On the application of Mr. Larra Crane representation was 
made to the Hon. Judge of Probate for the county of Suffolk, 
that Edward Smith of this town, Labourer, does by excessive 
drinking and idleness, so spend and waste his estate as thereby 
to expose himself and family to want and suffering circum- 
stances, and praying that a guardian may be appointed for 
him.— 

A similar representation was made on the 3d. of December 
last of Mary Trafrey, widow, which representation was not 
acted on by the Judge of Probate, The Board being satisfied 
that the necessity of a guardian for her still existed & another 
application being made they this day made a second applica- 
tion to the Hon. Judge of Probate praying’ that a guardian 
might be appointed for her.— 


The Chairman communicated to the Board an invitation 
from the Supreme Executive of the State, to join with them 
in the celebration of the anniversary of American Independence 
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on the 5th of July next; voted, that this Board accept the 
invitation of the Supreme Executive, to join with them in the 
celebration of the anniversary of American Independence, on 
the fifth of July next. — And further that notice be [139.] 
given to his Hxcellency the Governor, that Franklin Dexter 
Ksq. has been appointed by the Selectmen in pursuance of a 
vote of the town of Boston, to deliver an oration before the 
officers & citizens of the town in commemoration of our coun- 
try’s independence which will be delivered at the Old South 
Meeting House, and respectfully to invite the Supreme Execu- 
tive of the Commonwealth & the gentlemen invited by them, 
to unite with the Selectmen and citizens of the town in attend- 
ing on the oration, at the time & place, assigned by the Supreme 
Executive for attending divine service by the chaplains of 
the legislature. 

(An invitation was sent to the Supreme Executive a copy 
of which is on file in the bundle of mixed papers.) 


The president of the Board of Health having informed the 
Chairman, that, that Board had appointed a committee to 
ascertain if.any addition was necessary to the burial ground 
at South Boston, reuquesting that a committee might be ap- 
pointed on the part of the Selectmen to act in conjunction 
with them in conformity to the vote of the town passed the 
2lst June instant— The Chairman, Mr. Lovering & Mr. 
Hunewell were appointed on the part of this Board.— 


The committee (consisting of Messrs. Oliver, Hunewell & 
Bass) to whom was referred the application of Thomas K. 
Jones & others for permission to change the course of the 
water, that comes down Water street, were requested [140.] 
to obtain the opinion of Sargent & Hart, and if found practi- 
cable, they were authorized to grant the permission requested, 
under such restrictions as they may think consistent with the 
interest of the town. 


The committee of Section No. 2 were requested to ascertain 
what right, if any, Wm. Taylor had to land claimed by him 
on Myrtle street & now constituting part of that street, & 
report at the next meeting of the Board. 


Mr. Lovering was requested to inform the persons who 
were carting dirt on the Common to desist, unless they would 
carry it for one shilling a load. 


The Board having received cards of invitation from the 
subscribers to the Collation at Faneuil Hall on the 5th of July 
next — The Chairman was requested to inform Col. Badger, 
through whom the cards were received; that as the time 
mentioned would interfere with the usual arrangements of 
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the municipal authority of the town on that day it would not 
be in their power to accept the invitation.— 


It being expected by the Board that Mr. Nathaniel Brewer 
would resign his situation as commander of the town watch, 
in which event the Chairman was requested [141.] to author-

The committee of Section No. 2 who were requested to 
ascertain what right, if any, Wm. Taylor had to land claimed 
by him on Myrtle street reported, that they had attended to 
the duty assigned them, and were of ‘opinion that Mr. Taylor 
had a good right to the land claimed by him, which land now 
constituted a part of the street. — The Town Clerk residing 
in that street was requested to ascertain the amount of Mr. 
Taylors demand for the land & what portion of it could be 
raised by the proprietors of estates on that street. — Mr. 
Lovering reported that in compliance with the directions of 
the Board he has forbidden the carting any more dirt on the 
Common, they refusing to deliver it at one shilling a load.— 
The Chairman reported that Mr. Brewer having resigned his 
situation as captain of the town watch, he had in conformity 
to the orders of the Board appointed Mr. C. Hayward super- 
intendent of the town watch until the further orders of the 
Board. — Mr. Dorr reported a list of watchmen for the centre 
watch, which was approved by the Board.— 


A certificate was signed by the Board that William Fisher 
of this town has a daughter named Emeline thirteen years old 
that is deaf and dumb and that he is unable to defray the 
expense of board and instruction at the asylum at Hartford.— 


A similar certificate was signed that Mary Jackson, widow 
of this town has a daughter named Sally twelve years old & 
that she is unable &c— 


A remonstrance was recd. from nearly all the owners or 
occupiers of estates at the easterly end of State street stating 
that the great number of trucks [142.] usually standing in 
State street was a great inconvenience to the public and the 
occupiers of stores in that street praying they may be removed 
therefrom. The Board after duly considering the same, 
passed the following order. It is hereby ordered, that from 
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and after Monday the 19th instant, the trucks and carts 
owned by any inhabitants of the town of Boston, shall be 
allowed to stand in the following streets, and that no such 
cart, truck or sled be allowed to stand in any street, lane or 
square in said town, otherwise than as they [are] allowed Vizt. 
six trucks with a horse or horses harnessed to each may stand 
in Custom House street. —such trucks and carts with a 
horse or horses harnessed to each as have lately been allowed 
to stand at the east end of Faneuil Hall, shall be permitted to 
continue there for the present, under the direction of the 
Clerk of the Market.— 

All other trucks not accommodated as above shall stand 
in Broad street, one half the number on each side the street, 
with their horses’ heads and ends of the trucks at two feet 
distance from the flag stones.— 

Four carts, with a horse or horses to each may stand in 
Custom House street, all other carts or wagons with horses to 
stand in Broad street, south of Custom House street and in 
Liberty Square. 


All sleds owned by any inhabitant of the town shall be regis- 
tered and numbered, and shall take their stands in the season 
when they shall be in use, under the same regulations as are 
above pointed out for trucks and carts.— 

And it is hereby ordered, in pursuance of the authority vested 
in the Selectmen by a law of this Commonwealth, passed June 
19th 1809, that if any person shall offend against the above 
rules, orders and regulations, he shall forfeit and pay a sum 
not exceeding five dollars, nor less than two dollars upon con- 
viction of every breach of the same.— 


It is further ordered, that so much of the rules and orders of 
the Selectmen, passed on the Ist day of [Sept.] A.D. 1818 as 
relates to the stands of trucks, carts & sleds, belonging to the 
inhabitants of the town of Boston is hereby repealed.—

It being represented to the Board that, the making a dam 
on the marsh at the west side of the Neck would injure the 
grass for the present season Mr. Lovering was authorized to

The Committee on Accounts were authorized to allow 
thirty-five dollars for the expense of music on the 5th inst.— 
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The Chairman was instructed to direct the police officer 
to order those persons who have taken stands on the streets 
and side walks for the purpose of selling fruit. to quit the same 
without delay.— 


The Chairman, Mr. Shaw & Mr. Silsby were appointed a 
committee to ascertain the expense of an accurate survey of 
all the public streets, squares & alleys, and to mature a form 
for the record of the same, and report to the Board.— 


Mr. Shaw was requested to draft a new form of license for 
auctioneers. 


Ata special Meeting of the Selectmen 
on Monday the 12th day of July 1819. — Present, Messrs, 
Phillips, Hunewell, Lovering, Austin, Dorr, Silsby & Shaw.— 


This Meeting was called in consequence of a report that 
Franklin Dexter Esq. had received a defamatory letter in 
reference to the oration delivered by him on the 5th instant 
in commemoration of American Independence, at the request 
of the Selectmen, and in pursuance of a vote of the town.— 


The Board after duly considering the subject were of opinion 
it was highly important for them, in support of the rights 
and honor of the town to take some notice of said report. — It 
was therefore voted, that the Chairman be directed to address 
a note to Mr. Dexter, requesting him if any such letter had 
been received to lay it before this Board.— 


The Chairman informed the Board, he had received a letter 
from James Scallan which he read a Copy of which follows 
viz. 

Boston July 11th 1819. 
Gentlemen, 

I have heard that the matter contained in a letter addressed 
by me to Franklin Dexter Esq. (which [145.] he has made 
public) has been by some applied to those inhabitants of 
Boston who approved of that part of his oration relating to 
the moral conduct of General Jackson —this misapplication 
of my letter makes it necessary to declare that I did not mean 
to offend even one of his auditors or approvers — whilst writ- 
ing I thought’ but of him and his remarks, to the latter of 
which I returned other than thanks by the same right that a 
majority thanked him and opposition to them had no share 
in my motives — It may not be improper to remark that in 
this affair I have acted unadvised and uninfluenced by any 
person on earth; and to assure you that in this addressing 
you I seek nothing but to counteract the efforts of those who 
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may wish to torture or apply my letter to any other purpose 
or person than what it was intended for, or to whom it was 
addressed. 


I am respectfully your obedt. Servt. 
James Scallan.—

Whereupon it was voted, that the Chairman Messrs. Shaw 
& Silsby, be a committee to take the above letter, with any 
that may be received from Mr. Dexter into consideration and 
report at the next meeting of the Board what measures it 
would be proper for the Board to pursue.—

Mr. Shaw reported a new form of License to auctioneers, 
which was approved by the Board, and the Chairman directed 
to have some blanks printed conformable thereto. 


The Chairman reported that in compliance with the orders 
of the Board he had addressed a note to Franklin Dexter 
Esq. requesting him to lay before the Board a letter said to 
have been addressed to him in reference to the oration deliv- 
ered by him on the 5th instant, — and that Mr. Dexter in 
compliance with the request had inclosed him a letter signed 
by James Scallan, of which the following is a copy.

Sir, 

I consider the circumstances under which you vilified the 
private character of General Jackson on Monday as well as 
the matter contained in your remarks merit the reprobation 
of every person who possesses manly feelings or a proper 
regard for the day and occasion on which you uttered them, 
and having been so explicit in your opinion of him you must 
[14'7.] not be surprised to find one who will deal equally with 
you — this opinion (of mine) I have expressed publickly with 
a view that it might reach you which I expected would be 
ascertained by your notice of it, but as that has not occurred 
I give it to you direct, viz. In accusing General Jackson of 
inhumanity you uttered an untruth & in perverting the situa- 
tion in which you were placed to pourtray the manners & 
principles of those who achieved the independence of their 
country to the vilification of one of its most distinguished 
defenders you pursued a course opposite of what I consider 
honourable or manly— 
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If you wish to know who I am ask Col. Brooke at Mr. Del- 
anoe’s and if you wish to find me call or send to Barnums’ 
Hotel Marlboro’ Street.

The Chairman also reported.that the committee appointed on 
the 12th. instant had attended the duty assigned them, and 
asked leave to report,— That in their opinion the letter 
addressed to Franklin Dexter Esq. is a direct and daring 
violation of the rights and liberties of the community; and 
therefore highly necessary and proper for this Board to notice 
it. — They therefore recommend that a letter (of which the 
following [148.] is a copy) be addressed to the Hon. Secretary 
of War of the United States, which letter being read was unani- 
mously accepted, and ordered that the Chairman sign the 
same in behalf of the Board and forward it, with the copies 
mentioned therein by mail to the Hon. Secretary of War at 
Washington. 


Hon John C. Calhoun, Secretary of War. 
Sir 

The Selectmen of the Town of Boston beg leave to address 
you, on a subject deeply interesting to the rights and honor 
of the town. — It may perhaps not be unknown to you, that 
this town, in its corporate capacity and usually in connection 
with the executive government of the Commonwealth, has 
been accustomed from an early period of our Revolutionary 
War, to celebrate the anniversary of the declaration of inde- 
pendence as a day of national rejoicing. — Among other 
observances, suited to the character of a free people, and 
adapted to the nature and dignity of the occasion, the town 
has by vote, directed the Selectmen to appoint some, one of 
its accomplished citizens to deliver an oration, upon the char- 
acter & principles of the revolution, calculated to cherish a 
proud and grateful recollection of its distinguished events, 
and [149.] to maintain and perpetuate in the hearts of the 
people a steady adherence to its pure & illustrious principles. 
On the late recurrence of our national anniversary, this 
Board in conformity with the vote of the town appointed 
Franklin Dexter Esq., a gentleman distinguished as a scholar 
and civilian, son of the late Hon Samuel Dexter to deliver the 
annual oration, at a public meeting, at which the executive 
government of the state were pleased to unite with the govern- 
ment and citizens of the town; of the merits and character 
of that production, which has been since printed, and of which 
we take leave to forward you a copy, it is not at present neces- 
sary to say any thing. — Soon after the delivery of the oration, 
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and before its publication, a report» was circulated that Mr. 
Dexter had received a defamatory letter from an officer of the 
army of the United States written with the obvious design of 
drawing him into a personal contest, in consequence of some 
opinions expressed or supposed to have been expressed by 
him in the discharge of his public duty, and at which the per- 
son in question thought proper to take offence— 

Believing that such an attack from such a quarter, was in 
every respect more offensive and injurious to the public than 
to the individual, and viewing it as a direct and daring viola- 
tion of the rights [150.] and liberties of the community, this 
Board thought proper to make inquiry on the subject and for 
that purpose addressed a note to Mr. Dexter to ascertain the 
fact, whether any such communication had been received by 
him, and if so, requesting him to lay it before them — In 
pursuance of this request Mr. Dexter transmitted a letter 
purporting to be addressed to him and to be signed by James 
Scallan, a copy of which is enclosed. — upon further inquiry 
this Board were informed that Mr. Scallan, is an officer with 
the rank of lieutenant in the army of the United States. 

It is but an act of justice to Col. Brooke to whom the letter 
refers, to say that he entirely disavowed all previous knowledge 
of the transaction. — The letter itself speaks a language too 
clear to be misunderstood. — This plain narration of facts 
seems to require few remarks—had such a letter been 
add:essed to a public orator, by an individual, deriving no 
importance but from his personal character, it would have 
been considered as we hope by the orator himself, certainly 
by this Board, too unimportant to require notice. — But 
emanating as it does from a man bearing a military commis- 
sion under the United States, founded on the offensive and 
alarming assumption that any military officer has a right to 
[151.] call a citizen to account, for any expression of opinions, 
relative to the conduct of a military chief, upon an interesting 
public occasion and in discharge of a public duty, thereby 
impairing, and if submitted to, destroying all freedom of 
opinion and right of public discussion, it assumes a character 
of more importance. 

It will be obvious by a reference to the oration itself how 
entirely unfounded the construction is, which is put upon it, 
by the letter in question.— But without reference to that 
question, had it turned wholly upon an examination of the 
merits & conduct of any officer, the principles applicable to it 
would have been the same. — If there is any one of the rights 
and privileges of the American people more dearly cherished, 
more uniformly and strenuously asserted and maintained dur- 
ing our revolutionary contest more firmly fixed and established 
by the result of that contest, more essential to the very founda- 
tion of our whole system of popular government, than any 
other, it is the right of free, manly & liberal discussion of the 
measures and principles, the conduct and opinions of all per- 
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sons, of whatever rank or station, civil or military, holding 
offices or places of authority under the national or state gov- 
ernments. — This is a privilege too well established and too 
valuable to be questioned or invaded. — Without it, public 
opinion, which now [152%.] acts with so much energy, and on 
the whole with so much utility, would be little more than the 
mercenary applause or the turbulent clamor of an ignorant and 
degraded populace. — We might indeed continue to celebrate 
our national anniversary with splendid, but idle parade; and 
persons perhaps might be found, spiritless enough to address 
their countrymen in a tone sufficiently humble and subdued. — 
But such a celebration, by deviating from its character and 
losing sight of its object, would lose all its dignity and all its 
usefulness. — Instead of cherishing the virtues, enlightening 
the views, animating the hopes & invigorating the energies of 
freemen, it would serve only to show how widely we had 
departed, in all these respects from the principles of our ances- 
tors. — Instead of inspiring a liberal, ardent and elevated love 
of country, it would exhibit our country in a state too degen- 
erate and degraded, to command either respect or affection. — 
These remarks may perhaps appear to be more extended than 
the particular occasion would seem to warrant. — The attempt 
of an individual military officer to control the expression of 
public opinion, may appear too feeble to excite much indigna- 
tion or alarm. — Were it to stand alone, unattended [153.] by 
injurious consequences, it certainly would be so. — But exam- 
ples are dangerous, and single abuses, obtain from acquiescence, 
something of the force, and sanction of precedents, and hence 
the importance of repressing the first efforts of injurious 
design. : 

We can say with great sincerity, that we have not for a 
moment entertained the belief that so direct an encroachment 
on the liberties of the people will receive sanction or counte- 
nance from the government which we respect. — We have been 
unwilling, by any hasty appeal to the public, to excite an 
altercation between the army of the United States, and its 
citizens, which might be derogatory to the honor and preju- 
dicial to the interests of both.— We have considered the 
unwarrantable conduct of Lieut. Scallan, as deriving all its 
character and importance, from the circumstance of his holding 
a military commission under the government of the United 
States, and have therefore thought it a fit case to lay before 
his superiors in command, for their consideration.— 

We therefore, Sir, submit this plain and exact statement of 
the case to you, as Head of the Department of War, and 
through you to the President of the United States, as Com- 
mander in Chief of its military forces, in the full confidence that 
it will receive such notice and attention as its character 
demands, and [154.] that such measures will be adopted 
respecting it, as will in some measure do justice, to an injured 
community, and tend to deter others from similar attempts.— 
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Since this subject has been under discussion, a letter has 
been received from Lieut. Scallan, a copy of which is enclosed. 
— This Board however cannot perceive that the matter con- 
tained therein, does in any respect alter the grounds already 
taken by them.

to that effect was signed, requesting that a guardian might 
be appointed for him.— 


A certificate was signed by the Board that Thomas Williston 
a native of the town of Boston, a minor fifteen years of age is 
deaf & dumb, that he has no parents or guardian — that he 
has no property and unable to defray the expense of pone & 
instruction at the Asylum at Hartford.— 


The Chairman Messrs. Austin & Dorr were appointed a 
committee to pass on the renewal of the licenses of those 
retailers of spirits against whom there had been no complaint, 
recommending to the committee to place the names of those 
retailers who they had reason to believe were in the habit of 
selling liquor to be drank in their shops or places of business 
on the list of victuallers.— 


Messrs. Lovering & Austin reported a list of watchmen for 
the north & south watch, which was accepted.— 


The application of Edward Haynes for payment for land 
said to be taken from him some years since to widen Elm street, 
was referred to the Committee of Section No. 2. 


[456.] A complaint that Mr. Jeremiah Bulfinch had 
encroached on Mill Pond street was referred to the Committee 
of Section No. 1.— 
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A request from a number of citizens, that the Board would 
not grant licenses to auctioneers to sell contiguous to the 
Market — was read. — 


The Committee of Section No. 2 were requested to ascertain 
the cost of paving Myrtle street. 


Boston ss. Ata meeting of the Selectmen, Wednesday July 
21. 1819. Present the whole Board except Mr. Hunnewell. 


The committee appointed to pass on the renewal of licenses 
to innholders, retailers &c. &c. reported, that they had attended 
to the duty assigned them and had conformably to the recom- 
mendation of the Board, placed the names of those persons 
that were formerly licensed as retailers and who they were 
satisfied had viclated the law of the Commonwealth for the 
due regulations of licensed houses by selling strong or mixed 
liquors to be drank in their places of business, on the return as 
victuallers; the committee regretted to add that many persons 
were dissatisfied with this proceedure [15'%.] they (the com- 
mittee) therefore requested the Board would again take the 
subject into consideration and express some decisive opinion 
thereon. — The Board after recurring to the law of the Com- 
monwealth passed February 25th. 1787. for the due regulation 
of licensed houses were of opinion they could not (consistent 
with veracity) return those persons who had not conformed to 
the laws and regulations respecting licensed persons. It was 
therefore voted unanimously that the committee appointed to 
act upon the renewal of licenses be instructed, that no certifi- 
cate or approbation be granted to any person heretofore licensed 
as a retailer, unless upon inquiry the committee are satisfied it 
is the intention of such applicant strictly to comply with that 
part of the law which prohibits licensed persons entertaining, 
or suffering any person to drink strong liquors, or mixed liquors, 
in their shops, houses and dependences. 


The Committee of Section No. 2 reported they had inquired 
the cost of paving Myrtle street and found it could be done at 
75-100 pr. yard. 

This being the time assigned for licensing auctioneers for the 
year ensuing and as great complaints have been made to the 
Board against the conduct of some of the auctioneers near the 
market it was deemed necessary previous to their appointment 
to pass the following vote 


Voted, that no license be granted to any person to have, 
keep or occupy any office, to sell [158.] at public vendure or 
outcry any goods or chattels, in Market Square, Dock Square, 
Merchants Row, State street, Ann street and the passages lead- 
ing from Market Square to Ann street or any of the wharves. 
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The Board then licensed the following named persons as 
auctioneers for the year ensuing.

Mr. Burgess appeared to answer to the complaint against 
the driver of one of his carriages for demanding more than 
legal fare, Mr. B. denying the fact and the complainant not 
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appearing to substantiate the charge the further consideration 
of the subject was deferred.— 


The Chairman reported that in compliance with the direction 
of the Board he had transmitted $11.74% dollars to Jedediah 
Herrick [1'75.] Sheriff of the County of Penobscot, for the 
county tax on township of land No 5. belonging to this Town.— 


The Chairman & Mr. Lovering were appointed a committee 
to advertise that proposals would be received for supplying 
the oil necessary for the town lamps for the ensuing season.— 


The Chairman reported, that having been informed that the 
fence enclosing a small strip of land at the south end of Hawkins 
street was down, and that a new fence was erecting, and being 
also informed that the piece of land was used as a deposit for 
manure from the stable, & for the purpose of keeping hogs, 
which was so offensive to the inhabitants residing near the 
place, as to compel them to complain to the Board of Health: 
—and being of opinion the public good required that, that 
piece of land should be taken to widen that part of the street 
(which was the narrowest part) he had forbid the workmen 
from proceeding with the fence, until the meeting of the Board — 
The Board having a knowledge of the situation of the land, 
and agreeing in opinion with the Chairman, approved of his 
proceedings, and authorized the Committee of Section No. 2, 
to whom the Chairman was added, to take the land for the 
purpose of widening Hawkins street, and to inform Mr. 
Sullivan that a reasonable compensation would be made there- 
for.— 


[1'76.] Mr. John Cassell was licensed as an auctioneer, 
his place of business at No. 3. Boylston Square. 


An estimate being laid before the Board of the cost of rese- 
voirs & drains for conveying the water that runs down Walnut 
& part of Belknap streets under ground to the Frog Pond.— It 
was voted that the Chairman be instructed to inform Mr. D. 
P. Parker that the Board had taken the subject under con- 
sideration, and being of opinion that the object of carrying 
the water that comes down those streets under ground to the 
Frog pond was very desirable, had authorized him to say 
they would pay.on the part of the Town five hundred dollars 
when the reservoirs and drains were completed to the satis- 
faction of the Board.— 


A complaint from the inhabitants of South Boston against 
the conduct of the United States troops stationed there was 
communicated to the Board, whereupon it was voted, that 
the Chairman be instructed to wait on Gen, Porter with the 
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complaint and request the grievance complained of may be 
immediately attended to, and prevented in future. 


_[17%.] Boston ss. Ata Special Meeting of the Selectmen 
August 21st. 1819 — Present Messrs. Phillips, Oliver, Lovering, 
Austin, Dorr, Silsby & Shaw. 


The Chairman informed the Board he had called them 
together to consult and determine what measures it was neces- 
sary to adopt relative to Sumner street (see the report made 
by the Chairman the 19th. instant) — he now informed the 
Board the state of the street being such as to make it dangerous 
to citizens who might be passing through it; — he had deemed 
it necessary to send the police officer to Mr. Spear with notice 
of the state of the street, and to inform him he must be answer- 
able for any damage that might be sustained in consequence 
thereof.— That the police officer reported, he had performed 
the duty assigned him and had received from Mr. Spear the 
answer ‘“‘that the men who dug up the street had gone con- 
trary to his directions, and therefore did not consider himself 
responsible for any damage that might ensue.’ — The Board 
after duly considering the subject, voted, that the Chairman 
be instructed to send for Mr. Whitney, whose men had com- 
mitted the trespass, and order him to fill up the street imme- 
diately, or a prosecution would commence against him or 
them.—

[181.] Boston ss. At a meeting of the Selectmen Thurs- 
day, August 26, 1819; Present the whole Board except Mr. 
Dorr. 


The Chairman informed the Board that Mr. Dorr (of the 
committee of Section No. 2) previous to his leaving town had 
reported, that, conformable to the vote of the Board he had 
informed Mr. Haynes that the Board were willing to allow him 
$100 as a full compensation for the land taken from him some 
years since to widen Elm & Brattle streets, which, after Mr. 
Haynes refused to accept, that he Mr. Dorr informed Mr. 
Haynes if he would give the names of 6 persons as referees and 
the Board should approve of three of them he presumed they 
would consent that those three should decide what sum he 
should be paid by the town. The Board decided as Mr. Dorr 
was absent that the subject be deferred until his return. 


The Chairman reported that the carpenter previous to pro- 
ceeding to making the gutters for the Market House had 
examined the roof of the building, which was found in so bad 
a state as to require new covering. The Board after making 
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the enquiries necessary on this subject were of opinion that 
the roof would answer until another season without subjecting 
the building to any essential damage, and considering also the 
cost of a new covering [182.] would be great, for which there 
was no appropriation, directed the Chairman to suspend any 
further proceedings on this subject. 


The committee appointed to view Hawkins street & deter- 
mine what portion of the land should be taken from an estate 
under the agency of Geo. Sullivan Esqr. to widen that street, 
reported that they had attended to the duty assigned them 
and marked out the quantity of land that they deem necessary. 
The Chairman further reported on this subject that he was of 
opinion civility required Mr. Sullivan should be informed of 
the doings of the committee and in concurrence with them fix 
on some mode for ascertaining the compensation to be made 
by the town; that with this view of the subject he had called 
on Mr. Sullivan, and to his great surprise was informed by 
him that notwithstanding he at first consented that the land 
should be taken, yet he had since had a plan taken of the 
estate and the streets adjacent and should now withdraw his 
assent and oppose it as being not necessary for the public 
convenience and very injurious to the interest of his wards, 
that if the Board persisted in taking the land, he must insist 
on being heard on the subject and should oppose it in every 
stage. The Board after considering the subject were of opinion 
the land in question tho’ it would be a convenience [183.] to 
the public in widening the entrance to Hawkins street, yet it 
was not absolutely necessary at present, and therefore instructed 
the Chairman to inform Mr. Sullivan they had relinquished the 
design of taking the land. 


The committee appointed to advertise that proposals would 
be received for supplying oil for the town lamps, reported they 
had performed the duty assigned them. 


The Chairman communicated a letter he had this day 
received from the Honble. Secretary of War of the United 
States, enclosing a copy of a letter to Lieut. Scallan, which 
was referred to Mr. Shaw, to consider and report at the next 
meeting of the Board what part if any, of the correspondence 
with the Secretary of War respecting the conduct of Lieut. 
Scallan should be published. 


The Chairman informed the Board that he had been served 
with notice frora Mr. Silas Field that he shall apply to the Hon. 
Court of Sessions on the 31st inst to be licensed as an auc- 
tioneer at No. 18 Merchants row (which had previously been 
referred by the Board) The subject was referred to Mr. Shaw, 
to whom the Chairman was added to make such opposition as 
they may think proper either by personal attendance or 
remonstrance. 
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The committee consisting of the Chairman Messrs. Silsby & 
Shaw appointed to consider and report a suitable mode of 
recording [184.] all the streets, lanes, alleys, courts, places, 
slips, &c belonging to the town have attended the duty assigned 
them and, report, that in their opinion this is a subject of very 
considerable importance & for the want of such a record the 
town has sustained many losses. That an imperfect descrip- 
tion of the streets &c &c may lead to errors, litigations & losses, 
to avoid which and have a record as perfect as possible your 
committee were of opinion it was necessary to employ some 
person or persons to take a complete plan of each street &c &e 
as they now are; many alterations having been made in those 
that are on record) to obtain this desirable object your com- 
mittee applied to Messrs. William Taylor & John G. Hale who 
have named their terms which are now presented for the con- 
sideration of the Board— The committee would observe 
altho’ they demand $826 they are willing to perform the duty 
for seven hundred dollars. 


The committee would recommend that the surveyors be 
furnished with paper suitable for the purpose, which shall be 
bound into a book or books, that a plan of each street &e 
be taken on one leaf, with a description of the plan on the 
opposite leaf and a blank leaf left to record any additions or 
alterations that may hereafter take place. 

[185.] The above report was unanimously accepted and 
the Committee authorized to contract with Messrs. Taylor & 
Hales, that they shall be paid seven hundred dollars by the 
town when the business is completed to the satisfaction of 
the Board. 


Messrs. Lovering & Austin were appointed a committee to 
procure a suitable person for superintendent of the lamps for 
the ensuing season. 


The memorial from a number of citizens owning or occupy- 
ing stores in Cornhill was again taken into consideration, and 
it being suggested, if the clerk of the market was directed 
to order the horses or other cattle taken from the carts or 
other vehicles, belonging to persons from the country, who 
occupy stands in that street, for the purpose of disposing of 
produce from the country the grievance complained of would 
be diminished. — It was therefore ordered. That the Chair- 
man be instructed to direct the clerk of the market or police 
officer to order all those persons who occupy stands in Cornhill 
or Market street for the purpose of selling the produce of the 
country, to have their horses or other cattle taken from their 
carts or other vehicles and sent out of the street. 


[186.] Voted, that the Chairman be instructed not to 
receive any new application for license for selling spiritous 
liquors from and after this day.— 
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Boston ss. At a Meeting of the Selectmen September Ist, 
1819 — Present, Messrs. Phillips, Oliver, Lovering, Austin, 
Bass & Dorr.— 


Passed the quarterly & monthly accounts. 
7 Jurors were drawn for the United States District Court. 


Proposals for supplying eleven hundred gallons summer 
strained sperm oil for the town lamps were received from 
Messrs. Jos. P— Bradlee & William Lovering Junr. — the 
latter gentleman offering to supply it at the lowest rate; his 
proposals were accepted. 


The Chairman reported that a communication had been 
sent to the Court of Sessions stating the reasons that had 
induced the Board to refuse licensing auctioneers to sell near 
the market;— and also requesting the Hon. Court would not 
grant the application of Silas Field for a license to sell by public 
vendue at No. 18. Merchants Row. 


[18'%.] Messrs. Lovering & Austin not having determined 
on a suitable person to superintend the lamps;— Mr. Hay- 
ward was requested to attend to that business for the present.— 


Mr. David Williams was licensed as an auctioneer, his place 
of business in the chambers of house No. 60 Cornhill. 


Mr. Henry White was licensed auctioneer, his place of busi- 
ness No. 12 Prince street. 


The committee of-Section No. 2. to whom the Chairman 
was added, were authorized to have such parts of Temple 
street paved as they may think necessary to secure that street. 


The committee of Section No. 2. were authorized to make 
such repairs in Ann street as they may think necessary.— 


It being represented to the Board that Mr. David Hinckley 
was extending the foundation for a fence to his building on 
Beacon & Somerset streets beyond the limits heretofore pre- 
scribed by the Board;—it was agreed by the gentlemen 
present to meet on the ground tomorrow at 11. o’clock A. M. 
to view the same.— 


[188.] Boston ss. At a meeting of the Selectmen Wednes- 
day Sept. 8th, 1819. Present, Messrs. Phillips, Oliver, Austin, 
Bass & Dorr.— 


The Chairman & Mr. Dorr reported that they had attended 
to the duty assigned them respecting Temple street, & were 
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of opinion, that to prevent the destruction of the street it was 
necessary to pave across the head of the street & also two 
cutters, that if this only was done, the abutters were not com- 
pelled to put down edge stones & make the side walks, conse- 
quently there would be no support for the gutters & they 
would be liable to be torn up; in addition to which they con- 
sidered the gutters would constitute one third of the width of 
the street, which must be taken up & consequently lost when 
the street was paved which must shortly be done; They had 
therefore given orders to have the upper half [of] the street 
paved. — They also reported that Messrs Hart & Tuttle had 
offered to pave the remainder of the street & wait for their 
pay for this till next year. — The report of the committee was 
accepted and Mr. Dorr authorized to have the whole street 
paved on the conditions offered by Messrs Hart & Tuttle. — 
The Board agreeably to assignment met on the 2nd inst. at 
Beacon street & having viewed the foundation of the fence 
erecting by Mr. Hinckley on Beacon & Somersett streets, 
instructed the chairman to notify Mr Hinckley to stay all 
further proceedings on the fence until the further order of the 
Board. — The Chairman informed that he had notified Mr. 
Hinckley & had received a note from him in reply which he 
read. The Board after maturely considering the subject 
were of opinion as there would be width, after the side 
walks were laid, for two carriages to pass, it was not absolutely 
necessary to widen Somersett street, & as the benefit the pub- 
lic would derive from the small addition that could be made 
to [189.] the street would be adequate to the sum that might 
be recovered of the town; it was voted, that the Chairman be 
instructed to confer with Mr. Hinckley on the subject, & if he 
(Mr. Hinckley) will agree to have the hammered stone of the 
fence set as near his house as the present foundation will admit 
& will engage that no step from the platform of the door of 
his house on Somersett street shall extend on the side walk, 
& that he make no demand on the town for any land he now 
has thrown into the street, the Board on these conditions con- 
sent to his completing his fence on the present foundation. 


Return was received from the Brigade Major of the number 
of infantry in the Ist 2d & 3d. regiments. — Messrs. Lovering 
& Dorr were appointed a committee to purchase the powder 
necessary for them, & to have the cartridges made.— 


The application of Solomon H. Hudson for permission to 
fix his apparatus for trying lard in store No. 2 Locks wharf, 
was referred to Messrs Lovering & Austin. 


’The Chairman informed that a committee from the Society 
worshipping in Methodist Alley had waited on him with a 
complaint that they were interrupted & disturbed in their 
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public worship of God, & requested the aid of the Board. 
They also requested that Mr. Henry Davis a member of their 
society might be appointed one of the constables of the town 
for the purpose of apprehending any of the disturbers. 


The Board requested the Chairman to inform the com- 
mittee that they were disposed to afford all the aid & assistance 
in their power & to this end they had complied with their 
request & appointed Mr. Davis a constable [190.] and 
instructed the Chairman to direct the police officer to employ 
one of the constables at the expence of the town to attend 
with him, to apprehend any person or persons who might be 
culty of a breach of the law in this case, or those who were 
aiding & abetting others in so doing. 


Mr. Jos. W. Geyer requested permission to change his place 
of business as an auctioneer from Doane street to No. 1 Fish 
street which was granted.— 


The remonstrance of Wm Parmenter «& Silas Collamore 
against paving Richmond street was referred to the com- 
mittee of Section No 2.— 


The application of a number of the inhabitants of this town 
& Roxbury to open the street heretofore laid out over the 
land adjoining the Neck, called Northampton street «& to 
extend & make the same from the Neck eastward to the line of 
Roxbury, or Hill’s Dam, was referred to Mr. Lovering with 
authority to carry it into effect provided the expence to the 
town does not exceed one hundred dollars.— 


Boston ss. At a Meeting of the Selectmen, Wednesday Septr. 
15, 1819 — Present the whole Board except Mr. Hunewell. 


The Chairman reported, that conformably to the instructions 
of the Board he had conferred with Mr. Hinckley respecting 
the fence erecting by him on Beacon & Somerset streets, that 
Mr. Hinckley having agreed to the conditions named by the 
Board, he (the Chairman) had given permission to complete 
the fence.— 


[191.] Messrs. Lovering & Dorr reported, that they had 
purchased the quantity of powder required, and have agreed 
with persons to make the cartridges for the infantry of the 
brigade. 


Messrs. Lovering & Austin, to whom was referred the appli- 
cation of Mr. Solomon H. Hudson reported, that the trying 
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lard in store proposed by Mr. Hudson would endanger the 
safety of the town and that the request ought not to be 
granted.— 


Report accepted.— 


The committee of section No 2 to whom was referred the 
remonstrance of Wm. Parmenter & Silas Collamore, reported, 
that they had attended the duty assigned them, and as no 
sufficient reason had been assigned to stop the paving the 
street, they had directed the workmen to proceed — Report 
accepted— 


Mr. Lovering to whom was referred the application to open 
and extend Northampton street, requested further time to 
report on that subject, which was granted.— 


Application having been made by Doctr. Asa Bullard to 
the Judge of Probate for the County of Suffolk, stating 
that Rebecca Parrot of Boston widow is a lunatic, non com- 
pos mentis and incapable of taking care of herself. — The 
Board conformably to the direction of the Hon: [19%.] Judge 
of Probate took in question thereof and were of opinion that 
the said Rebecca Parrot was incapable of taking care of her- 
self.— 


Major Samuel Curtis was chosen superintendent of the 
lamps, during the pleasure of the Board.— 


The Chairman informed, that having received information 
that depredations had been made on Broad Way at South 
Boston by James Malone and others, he had directed the 
police officer to request Mr. Hales to accompany him to that 
place and ascertain the fact; that the police officer had reported 
the street had been dug away 19 feet on the length & 13 feet 
into the width of the street, as fully appears by the sketch 
taken by Mr. Hales. — The Board directed the Chairman to 
notify Mr. Malone if the damage was not repaired by 
Wednesday next he would be prosecuted. 


Mr. Dorr was requested to make another effort to settle with 
Mr. Haynes, for the land taken from him to widen Elm street, 
and to effect this, he was authorised to offer him any sum 
not exceeding three dollars pr. square foot for the land taken. 


Mr. Shaw was requested to desire the Solicitor General to 
advise & consult with Mr. Whitman respecting the suit brought 
by this Board on behalf of the town, for rights in the Town 
Dock. 
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[193.] The Chairman communicated a note from Wm. 
Donnison Esq. chairman of the sub committee for erecting 
a new prison, requesting a meeting of the whole committee 
on Monday next at 3 o’clock.— 


The Board voted to attend — 


Mr. Shaw to whom was referred a letter from the Secretary 
of War of the United States enclosing a copy of a letter to 
Lieut. Scallan & who was also requested to consider and report 
what part, if any, of the correspondence with the Secretary 
of War, respecting the conduct of Lieut Scallan should be 
published; reported that in his opinion it was not necessary, or 
advisable to publish any part thereof, but that the whole 
proceedings and correspondence be transcribed into a book 
and subject to the perusal of the citizens. 

Report accepted.— 


The following are copies of the letters above mentioned.— 
Department of War 
21st. Augst. 1819— 
Sir 

On the return of the President, I laid before him your 
communication of the 15th of July, with its enclosures, in 
relation to the conduct of Lieut. Scallan.— The great pressure 
of public business, after his return from his tour, preventing 
him from taking it up for decision until yesterday; and, by 
his direction, [194.] I enclose a copy of a letter to Lieut. Scal- 
lan, by which you will see the light in which the President 
views his conduct.— Although the President thinks his con- 
duct very censurable, yet, considering that he has heretofore 
sustained a good character, and that the motive by which 
he was probably actuated was the result of excitement rather 
than a deliberate intention to interfere with the rights of 
the citizens of Boston he is not of opinion that the offence 
is sufficiently great to dismiss him from the service of the 
United States, as that would be the highest mark of displeasure 
which he could evince, and ought to be reserved for more 
aggravated offences. 

The President directs me to assure the citizens of Boston, 
through you, that he is deeply impressed with the important 
truths, that the military ought to be kept strictly subordinate 
to the civil authority; and that the right of the citizens to 
express their opinions fréely as to publick men and publick 
measures is essential to our liberty; and that this right, on 
the anniversary of our Independence, assumes, if possible, a 
more sacred character.

Sir, 

The President has duly considered the statement of facts 
communicated by the Selectmen of Boston with your explana- 
tions contained in your letter of the 8th Inst: to this Depart- 
ment, in relation to your conduct towards Franklin Dexter 
Esqr.; and I am directed by him, to express his decided dis- 
approbation of your conduct. 

No right is better established or more sacred than that 
which every citizen has to express himself freely, in relation 
to publick men and_ publick measures; and there are few 
occasions in which this right ought to be held more sacred 
than in the celebration of the anniversary of our Independence. 


The oration of Mr. Dexter was delivered by appointment 
of the Selectmen of Boston, in conformity to the standing 
custom of the place, and under the sanction of the laws of the 
State. His oration is of the most temperate character; and 
even the part at which you took offence is expressed in gen- 
eral terms, without any necessary reference to any particular 
event.— Under these circumstances, your letter to him and 
your previous declarations, are considered by the President 
as highly improper.— The President in consideration of the 
good character which you have sustained as an officer, and 
under the impression, from all the circumstances of the case, 
that you acted rather from [196.] excitement, without due 
reflection, than from any deliberate intention to interfere 
with the rights of the citizens of Boston, confines his disap- 
probation of your conduct to a mere censure.— 

In taking this view of your conduct, the President has not 
overlooked the fact, that in entering into the military service 
of his country, an officer still retains his character and rights 
as a citizen; but reason and prudence ought both to point out 
to him a greater caution in interfering in any shape, particularly, 
in that in which you have interfered, with those rights, which 
are purely civil Had you been a private citizen only, your 
conduct would still have been improper, but you still would 
have been accountable to the courts of law only; but, as an 
officer of the army, it is considered as still more improper 
and as justly meriting the displeasure of the President, as 
the Commander in Chief of the army,

34 Jurors were drawn for the Boston Court of Common 
Pleas.— 


Mr. Oliver as chairman of a committee reported, that about 
the 16th Ultimo in ‘conjunction with a committee from the 
Board of Health they had viewed the common sewer passing 
under Merchants Hall (so called) in Milk street, of which com- 
plaints had been made to the Board of Health as a nuisance. 
— That it was their joint opinion in its present state, it was 
a nuisance and ought to be removed, or remedied — That it 
was the opinion of the committee this might be done by chang- 
ing the course of the common sewer, but as the present owners 
of the estate bought it with this incumbrance, not only the 
expence of changing the course of the common sewer, but as 
the present owners of the estate bought it with this incum- 
brance, not only the expence of changing the course of the 
common sewer, but that of keeping it in repair hereafter, 
must be borne by the present and future owners of that estate, 
therefore if the course of it should be changed the owners of 
that estate must enter into Bonds to indemnify the town 
against any expense that may attend it in future. 

He further reported that the joint committees had viewed 
Bangs’s Alley which they found in so noisome a state as to 
convince [198.] them of the necessity of a common sewer 
through said alley to Broad street, and that they had recom- 
mended to thé Board of Health to cause a sufficient common 
sewer to be laid in the premises aforesaid.— That the commit- 
tee had agreed that permission should be given to open the 
street, and that the expense should be apportioned on the 
abutters, and, from the necessity of the case, if any portion 
of the same could not be collected from the abutters it should 
be paid by the town.— Report accepted. 

The Chairman reported, that conformable to the vote of the 
Board of the 19th Ultimo’ he had informed Mr. Daniel P. 
Parker that the Board (on the part of the town) were willing 
to pay $500 towards erecting good & sufficient reservoirs and 
drains for carrying the water that runs down Belknap & Wal- 
nut streets into Beacon street under ground, into the Frog 
pond; he Mr. Parker paying or becoming answerable for the 
balance.— That Mr. Parker has since informed him, he will 
have suitable Reservoirs built and a drain two feet square in the 
clear, the whole to be built by Sargent & Hart to the satisfac- 
tion of the Board on the conditions mentioned by the Board.— 
The Board consented that the drain should be reduced to 2 
feet square in the clear and instructed the Chairman to author- 
ise Mr. Parker to have it completed.— 


[199.] Mr. Dorr reported, that in compliance with the 
vote of the Board he had (again) conferred with Mr. Haynes 
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on the subject of his demand against the town, and that there 
was not the least prospect of Mr. Haynes accepting the sum 
limited by the Board.— 


The Chairman reported, that in conformity to the vote of 
the Board of the 15th inst: he has notified James Malone to 
repair the depredation committed on Broad Way at So. Boston. 
— That in consequence of the notice Mr. Malone attended 
with Mr. Woodward and stated, that some other persons had 
committed much greater depredations than Malone and 
requested that the prosecution might be stayed for a few days 
to give them time to collect evidence of this fact, which he, 
(the Chairman) has consented to.— Approved by the Board. 


The Chairman informed that the police officer had been 
served with two summonses for actions brought against him 
(by Jonathan Amory Jr. and John Brazer) for removing 
incumbrances from Fosters Lane conformably to the orders of 
the Board. The Board directed the Chairman to hand them 
to Peter O. Thacher Esq. and request him to defend those 
suits.— 


The application of Barton & Downing to lease a lot of 
the Mill Pond land was referred to the committee of Section 
No. 2 with [200.] full powers to lease the same on such terms 
as they should think would be for the interest of the town.— 


The application of Luther Nathan for permission to erect 
a bakers oven in the kitchen of house No. 16 Union street was 
committed to Messrs. Austin & Dorr. 


The application of Solo H. Hudson for permission to fix 
kettles for trying lard in a building on Phila Packet wharf was 
referred to the Chairman & Mr. Silsby. 


[201.] Bostonss. At a Meeting of the Selectmen Wednes- 
day September 29. 1819 

Present Messrs. Phillips, Lovering, Austin, Bass, Dorr, 
Silsby and Shaw. 


Four grand and four traverse jurors for the Uuited States 
Circuit Court were drawn. 


On the application of Alexr. Townsend in behalf of Snelling 
Powell and others, voted that Messrs. Snelling, Powell, James 
A. Dickson and their associates have our approbation to act 
or carry on for profit, gain or valuable consideration, stage 
plays interludes or other theatrical entertainments at the 
theatre in Federal street for the ensuing year.— 
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A memorial was received from a number of citizens request- 
ing (for reasons mentioned in their memorial) that the trucks 
and carts may not be removed from the east end of Faneuil 
Hall, ordered to remain on file for consideration. 


The Chairman informed that Mrs. Deblois had been duly 
notified to have the foot way in front of her estate on Common 
street paved with brick or [202.] flat stone, conformable to 
law, with which she had not complied. The Chairman was 
requested to direct the police officer to call on Mrs. Deblois 
and inform her if it was not immediately done the workmen 
would have orders to do it and the bill sent her for payment. 


On the renewed applications of Silas Field, William Hartwell, 
Charles Willis and John White to be licensed as auctioneers in 
Merchants Row and Ann street, the Board having already fully 
considered the subject upon their former applications, and 
being then fully convinced that it would not be consistent with 
the public good to grant their licenses at the places proposed, 
and no new reason having occurred to induce this board to 
alter their determination upon the subject; — Voted that it 
is inexpedient to grant licenses for the places proposed in Mer- 
chants Row and Ann street. 


Mr Peter Coffin was licensed as an auctioneer, his auction 
office [203.] to be at No 34 India street. 


The Board being informed that part of the wall of First 
street at South Boston had given way and the street considera- 
bly injured by the late storms, the committee of section No 3 
were desired to have such repairs made as may be necessary. 


Boston ss. At a Meeting of the Selectmen on Wednesday 
Octobr. 6, 1819. 

Present Messrs. Phillips, Hunnewell, Lovering, Austin, Dorr 
& Shaw. 


The committee of section No 2 were authorised to lease the 
lot of the Mill pond land applied for by Messrs. Barton and 
Downing for seventy five dollars pr. annum. 


Return was made by Mr. Hunewell that he had examined 
the accounts of the Hay weigher for the quarter ending 30th 
September, the whole amount of the proceeds was $307.84 
and the balance due the town was $99.44 which the treasurer 
has been ordered to receive. 


The Board again took into consideration the application of 
Edwd. Haynes for payment [2O4.] for land taken from him 
some years since to widen Elm & Brattle streets and, voted 
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that the Board would give a list of twelve gentlemen from 
which Mr. Haynes might select three, to estimate the value 
of land taken for highway, corner of Elm & Brattle streets, to 
which Mr. Haynes agreed. A list was made and handed to 
Mr. Haynes. 


The Chairman communicated to the Board, notices that had 
been left with him from John White, Charles Willis Jr. and Silas 
Field (and Henry Orne their attorney) that application had 
been made to the Court of Sessions for licenses to sell at auction 
that the Court had assigned Tuesday next at 10 o’clock, to 
consider the subject— The Board directed the Chairman to 
send the Hon. Court an attested copy of the vote of the Board 
of the 29th ultimo on this subject. 


The committee of section No 1 made the following report. 
Boston 5th October, 1819. 
The committee appointed by the Board of Selectmen to 
examine an alleged encroachment on a public street by 
Nickerson have attended to that duty [and] respectfully report 
[205.]| That the estate now held by said Nickerson was pur- 
chased by him from Payson & Holbrook & by them of Jonas 
Welsh & the deed dated 15th Novr., 1796, bounded on Prince 
street seventeen feet, on the S. W. end by a passage way lead- 
ing to the North Mills 27 feet & on a level line running easterly 
5 feet, thence running easterly on a public passage way till it 
returned to Prince street; — said committee further report that 
the line on Prince street is about twenty one feet from the estate 
owned by Thomas Badger to the fence in front of said Nicker- 
son’s house & on the 8. W. line including the bevil there is an 
encroachment of one foot or thereabouts; Your committee are 
of opinion that said Nickerson has encroached & holds posses- 
sion of part of the town’s highway bounding on said Nickersons 
premises; & would therefore recommend that Mr. Taylor be 
employed to measure said estate & report the same to the 
board 
All which is respectfully submitted

The Committee to whom was referred the application of Mr. 
Luther to erect a bakers oven in Union street, informed they 
were ready to report on that subject, but as Mr. Luther was 
desirous the situation should be [206.] examined again the 
committee requested further time and also that there should 
be an addition to the committee, whereupon it was voted 
that the gentlemen present attend to morrow at 10 A. M. and 
view the premises. — 


The proposal of William Lovering Jr. for furnishing the 
quantity of winter pressed sperm oil for the town lamps was 
accepted. 
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The committee of section No 2 were authorized to have the 
necessary repairs made to that part of Charles street which 
joins Cambridge Bridge. 


The Treasurer of the Franklin Fund having informed the 
Chairman that his accounts were ready for inspection of the 
Trustees, Messrs. Bass, & Silsby were appointed, a committee 
for that purpose on the part of the Board. 


Mr. Lovering was requested to superintend the inspection 
of the military stores of the town with the brigade major. 


The Application of Mr. Brooks that the town would 
complete a part of the street leading from Broadway to the 
shipyard to enable him to occupy a lot he had purchased, was 
referred to Messrs. Lovering & Bass. 


The application of John Cassell to remove his auction office 
from No. 3 Boylston square to store No. 92-3-4 Fish street 
was granted. 


The application of William Hartwell to be [20'%.] licensed 
as an auctioneer in Exchange street was granted. 


A certificate was signed in favor of Mary Proctor a deaf & 
dumb daughter of John Proctor, additional certificates were 
also signed in favor of Emeline Fisher, Sally Jackson and 
Thomas Williston all deaf and dumb persons. 


Boston ss. At a Meeting of the Selectmen October 13th. 
1819 — Present Messrs. Phillips, Oliver, Lovering, Austin, 
Bass & Dorr.— 


The Chairman informed that Mr. Haynes had selected 
Messrs. Isaac Winslow, Joshua Davis & Samuel Fales, as refer- 
rees from the list made by the Board.— The Chairman was 
requested to notify those gentlemen, and Mr. Dorr requested 
to meet with the referrees.— 


The Chairman also informed that he, with Messrs. Lovering, 
Austin & Dorr agreeable to appointment met Mr. Luther and 
his attorney Mr. Barrell, that the committee viewed the 
premises and were unanimously of opinion that the public 
safety would be endangered by the erection of a bakers oven at 
the place applied for, and that his request [208.] ought not 
to be granted; That Mr. Luther was informed by the commit- 
tee of the report they should make: — since which Mr. Luther 
by his attorney had left the plan of an oven for the inspection 
of the Board, with a request that the Board would not decide 
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on the subject until the plan had been inspected by Mr. Hune- 
well.— The Board to gratify Mr. Luther postponed their 
decision until the next meeting. 


The application of Thomas Perkins Esq. that the Board 
would have that part of Belknap street between Olive & 
Beacon street lowered whereby the ascent would be lessened; 
—was referred to Messrs Hunewell & Lovering, to have 
such part taken off as they may think necessary, they were 
also authorized to employ Mr. Sprague to superintend the 
work.— 


Application having been made by Horatio H. Shaw to the 
Judge of Probate for the County of Suffolk, stating that Sally 
Hall of Boston, widow is non compos mentis, and incapable of 
taking care of herself — The Board conformable to the direc- 
tion of the Hon. Judge of Probate took inquisition thereof and 
were of opinion that the said Sally Hall was incapable of taking 
care of herself; — & return was signed to the Hon. Judge of 
Probate requesting that a guardian may be appointed for her.— 


[209.] The Chairman having informed that the leases of 
the stalls at the west end of Faneuil Hall will expire on the 
31 inst.— The Board authorized him to direct the clerk of the 
market to lease them at the same rate for the year ensuing.— 


The committee for the Latin schoolhouse were authorized to 
make such alterations in the lower room of that house as may 
be necessary for the accommodation of the scholars.— 


Boston ss: At a Meeting of the Selectmen on Wednesday 
Octobr. 20. 1819, Present Messrs Phillips, Oliver, Lovering, 
Austin, and Dorr. 


Joseph Pastor a minor 16 years of age, having no parents or 
guardian, was with his consent and by his desire apprenticed 
to Ezra Vinton of Charlestown, cooper until he arrives at the 
age of 21 years. 


The Chairman reported instructions to Mr. C. Hayward as 
commander of the town watch which on being read were 
approv’d by the Board. 


The Chairman (as one of the committee of the market) 
informed that the number [210.] of waggons from the country 
with cheese had so increased as to render their standing in 
Dock Square inconvenient, and proposed they should be 
removed to the square lying between Union street and the 
stalls north west of the market. The Board after considering 
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the subject voted that the Chairman be instructed to direct 
the Clerk of the Market to have all those waggons or carts 
from the country with cheese or the principal part of their 
loading consisting of cheese placed in the most convenient part 
of the square lying between Union street and the north west of 
the market. 


Captain Winslow Lewis having requested that a committee 
might be appointed to ascertain the bounds of the land granted 
by the town for the rope walks. The Board appointed Messrs. 
Hunnewell & Lovering a committee for this purpose. 


The application of Mr. Davis cabinet maker to lease a lot 
of the Mill pond land was referred to the Chairman with power 
to lease the same. 


Mr. Samuel G. Williams was appointed an auctioneer to sell 
at large but debarred [211.] having any office or place of 
business in those streets or lanes from which others have been 
restrained. 


The committee on accounts were authorized to allow John 
Redman’s bill for paving the side walk in front of Mrs. Hath- 
aways house in West street, she being unable to pay for the 
same. 


Boston ss: At a Meeting of the Selectmen, Wednesday 
October 27. 1819 Present Messrs. Phillips, Lovering, Austin, 
Bass, Dorr, Silsby & Shaw. 


The Chairman informed that he had this day seen Mr. Hune- 
well, who informed him, he had viewed the place where Mr. 
Luther had applied for permission to erect a bakers oven & 
that he (the Chairman) had also shown him the plan of the 
oven — The Board being fully satisfied that the place was 
unsuitable for the business proposed. 


Voted, that the report of the committee of the 13th inst. be 
accepted. 


Mr. Lovering of the committee appointed [212.] the 20th 
inst. on the application of Capt. Winslow Lewis — Reported 
that Capt. Lewis was satisfied the former rope walk stood on 
the proper bounds and that he had directed the new one to 
be placed conformable thereto. 


The committee appointed to examine the annual account 
of the Treasurer of the Franklin fund —reported that they 
had examined the same by the bonds & endorsements and 
found it correct & that the sum of three hundred and ninety 
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five & 7% dollars is the balance of cash in his hands which 
account and the statement of instalments due and unpaid is 
in the bundle of mixed papers. 


The report of the referrees to whom was referred the demand 
of Amos Binney or Edward Haynes, was opened (Mr. Haynes 
being present) and the award accepted by the Board, Mr. 
Haynes observed he was satisfied with the award as far as it 
went, but that there were damages sustained by him that the 
referrees did not take into consideration, on which subject he 
requested to address the Board in writing, his request was 
granted. ; 

The application (in person) of Mr. Josiah Knapp that the 
watch house in Orange street, which [213. ] he stated, stood 
partly on his land, and had for some time past and now is a 
great nuisance to him, might be remov’d; was referred to 
Messrs. Oliver, Hunewell & Austin.— 


The Application of Silas Field to be licensed as an auctioneer 
in Exchange street, of Thomas Boardman to be licensed as 
an auctioneer No. 102 Fish street & Timothy Hathaway to be 
licensed as an auctioneer in Newbury street were severally 
granted.— 


Boston ss. At a Meeting of the Selectmen November 3d 
1819 — Present Messrs. Phillips, Oliver, Lovering, Austin, 
Bass, Dorr & Shaw. 


Passed the monthly accounts.— 


A communication from Edward Haynes stating the damage 
he had sustained in consequence of a part of his land being 
taken to widen Elm «& Brattle streets, being read; The Chair- 
man informed the Board he had written Mr. Bulfinch, request- 
ing such information on this subject as he may be able to 
give.— The Board directed the communication should remain 
on file until a reply was received from Mr. Bulfinch.— 


[214.] The application of Capt. Winslow Lewis for per- 
mission to extend his new rope walk thirty feet more over the 
platform now leased to him than the former walk covered for 
reasons mentioned in his application (which isin the file of 
mixed papers) was granted during the pleasure of the town or 
the Selectmen.— 


The Chairman reported, that he had examined the accounts 
of the Clerk of the Market for the quarter ending 30th October 
inclusive, the receipts amounting to $2,544.40 which the treas- 
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urer had been directed to receive; — the expenditures and the 
clerk’s salary amounting to $339.56 had been put on the 
monthly draft. 


The representation of Capt. Stone of the Columbian Artillery, 
stating that the land on which their gun house stands is not 
sufficiently large for their accommodation, — was referred to 
the committee of section No. 1.— 


Mr. Lovering reported that the military stores which the 
town was by law obliged to provide and keep in some suitable 
place, was now complete.— An account of which is in the 
bundle of mixed papers.— 


[215.] Boston ss. At a Meeting of the Selectmen Tues- 
day November 9th 1819.— Present Messrs. Phillips, Oliver, 
Lovering, Austin, Dorr & Shaw. 


22 erand & 35 traverse jurors were drawn for the Supreme 
Judicial Court. 


Boston ss. At a Meeting of the Selectmen Wednesday, 
November 10th 1819 — Present Messrs. Phillips, Hunewell, 
Lovering, Austin, Bass, Dorr & Shaw.— 


The Chairman represented that the town watch in the dis- 
charge of their duty, frequently apprehended thieves, and 
persons guilty of riotous and other unlawful proceedings, and 
that they were often called upon by the inhabitants to take 
into custody persons guilty of the crimes above mentioned, 
which cases happening in the night, the commander of the 
watch (Mr. Caleb Hayward) found it extremely difficult to 
procure a mittimus to commit the offenders;— he therefore 
proposed that the Hon Mr. Hunewell be requested to apply 
to His Excellency the Governor & the Hon Council to com- 
mission Mr. Caleb Hayward as a Justice of the Peace for the 
county of Suffolk.— The Board after due consideration were 
fully sensible of the utility of the measure, and with a firm 
belief that he would not abuse the authority with which he 
[216.] would be invested.— Voted, that the Hon. Mr. Hune- 
well be requested to apply to His Excellency the Governor & 
the Hon. Council to commission Mr. Caleb Hayward as a 
Justice of the Peace for the county of Suffolk. — 


Mr. Shaw to whom was referred the application of Equality 
Weston for the loan of $200 — of the Franklin fund, reported 
that in his opinion the sureties offered were not sufficient.— 
Report accepted. 


The Chairman informed that Mr. Silas Field had applied 
for a license to sell at auction, his office to be at No 80 Prince 
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street; The Chairman observed as this was not one of the 
streets in which the auctioneers were prohibited keeping their 
offices & making ‘sales by public vendue, he should (in con- 
formity to the discretion vested in him by the Board) have 
given him a license, but as Mr. Field informed him it was his 
intention, notwithstanding the prohibition of the Board to 
make sales by public vendue in Merchants Row, he thought 
his duty compelled him to withold the license until he had 
made this statement to the Board.— After due deliberation, the 
Board Voted, That the Chairman be instructed not to deliver 
a license to any person to sell at public auction, unless a written 
application is made therefor, containing an assurance from 
the applicant that he will not sell at public vendue in any of

* The demand of Israel Thorndike Esq. for a part of the expense 
of removing the foundation of his buildings in Summer street 
and throwing about seven hundred feet of land into the street 
was referred to Mr. Hunewell to examine if the agreement 
with Mr. Thorndike (for which see proceedings of the Board 
May 6th. 1818) was complied with on his part, and a deed of 


_ the land executed.— 


The school committee being notified to meet at the Select- 
mens room at 4 o’clock — obstructed the further proceedings 
of the Board.— 


* The Chairman gave notice to the Board; that he had been 
informed that Mr. John Minchin who was licensed at No. 5 
Lendells Lane was now selling by public vendue at No, 18 
Merchants Row, in defiance of the prohibition of the Board. 
The Chairman was instructed, in case Mr. Minchin persisted 
in making sales at public vendue in that store, to cause him 
to be prosecuted therefor;— on which subject he would con- 
sult Mr. Shaw. 


{[218.] Boston ss. At a special meeting of the Selectmen 
on Monday November 15th. 1819.— Present Messrs. Phillips, 
Oliver, Lovering, Austin, Dorr & Shaw. — : 


This meeting was called in compliance with the request of 
several citizens, who stated, that it was their belief that the 
late fires at the rope walks were caused by some vile incen- 
diary or incendiaries, and requested that the Board would 
offer a reward for their detection, the amount of which reward 
should be paid from the sums subscribed by the offices and 
individuals of the town for this purpose.— 

The Board being satisfied that the late alarming and destruc- 
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tive fires at the rope walks were caused by design directed 
the Chairman to have the following advertisement inserted 
in the papers, viz.— 


One Thousand Dollars Reward! — 


The Selectmen of the Town of Boston, being satisfied that 
the late alarming and destructive fires at the ropewalks were 
caused by design, and being deeply impressed with the impor- 
tance of punishing so daring an outrage with prompt and 
exemplary severity, hereby earnestly request their fellow- 
citizens to use the utmost vigilance in detecting the perpetra- 
tors; and [219.] hereby offer the above reward to any person 
or persons who shall give such information as shall lead to 
the conviction of the offender or offenders in a court of justice.— 

By order of the Selectmen 
November 15. 1819. Turner Phillips, Chairman. 


And that he cause three hundred hand bills to be printed 
and posted up in different parts of the town, and distributed 
among the inhabitants. 


Boston ss. At a Meeting of the Selectmen November 17th. 
1819.— Present Messrs. Phillips, Hunewell, Lovering, Austin, 
Bass, Dorr & Shaw.— 


Mr. Taylor having completed the survey of the estate of 
Mr. Nickerson, by which it appears Mr. Nickerson 
or others have encroached on the public highway, it was 
voted that the Chairman be instructed to notify Major Bar- 
zillai Hudson, guardian to said Nickerson to remove the 
incumbrances without delay. (Notified) 


The committee on accounts were authorized to allow Mr. 
William Taylor two hundred dollars for about twenty one hun- 
dred square feet of land, being that part of Myrtle street from 
[220O.] the street of Belknap’s heirs to the rope walk, to South 
Russell street, and part of the expense of removing his build- 
ing; Mr.. Taylor giving a warrantee deed of the land. — The 
same committee were also authorized to allow Col. Amos 
Binney one hundred «& fifty dollars upon his giving [a] quit 
claim deed for land taken from an estate in Elm street about 
the year 1809, belonging to him or Mr. Edward Haynes for 
the purpose of widening Elm & Brattle streets, they also 
giving an acquittance for all demands for damages sustained in 
consequence of the lands being taken. 


Mr. John White had permission to have a sale by public 
auction at the office formerly kept by him in (No. 4) Ann street 
on Saturday next and three days of the next week for the 
express purpose of disposing of the goods now in the store.— 
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Mr. William Hartwell had also permission to sell at the office 
formerly kept by him in store No. 6 Ann street three days of 
the next week, (he naming the days) for the same purpose it 
was granted to Mr. John White. 


Mr. Lovering was authorized to make such repairs on Front 
street as were necessary.— 


Mr. Austin was authorized to make such repairs to the 
engine house on the bridge in Ann street as was necessary.—

ber 24th, 1819.— Present Messrs. Phillips, Oliver, Hunewell, 
Lovering, Austin, Dorr & Shaw.

The Chairman informed that conformably to directions of 
the Board he had notified Major B. Hudson of the encroach- 
ment by Mr. Nickerson on Snow Hill or Thacher street, that 
Major Hudson had attended & assured him he would procure 
the deeds of Mr. Nickersons estate, and auvend to the business 
without unnecessary delay.— 


The Chairman reported that Mr. Edward Haynes had con- 
sented to receive the sum of one hundred &«& fifty dollars in 
full for Col. Binney’s demand for the land taken from his 
estate to widen Elm street & Brattle street, and for his (Mr. 
Haynes) demand for damages sustained by him for removing 
the cellar wall and altering the frame of the building on the 
said land.— 


Mr. James A. Dickson having enclosed with a fence a small 
piece of land on Federal street (to remove a nuisance) and the 
Board having viewed the same, it was voted, that the fence 
be allowed to remain, Mr. Dickson acknowledging in writing 
that he claimed no right to the land and that he would remove 
[222.]| the fence whenever required so to do — (the obliga- 
tion is in the trunk.) 


Mr. Austin, was requested to have the town’s slip at the 
bottom of Cross street repaired.— 


Mr. Hunewell reported that Col. Thorndike had complied 
with the vote of the Board of the 6th May, 1818 —and had 
thrown the land mentioned in that vote into Summer street.— 
The committee on accounts were therefore directed to place 
three hundred dollars on the next draft to the credit of Israel 
Thorndike Esq.— 


The committee on accounts were directed to complete the 
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monthly & quarterly draft on Monday next, to accommodate

The Board being dissatisfied with their messenger, it was 
voted, that Mr. Champney be notified that his services will not 
be required by this Board after the first day of January next. 
— And that suitable measures be taken to procure a person to 
supply his place.

ber Ist, 1819 — Present Messrs. Phillips, Oliver, Hunewell,

The committee to whom was referred (on the 27th October 
last) the application of Mr. Josiah Knapp made a report which 
was re-committed for the purpose of ascertaining if a piece of 
land could be obtained of Messrs. Homes & Bass at a reasona- 
ble rate, and if not, to endeavour to obtain some other piece

[224.] Boston ss. At a Meeting of the Selectmen Decem- 
ber 8th, 1819.— Present Messrs. Phillips, Oliver, Lovering, 
Austin, Bass & Dorr. 


The Committee appointed to take into consideration the 
necessity of removing the trucks, carts & sleds from the east 
end of Faneuil Hall, made the following report.— 

That from the extreme crowd in Market Square and the streets 
adjacent thereto, occasioned by the teams of our country 
friends it is rendered indispensably necessary that more room 
should be made for their accomodation and that of the public; 
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and they hereby recommend that all the trucks, carts & sleds 
which have been allowed to stand at the east end of Faneuil 
Hall, be removed into Broad, Commercial & Central streets, 
from and aiter the eighteenth day of this present month 
under the superintendence of the police officer — which report 
being read was accepted.— 

Whereupon it was ordered, that from and after Saturday the 
18th. instant, no trucks, carts, sleds or other carriages belong- 
ing to the inhabitants of the town of Boston, be allowed to 
stand in the street or on the town’s land at the east end of 
Faneuil Hall —and that the Chairman be directed to cause 
the above order to be published conformable to law.— 


[ 225.] The committee to whom was referred the applica- 
tion of Mr. Ebenezer O. Torrey to erect a bakers oven, reported, 
— That they had examined the place named by Mr. Torrey 
in Back Street, at the back of a cabinet maker’s shop, and were 
of opinion it was not a suitable place for that purpose.— Report 
accepted.— 


The application of Mr. Silas Field, that the restriction of 
the Board respecting sales by public vendue in certain streets 
near the market might be taken off as it respected him, or that 
his application for his license might be given up to him; — was 
not granted. 


The application of a committee of the people of color that 
they may be permitted to visit the school provided for their 
children, was so far granted, that they are permitted to visit 
the school for the purpose of hearing the children read and 
view their writing, and also to notice what children absent 
themselves from the school, in order that they may call on 
their parents and endeavour to persuade them to compel their 
children to attend.— But they are not permitted to interfere 
with the government or regulations of the school; — and if 
they have any well grounded complaints against the instructors, 
they are to make them known to this Board.— 


(226.] Boston ss. Ata Meeting of the Selectmen Decem- 
ber 15th.

The Chairman communicated a [22'%.] note he had received 
from William Donnison Esq. notifying the whole committee 
on the subject of a new prison, to meet on Thursday the 23d 
of December instant at 3 o’clock P. M.— 


Passed a number of applications for approbation of licenses.

Mr. Elisha Smith was appointed one of the constables of the 
town on‘ condition of his procuring bondsmen that shall be 
approved by the Board.— 


Passed on a number of applications for licenses.— The 
Solicitor General & Mr. Whitman being in waiting to examine 
the records &c preparatory to the trial respecting the town 
dock, the Board suspended all further proceedings to their 
next meeting. 


[228.] Boston ss. At a Special Meeting of the Selectmen 
Tuesday December 28th 1819 — Present Messrs. Phillips, 
Oliver, Hunewell, Lovering, Austin, Bass & Dorr. 


24 Traverse jurors were drawn for the Supreme Judicial 
Court. 


Boston ss. At a Meeting of the Selectmen December 29th. 
1819 — Present Messrs. Phillips, Oliver, Lovering, Austin, 
Bass, Dorr & Shaw.— 
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Passed the monthly draft. 


Mr. Elisha Smith appointed one of the constables at the last 
meeting of the board, proposed Messrs. John Roulstone & 
Alexander Parris as his bondsmen, which were approved. 


The application of Daniel Messinger Esq. that the rent of 
the room in the old Town House occupied by him might be 
reduced, or, that the room recently occupied by Mr. Charles: 
Bridge might be added to his room, for the whole of which he 
was willing to pay five hundred dollars pr annum; The Board 
were of opinion as the rents of the rooms at the west end of 
the house had been reduced, and as rents had generally fallen, 
that it would be more for the town’s interest to comply with 
Col. Messinger’s request than to take the risk [229.] of pro- 
curing a new tenant, and therefore voted, that from and after 
the expiration of the present quarter, the committee of the 
Town house be authorized to lease to Col. Messinger the room 
now occupied by him and the office lately occupied by Mr. 
Bridge for five hundred dollars per annum. 


On the representation of Allan Pollock, sealer of weights 
and measures, stating that the fees for sealing, was not an 
adequate compensation for the time and services required, 
and requesting the Board would make him a grant of money 
for office rent and keeping the register for the last two years,— 
It was voted, that altho’ this Board are fully satisfied that 
Mr. Pollock has faithfully and assiduously performed the 
duties of his office, yet it is not in their power to grant his 
request, and if the fees established by law are not an ade- 
quate compensation for the services required, his recourse 
must be to the Legislature of the Commonwealth.— 


The Chairman having stated that a number of the town

The police officer made a return of the fines received by 
him, and paid to the town treasurer for the quarter ending 
the 31st December last amounting to twelve dollars fifty 
cents. 


Mr. Jonas Ames was appointed one of the constables of 
the town on condition of his procuring bondsmen that shall 
be approved by the Board. 


Passed on several applications, to be approbated as vict- 
uallers. 


[231.] The police officer reported that there were three 
stone stumps on or near the side walks of the town that were 
dangerous to foot passengers viz.— one in Marlborough street 
one in Cornhill & one-in Union street. 


Voted that the Chairman be instructed to direct the police 
officer to have them taken up or broken off as may be found 
most convenient. 


Boston ss. At a Meeting of the Selectmen on Wednesday the 
12th. January 1820 — Present Messrs. Phillips, Oliver, Hune- 
well, Lovering, Austin, Bass, Dorr & Shaw.— 


On the application of Major Oliver Johonnot and Mr. Rich- 
ard Edwards.— Representation was made to the Hon. Judge 
of Probate for the County of Suffolk — that John Hutchin- 
son of this town, sailmaker, does by excessive drinking & 
idleness, so spend ‘and waste his estate as thereby to expose 
himself and family to want & suffering circumstances, and 
praying that a guardian may be appointed for him. 


The Chairman communicated to the Board the request of 
Mr. Silas Field, that he might be permitted to sell at public 
vendue near the market, as long as others sold, or until they 
are compelled to desist from selling.— The Board decided 
that Mr. Fields request could not be granted, but as Mr. 
Field complained, that, by his assurance to the Board [232.] 
in his application for a license, he was not placed on an 
equal footing with other auctioneers;— the Board being of 
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opinion, that as Mr. Field had manifested a disposition to

The committee to whom was referred the application for 
widening Congress street, made a partial report; — they were 
instructed to ascertain what portion, if any, of the cost of 
widening that street would be paid by those persons who 
own estates on the street. 


The persons named by Mr. Jonas Ames, viz. Messrs. Edward 
Childs, Joseph Kingsley & Amos Penniman, for his bonds- 
men as one of the constables of the town, were accepted by 
the Board. 


The proposition of Mr. Amos Wood, to keep Cambridge 
street, from Chambers street to the bridge in complete order, 
so far as relates to the gravel or sand that may collect in that 
street, was agreed to, on condition, that he keep the drains 
in that street clear— for which Mr. Wood is to have the 
exclusive right to all the manure, gravel & sand that may 
collect in that portion of the street. 


The Chairman communicated the notice he had received 
from Judge Donnison, that the committee for erecting a new 
prison would meet on the morrow, to receive the report of 
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the sub committee appointed to select one of the plans that 
had been offered for the county prison. 


[234.] Mr. Alexander Black having offered for the con- 
sideration of the Board, the pattern of an oil bucket and 
burners for the lamps, constructed by him.— The subject was 
referred to the Chairman, Mr. Lovering & Mr. Dorr, who were 
requested to confer with Mr. Black on the subject. 


The school committee having been notified to meet this day 
and part of them having assembled, the further business of 
the Board was referred to their next meeting. 


Boston ss. At a Meeting of the Selectmen January 26th. 
1820 — Present : Messrs. Phillips, Oliver, Lovering, Austin, 
Dorr & Shaw.— 


The committee appointed (at the last meeting of the Board) 
to confer with Mr. Black on the subject of new invented oil 
buckets & lamp burners,— reported, that they had met Mr. 
Black and conversed with him on the subject referred to them; 
— but as Mr. Black informed them he had no authority from 
Major Melvill who was concerned with him, to name any par- 
ticular sum for the use of (what they called) their right, the 
further consideration of the subject was postponed.— 


[235.] Ordered, that the report (furnished by the Solicitor 
General) of the decision of the trial in the Supreme Judicial 
Court respecting the Town Dock, be transcribed into the Book 
in which is copied the opinion of counsel employed by the 
Board previous to the suits being commenced.— 


The Chairman informed the Board he had received infor- 
mation that Capt. Benjamin Rich had applied to the Legisla- 
ture for an act to incorporate himself & associates as proprietors 
of an estate near Dock Square, formerly owned by David 
Greenough & others, and as a part of the building erected on 
this estate was doubtless intended for a public market, he 
suggested for the consideration of the Board whether it was 
not their duty to oppose it.— The Board after examining the 
proceedings of the Town on the 14th June last, were of opinion 
the vote then passed was imperative on them to remonstrate 
against the petition,— and voted, that Mr. Shaw be requested 
to draft a suitable remonstrance to be signed by the Board and 
sent to the Hon. Legislature as soon as may be.— 


Mr. George Odiorne having informed, that eight hundred 
dollars had been subscribed to procure a first rate clock to be 
placed in the church on Park street, and the Board being of 
opinion that it would be of public utility.— Voted, that the 
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clock when put up free of expense to the town «& delivered to 
the [236.] Selectmen, would be considered as one of the town 
clocks and attended to accordingly. 


Mr. Hayward as commander of the town watch was author- 
ized to add to the pay roll of the center watch for this month. 
seventy five cents for the constable of the watch « fifty cents 
to each of the watchmen who were on duty, for extra services 
performed by them on the night when the misdemeanor was 
committed by the people of color.— iy 


A complaint having been made “that the drivers of carts, 
trucks of sleds standing. in Broad street, assemble in great 
numbers on the side walk, in front of stores in that street to 
the great annoyance of the owners or occupiers of those stores;” 
— And calling on the Board to remedy the evil:—It was 
voted, that the Chairman be instructed to address a note to 
some of the principal owners of the vehicles usually standing 
in that street, requesting them to call a meeting of the truck- 
men and have a committee appointed to meet the Board on 
Wednesday next at 4 o’clk P. M..to confer with them, & devise 
some amicable arrangement that shall (if possible) meet the 
wishes of all parties, & remedy this evil in future. 


[23%.] Boston ss. At a Meeting of the Selectmen Feb- 
ruary 2d. 1820 — Present Messrs. Phillips, Oliver, Lovering, 
Austin, Bass, Dorr & Shaw.— 


Passed the monthly draft. 


The Chairman informed that conformably to a vote of the 
Board of the 26th. ultimo a remonstrance against the petition 
of Benja. Rich & others had been signed and sent to the Hon. 
Legislature, of which the following is a copy. 


“To the Honorable the Senate & House of Representatives 
of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, in General Court 
assembled. 


The Selectmen of the Town of Boston respectfully represent, 
that they have just learned that a petition of Benjamin Rich 
Esq. & others is now pending before your honorable body, the 
object of which is to obtain an act of incorporation for them- 
selves and associates, as proprietors of an estate or estates 
situated on or near Dock Square and the ancient market in 
the town of Boston; that not having seen the said petition or 
any official notice thereof your memorialists are not certain 
that the object of said petition is distinctly understood, but if 
their apprehension thereof is correct, they beg [238.] leave in 
behalf of & under instructions of the inhabitants of said town, 
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most respectfully and earnestly to remonstrate against the 
granting of said petition, unless under such restrictions as may 
render the same consistent with the rights & interests of said 
town.— 

In support of this remonstrance, your memorialists beg leave 
to represent, that at the June session of the Legislature 1818, 
and also at the last June session similar petitions were pre- 
sented by David Greenough & others, then proprietors of the 
same estate, for the same purpose substantially, as your peti- 
tioners believe, upon which occasions, the inhabitants of the 
town, duly convened for that purpose, determined nearly or 
quite unanimously, to oppose the prayer of said petitions, and 
on the last of which occasions appointed “‘the Selectmen a 
committee to present a suitable remonstrance to the Legisla- 
ture against said petition & therein to pray that in any act of 
incorporation which might be granted to said petitioners upon 
their petition, or upon any other petition, which might at any 
time thereafter be presented by said petitioners, or any other 
person on the same subject, a restrictive clause might be 
inserted so as effectually to protect the rights & interests of 
the town from injury. 

Without knowing the precise object or specific prayer of said 
petitioners, your memorialists believe the object thereof [239.] 
to be, to obtain a grant either in express terms or under general 
powers, to establish a market for the sale of provisions. The 
establishment of such a market, by private citizens, in the 
vicinity of the ancient market, your memorialists believe will 
be incompatible with the rights & highly injurious to the inter- 
ests of the town.— Without detailing all.the reasons & grounds 
of this belief, your memorialists beg leave to refer to the several 
official proceedings of the town upon that subject, authenti- 
cated copies of which are herewith presented, also the remon- 
strance of the inhabitants of Boston to the petition of David 
Greenough & others presented at the last session of the Legis- 
lature. 

Your memorialists duly appreciate the laudable enterprise 
of all those public spirited citizens, who are disposed to add 
to the accomodation, convenience & elegance of the town, by 
the erection of new buildings, and would not willingly impede 
them in the pursuit of any object, not directly & apparently 
incompatible with the rights & interests of the town. 

But apprehensive that these rights and interests will be inju- 
riously affected by the establishment of a market at the place 
proposed, and in obedience to the instructions of the inhabi- 
tants of the town, your memorialists pray that in any act 
which may be passed to incorporate the proprietors of lands 
in the vicinity of Market or Dock Squares, a clause may be 
inserted, expressly [240.] restraining such corporation from 
occupying using or improving any building erected or to be 
erected upon such estate, as and for a public market. And as 
in duty bound will ever pray.”’— 
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The Chairman also informed, that agreeably to the instruc- 
tions of the Board at their last meeting he had sent a note 
to the owners of the carts, trucks or sleds usually standing in 
Broad street — a copy of which is on file of mixed papers. 


A circular letter from the Mayor of the City of Savannah 
was communicated to the Board, stating the calamity that had 
befallen that city by fire, calling on those who were charitably 
disposed for assistance. The Board after duly considering 
this subject, and not finding a precedent that would authorize 
them in their public capacity to recommend the adoption of 
any measures on this calamitous occasion, voted, that Mr. 
Shaw be requested to take the circulars that had been received 
from Savannah and Wilmington «& confer with some of the influ- 
ential gentlemen of the town on the subject of raising a sum by 
subscription for the relief of the sufferers.— 


The Chairman communicated a note he had received from 
Peter C. Brooks Esq Chairman of the committee of the Honora- 
ble [241.] House of Representatives to whom was referred the 
petition of B. Rich & others for incorporating the estate near 
‘the market by the name of Museum Hall, requesting to be 
informed ‘if the Selectmen could think of any restrictions 
which would remove their objections to the bill — and at the 
same time permit a market.’”’— The Chairman was requested 
to reply to Mr. Brooks’ note, and instructed to inform him 
this Board cannot think of any restrictions that would remove 
their objections to the bill now before the Hon. House of Repre- 
sentatives short of having a clause inserted restricting the cor- 
poration from using any part of the building as a market— 
Mr. Brooks’ note with the reply is in the bundle of mixed 
papers.— 


The Chairman as one of the committee of the Market, 
reported that he had examined the account of the Clerk of 
the Market for the quarter ending the 29th January last, the 
receipts amounting to $2927.80. which he had directed the 
treasurer to receive. The expenditures including the quarter’s 
salary of the clerk amounting to $602.30. had been placed on 
the monthly draft.— 


Mr. Hunewell (committee on the Hay Scales) reported that 
he had examined the Account of the Hay-Weigher for the 
quarter ending the Ist January last; the balance due the town 
$98.89 — The Chairman had directed the treasurer to receive.— 


Messrs. Lincoln, Wheetwright & others having [242.] 
associated for the purpose of forming a nightly patrol to 
extend from India wharf to Sea street, requesting the appro- 
bation of the Selectmen — The Board having approved of 
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the same it was voted, that the constables of the town watch 
be directed to give the patrol all the assistance they may need, 
& to receive and secure any person or persons that may be 
brought to them by the patrol, for breaking into houses, stores 
or vessels, or attempting to set fireeto any building or any 
combustible matter or thing which may prove hazardous.— 


A committee from the owners of trucks &c. not appearing 
agreeably to the request of the Chairman in behalf of the 
Selectmen, the further consideration of the complaint against 
their drivers was referred to the next meeting of the Board. 


Boston ss. _ At a Meeting of the Selectmen February 9th 1820. 
Present Messrs. Phillips, Hunewell, Lovering & Bass.— 


The day being excessive stormy, prevented a majority 
of the Board from assembling, no business was transacted.— 


[243.] Boston ss. At a Meeting of the Selectmen Feb- 
ruary 16th 1820— Present Messrs. Phillips, Oliver, Lov- 
ering, Austin, Bass, Dorr & Shaw. 

On the application of Mr. George Barker, representation 
was made to the Hon. Judge of Probate for the County of 
Suffolk, That John Coates of this town bookbinder does by 
excessive drinking «& idleness, so spend and waste his income 
as thereby to expose himself to want and suffering circum- 
stances, and praying that a guardian may be appointed for 
him.— 


Messrs. Francis Southack, Baker, and John R. Gould book- 
binder, were approved as bondsmen for Alexander Mitchell 
appointed constable.— 


On the application of Mr. John H. Schaffer — voted, that 
he and his associates have our approbation, to act or carry 
on, for profit, gain, or valuable consideration, stage plays, 
interludes or other theatrical entertainments at the amphi- 
theatre in the Washington Gardens so called near the Mall 
in this town for one year from this day.— 


The Chairman communicated a letter he had received from 
the Mayor of the City of New Orleans accompanied with a 
copy of the digest of the City Ordinances, elegantly bound 
and gilt.— The Chairman was instructed to have [244.] one 
copy of the by-laws and orders of this town bound in the 
same manner as those that were sent to the Intendant of 
the City of Charleston, and forward it to the Mayor of the 
City of New Orleans.— 
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An application from a committee of the directors of the 
Boston & Roxbury Mill Corporation requesting that an article 
may be inserted in the warrant for March meeting — ‘‘To 
determine what further time the town will allow the Boston 
& Roxbury Mill Corporation to complete their works accord- 
ing to law to entitle them to the grants of the town.” — 
Voted, that the same be inserted in the warrant for March 
meeting.— 


The proposition of a committee from the Masonic lodges 
respecting the old Town House was referred to the committee 
who have the charge of that building; to whom were added 
Messrs. Shaw & Dorr, who were instructed to ascertain the 
amount received by the town treasurer for rents of offices &e 
on the second floor of the building,— and also to form an 
estimate of the repairs that would probably be necessary 
in the course of two years.— 


The proposal of Mr. Pliny Clap to keep Broad street clean 
during the present year & attend to the grates in that street, 
on condition of his being entitled to the manure that may 
collect in that street;— was agreed to by the Board.— 


[{245.] The Chairman informed that he had authorized 
the police officer to employ such labourers as he may deem 
necessary to level the snow in those streets where it was haz- 
ardous or difficult.for carriages to pass, and in certain cases 


to have it carted out of the streets — which was approved 
by the Board.— 


The Chairman was requested to have a dinner provided 
for the Selectmen, school committee, instructors in the schools 
&e—on the semiannual visitations of the public schools 
on Friday the 25th instant.— 


The committee to whom was referred the subject of widen- 
ing Congress street,— reported — that they had conversed 
with Mr. Robbins, one of the proprietors of the land, and that 
he was willing a ‘part of it should be taken for the purpose 
of widening the street at the price he gave for it, and that he 
was also willing to discount such a proportion of the amount, 
as three judicious persons to be appointed by the Selectmen 
should assess on him for the benefit it might be to his estate. 


The Board being of opinion that the widening of Congress 
street would be of public utility — voted, that the sum of 
five hundred dollars be paid to the proprietors of the land 
on that street, lately belonging to the corporation of the Boston

Sir 

On commencing your duties as Captain of the Watch, you 
will observe the following orders, and be vigilant in your 
attention that they be scrupulously observed and faithfully 
executed by the watchmen in the service of the town and who 
are [111.] under your orders.— The Selectmen in appointing 
you to the station repose full confidence in your fidelity, dili- 
gence. and ability in the performance of the various and impor- 
tant duties connected with the station.— 

You are to cause the rules which have been adopted for the 
regulation of the watch to be carried into complete effect.— 
a printed copy of these regulations are now handed you here- 
with. 

You will consider your station the Center Watch house.— 

You will consider your duties as commencing one hour 
before the sitting of the watches in the several sections, and 
as closing at the expiration of their service.— 

You will attend to the sitting of the watches and see that 
they are on duty at hours prescribed. 

You will see that the watches are regularly relieved at the 
proper hours. 

You will walk the rounds occasionally and see that the men 
are attentive and faithful to their trusts. 

You will regulate the tone and manner of crying the time 
of night by the watchmen, and be particular that it be cried 
in such a manner as not to disturb the inhabitants of the town 
by loud vociferations, you will prevent the cause of the frequent 
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complaints, that are now made on this account, by directing 
them to sing on the proper key what is necessary for them to 
state. 

(112.] You will see, that the watchmen go out singly and 
that two watchmen do not walk together. 

You will direct the man to challenge all passengers when on 
duty, by calling who’s there. ; 

You will direct the men to return to their watch boxes 
after having walked the rounds in their several sections, and 
there remain until the time arrives for them to go on duty 
again,— on quitting their box, they are to lock it and take the 
key with them.— 

You will when the lamps are to be lighted, see that this 
duty is performed by the lamp lighters. 

You will see that the constables of the Watch make regular 
returns of the occurences of the night in their several sections. 

You will be particular in making your return from these 
every day regularly, by twelve o’clock to the Chairman and 
sooner if any thing important has occurred. 

You will commence your duties to night.

[132.] Boston ss. At a meeting of the Selectmen August 
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Sth. 1821 — Present The Chairman, Messrs. Baxter, Loring, 
Babcock, Billings, Fennelly, Fitch & Wells. 


The Chairman informed the Board he had conversed with 
Mr. Rice on the subject of opening F street, at South Boston, 
as voted at the last meeting,— he was of opinion considerable 
expense would be saved the Town if the street leading from the 
school house to the Ship yard was opened, thence to Rice &. 
Henshaw’s factory, it would better accomodate all the parties 
interested; Therefore voted to reconsider the vote passed on the 
first instant concerning F street, and that the Board proceed to 
South Boston and lay out the street as above described as 
soon as convenient.— 


The Chairman informed the board that complaint had been 
‘made to him, that the wharf at the bottom of Foster street 
had caved in & was otherwise out [of] repair — The subject was 
referred to the Committee of Section No. 1. to view and report. 


[133.] The Town having voted at a meeting holden on the 
2d July 1821 — “ That the Selectmen be request [ed] to adopt 
such measures as they may deem expedient, to show proper 
respect to the U. 8. Cadets from West Point, when they shall 
arrive in Town.” The Board proceeded on the 3d. of the same 
month, to appoint a committee, to make the necessary arrange- 
ments for their reception — The Chairman, Messrs Wells & 
Billings, were chosen on the committee.— 

The Selectmen having received official information from 
Maj. Worth the commander of the Cadets, that they proposed 
entering the town on the 7th instant; and the committee 
having made the necessary arrangements for their reception the 
Board proceeded to the line of the town on the Neck, accom- 
panied by the marshalls of the day, and a number of citizens 
where they met the U. S. Cadets at 9 o’clock A. M.— The 
Selectmen were introduced to Maj. Worth, their commander, 
by Col®. Pickman, the chief marshal, after which the Chair- 
man proffered them the hospitality of the town, in behalf of 
his fellow citizens & proposed to conduct them to the place 
assigned for their encampment on the Common, at their pleas- 
ure.— Maj. Worth made a pertinent reply, in which he accepted 
their civility with much pleasure, suggesting that he should 
answer more fully before he left town — The escort was then 
immediately taken up & the Cadets conducted to the Common, 
where they encamped.— 


[134.] At one o’clock, a collation was provided at Con- 
cert Hall, where the Selectmen accompanied by the marshalls 
set down with the Cadets.— 

On Saturday August 11th, the Board proceeded to the Senate 
Chamber at 12 o’clock, & from thence moved in procession to 
the Common, accompanied by the Commander in Chief, Jus- 
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tices of the Supreme Judicial & United States Courts, foreign 
consuls, officers of the army, navy & militia, a number of 
strangers of distinction & other invited guests, under the 
escort of a battallion of infantry, commanded by Cap’t Brim- 
mer, to the Common, where the Cadets soon arrived.— Maj. 
Worth accompanied by his staff, advanced in front of the 
Selectmen, when the Chairman presented him with a stand of 
colours with the following address. 

Being called to reflect on the institutions of our country, we 
find much reason to rejoice that our origin was at a period, in 
which the arts which contribute to the welfare of a nation, 
were in general well understood, and rightly appreciated.— 

With the history of other nations, as lessons of experience & 
wisdom our fathers devised the government, framed the laws, 
formed & endowed the institutious, which have for many 
years, not merely upheld our nation in domestic tranquility & 
happiness; but shed a lustre on our history at home & abroad, in 
peace & in war, cheering to our thoughts, [1385.] bearing 
joy & consolation to the firesides & bosoms of every friend of 
his country.— 

Among other institutions of our government in which we 
have a pleasure & a national pride, is that of public schools for 
the education of our youth in military and naval tactics, and 
of these none is held more highly in our estimation than the 
one which has at this time done us the honor of a visit, & of 
which you, sir, are one of the much respected instructors, with 
the thought that our national glory in arms may hereafter be 
confided to the skill & judgment of some one, or more, of these 
young gentlemen, we feel a lively interest, an anxious concern 
in the improvement, character & honour of every individual 
under your charge, for while we deprecate a state of war, & 
pray we may be delivered from any hostile attempt, yet we 
are fully sensible that the true policy of our government, is 
& will be, in peace to prepare for war. 

With this sentiment, with veneration for the institutions of 
our fathers, with particular & especial approbation of the 
military school under your charge, with sentiments of high 
respect for the administration of our general government 
which has & I trust will continue to foster & support this 
institution to the honour of our country, and in conformity to 
the spirit of hospitality, which the inhabitants of the town of 
Boston, entertain towards you & the pupils under your charge; 
in behalf of those inhabitants & in their name I have the honour 
to present [136.] you and through you to the Military 
Academy at West Point, this stand of colours.— 

May it long remain in that part of our country hallowed to 
our feelings by the recollection of the fortitude & patriotism 
which the immortal Washington there displayed, in a time of 
peril & calamity in opposing not only the powerful force of our 
open enemy; but in confounding the perfidy & treachery of 
his fellow officer in arms” 
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To which Maj. Worth made the following reply. 

“In accepting this splendid manifestation of the munif- 
icence of the citizens of Boston — of their goodwill towards & 
approval of, the conduct of the Corps, which it is my good 
fortune, pride & honor to command, I feel entirely inadequate 
to the task of making to you and your fellow citizens suitable 
acknowledgements. It cannot be doubted that this day & the 
interesting associations connected with it, will operate as a 
powerful excitement to honorable enterprise, whenever foreign 
ageression shall compel the people to call them to the defence 
of our common country; & that whether in peace or war, they 
will, by the transactions of this day, deem themselves doubly 
pledged, to conduct as becomes brave soldiers & good citizens.— 

That this sacred emblem of our Country will never be tar- 
nished by them individually or collectively as a corps, I have no 
hesitation to pledge everything dear to a soldier, & this [137%.] 
battalion flag, sir, will ever be their rallying point whether in 
defence of our country’s honor or in pursuit of the science 
essential to successful war.— 

We particularly recognise on this occasion, the genuine 
expressions of attachment to the government & institutions of 
our country generally, & an approval of every act calculated to 
consolidate its power & secure its defence — such sentiments 
are the natural growth of a soil where the spirit of Liberty first 
sprang into life-— Unable as I am to do justice to the occasion, 
I can only offer you the cordial thanks of the superintendant, 
proffessors & teachers of the Military Academy & more especially 
of this youthful corps, with the sincere assurance that the citi- 
zens of Boston shall never have occasion to reflect that their 
kindness & confidence has been misplaced. ’”’— 

The Cadets then marched to their encampment, stacked their 
arms & immediately returned & joined in the procession under 
the escort before named, which moved to Faneuil Hall, where 
the whole company partook of a collation provided for the 
occasion.— 


[138.] Boston ss. At a meeting of the Selectmen August 
15th. 1821.— 
Present the whole Board.— 


Voted, that the thanks of the Board be given to the gentle- 
men who acted as marshals, in conducting the escort of the 
Cadets into town, and officiating at the collation &c. on Satur- 
day:— for their able, discreet & judicious conduct on those 
occasions; and that this vote be communicated to them by 
the Chairman.— 


A remonstrance against a building occupied for rectifying 
spirits on Swetts wharf, was committed to the Chairman, 
Messrs. Loring & Fitch.— 


SELECTMEN’S Minutss, 1821. 213 


An application from J. & D. R. Griggs for lease of land, or 
flats south of [the] Mill Dam, on which to erect a store was 
committed to the committee of the Common.— 


Application from Charles Davis & Jonathan Dorr to lay open 
a passage way adjoining lot No. 1, on the neck & also to open 
Northampton street, was committed to the whole Board.— 


Petition of Jonathan Prescott & others to have part of Mr. 
Bulfinehs stable cut off to widen Mill Pond street was com- 
mitted to the whole Board.— 


[139.] The committee on Warren street, reported that it 
is inexpedient to lay another drain in said street, but in case 
the present cross drain is discontinued, to lower the gutter so 
as to take the top water over the ground to Orange street; — 
report accepted.— 


On motion of Mr. Wells, the following vote was passed & 
ordered to be recorded, viz.— 


Voted: That every member shall be required to serve on 
every committee on which he may be chosen unless he assign 
some satisfactory reason for declining to perform the duty 
assigned him;—and in order that the business of the board 
may hereafter be conducted with regularity, it is voted: that 
every committee be required, and it shall hereafter be a stand- 
ing rule of the board, that they make report of the proceedings 
upon the subject matter referred to them either verbally or in 
writing, unless when expressly stated to the contrary at the time 
of their appointment; — such report in all cases to be recorded, 
to the end, that no proceeding of any one, two or three individ- 
uals shall appear as the act of the board, without having received 
its sanction at a regular meeting thereof.— 


[140.] Boston ss. At a meeting of the Selectmen August 
22d, 1821.— 
Present the whole Board.— 


A precept was received from Hon. Thomas Dawes Judge of 
Probate for the County of Suffolk, directing inquisition to be 
made into the circumstances of William Ray, represented (by 
Samuel C. Gray & Thomas Ward) to be a person non compos 
mentis, and incapable of taking care of himself,— inquisition 
was accordingly made, and a return signed to the judge recom- 
mending that a guardian should be appointed for him.— 


The Chairman informed that he had obtained a plan of the 
elevation of Olive street; — The plan was referred to the Com- 
mittee of Section No 3 — to view and report on the expediency 


.of conforming the street to that plan.— 
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The petition of Abraham Quincy and others,— praying that 
the owners or drivers of meat & vegetable carts who are in the 
habit of standing in Broad street, may be ordered to remove;— 
was referred to the Committee of Section No. 3.— 


[141.] Boston ss. At a meeting of the Selectmen August 
29th, 1821 — Present the Chairman, Messrs. Baxter, Loring, 
Babcock, Fennelly & Fitch.— 


On a precept received from the Hon. Judge of Probate, in- 
quisition was made into the circumstances of William Clough — 
and a return was made that the said Clough was a person non 
compos mentis & incapable of taking care of himself. 


The application of the Mill Pond Corporation to ascertain 
the height of the streets, was referred to the Committee’s 
of Section No. 1 & 2. 


The application to have the streets in Distillhouse square 
repaired; — was referred to the Committee of Section No 2.— 


‘ The Application: of Edward Tuckerman respecting the 
pump and side walk in front of his store, in Dock square; — 
was referred to the committee of the Market.— 


The Chairman communicated a letter from Hon. William 
Prescott — stating that he would be accountable for the sum 
of one hundred dollars towards defraying the expense of lay- 
ing the sidewalk in front of Mrs. McClinch’s estate in Bedford 
street,— on condition, that the street be paved the present 
year; —[142.] The Board thereupon authorized the Commit- 
tee of Section No 4. to proceed and pave that street, and to 
pay any sum not exceeding fifty dollars towards the expense 
of paving the side walk in front of Mrs. McClinch’s house.— 


The Chairman stated to the Board, that the law required 
that the town should furnish ten cartridges for each soldier 
belonging to the infantry, and one quarter of a pound of pow- 
der to each soldier of the artillery, for the general muster on 
the 24th. September, instant; — The whole subject was referred 
to the Chairman, Messrs. Baxter & Loring, to make the neces- 
sary arrangements, to comply with the requisitions of the law. 


The Board proceeded to examine the drains for acceptance 
as laid by the proprietors of the Mill Pond Corporation — And 
accepted the following, vizt.— From Gooch, through Meri- 
mack and Traverse streets to the Canal — (except where it 
connects this drain between the Mill.Pond & Gooch street. 
The proprietors of the Mill Pond must at their own expense 
lay from where their present drain is, made of plank, to the 
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drain in Gooch street, and connect the same in a proper man- 
ner) from Ivers street through Merrimac to Traverse street.— 
[143.] From Portland across Merrimac & Friend streets, 
through Market street to the Canal. From the north end of 
North Margin street to the creek adjoining the north mills.— 
(This was the last sewer which was made.) 


The subject of repairing Middlecot street was referred to 
the Committee of Section No 38.;— with instructions to pave 
the gutters in that street, on condition that the inhabitants 
pave the side walks. 


The Committee of Section No. 2— were authorized to pave 
North Russell street, on condition that the inhabitants pave 
the side walks, free of any expense to the town. 


The Committee of Section No 1. was authorized to make 
such repairs in Ship & Cross streets, as they shall judge to be 
necessary.— 


The Committee of Section No 2. was authorized to repave 
‘part of Green street. 


Mr. Billings was requested to act in place of Mr. Child as 
one of the Committee of Section No. 4. 


The application of Mr. Josiah Marshall to have a permanent 
watch established in the Market — was committed to Messrs. 
Wells & Fitch.— 


The Selectmen attached to the different schools were 
requested to furnish the schools with wood for the ensuing 
season; The Chairman to furnish the Latin School. 


[144.] Bostonss. Ata meeting of the Selectmen, Septem- 
ber 5th. 1821.— Present, The Chairman, Messrs. Baxter, Bab- 
cock, Billings, Fennelly & Fitch. 


The Chairman reported that he, with Mr. Melcher went to 
the magazine in Roxbury, & examined the town’s powder.— 
many of the casks were inspected in 1811 & 12. many of them 
have gone to decay & have been exchanged for new ones, 
many others require exchanging.—It is his opinion that 
enough good powder can be selected to make the cartridges 
for this autumn — It will then be best to sell the remainder 
at auction and purchase the quantity required by law of fresh 
powder.— There is however nine quarter casks which Mr. 
Melcher has condemned — The same ought to be sold immedi- 
ately as it may now bring something, but in a short time will 
not be worth anything.— The Board ordered the nine casks 
to be sold at auction immediately. 
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The application of William D. Bell & others, owners & 
occupants of houses in Back street, to have that street raised 
so as to convey the water down Stillman street; was referred 
to the Committee of Section No 1. 


[145.] The Chairman & Mr. Fitch were appointed a com- 
mittee to examine & settle the account of William Minot 
Esq. ‘Treasurer of the Franklin Fund, for the past year. 


A communication from the Mill Pond Corporation on the 
subject of making a dividend of the land filled up on the south 
west side of the Canal; — was referred to the AO a s of 
Sections No. 1 & 2.— 


A petition from Charles R. Codman & others, praying that 
the name of Lendells Lane, may be altered to that of Lindall 
street, was read;— And the Town Clerk directed to give 
notice in the two daily papers, that the subject will be con- 
sidered and acted upon on Wednesday the 19th. instant. 


The committee of the Common to whom was referred the 
application of J. & D. R. Briggs, reported that the Chairman 
be authorized to lease them a lot of land bordering on the Mill 
Dam, not less than fifty feet in length and extending on Charles 
street to within five feet of the Gun House at a rent of one 
dollar per foot per annum.—Report accepted.— 


The Chairman was authorized to lease to Mr. Henry Baldwin, 
a [146.] piece of land on the Neck laid out as a street on the 
north front of a house owned by Mr. Coverly and occupied by 
said Baldwin, on condition that he enclose the land with an 
open fence & engage to remove the same when required by the 
Selectmen.— 


Boston ss. At a special meeting of the Selectmen, Sep- 
tember 7th. 1821. Present the Chairman, Messrs. Baxter, 
Billings, Babcock, Fennelly & Fitch. 


The subject under consideration being the expediency of 
building a yee ae market.— 


Voted; it is expedient to build a new vegetable market, 
forthwith.— 

After consideration and making an estimate of the probable 
cost of digging and boxing a cellar under the building, consider- 
ing the length of time which would be required to perform that 
service & further, the Town having made no appropriation 
for the purpose, it was voted, to be expedient to make a cellar.— 
Voted, That the building be ‘of wood, with a gravelled roof. 
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Voted; that the building be placed on the north side of Fan- 
euil Hall, that it cover all the ground to the extent the Market 
now covers north and east [14'9.] including the passage between 
Faneuil Hall and the present market except fifteen. feet for a 
passage way between Faneuil Hall and the proposed building. 


Voted; the Chairman cause a plan to be drawn, and advertise 
for proposals in writing from any person disposed to contract 
to build the same. 


Boston ss. At a meeting of the Selectmen September 12th. 
1821.— Present The Chairman, Messrs. Baxter, Babcock, 
Billings, Fennelly & Fitch. 


34 Traverse jurors were drawn for the Court of Common 
Pleas.— 


A certificate was signed approving of Mrs. Elizabeth Powell 
and James A. Dickson with their associates to act or carry on 
for profit, gain or valuable consideration, stage plays, inter- 
ludes, and other theatrical entertainments at the theatre in 
Federal street, the year ensuing. 


[448.] Boston ss. At a Meeting of the Selectmen Sep- 
tember 19th. 1821.—Present the whole Board, except Mr. 
Wells. 


Wendell R. Barker was appointed a constable for the present 
year.— 


The Chairman, Messrs. Baxter and Loring a Committee to 
purchase the military stores required by law;—for the in- 
spection of the Brigade Quarter-master. 


Voted, to discontinue the name of Lendell’s Lane to a pas- 
sageway leading from Congress street to Kilby street; — and 
that the said passage way shall in future be known only by the 
name of Lindall street. 


Warrant was issued for a Town Meeting to be holden on 
Tuesday next at 10 o’clock, A. M. — 


A plan of a vegetable market was exhibited ;— and the Chair- 
man, Messrs. Loring & Billings were appointed a committee 
to contract for building the same agreeable to the plan.— 


The Chairman was instructed to have the clock on the church 
in Hollis street repaired.— 


[149.] The Chairman, Messrs. Loring & Baxter a committee 
[to] fit up the town armoury.— 
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The committee on the Market was instructed to inquire if 
any improvements can be made in Faneuil Hall so as to increase 
the income to the town, without injuring the building. 


Boston ss. At a meeting of the Selectmen September 26th 
1821.—Present the whole Board.— 


An application from Lemuel Shaw Esq. agent to the heirs of 
Watson Freeman, deceased, claiming indemnity for land given 
by the Town to J. L. & B. Austin, in exchange for some of their 
land taken to make Derne street, and afterwards sold to said 
Freeman, which land is now claimed by one of the heirs of Gov. 
Hancock, was read, and committed to the Chairman, Messrs. 
Loring & Babcock. 


The committee to whom was referred the petition of A. 
Quincy & others reported that it is inexpedient’ to take any 
measures on the subject of removing vegetable carts from 
Broad street. 


The application of J. & D. R. Griggs on the subject of land, 
corner of Charles street & Mill Dam, was referred to the com- 
mittee of the Common.— 


[1£50.] The application of Col. Fairbanks and Mr. C. C. — 
Nichols in behalf of the Massachusetts Charitable Mechanic 
Association, for the use of Faneuil Hall, at their triennial 
anniversary, was granted.— 


Boston ss. Ata meeting of the Selectmen October 4th. 1821. 
—Present the whole Board.— 


The committee appointed to examine the accounts of the 
Treasurer of the Franklin Fund, reported, that they had exam- 
ined the accounts & found them correct,—and that there 
remained in the hands of the Treasurer the sum of eight hundred 
& forty three dollars two [cents?] not on interest.— 


The subject of fencing in the lots on the Mill Pond, was 
referred to the committee of Sections No. 1 & 2. who were 
instructed to cause two of the lots to be fenced immediately. 


The Board on further consideration of the subject of 
opening Northampton street, agreeable to the wishes of Mr. 
Dorr & Mr. Davis, appointed the Chairman, Mr. Billings, & 
Mr. Baxter a committee, with instructions if they should 
judge it expedient, to make a contract with Messrs. Dorr & 
Davis to open[151.] and complete the street above named to 
the satisfaction of the Selectmen provided the whole expense 
to the Town of Boston shall not exceed six hundred dollars.— 
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The Chairman was requested to advertise for proposals for 
painting the outside of Faneuil Hall — applications to be 
received until the 13th. instant.— Also to communicate with 
Rev. John Codman on the subject of the Town dock.— 


The committee of Section’ No 4. were requested to fence in 
the Town’s land on the north side of the street leading from 
Washington street to South Boston bridge, provided the 
expense should not exceed one hundred dollars; — They were 
also instructed to have the streets at the South part of the 
eae repaired: —the expense not to exceed one thousand 

ollars.— 


In consequence of the numerous applications for licenses to 
retail spirituous liquors — It was voted: 

That the Board will approbate no person for a license as an 
innholder, victualler or retailer of spirituous liquors, prior to 
the first day of January next. 


[152%.] Bostonss. At a meeting of the Selectmen, October 
10th 1821.— 
Present the whole Board.— 


Voted, That the Town Clerk inform all persons who may 
apply to be approbated for licenses to retail spirituous liquors; 
— That their applications will not be acted upon until after the 
Ist. January next.— | 


The application of George Bond and William Sturgis on the 
subject of widening Summer street, was referred to the com- 
mittee of Section No. 4, with instructions to pay such sum as 
they may think expedient; — not exceeding twenty per cent of 
the value of the land taken into the street. 


The Chairman informed the Board that he had conversed 
with Mr. Codman on the subject of -improving the Town’s 
right in the Town Dock; — but from some suggestions of Mr. 
Codman, he was of opinion that it would be well to consult 
counsel before any further measures were taken on that sub- 
ject: — The Board appointed the Chairman, Messrs. Babcock 
& Wells,'a committee for that purpose.— 


The time having elapsed for perambulating the lines between 
this town and the towns of Roxbury & Dorchester; The Board 
[153.] requested the Chairman to give notice to the Selectmen 
of those towns, that they proposed to meet them on Thursday 
the 25th. instant for that purpose.— 


Complaint having been made that Thomas Thompson and 
others had incroached on Common street by placing the steps 
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of their houses on the side walk; — The Chairman was requested 
to give notice to Mr. Thompson, that he would be prosecuted, 
unless the incumbrance was removed within five days. 


The Chairman to inform the Treasurer of the Franklin 
Fund; that he was desired to collect all delinquent bonds due 
to that Fund. : 

The committee of Section No. 2 reported that it would 
probably be necessary to lay a drain from Parkman Market in 
Cambridge street to the sea; — The committee were authorized 
to proceed to lay a drain if they found it to be necessary. 


Boston ss. At a special meeting of the Selectmen October 
13th. 1821.— Present the Chairman, Messrs. Babcock, Billings, 
Fennelly, Fitch & Wells.— 


The following persons made proposals for painting the 
outside of Faneuil Hall, viz. James Fullick, [154.] Edward 
Somerby & Jeremiah P. Smith The Board preferred the 
proposals of Mr. Smith, and appointed the committee of the 
Market, with the addition of Mr. Billings, to proceed in painting 
the Hall the present season if they think it expedient.— 


The Chairman stated to the Board, that several inquiries 
had been made of him on the subject of filling the vacancy at 
this board occasioned by the resignation of Mr. Child. — after 
discussing the subject, taking into consideration that the 
principal part of [the] labour for the present year was com- 
pleted or contracted for;— It was voted, that in the opinion 
of this board it is inexpedient that the vacancy should be filled. 


[155.] Boston ss. At a meeting of the Selectmen October 
17th. 1821.— 
Present the whole Board. — 


22 Grand jurors, and thirty five Traverse jurors were drawn 
to serve at the Supreme Judicial Court. 


The Chairman, Messrs. Loring & Fitch were appointed a 
committee;— again to meet the committee of Brattle Street 
Church on the subject of the land on the South side of their 
meeting house. 


The committee who were instructed to cause the outside of 
Faneuil Hall to be painted, reported, that they had employed a 
carpenter to examine the building, and find. that considerable 
repairs will be necessary previous to painting; as those repairs 
will cause delay, and the season being far advanced, they 
recommend dispensing with the painting until the next spring. 
— Report accepted.—

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A communication from Mr. Thompson, requesting the sus- 
pention of a prosecution against him for an incroachment 
on Common street, until his side walk was laid, was read, «& his 
request granted. 


The application of A. Peabody on the subject of a drain in 
Bowdoin St.— was oe to the committee of Section No. 3.— 


[156.] The police officer reported that Chas. C. Nichols had 
incroached on Williams street, by placing steps in the street in 
front of his house:— Ordered that the Chairman notify Mr. 
Nichols to remove from the front of his house all that part of 
the steps which project into the street within five days, or that 
measures would be taken to enforce their removal as the law 
requires. 


The committee of Section No. 4, reported, that they had 
made an agreement with George Bond.and William Sturgis, to 
draw a line on Summer street from the outside face of Col. 
Thorndikes stone post, to the front corner of Mr. Henry Hill’s 
house, being twenty five feet six inches at the east end, and 
sixteen feet eight inches at the west end (making 4322 feet of 
land) for which the town will pay five hundred dollars, on 
receiving a deed.— Report accepted. 


[15%7.] Boston ss. Ata meeting of the Selectmen October 
24th. 1821.— 
Present the whole Board, except Mr. Loring.

is about to erect upon the said land, so that a line drawn along 
the front from a point in the said block in a southerly direction 
will strike the corner of Ann street, and one drawn in the oppo- 
site direction along the front from the same point will range 
with the block next beyond the Avenue to Creek Lane [158.] a 
small bend being made in the center of Salt lane, all which will 
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fully appear by reference to the above plan drawn by William 
Taylor Esqr.* And, whereas such a location of the said block 
will be a valuable improvement of the street & it is highly 
desirable that the line should be extended on the south side to 
Ann street and on the north side to said avenue whenever this 
can be effected without material inconvenience to the pro- 
prietors of the adjoining estates, — Now, therefore in con- 
sideration of the premises it is agreed and understood by the 
Selectmen and said William Havard that whenever by casualty 
or otherwise the buildings adjoining said William Hawvard’s 
estate fronting on said Union Street shall be destroyed, the said 
street shall be widened so that the front line of buildings on the 
east side of said street shall be continued in a north and south 
direction as the said William Havard has commenced the 
improvement, and further that until this is effected, said Wiliam 
Havard may at any time use and occupy the land in front of his 
said block and now a part of his estate in as full and perfect a 
manner as if it were now fenced in and built upon. In Witness 
Whereof the Selectmen have caused this agreement to be signed 
in their [159.] behalf by the Town Clerk, and a copy thereof 
recorded this twenty fourth day of October in the year of our 
Lord one thousand eight hundred & twenty one.

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A STATEMENT IN RELATION TO THE PROPOSED 

TRANSFERENCE OF THE CITY HALL JANITOR 

SERVICE TO THE PUBLIC BUILDINGS DEPART- 
MENT. 


City MrssENGER DEPARTMENT, 
City Hau, Boston, February 4, 1909. 


To the Honordble the City Council of the City of Boston: 


GENTLEMEN,—On November 16, 1908, I submitted to His 
Honor the Mayor an estimate of $86,151 as the sum neces- 
sary for the maintenance of the City Messenger Department 
for the fiscal year. 

During the time that I have odennied the position of Giey 
Messenger, I have submitted an annual detailed estimate of 
the requirements of this department even when a detailed 
estimate was not the custom or requested. His Honor the 
- Mayor has this year reduced the appropriation $21,000 below 
my estimate. The reason given by him for this action is the 
proposed transference of the City Hall janitors to the Public 
Buildings Department, presumably at the suggestion of the 
Finance Commission. ‘To quote from Document No. 51, 1909: 


MESSAGE OF THE Mayor, PaGe 129. 


This reduction is based on the plan to transfer the janitors’ work at 
City Hall to the Publie Buildings Department. There are three depart- 
ments which now have employees charged with the care of the building 
with the result that the cost is excessive, and the methods unbusinesslike; 
with this work removed from the office of the City Messenger, an appro- 
priation of $10,000 for salaries is liberal. The allowance of $5,000 for 
expense is also figured in the same manner, and money should be saved 
from it. 


Permit me to present the facts in relation to the above 
statement. 
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The City Messenger Department has had charge of and 
employed all the janitors in the City Hall for the past quarter 
of a century. In 1896 Mayor Quincy asked if I, as custodian 
of the building, would consent to the transforming of what 
was then a private station for department use, in the base- 
ment of the hall, into a public convenience station. I agreed 
to this with the suggestion on my part that if it were to be a 
public station and transferred to the Bath Department (they 
having charge at that time of all public convenience stations 
in the city wherever placed) 1t would be advisable, on moral 
grounds as well as others, to have a man permanently sta- 
tioned there. In consequence a man was sent there rated as a 
janitor and this explains why one department other than 
the City Messenger’s is charged with the care of the building. 
The public convenience stations are now transferred to the 
Health Department and even if the janitors are transferred 
to the Public Buildings Department, as suggested, there will 
still be two departments charged with the care of the build- 
ing, and the condition referred to will be unchanged. 

In relation to the other department charged with the care 
of the building, the facts are these: The Public Buildings 
Department has for many years maintained its plant for 
heating, etc., for City Hall, Police Station 2, Historic and 
Probate buildings and the Old Court House, in the basement 
of City Hall and in consequence employ the engineer and 
firemen for this purpose. By estimating the area of each 
building heated, the relative cost of their service can be 
apportioned to each building instead of charging all to the 
City Hall as has been done in the Finance Commission’s 
report. The same report also states that the Public Buildings 
Department furnishes one janitor. In relation to this I wish 
to say, if this is so, I do not know him and have failed to find 
him since I have been City Messenger. This disposes of the 
connection of the other department charged with the care of 
City Hall. | ; 

It is with some reluctance that I accept the issue of_a com- 
parison with another department of the City Government. 
Since it has arisen, together with the fact that the City Mes- 
senger Department is the direct creation of the City Council, 
I feel that you are entitled to know the facts. 

I have therefore made a comparison of the janitor and 
cleaning service of this department with that of the Public 
Buildings Department in the Old Court House, from 1897 to 
1909. I am aided in this comparison by the following report 
made by Harvey 8. Chase, expert accountant at the request 
of the late Mayor Collins: 


‘ 
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MESSAGE OF THE Mayor TRANSMITTING Report oF Harvey S. CHASE, 
EXPERT ACCOUNTANT, ON THE FINANCIAL CONDITION OF THE CITY 
AND THE OPERATIONS OF THE SEVERAL DEPARTMENTS. 

Some of these increases are astonishing. Janitors at the Old Court 
House cost the City of Boston 200 per cent. more than in 1894-95-96, and 
janitors at the Probate Building cost 159 per cent. more. 

It must also be clearly explained that during the past two fiscal years 


the eight-hour law has been strictly enforced, and this has occasioned a 
considerable increase in the expenditures which could not be avoided. 


To make comparisons with another similar department, 
where the eight-hour law was also in force, I have taken fig- 
ures of the City Messenger Department from the Auditor’s 
reports, covering the same years, and have used the average 
of 1894-95-96 as a standard 100. 


The City Messenger has charge of the janitors, etc., at City Hall, and 
this comparison is instructive.

The actual expenditures for janitors in City Hall in 1901-02, with about 
63,000 square feet of floor space to be cared for, was $11,510.90, or 18 cents 
per square foot per annum; while at Old Court House, with about 39,000 
square feet of floor space, the expense for janitors was $15,057, or 38 cents 
per square foot per annum. 


Having added to the cleaning, the police, watchmen’s 
service, etc., since Mr. Chase made his report, so as to comply 
with the method adopted by the Finance Commission, I shall 
now submit a table of comparison from 1901 to 1909. The 
figures are taken from the Auditor’s books and, because of 
the additions noted above, the average of 1899, 1900 and 
1901 is used as a standard 100.

The average annual expenditure in the Old Court House 
of the Public Buildings Department for 1899-1900-1901 was 
$13,059 for the care of 39,000 square feet, or about 33 cents 
per square foot per annum. 

The average annual expenditure in the City Hall by the 
City Messenger Department for 1899-1900-1901 was $13,330 
for the care of 63,000 square feet, or about 21 cents per square 
foot per annum. 

In the past ten years the expense of the Old Court House, 
Public Buildings Department, has increased 58 per cent., 
while in the same period the increase in the City Hall was but 
234 per cent. with 614 per cent. more floor area to care for. 

The Public Buildings Department has expended during the 
past ten years, in round numbers, $5,700 more in caring for the 
Old Court House than it cost the City Messenger Department 
to care for the City Hall. I have conducted the general clean- 
ing of this building on an average of $570 less per year for the 
past ten years than it cost to care for the Old Court House, and 
this notwithstanding the fact that the City Hall has 614 per 
cent. more floor space to care for (63,000 square feet as against 
39,000 in the Old Court House), a correspondingly large wall 
space, more windows to be cared for, and two elevators in this 
building (one of which is used for the Council and other night 
meetings in addition to its daily use), while there is but one in 
the Old Court House. The amount of work done in thé City 
Hall must of necessity be greater and the character of it more 
exacting, containing as it does the Mayor’s Office, Aldermanic 
and Council Chambers, Collector’s, Treasurer’s, Auditor’s 
Assessors’ and*other important offices, with the larger amount 
of cleaning"necessitated by the great traffic in connection with 
them as well as with the public meetings, etc. This work has 
been done in a manner,;that has caused few if any complaints 
since I have been in charge. The past year under retrench- 
ment in the Public Buildings Department it has cost 35 cents 
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per square foot for caring for the Old Court House, while in the 
City Hall it has cost but 24 cents per square foot. The per- 
sonnel of the janitor service in this department has practically 
remained unchanged for years with the exception of the 
changes made by death. 

The department feels secure in making the claim that ais 
withstanding that it might be considered, because of its rela- 
tion to the City Council, the more political of the two, yet the 
fact remains that it has never had an inflated pay roll and 
this must be said in common Justice to the City Council by 
whom it was created, and under whose actual control it exists. 

In view of these facts I cannot understand why it is said, or 
how the conclusion is reached, “that the cost is excessive and 
the methods unbusinesslike,’”’ or that, the transferring of the 
janitor service of the City Hall to the Public Buildings 
Department under the circumstances herein related is the. 
proper way to economize, secure business methods or other- 
wise improve conditions. 

It is for you to decide whether it is the part of wisdom or 
economy to transfer from a department which has always 
conducted its affairs in an economical manner, to a department 
which only within the past few months has at all approached 
anywhere near the even standard maintained by the City 
Messenger Department for years.

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Bill accompanying the petition of Albert Keefe for legislation relative 
to the use of the market limits of the City of Boston. Metropolitan 
Affairs. January 8. 


Commonwealth of Massachusetts. 


In the Year One Thousand Nine Hundred and Nine. 


AN ACT 


Relative to the use of the Market Limits of the City of Boston. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives 
in General Court assembled, and by the authority of the same, 
as follows: 


SrctTion 1. Chapter five hundred and nineteen of the acts 
of the year nineteen hundred and eight is hereby amended by 
adding the following words:— Section 2. Whoever by him- 
self or by his servant or agent or as the servant or agent of any 
other person, firm, or corporation, violates any provision of 
this act shall be subject to a fine not exceeding twenty dollars 
for the first offence and not exceeding one hundred dollars for 
each subsequent offence and should such person be unknown 
to the police officer witnessing such violation he may be 
arrested by such officer without a warrant. Section 3. This 
act shall take effect upon its passage— so as to read as follows: 
—~Section 8. Requirements and prohibitions contained in this 
act or elsewhere to the contrary notwithstanding, it shall be 
lawful to occupy without license or fee places in the streets, 
not including sidewalks, within the limits of Faneuil Hall Mar- 
ket, as the same are or may be defined in the ordinances of the 
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city of Boston, and other market limits added under authority 
of chapter three hundred and seventy-six of the acts of the 
year eighteen hundred and ninety-six, for the sale from 
wagons or other vehicles of fresh provisions and perishable 
produce: provided, that the same are the product of the farm 
of the person offering them for sale, or of a farm within ten 
miles of the residence of such person; or are to be sold at 
wholesale only by the party offering the same for sale on com- 
mission, for, or as agent for, some person or persons not resid- 
ing or having a usual place of business within eight miles of 
said market; or are meats to be sold at wholesale only by the 
person who slaughtered the animals of which the same were a 
part. It shall also be lawful for persons who are the principal 
tenants of basement or of ground-floor parts of buildings abut- 
ting on streets within the market limits, as they have been 
declared or defined by the street commissioners of the city of 
Boston, and are regularly engaged in the business of selling 
fresh provisions or perishable produce to occupy, from time 
to time, by themselves or their employees, without license or 
fee, for the sale of said goods at wholesale and not by auction, 
parts of the roadway in front of their respective premises with 
vehicles drawn by horses, and in ike manner to occupy parts 
of the roadway in front of the premises of other persons 
engaged in the same business within said limits for the purpose 
of selling to them or of offering to them for sale said goods 
under the conditions described in this section: provided, 
however, that such persons offer no objection. Occupations 
under authority of this section shall be only in accordance with 
rules and regulations established from time to time by the 
street commissioners of the city of Boston, the police com- 
missioner of the city of Boston concurring, for the purpose of 
securing the orderly and convenient transaction of business 
and the free passage of vehicles and of foot passengers within 
and through said limits; and in so far as they shall deem 
proper the said street commissioners, the police commissioner 
concurring, may further allow tenants to occupy temporarily 
with goods parts of sidewalks in front of their respective prem- 
ises additional to such parts as may be specified in licenses 
issued to them by the street commissioners.

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Sect. 2. Whoever by himself or by his servant or 
agent or as the servant or agent of any other person, firm or 
corporation violates any provision of this act shall be subject 
to a fine not exceedihg twenty dollars for the first offence and 
not exceeding one hundred dollars for each subsequent offence, 
and should such person be unknown to the police officer wit- 
nessing such violation he may be arrested by such officer 
without a warrant.

AN ACT 


Relative to the Retirement of Clerks of Courts. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives 
in General Court assembled, and by the authority of the same, 
as follows: 


Section 1. Chapter four hundred and fifty-eight of the 
acts of the year nineteen hundred and seven are hereby 
amended by adding at the end of section one thereof the 
following: — For the purposes-of this act clerks of the police, 
city, district, superior and supreme courts shall be construed 
to be in the service of the commonwealth, — so as to read as 
follows :— 

Section 1. A veteran of the civil war in the service of the 
commonwealth, if incapacitated for active duty, shall be 
retired from active service, with the consent of the governor, 
at one half the rate of compensation paid to him when in 
active service, to be paid out of the treasury of the common- 
wealth: provided, that no veteran shall be entitled to be retired 
under the provisions of this act unless he shall have been in 
the service of the commonwealth at least ten years. But if, 
in the opinion of the governor and council, any veteran of 


adel 
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the civil war in said service is incapacitated to such a degree 
as to render his retirement necessary for the good of the service, 
he may so be retired at any time. A veteran retired under 
the provisions of this act, whose term of service was for a 
fixed number of years, shall be entitled to the benefits of 
the act without reappointment. or the purposes of this 
act clerks of the police, city, district, superior and supreme 
courts shall be construed to be in the service of the common- 
wealth.

Howe, Marland L. Pratt, Robert G. Dodge, Ernest W. 
Bowditch, John L. Lothrop, Gardner Beals, Ellerton P.

A. Sweetser, Henry H. Richardson, Arthur Wainwright and 
Joseph D. Dillworth, their associates and successors, are hereby 
made a corporation by the name of East Boston Railroad 
Company, subject to all the general laws which now are or may 
hereafter be in force relating to railroad corporations so far as 
the same are applicable and not inconsistent herewith. 


Sect. 2. The capital stock of said corporation shall not 
exceed five hundred thousand dollars and shall be divided 
into shares of one hundred dollars each.

Sect. 8. Said corporation may issue coupon or regis- 
tered bonds to an amount which, including that of bonds 
previously issued, shall not exceed in the aggregate the capital 
stock of the corporation actually paid in at the time. Said 
bonds may be issued for any purpose for which the corporation 
may lawfully spend money and said corporation may, as 
security for the payment thereof, mortgage or pledge its fran- 
chises and any of its real or personal property and property 
thereafter acquired by it.

Bremen street to the tracks of the Boston and Albany railroad 
company and may construct such branches, spurs, sidings, 
connections, switches, terminal tracks and extensions in con- 
nection with the location above set forth as may be author- 
ized by the board of railroad commissioners. 
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Sect. 6. Said corporation shall not lay any tracks in any 
public way in the city of Boston, other than Border street, 
until the location therein shall have been approved by the 
board of railroad commissioners of Massachusetts. Said 
corporation may vary or alter the location described in sec- 
tion five of this act with the approval of the board of railroad 
commissioners of Massachusetts. 


SecT. 7. Said corporation may buy, purchase or otherwise 
take land outside the limits of public ways for the purpose of 
constructing its railroad, buildings, shops, stations and houses 
or other structures necessary for the location, construction, 
maintenance or operation of said railroad and providing 
necessary and convenient terminals, and for such purpose may 
take any land in the same manner in which land may be taken 
for railroad purposes in chapter four hundred and sixty- 
three of the acts of nineteen hundred and six and acts in 
amendment thereof and in addition thereto. Said corpora- 
tion shall pay all damages occasioned by such taking and such 
damages shall, on application of either party, be estimated 
and determined in the manner provided in said chapter four 
hundred and sixty-three of the acts of nineteen hundred and 
six and acts in amendment thereof and in addition thereto in 
the case of railroad corporations. 


Sect. 8. Said corporation may construct such tunnels 
upon the route aforesaid as may be necessary to enable it to 
go under and cross any of the land or any of the streets 
included in the location set forth in section five and is hereby 
authorized to construct such bridges as may be necessary to 
enable it to cross any street and such other bridges as may be 
necessary to enable it to construct its tracks over flats or over 
any tide water: provided, however, that all such bridges and all 
such tunnels and plans therefor shall be approved by the 
board of harbor and land commissioners or the board of rail- 
road commissioners as provided in said chapter four hun- 
dred and sixty-three of the acts of nineteen hundred and six 
and acts in amendment thereof and supplementary thereto 
with reference to bridges and tunnels of railroads.

To incorporate The East Boston Marginal Railroad. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives 
in General Court assembled, and by the authority of the same, 
as follows: 3 


Section 1. Arthur C. Paine, George B. James, their 
associates and successors, are hereby made a corporation 
by the name of The East Boston Marginal Railroad, subject 
to all the general laws which now are or may hereafter be in 
force relating to railroad corporations so far as the same are 
applicable and not consistent with the provisions of this act. 


Sect. 2. The capital stock of said corporation shall not 
exceed five hundred thousand dollars, and shall be divided 
into shares of the par value of one hundred dollars each. 


Sect. 3. Said corporation may, in that part of the city 
of Boston commonly called East Boston, locate, construct, 
maintain, and operate a railroad by steam, electricity, or other 
motive power, for the transportation of freight upon and 
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over the following location, to wit: — Beginning at a point 
at or near the East Boston end of the Chelsea street bridge 
of the Boston and Albany Railroad Company along Chelsea 
street to Eagle square; thence northerly and. westerly with 
necessary curves over private lands and flats, into and along 
Condor street to Border street; thence along Border street 
to Sumner street, or by a necessary curve over private lands 
into New street, and thence to Sumner street; thence along 
Sumner street to Mill street; and thence along Mill street 
to the tracks of the National Dock and Storage Warehouse 
Company; with such branches, spurs, sidings, turnouts, con- 
nections, switches, terminal tracks, extensions, and freight 
yards in connection with the location above set forth as may 
be authorized by the board of railroad commissioners; or 
in such other locations as the general court may deem 
advisable. 


Sect. 4. Said corporation shall not lay its tracks in any 
public way until the location therein shall have been approved 
by the board of railroad commissioners. Said corporation 
may vary or alter the location described in section three of 
this act with the approval of said board. 


Sect. 5. Said corporation may acquire and hold by pur- 
chase, taking, or otherwise land and flats outside the limits 
of public ways for the purpose of constructing its: railroads, 
buildings, shops, stations, branches, curves, spurs, sidings, 
turnouts, connections, switches, extensions, freight yards, 
and terminals. Said corporation may take for the purposes 
aforesaid land and flats in the manner and upon the terms 
and conditions prescribed by chapter four hundred and sixty-

therefor, shall be approved by the board of harbor and land 
commissioners as provided in said chapter four hundred and 
sixty-three of the acts of the year nineteen hundred and six, 
and acts in amendment thereof and in addition thereto with 
reference to bridges and tunnels of railroads. 


Secr. 7. Said corporation shall have all the powers and

to railroads so far as the same are not inconsistent with the 
provisions of this act.

AN ACT 


To authorize the Boston, Lowell and Lawrence Electric 
Railroad Company to construct Elevated and Subway 
Structures in the Cities of Lowell, Lawrence, Somerville and 
Boston. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives 
in General Court assembled, and by the authority of the same, 
as follows: 


Srecrion. 1. The Boston, Lowell and Lawrence Electric 
Railroad Company, hereinafter called the company, which 
term shall be deemed to include its successors and assigns, 
may construct subway and elevated stations and lines of 
subway and elevated railway in the locations hereinafter 
described in Lowell and Lawrence, and elevated stations and 
lines of elevated railway in the location hereinafter described 
in the cities of Somerville and Boston, according to such plans 
or systems, grades or elevations and upon any routes and 
locations as may be approved by the board of railroad com- 
missioners, hereinafter called the board, within the following

locations, to wit: — In Lowell beginning at a point at the 
intersection of the lines of the westerly bank of the Concord — 
river and the northerly side of Church street, thence running 
westerly along the northerly side of Church street to the 
corner of Church street and Warren street, thence running 
in‘a northerly and northwesterly and westerly direction along 
the easterly, northeasterly and northerly side of Warren street 
to a point on the westerly side of Central street opposite the 
northeasterly corner of the intersection of Warren and 
Central streets, thence southerly and southeasterly along the 
westerly side of Central street to a point opposite the south- 
westerly corner of the intersection of Central and Church 
streets, thence easterly along the southerly side of Church 
street to the westerly bank of the Concord river and thence 
across Church street to the point of beginning. In Lawrence 
beginning at a point on the westerly, side of Broadway oppo- 
site the southeasterly corner of the intersection of Broadway 
and Merrimack street, thence running in a northerly direction

the intersection of Canal street and Broadway, thence in a 
southerly direction along the easterly side of Broadway across 
the Merrimack river to the southeasterly corner of Broadway 
at its intersection with Merrimack street, thence across Broad- 
way to the poimt of beginning; and beginning at a point on 
the westerly side of Broadway opposite the northeasterly 
corner of the intersection of Broadway and Merrimack street, 
thence running in an easterly direction across Broadway and 
along the northerly side of Merrimack street to a point oppo- 
site the southeasterly corner of Farwell’s bleachery, thence 
in a northerly direction along the easterly end of said Farwell’s 
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bleachery over and across the Merrimack river to the north- 
westerly corner of the intersection of Canal street and Ames- 
bury street, thence along the westerly side of Amesbury street 
to the northwesterly corner of the intersection of Amesbury 
street and Essex street, thence in an easterly direction along 
the northerly side of Essex street to the northeasterly corner 
of the intersection of Essex street and Lawrence street, thence 
in a southerly direction along the easterly side of said Law- 
rence street to and across Canal street continuing in a south- 
erly direction over and across the Merrimack river touching 
the northwesterly corner of Lewis’s mill to a point on the 
southerly side of Merrimack street opposite the said Lewis’s 
mill, thence continuing in a westerly direction along the 
southerly side of Merrimack street to a point on the westerly 
side of Broadway opposite the southeasterly corner of the 
intersection of Broadway and Merrimack street, thence along 
the westerly side of Broadway to the point of beginning. In 
Somerville and Boston that location covered by Mystic avenue 
and Main street beginning on Mystic avenue in Somerville 
five hundred feet north of the intersection of the Somerville 
and Boston city line and Mystic avenue and thence running 
southerly following Mystic avenue in Somerville and Boston 
to Main street and Main street in Boston to the intersection of 
Main street and Alford street. 

The company may construct, subject to the approval of 
the board, at such grade and elevation as may be approved 
of by the board, terminals, branches, spurs, sidings, turnouts, 
storage facilities, connections, deflections, switches, extensions 
and other structures within the locations hereinbefore speci- 
fied, and such loop lines in connection with and within the 
locations hereinbefore specified, through or across such streets, 
ways or lands, as may be necessary or convenient to turn its 
trains or to reverse the direction thereof, and may be approved 
by the board; all of which with the terminals are hereinafter 
called appurtenances.- . 


Secr. 2. The company may lease, purchase or take by 
eminent domain, as provided for takings by such companies 
in chapter five hundred and sixteen of the acts of the year 
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nineteen hundred and six and acts in addition thereto and 
amendment thereof, for the purpose of constructing such 
subways, elevated lines and appurtenances, and for any pur- 
pose necessary for the construction or convenient use by 
the company or the public of its said railroad, and for any 
purposes authorized by this act or the charter, the fee or any 
other interest in any land within the hereinbefore specified 
locations. 


Sect. 3. In the construction, maintenance and operation 
of its subways and elevated lines and appurtenances the 
company shall have the rights, powers and privileges and be 
subject. to the duties, restrictions and liabilities prescribed in 
respect to such companies in chapter five hundred and sixteen 
of the acts of the year nineteen hundred and six and the acts 
in addition thereto and in amendment thereof. Nothing 
herein contained shall be deemed to limit the other rights and 
privileges conferred on said company by virtue of said acts. 


Sect. 4. This act shall take effect upon the issuance to the 
company by the board under the authority conferred upon 
the board by virtue of chapter five hundred and sixteen of 
the acts of the year nineteen hundred and six, of a certificate 
that public convenience and necessity require the construc- 
tion of an electric railroad between the cities of Boston, Lowell 
and Lawrence or any two of said cities as proposed in an 
agreement filed by the company in accordance with said 
chapter of said acts.

In the Year One Thousand Nine Hundred and Nine. 


AN ACT 


To change the Name of the Civil Service Commission to Local 
Government Board and to enlarge its Powers and Duties. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives 
in General Court assembled, and by the authority of the same, 
as follows: 

Section 1. The civil service commission shall hereafter 
be the local government board and it shall be known and 
referred to as such. 


Sect. 2. From and after the first Monday of July next the 
board shall consist of five persons. The governor, with the 
advice and consent of the council, shall appoint three persons 
to the board for terms of five, four and three years respec 
tively from the first Monday in July next, in addition to the 
two members of the board whose terms have not expired; 
and annually thereafter the governor, with the advice and 
consent of the council, shall appoint a member of the board 
for aterm of five years from the first Monday of July of 
the year. 


Sect. 3. The board may employ in addition to its present 
employees, with the consent and approval of the governor 
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and council, such clerical and other assistance, including 
accountants and inspectors, as in its opinion may from time 
to time be necessary; and it may remove any such employee 
and employ another in his place. 

The board shall, with the consent of the governor and 
council, fix the compensation of ,its employees within the 
limits of the annual appropriation. 


Sect. 4. The annual salary of the chairman of the board 
shall be five thousand dollars, and that of the other members 
forty-five hundred dollars each. 


Sect. 5. In addition to its present powers the board 
shall have power by itself or by one or more of its employees 
to examine and investigate any or all departments of any city 
within the commonwealth and to make such recommendations 
thereon as it shall consider proper. 

A report of each examination and investigation with the 
recommendations thereon shall be made and shall be a matter of 
public record. Printed copies of the report shall be sent to 
the mayor, city clerk and the members of the city government 
of the city examined and investigated in each case. 


Sect. 6. No city may make a loan or contract any form 
of indebtedness, not payable from the taxes of the current 
year, without first securing the approval of the board. Upon 
application by any town or city for such approval, the board 
shall investigate the financial condition of such city; and, in 
its approval, if given, shall specify the purpose of the pro- 
posed loan, and the time and method of its repayment; and 
shall certify that the works for which the loan is to be issued 
are adapted for the reasonable requirements of the city, that 
the estimates for them are not excessive, and that the pro- 
posed works may be expected to continue good for as long a 
period as that limited for the repayment of the loan. No 
securities issued by any city, after the approval of said board 
thereto, shall be impeachable for any informality or want of 
power to issue them. 
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Sect. 7. Every city shall keep books of account in such 
uniform method as shall be prescribed by the board. 


Sect. 8. Section one of chapter two hundred and ninety- 
six of the acts of the year nineteen hundred and six is hereby 
amended by adding at the end thereof the words — and such 
other information as may be required by the board,— and 
by striking out in line three thereof the words “chief of the 
bureau of statistics of labor’’ and by substituting therefor the 
words :— local government board; by striking out in line nine 
the words ‘chief of the bureau of statistics of labor’ and by 
substituting therefor the word :— board. 

Section two of chapter two hundred and ninety-six of the 
acts of the year nineteen hundred and six is hereby amended 
by striking out in the second and third lines thereof the words 
“chief of the bureau of statistics of labor’’ and by substituting 
therefor the word:— board; — by striking out in the third 
and fourth lines thereof the words “said bureau” and by 
substituting therefor the words:—the board;—and by 
striking out in the seventh line thereof the word “ chief’? and 
by substituting therefor the word : — board. | 

Section three of chapter two hundred and ninety-six of the 
acts of the year nineteen hundred and six is hereby repealed. 


Sect. 9. For the purpose of enabling the board to perform 
the duties and carry out the objects contemplated by this act, 
the board shall have power to require the attendance and 
_testimony of witnesses and the production of all books, papers, 
contracts and documents relating to any matter within the 
scope of its powers, or which may be material in the perform- 
ance of the duties imposed by this act. Such witnesses shall ’ 
be summoned in the same manner and be paid the same fees 
as witnesses before the municipal courts of the city of Boston. 
Each of such witnesses may be represented by counsel who 
may cross-examine the witness for whom he appears for not 
more than ten minutes during his examination. The chair- 
man or any member of the board may administer oaths to or 
take the affirmation of witnesses who appear before the board. 
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The board may prescribe reasonable rules and regulations for 
the conduct of hearings and the giving of testimony. 


Sect. 10. If any person so summoned and paid shall refuse 
to attend, or to be sworn, or to affirm, or to answer any ques- 
tion, or to produce any book, contract, document or paper 
pertinent to the matter of inquiry in consideration before the 
board, a justice of the supreme judicial court or of the superior 
court, in his discretion, upon application by the board or any 
member thereof, authorized thereto by vote of said board, may 
issue an order requiring such person to appear before the 
board, and to produce his books, contracts, documents and 
papers and to give evidence touching the matter in question. 
Any failure to obey such order of the court may be punished 
by such court as a contempt thereof. 


Sect. 11. Any person so summoned and paid who shall 
refuse to attend, or to be sworn, or to affirm, or to answer any 
question, or to produce any book, contract, document or 
paper pertinent to the matter in consideration by the board, 
and any person who wilfully interrupts or disturbs or is dis- 
orderly at any hearing of the board shall be punished by a fine 
not exceeding fifty dollars, or by imprisonment for not more 
than thirty days, or by both such fine and imprisonment. 


Sect. 12. Any person who wilfully swears or affirms 
falsely before the board upon any point material to the mat- 
ter of inquiry shall be guilty of perjury, and shall be subject to 
the provisions of chapter two hundred and ten of the 
revised laws and amendments thereof.

Sect. 2. This act shall take effect upon its passage.

AN ACT 


To consolidate the Departments of the Treasurer, Collector 
and Auditor of the City of Boston. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives 
an General Court assembled, and by the authority of the same, 
as follows: 


SecTION 1. On and after the first day of July in the year 
nineteen hundred and nine, there shall be in the city of Boston 
a department known as the department of finance; and the 
departments of the city now known as those of city treasurer, 
city collector and city auditor shall be consolidated in said 
department. 


Secr. 2. The head of the department of finance shall be 
the comptroller of the city of Boston and of the county of 
Suffolk, and shall be called city comptroller. His annual 
salary shall not be less than nine thousand dollars. 


Sect. 3. The city comptroller shall be nominated and 
elected in the same manner in which the mayor is nominated 
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and elected. At the next regular municipal election, and 
every third year thereafter, beginning with the year nineteen 
hundred and nine, he shall be elected to serve for the term of 
three years, or until his successor is elected and qualified. 
He shall be sworn to the faithful discharge of his duties, and 
shall give a bond, with not less than five sureties, made payable 
to the city and to be approved by the mayor, in the penal sum 
of two hundred and fifty thousand dollars. 


Sect. 4. The mayor shall appoint without confirmation 
by the board of aldermen some proper person to act as city 
and county comptroller from the first day of July, nineteen 
hundred and nine, until the first Monday in January, nineteen 
hundred and ten, or until a city comptroller is elected and 
qualified as herein provided. The comptroller so appointed 
by the mayor shall have all the powers and perform the duties 
conferred and imposed upon the comptroller by this act, and 
shall furnish the bond required by section three. 


Sect. 5. There shall be three bureaus in the department 
of finance, as follows: 

First. A bureau for the collection of all city and county 
revenue accruing from any source and for the collection of 
taxes and water rates, the chief officer of which shall be known 
as the city collector, who shall be appointed by the city comp- 
troller and may be removed by him for cause stated. The 
salary of the city collector shall not be less than six thousand 
dollars per annum. The duties now performed by the city 
collector of Boston, and not included in this section, shall con- 
tinue to be performed by him. He shall give a bond with | 
sufficient sureties to the comptroller in the penal sum of 
seventy-five thousand dollars. 

Second. An auditing bureau, which, under the supervision 
of the comptroller, shall audit, revise and settle all accounts 
in which the city of Boston or county of Suffolk is concerned 
as debtor or creditor, and which shall keep an account of 
every claim for or against the city or county and of the sums 
allowed, and shall certify the same to the comptroller, with the 
reasons for the allowance. The chief officer of the auditing 
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bureau shall be auditor of accounts. His annual salary shall 
not be less than six thousand dollars. He shall be appointed 
by the comptroller and may be removed by him for cause 
stated in the order of removal. 

Third. A bureau for the reception of all moneys paid into 
the treasury of the city or county, and for the payment of 
warrants drawn by the comptroller and countersigned by the 
mayor, the chief officer of which shall be known as the city 
treasurer. He shall be appointed by the comptroller and may 
be removed by him for cause stated in writing. His annual 
salary shall not be less than six thousand dollars. He shall 
give a bond with sufficient sureties to the comptroller in the 
penal sum of one hundred and fifty thousand dollars. All the 
powers and duties now belonging to the city treasurer of 
Boston and to the treasurer of the county of Suffolk shall 
attach to the chief officer of this bureau, except those relating 
to the issuing of bonds and certificates of indebtedness, which 
shall be exercised solely by the comptroller. 


Sect. 6. All accounts rendered to or kept in the depart- 
ments of the city of Boston or county of Suffolk shall be subject 
to the inspection and revision of the city comptroller, and 
shall be rendered and kept in such form as he shall prescribe. 
No contract shall be made on behalf of the city or county until 
the comptroller has certified that an appropriation therefor 
has duly been passed, and that sufficient funds are unapplied 
and available to pay the cost of carrying out the contract, as 
such cost is certified by the official making the contract; and 
the comptroller shall retain funds sufficient for this purpose 
until the contract is fully completed. He shall require every 
officer or head of a department, recommending the making of a 
contract in excess of two thousand dollars without publicly 
advertising for proposals, to attach to his recommendation a 
sworn statement of his reasons therefor. He shall require 
every foreman, superintendent or other official who approves 
a pay roll to certify under oath the accuracy of the pay roll. 
He shall require every official or agent of the city or county 
making a contract, or who purchases or supervises the 
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purchase of material or supplies, to certify under oath that 
the same are necessary and are made without collusion and 
at a fair market price. 


Sect. 7. The comptroller may, subject to the approval 
of the mayor in each instance specified in this section, make 
transfers within any department from the appropriation for 
current expenses of one division of a department to the 
appropriation for current expenses of any other division of 
the same department, and also transfers from the reserve fund 
‘to any appropriation for current expenses of a department, 
and also, at any time between December first and February 
first, transfers from any appropriation to any other appropria- 
tion, and may apply any of the income and taxes not disposed 
of in closing the accounts for the financial year, in such 
manner as they may determine. 


Sect. 8. The comptroller may require any person pre- 
senting for settlement an account or claim against the city 
or county to be sworn before him touching such account or 
claim, and when so sworn, to answer as to any facts relative 
to the justness of such account or claim. Wilful or false 
swearing before him, or in the case of any testimony given or 
document sworn to in accordance with the provisions of this 
act, shall be perjury and shall be punishable as such. All 
payments by or on behalf of the city or county shall be made 
through the city treasurer on vouchers to be filed in said 
department, and by means of warrants drawn on the treasurer 
by the comptroller and countersigned by the mayor. The 
comptroller may disallow and refuse to pay, in whole or in 
part, any claim, on the ground that it is fraudulent, unlawful 
or unreasonable, and in that case he shall state in writing his 
reasons for the refusal. 


Sect. 9. Whenever in response to an advertisement by 
the city, a bid for a contract to do work or furnish materials 
for the city is sent or delivered to the person authorized to 
receive the same, a duplicate of the same shall be furnished 
by the person, firm or corporation making the bid to the city 
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comptroller, to be kept by him and not to be opened until the 
day after the original bids are opened. After the original bids 
are opened, the city comptroller shall open and examine the 
said duplicate bids, and shall compare the same, or cause them 
to be compared, with the original bids, and in so doing shall 
have the assistance of the person authorized to receive the 
original bids. In case the duplicate bids differ from the 
original bids in such a manner as would have caused the con- 
tract to be awarded differently, if the duplicate bids had 
been the original bids, then the duplicate bids shall be treated 
as the original bids, and the contract shall be awarded 
accordingly. 


Sect. 10. The comptroller shall furnish to the mayor and 
each head of department monthly a statement of the unex- 
pended balance of the appropriation for that department. He 
shall furnish monthly to the mayor and city council a state- 
ment of the unexpended balances of all the departments. 
He shall furnish monthly to the city council a list of all 
the contracts entered into during the previous month, with the 
names of the contractors, the amount and nature of the con- 
tract, and a statement as to whether or not the same was 
entered into without advertising for proposals. He shall 
quarterly furnish to the city council an itemized. statement 
showing the amount of money expended by the mayor, the 
board of aldermen and the common council for contingent 
expenses. He shall yearly publish a list of all the city and 
county employees, with their residences, positions and 
salaries. 


Secr. 11. The comptroller shall be chairman of the board 
of sinking fund commissioners for the city of Boston, and 
shall deposit the funds of the city and county with such 
banks and trust companies as may be selected by the board, 
provided that no bank or trust company of which any mem- 
ber of the board is an officer or agent shall be selected. A list 
of the banks and trust companies with or in which funds: of 
the city or county are so deposited shall be published monthly 
by the comptroller. 
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Sect. 12. Upon the filing with the comptroller of a 
statement in’ writing duly sworn to by any legal resident 
or taxpayer of the county of Suffolk, or city of Boston, 
setting forth that he has reason to believe that said county 
or city is being defrauded through the negligence, inefficiency, 
or by the connivance of any of their officers or employees; 
he shall immediately investigate the same and for such 
purpose he shall have full power to summon and require 
the attendance and testimony of witnesses and the production 
of all books, papers, contracts and documents relating to 
any matter within the scope of such inquiry. He shall 
report in writing to the mayor the result of any such inves- 
tigation, together with his recommendations, and _ shall 
take such other action by civil or criminal process as he 
may deem necessary to protect the interests of the city or 
county. : 


Sect. 13. The comptroller shall have full power to appoint 
and remove all subordinate officials, experts, engineers, 
inspectors and employees of the said department, and in 
case of removal shall state in writing the cause therefor. 
The comptroller shall require from all officials and employees 
in said department such penal bonds as in his judgment 
will properly protect the interests of the city and county. 


Secr. 14. In case of the absence or disability of the city 
comptroller for a period not exceeding three months, he 
may designate one of the heads of bureau hereby created 
to take his place, who shall have the powers and perform 
the duties of the comptroller; but the lability of the comp- 
troller upon the bond given by him shall continue. In 
ease the absence or disability of the comptroller shall con- 
tinue more than three months, the mayor shall appoint 
an able and discreet person to fill the office of comptroller 
until the comptroller resumes the duties of his office; and 
in case of the death, resignation or permanent disability

Sect. 15. Any employee of the present auditing, col-

Section 1. The mayor, corporation counsel, the chair- 
man of the board of aldermen, the president of the common 
council of the city of Boston and the members of the transit 
commission of said commonwealth shall constitute the board 
of estimate and apportionment of the city of Boston. 


Secr. 2, The first meeting of said board in every year 
shall be called by notice from the mayor, personally served 
upon the members of said board. Subsequent meetings shall 
be called as said board shall direct. At such meeting the 
mayor shall preside, and one of the members shall act as 
secretary. The said board shall annually, between the first 
day of October and the first day of November, meet, and 
by the affirmative vote of all the members make a budget of

AN ACT 


To provide for the Construction of a Tunnel in the City of 
Boston between Sullivan Square and the North Station. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives 
in General Court assembled, and by the authority of the same, 
as follows: 


Section 1. The Boston transit commission is hereby 
authorized and directed to construct a tunnel or tunnels 
of sufficient size for two railway tracks with approaches, 
entrances, sidings, stations, and connections therefor, for 
the running of railway cars therein from a point at or near 
Sullivan square to a point at or near the North station in 
the city of Boston, where connections shall be made with 
the elevated railway or with a subway as the commission 
may deem best. 


Sect. 2. For the construction of the said tunnel and its 
appurtenances, the commission is hereby vested with all

The bonds so issued shall be desig- 
nated on their face, Charlestown Tunnel Loan; shall be for 
the term of thirty years at rates of interest. not exceeding four 
per cent. per annum, and payable semiannually. The debt 
so incurred shall not be included .in reckoning the statutory 
limit of the indebtedness of the said city.

Section 1. Section one of chapter four hundred of the 
acts of the year eighteen hundred and ninety-eight, as 
amended by section one of chapter four hundred and forty- 
eight of the acts of the year nineteen hundred and one, by 
section one of chapter one hundred and seventy of the acts 
of the year nineteen hundred and three, and by section one of 
chapter two hundred and five of the acts of the year nineteen 
hundred and six, is hereby further amended by striking out 
the whole of said section and inserting in place thereof the 
following :— 

Section 1. The school committee of the city of Boston, 
in each year, by vote of two thirds of all its members, taken 
by yeas and nays, may make an appropriation in one sum 
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for constructing and furnishing new school buildings, includ- 
ing the taking of land therefor and for school yards, and the 
preparing of school yards for use, and may also make an 
appropriation in one sum for repairs and alterations of school 
buildings, and may make such other appropriations by items 
for the support of the public schools as. it deems necessary.

To provide for a High School of Commerce and School

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives 
in General Court assembled, and by the authority of the same, 
as follows: 


Section 1. To pay the cost of constructing and furnish- 
ing a school building in the city of Boston to be occupied 
by the high school of commerce and by the administrative 
offices of the school committee and of the board of school- 
house commissioners, and of taking land therefor, the treas- 
urer of said city shall issue and sell negotiable bonds of the 
city to an amount determined by the school committee, 
but such amount shall not exceed fifty thousand dollars 
in the year nineteen hundred and nine, two hundred and 
fifty thousand dollars in the year nineteen hundred and ten, 
and two hundred thousand dollars in the year nineteen hun- 
dred and eleven. Said bonds shall be payable in a period 
of years not exceeding twenty, at a rate of interest not exceed-. 

The orders of the school 
committee determining the amount of said bonds which 
the city treasurer is to issue shall be presented to the mayor 
for his approval or disapproval, and the same proceedings 
shall be had in relation thereto as are now prescribed by 
law in regard to other orders of the school committee involy- 
ing the expenditure of money.

Be 1 enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives 
in General Court assembled, and by the authority of the same, 
as follows: 


Section 1. The governor and council of the common- 
wealth, and the mayor and aldermen of any city and board of 
selectmen of any town in the commonwealth, may retire from 
active service and place upon a pension roll, any employee of 
the commonwealth, or of such city or town, sixty-five years 
of age or over, who has performed faithful service as such 
employee for not less than fifteen years, or any such employee 
whom any physician, who is a member of the state board of 
health, in cases of employees of the commonwealth, or whom 
the city physician in cases of employees of the city, or whom 
the town physician, if there is one, in cases of employees of a 
town, and if there be no town physician, whom the chairman 
of the board of selectmen certifies in writing to be permanently 
disabled, mentally or physically, by injuries sustained through 
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no fault of his in the actual performance of duty, may be 
excused from further performing duty as such member, and 
may be placed upon such pension roll; or any such employee 
who has performed faithful service for not less than twenty 
years, if, in the judgment of the aforesaid physician or chair- 
man of the selectmen, he is disabled for further useful service 
to the commonwealth, city or town, may be placed upon such 
pension roll. 


Sect. 2. The amount of the annual pension allowed to any 
person under the provisions of the preceding section shall not 
exceed one half of the annual compensation received by him 
at the time of such retirement, if he is retired by reason of 
injuries received, nor exceed one half of such compensation if 
he is retired by reason of age or service. Such pensions shall 
be paid by the commonwealth, city or town, which may 
appropriate money therefor.

AN ACT 


To provide for the Construction of the Dorchester Subway 
in the City of Boston. 


Be wt enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives 
in General Court assembled, and by the authority of the same, 
as follows: 


Section 1. The Boston transit commission, hereinafter 
called the commission, shall construct in the city of Boston 
hereinafter called the city, a tunnel or subway, to be known 
as the Dorchester subway, so designed as to be adapted for 
the accommodation of two tracks especially for use by either 
elevated or surface cars from a point or points within five 
hundred feet of the junction of Tremont street and Park 
street, through and under Tremont street, Winter street and 
Summer street to Dewey square, thence through and under 
Dorchester avenue to a point or points in or near Pierce square,. 
so called, in that part of Boston known as Milton Lower Mills, 
with stations at or near Broadway, Andrews square, Savin 
Hill, Fields Corner and Peabody square, together with 
approaches, sidings, entrances, stations, elevators, inclines, 
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connections and other structures, hereinafter called appurte- 
nances, which shall also include connections, and shall be at 
erade or otherwise with the existing subway at the Park street 
station, and such other connections with the tunnel,’ as the 
commission may deem necessary and advisable. 


Secr. 2. The commission shall, immediately after the 
passage of this act, make such preliminary investigations, 
surveys and plans as it deems expedient, and to that end may 
enter upon any lands and places and maintain marks therein, 
and may: make excavations, borings and do all other acts 
necessary for such investigations and surveys. The commis- 
sion may expend such sums as may be necessary therefor. 
The expense incurred in making such preliminary investiga- 
tions, surveys and plans shall be paid from the loan authorized 
by chapter five hundred and forty-eight of the acts of the 
year eighteen hundred and ninety-four, and acts in addition 
thereto, but if construction is begun hereunder the amount so 
expended shall be transferred and charged to the cost of such 
construction. 


Secr. 3. The commission shall, as soon as possible after 
making such preliminary investigations, surveys and plans, 
prepare complete plans and specifications which shall be 
signed by the commission, showing the location of the work 
to be constructed hereunder, the excavations to be made, and 
as far as possible all work to be done and material to be 
furnished for the construction of such subway. Such plans 
and specifications may be altered at any time by new plans 
and specifications signed in like manner. Such plans and 
specifications shall be filed in the office of the commission 
and an attested copy thereof shall be filed in the office of the 
city engineer, and shall be open to public inspection. 


Secr. 4. Immediately after the acceptance of the pro- 
visions of this act by the city of Boston, as hereinafter pro- 
vided, the commission shall advertise in three of the leading 
newspapers of the city of Boston daily for ten successive days 
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for sealed proposals for the construction of said subway, 
according to the plans and specifications. The time of open- 
ing such sealed proposals shall be not less than sixty nor more 
than ninety days from the day of the first advertisement. 
The commission may advertise for such sealed proposals in 
such newspapers in this or any other state as it deems expe- 
_ dient and shall require any person bidding to deposit a certi- 
fied check or other sufficient guarantee to an amount not 
exceeding fifty thousand dollars, the same to be forfeited to 
the city of Boston in case the bid thereby guaranteed shall be 
accepted by the commission and such person shall fail to 
enter into a contract according to the terms of such bid or 
proposal. 


Sect. 5. The commission, with the approval of the mayor 
of Boston, shall have authority to enter into such contract 
or contracts for the construction of the subway herein. author- 
ized as may be necessary to carry out the provisions of this 
act. Such contracts shall be in the name of the city, and shall 
be signed by the mayor and by a majority of the commission, 
— but contracts involving the expenditure of an amount not 
exceeding one thousand dollars shall not require the approval 
or signature of the mayor. No contract shall be altered except 
by an instrument in writing signed by. the contractor, the 
mayor, a majoirty of the commission and the sureties upon 
the bond of the contractor. Every contractor, contracting 
to do work or furnish material hereunder, shall be required 
to give bond in a sum equal to thirty per cent of the contract 
price, conditioned for the faithful performance and comple- 
tion of his contract. No contract or alteration of such con- 
tract shall be valid or binding upon the city unless executed 
in the manner aforesaid. 


Sect. 6. The work done under this act under or near 
Tremont street, Winter street, Summer street and Dewey 
square and that part of Dorchester avenue north of Fort 
Point channel, shall be conducted so far as practicable in 
such manner so as to leave the said streets, or a reasonable 
part thereof, open for traffic between the hours of eight in 
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the forenoon and six in the afternoon of each secular cay 
excepting Saturday and public holidays. It shall be lawful 
to do work under this act on Sunday. 


Sect. 7. The commission may for the purposes of this 
act use public ways and lands without compensation therefor, 
and may take for the city, by purchase or otherwise, lands 
in fee and easements, estates, and rights in land, including 
the right to go under the surface thereof or through or under 
buildings or parts of buildings thereon, and such takings in 
fee or otherwise may be made whether the lands taken or 
otherwise affected are held under or by title derived under 
eminent domain or otherwise. A taking under this section 
of an easement or other estate or right in a given parcel of 
real estate, whether such parcel consists of unimproved land 
or of land and buildings, may be confined to a portion or 
section of such parcel fixed by horizontal planes of division 
below or above or at the surface of the soil, and in such case 
no taking need be made of upper or lower portions or sections, 
except of such easements therein, if any, as the commission 
may deem necessary. The commission, to make any taking 
by right of eminent domain, shall cause to be recorded in 
the registry of deeds for the county of Suffolk a description 
of the lands, easements, estates or rights to be taken, as 
certain as is required in a common conveyance of land, with 
the statement that the same are taken under authority of 
this act, which description and statement shall be signed by 
the commission; and the lands, easements, estates or rights 
therein described shall upon such recording be taken for and 
shall vest in the city. The commission shall, so far as may 
be practicable, notify all known owners of such takings, but 
the validity thereof shall not be affected by want of such 
notice. 


Secr. 8. The commission may sell or remove the build- 
ings from any and all lands taken by it, and shall sell, if a 
sale be practicable, or if not shall lease, any lands or rights 
or interests in land or other property so taken, or purchased 
for the purposes of this act, whenever the same shall in the 
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opinion of the commission cease to be needed for such pur- 
poses. The proceeds of such sales, and the fair valuation 
of any such lands or other property no longer needed for 
such purposes but not actually sold, as agreed on by the 
commission and the company, or in case of difference as 
determined by the board, shall be deducted from the cost 
of the tunnel or the subway, as the case may be, for the 
purpose of ascertaining the rental thereof. 


Sect. 9. The commission shall determine and award the 
damages sustained by any person by reason of property 
taken or injured by the commission under authority of this 
act, except public ways or lands, and may agree with any 
person as to the amount to be paid as damages sustained 
by him for any property so taken or injured, which damages 
the city shall be lable to pay. If such person ‘is dissatisfied 
with such award, or cannot agree with the commission upon 
his damages, the same may be determined by a jury in the 
‘superior court for the county of Suffolk, on petition therefor 
of such person or of the commission against the city, filed 
in the clerk’s office within one year after such property is 
so taken or injured; and judgment shall be entered upon the 
determination of such jury and costs shall be taxed and 
execution issued in favor of the prevailing party as in civil, 
cases. The members of the commission shall not be per- 
sonally liable for any such damage. 


Sect. 10. The commission may order the temporary 
removal or relocation of any surface tracks, and the tem- 
porary or permanent removal or relocation of any conduits, 
pipes, wires, poles or other property of any person or cor- 
poration, which it deems to interfere with the construction 
or operation of the tunnel or subway, and shall grant new 
locations for any such structures so removed or relocated. 
Such order, to the extent specified therein, shall be deemed 
a revocation of the right or license to maintain such tracks, 
conduits, pipes, wires, poles, or other property, and the 
owner of any such structures in public ways or lands shall 
comply with such orders without expense to the city. If 
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such owner shall fail to comply with the order of the com- 
mission within a reasonable time, to be fixed in the order, 
the commission may discontinue and remove such tracks, 
conduits, pipes, wires, poles, or other property, and may 
relocate the same, and the cost of such discontinuance, 
removal or relocation shall be repaid to the city by the owner. 
No such discontinuance, removal or relocation shall entitle the 
owner of the property thus affected to any damages on account 
thereof. Any such structures in or upon private lands may 
be removed and relocated by the commission, or if removed 
and relocated by the owner thereof the reasonable expense 
shall be repaid him by the commission. Any gas company 
may shut off the gas from any pipes affected by any acts 
done hereunder, when and so far as it may be necessary to 
avoid danger of escape or explosion of gas. 


Sect. 11. The commission shall within ninety days after 
the passage of this act execute with the Boston Elevated 
Railway Company, hereinafter called the company, in the 
name of the city, the company consenting thereto, a contract 
in writing for the sole and exclusive use of this subway and 
appurtenances for the period of twenty-five years from the 
beginning of the use of the tunnel constructed under the 
provisions of chapter five hundred and thirty-four of 
the acts of the year nineteen hundred and two; said lease 
to expire coincident with the expiration of the lease of said 
tunnel, at an annual rental equal to four and one half per 
cent. of the net cost of this subway, for the running of trains 
and cars therein, and for such other uses and upon such 
provisions and conditions, not affecting the term of rental, 
as the commission and the company may agree upon, or in 
case of difference, as the board of railroad commissioners, 
hereinafter called the board, may determine. The provi- 
sions of this act in so far as they declare, define or establish 
the terms and conditions for the construction, tenure, main- 
tenance and operation of this subway, shall be embodied in 
and made a part of said contract. In order that the time 
of the commencement of the rental of this subway may be 
equitably adjusted the commission shall ascertain the net 
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cost of the subway in four sections,— the first section to 
include that part of the subway running from the junction 
of Tremont and Park streets to and including the station 
at Dewey square; the second section to include that part 
of the subway running from Dewey square to and including 
the station at Andrews square; the third section to include 
that part of the subway running from Andrews square to 
and including the station at or near Fields Corner; and 
the fourth section to include that part of the subway running 
from the station at or near Fields Corner to and including 
the station at Pierce square. The net cost of the subway 
shall be deemed to include all expenditures incurred in ac- 
quisition and construction, including damages, expenses 
and salaries of the commission, and interest at three and 
one quarter per cent. per annum on the debt incurred in 
construction prior to the beginning of the use. Prior to the 
completion of all four sections of this subway rent shall be 
charged only for the section or sections thereof used by the 
company. ‘The use of each section of the subway shall begin 
when in the opinion of the commission a reasonable time 
after the completion has been allowed for equipment, which 

shall not exceed ninety days after such section is completed. 


Sect. 12. If the contract for the use of this subway is 
executed as above provided this subway shall, during the 
term of such contract, be considered a part of the elevated 
railway operated by the company; and the board, subject 
to the provisions of the contract, shall have and exercise 
the same power and control over the same in all respects 
that are conferred upon the board as to the elevated structure 
by chapter. five hundred and forty-eight of the acts of the 
year eighteen hundred and ninety-four, chapter five hundred 
of the year eighteen hundred and ninety-seven, and chapter 
five hundred and thirty-four of the acts of the year nineteen 
hundred and two, and all other acts in addition thereto. 


Sect. 18. Upon the determination by the commission 
of any important question arising in the course of the work 
herein provided for, upon which the company has previously 
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requested a hearing, except an award of or agreement upon 
damages as provided in section eight hereof, the company 
may within three days after notice of such determination 
apply to the board for a revision of the same, and thereupon 
the board may consider and finally determine such question. 


Sect. 14. The use and control of the subway, if acquired 
by the company, shall be subject to the rights, if any, which 
the West End Street Railway Company may have under 
the provisions of article two of its lease to the company, 
dated September ninth, eighteen hundred and ninety-seven, 
or otherwise. | 


Secr. 15. The treasurer of the city shall from time to 
time, on request of the commission, issue and sell at public 
or private sale, the bonds of the city, registered or with 
interest coupons attached, as he may deem best, to an amount 
not exceeding the cost of the subway herein provided for. 
Such bonds shall be designated on their face, city of Boston, 
Dorchester subway loan, shall be for such terms, not exceed- 
ing fifty years, as the mayor and treasurer of said city may 
determine, and shall bear interest payable semi-annually at 
such rate not exceeding four and one half per cent. per annum, 
as the treasurer shall determine. The debts incurred by . 
the city from time to time under the provisions of this act 
shall not be included in determining the limit of indebted- 
ness of the city as established by law, and the proceeds of 
such bonds shall be used to meet all damages, costs and ex- 
penses incurred by the commission or the city in carrying 
out the provisions of this act. The board of commissioners 
of sinking funds shall establish a sinking fund for the pay- 
ment of the bonds issued under this act. All premiums 
received from the sale thereof shall be paid into the sinking 
fund. All rents, tolls, percentages or other annual com- 
pensation received by the city for any use of the subway 
under this act, or for any use of any lands or rights taken 
under authority.of this act, shall annually be used by the 
treasurer,— first, to meet the interest on the bonds; second, 
to meet the requirements of and any deficiency in the sinking 
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fund, and the surplus, if any, as a part of the general revenue 
of the city. The proceeds from any sale of lands or rights 
taken by purchase or otherwise under authority of this act 
shall be paid into the sinking fund, or shall be used for 
construction, as the commission may determine. 


Sect. 16. The supreme judicial court and the superior 
court upon application of any party in interest, including 
the city or any ten taxable inhabitants thereof, may enforce 
or prevent violation of the provisions of this act by an 
appropriate process. 


Sect. 17. This act shall be submitted for acceptance 
by the city at a special election to be held within sixty days 
after its passage. The question to be voted upon at such 
election shall be “Shall the Dorchester subway act be 
accepted?” If accepted by a majority of the voters voting 
thereon it shall thereupon take full effect.

To abolish the Common Council of the City of Boston and 
to transfer its Powers and Duties to the Board of Aldermen. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives 
in General Court assembled, and by the authority of the same, 
as follows; 


Section 1. The common council of the city of Boston 
is hereby abolished.

the commonwealth, of mortgages on real estate and of securi- 
ties and personal property of various sorts to the city of 
Boston upon trust for certain purposes in said will and 
codicil set forth; and whereas the said city as at present 
organized has no department, board or officer authorized 
or qualified to manage the said property and to administer 
the said trust so as to secure the full benefit of said devise 

and bequest for the purposes intended by the testator, now, 
therefore, 
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Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives 
in General Court assembled, and by the authority of the same, 
as follows: 


SecTIon 1. George’A. Hibbard, Charles H. Slattery, being 
respectively the mayor and treasurer of the city of Boston, 
and three other persons to be appointed by the supreme judi- 
cial court for the county of Suffolk upon a bill or petition 
in equity which shall be brought for that purpose by the 
said Hibbard against the city of Boston and the executor 
of said will, and their successors in office are hereby made 
a corporation by the name of The Parkman Foundation; and 
they and their successors in office shall be ‘and continue a 
body corporate for the purposes hereinafter set forth, with 
all the powers and privileges, and subject to all the duties, 
restrictions and liabilities not inconsistent with the terms 
of said will and codicil, which are conferred and prescribed in 
chapter one hundred and twenty-five of the Revised Laws 
and by all general laws now or hereafter in force relating 
to such corporations. Said corporation shall be a board or 
department of the city of Boston, and the members thereof 
shall be the mayor of said city for the time being, the treas- 
urer of said city for the time being, together with three other 
persons to be appointed by the supreme judicial court for 
the county of Suffolk as aforesaid. If at any time any 
vacancy occurs through death, resignation, inability or un- 
fitness to act, or for other cause in the class of said last 
named three persons, it shall be the duty of said corporation 
to apply by petition to said court to fill such vacancy or 
vacancies; and the appointee or appointees of said court 
shall thereupon become members of said corporation. Any 
of said three members may in proceedings instituted either 
by the attorney-general of the commonwealth, the city of 
Boston, or said corporation, be removed by said court for 
any cause for which a trustee of a public charitable trust 
may be removed. 


Sect. 2. The legal title to the property and fund devised 
and bequeathed by said will and codicil to said city of Bos-

All conveyances of land, mortgages, and secu- 
rities at any time received or purchased by the said cor- 
poration shall be transferred, assigned, or endorsed to the 
city of Boston Parkman Foundation, and shall be in the 
custody of the city treasurer subject to the order of the said 
corporation. All moneys at any time coming to the said 
corporation shall, until invested as herein provided, be 
deposited in the name of the city of Boston Parkman Foun- 
dation in national banks or trust companies doing business 
in the city of Boston. All deeds, assignments, endorsements, 
and checks necessary for the investment of any of said 
property, or for the disposition of any part of the income 
thereof in accordance with the terms of said will and codicil 
shall be signed City of Boston Parkman Foundation by the 
city treasurer when thereto duly authorized by vote of said 
corporation. The city treasurer shall furnish a bond in 
form and amount and with sureties approved by the cor- 
poration counsel of the city for the faithful performance of 
the duties imposed upon him by this act. The cost of said 
bond shall be charged to the income of the fund. 


Secr. 4. Such portion of the income of said property 
and fund as may from time to time be devoted by said

by said corporation with the consent of said board, or by said 
board under the direction and supervision of said corporation.

1908.

REPORT. 


To the Honorable the Senate and House of Representatives of the Com- 
monwealth of Massachusetts. 

The Joint Board, acting by authority of chapter 134 of 
the Resolves of 1908, advertised a public hearing on the 
subject of the resolve for Oct. 15, 1908, which was well 
attended by owners of wharves and docks and foreshore 
property in East Boston, and by persons interested in trans- 
portation by land and water and the commercial interests of 
the city. 

The members of the Joint Board_after the hearing inspected 
Border Street and the adjacent wharves, Condor Street and 
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the Chelsea Creek wharves, the shore and flats on the north- 
erly side of the island and the grade crossing work of the 
Boston & Albany Railroad completed through the center of 
the island. They also made a circuit of the island to inspect 
the shore and channels from the water side. 

There was presented to the Joint Board at the hearing the 
plan of the East Boston Railroad Company for laying a 
railroad track along or near Condor and Border streets, to 
serve the wharves and docks along Chelsea Creek and the 
westerly side of East Boston. It was the general plan pre- 
sented to the railroad committee of the Legislature in 1908, 
and on which presumably this inquiry was based. 

It was proposed at the hearing before the Joint Board to 
incorporate the East Boston Railroad Company, and then 
obtain leave to lay a track from the Grand Junction Railroad 
near the Chelsea Street bridge on private land northerly of 
Condor Street to a point near the Meridian Street bridge, 
and thence turning and running southerly on the westerly 
side of Border Street within the street location to Sumner 
Street, with switches and spur tracks leading to the several 
wharves. .The owners of the wharves and docks approved 
that, development, and in fact were largely interested in the 
proposed railroad. 

It is a valuable shore front, and railroad connection is abso- 
lutely indispensable for its best commercial development. 
If this plan, presented to the Joint Board, should be author- 
ized by the Legislature, several conditions ought to be imposed 
before the locations are authorized : — 

1. There should be no grade crossing authorized at Chelsea 
Street or Meridian Street, or at any other street. 

2. Border Street, only 60 feet wide, should be widened on 
the easterly side. 

3. A portion of the expenses of the widening should be 
borne by the corporation securing the franchise. 

The distance from the westerly side of Border Street at 
Sumner Street to the United States pierhead line (State 
harbor line) is about 700 feet, farther north at about Central 
Square the distance is about 1,100 feet, and at the northerly 
end of Border Street near Condor Street_the distance is about 
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600 feet. The pierhead line is on or near the 35-foot channel, 
and the width of this area between the proposed railroad 
tracks and the pierhead line would be sufficient for the use of 
freight and tramp steamers. The docks would require to be 
dredged and many of the piers to be rearranged and rebuilt. 

The area is at present very poorly developed for commer- 
cial uses. If the laying of tracks is made as above indicated, 
the development would be along the same general lines as 
Atlantic Avenue and Commercial Street in the late 60’s, 
though relatively less important. 

Such a development is perfectly “feasible”? or practicable 
from an engineering point of view. Whether it is also 
‘feasible’? or practicable from a financial point of view can- 
not be determined by this Joint Board. No appropriation 
went with this resolve, and the Board has no means of esti- 
mating the cost of the development. 

The development of the water front on the easterly side 
of the island between Wood Island Park and Jeffries Point 
is ‘‘feasible’’ and simple. 

That shore and the wharves to be built also must eventu- 
ally be connected by railroad tracks. 

The conditions precedent to the development on ane side 
are substantially the same as on the west side. 

No grade crossings of any streets or the narrow-gauge 
railroad should be allowed. A freight traffic street may be 
necessary along the head of the docks for heavy teaming, 
and railroad spur tracks to the several piers may be required 
to cross this traffic street at grade. 

The flats between Maverick Street and Wood Island Park 
on both sides of the narrow-gauge railroad location will be 
filled, and liberal area ought to be reserved for streets, freight 
yards and warehouses. 

On the sea side the development will be costly. From the 
pierhead line outward to the “back channel,” so called, is a 
large area of flats, mostly bare at low water and about 2,500 
feet wide. 

The channel northerly of Governor’s Island should then 
be dredged and straightened by the United States. 

The plan or process of development is plain. The piers 
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would be constructed on the Commonwealth flats; the docks 
would be dredged; the large area of flats between the pier- 
head line and the channel would then be dredged; the United 
States channel would be widened, deepened and straightened ; 
the large area between the Commonwealth flats and the 
Grand Junction Railroad would be filled, perhaps with 
dredged material, pumped, if possible, from the area on the 
water side of the pierhead line; railroad tracks across this 
filled area to the piers and docks would be laid; and finally 
the occupation and use of this property would follow as com- 
merce and navigation required. 

There are strong reasons for hoping that any railroad 
tracks laid along the heads of the existing wharves on the west 
side, or those that will, if Boston increases, be built along 
the east side of the Island, shall be owned or operated by 
some existing railroad corporation. ‘That would save one 
switching charge for hauling cars to the piers, and small 
charges must be saved. 

This development or improvement on the east side is 
“feasible”? and practicable, and an exceedingly simple and 
easy engineering proposition. 

It would not be “feasible” or practicable at present to 
invest the necessary money in this development with any 
expectation of income therefrom. There appears no suffi- 
cient demand at the present time for wharves and docks in 
this harbor to warrant such an expensive development of 
this water front. 

A fine opportunity for manufacturing development in a 
large way here awaits the attention and energy and capital 
of the man with resolute initiative. There are wonderful 
opportunities awaiting development for large manufactur- 
ing plants along the water front of our harbors, rivers and 
estuaries. There is capital enough seeking investment, but 
the masterful man who anticipates events and does things is 
just now resting. Public improvements are going forward 
by leaps and bounds, and public debts keep pace. The sew- 
erage systems, the great metropolitan water system, the 
beautiful public parks everywhere, and the State roads, 
make up a magnificent aggregation.

A new era of manufacturing development may happily be 
near. The water front improvements, the piers and docks 
with electric equipment, dry docks, junction railways and 
storage warehouses, and transportation facilities by water 
and by land, will come with increase of manufactures and 
commerce. It should all come by the old-fashioned method 
of individual initiative, which in the long run is much the 
_ best method. 

The location of tracks and elimination of grades through 
the center of the island is now an existing condition. The 
only method of future comprehensive development of the 
water front on the east and west sides of East Boston for 
commerce and navigation is to lay railroad tracks from the 
Boston & Albany Railroad near Chelsea Creek to the east 
and to the west, and carry the same around the water front 
at the head of the piers on either side of the island. Modern 
methods of handling cargoes require that cars run at grade 
alongside of vessels. The development briefly outlined 
above is “feasible”? from an engineering point, but whether 
“feasible”’;or practicable as an investment, the Joint Board 
does not express any opinion.

When there are two or more candidates 
whose names are legally entitled to be printed as candidates 
for the same office upon the official city primary or city 
election ballot in the city of Boston, or whenever two or more 
lists of candidates for committees, or delegates to a city con- 
vention, are entitled to be printed on said ballots in said city, 
the order of arrangements of such names or lists upon said 
ballots shall be determined by lot as follows: — 


Sect. 2. The election commissioners shall cause notice to 
be given in writing to each of such candidates and to each 
person who has filed such a list, which notice shall state the 
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time and place at which such board shall determine the posi- 
tions, which the name of each candidate or list shall occupy, 
upon the official ballot, the appointment of such time and 
place to be within the discretion of the election commissioners.

Sect. 3. Any person so notified may appear in person or by 
representative whom he shall name in writing.

ABSTRACT OF THE SIXTH ANNUAL REPORT OF 
THE CHARLES RIVER BASIN COMMISSION. 


To His Excellency the Governor and the Honorable Council 
of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts. 


To accompany its report of this date, giving an account 
of its expenditures and receipts for the fiscal year ending 
November 380, 1908, the Charles River Basin Commission 
respectfully submits the following abstract of its doings. 

During the twelve months from December 1, 1907, to 
November 30, 1908, this Commission has been able to 
advance its work in many departments so far as to secure 
to the public important practical results. 

The ‘shut-off dam” which now holds back the water, 
while not the final structure, improves old conditions, and 
will serve as.a core around which the filling for the earth- 
work of the permanent Dam may be put in. Some portions 
of the retaining walls of the Dam have already been built. 
Work in every department is progressing favorably. The 
Commission estimates that it will require an expenditure of 
approximately $1,100,000 to complete the various parts of its 
work, but on account of the permanent water level it will be 
possible to push construction much faster than when tidal 
conditions prevailed. 

The Commission is anxious that the public may enjoy, 
at an early date, the full benefit of the improvements in 
Charles River, and to that end has used all reasonable means 
to hasten its work. After carefully going over the work 
- being done under its existing contracts and after carefully 
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considering the contracts which are in preparation, the 
Commissioners are of the unanimous opinion that it would 
be both wise and in the interest of economy to fix July 1, 
1910, as the date when the Commission will relinquish its 
authority. Furthermore, the Commission would suggest that. 
legislation be enacted to authorize it at an earlier date to 
turn over the structures it has built and be relieved of its 
duties in connection therewith by the public body desig- 
nated by law, in case the Commission’s written recommen- 
dation to that effect shall receive the approval of the Governor 
and Council. 

The total amount of expenditures of the Commission dur- 
ing the year was $1,086,011.31, of which the items will appear 
in the financial report attached hereto. 

Brief references to what the Commission has done in rela- 
tion to each of the various parts of the work are given below. 


I. ORGANIZATION AND ADMINISTRATION. 


No change has been made in the administrative office 
force during the past year. Promotions and other changes 
in the engineering force will be fully described in the report 
of the Chief Engineer, which, owing to the pressing necessi- 
ties of construction work, will be submitted later with the 
Commission’s complete report. 


ID... Tae Dam, 


It is obvious that the permanent Dam, which is to be an 
earthwork structure, could not be successfully put in while 
there were strong tidal currents to contend with twice daily. 
These currents would have so scattered the earth filling as 
to greatly increase the cost and the time for doing the work. 
A temporary dam was therefore designed, called the “shut- 
off dam.” 

By closing the gates in the shut-off dam on October 20, 
the permanent level of the Basin was established. The water 
is now maintained at the grade of eight feet above Boston 
base, and all the mud flats between Craigie Bridge and Water- 
town Dam are covered. The water in the Basin is rapidly 
changing from salt to fresh. 
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Ill. Tur Lock. 


The ship Lock, with all its gates, valves and other appli- 
ances, is now in full operation and everything is working 
smoothly. This Lock is 350 feet long, 45 feet wide in the 
clear, and has a depth of water of 17 feet at low tide. 
Although some of the mechanical features of the lock-gates 
are novelties as applied to these structures, the gates have 
nevertheless proved a success. 


IV. Tue Suvices. 


Previous to the completion of the ‘‘shut-off dam,” the nine 
sluices which are to regulate the flow of the water in the 
river were tested and made ready. 

The middle sluice of the series of nine sluices also serves 
the purpose of a lock for small boats, where power boats, 
rowboats and other craft which require not more than six 
feet of headroom may pass under the Dam even at high tide. 


V. Boston EMBANKMENT. 


The Boston Embankment, which extends from Cambridge 
Bridge to Charlesgate West, gives evidence of some quick 
work done during the past year by the contractors on the 
various sections thereof,—the Holbrook, Cabot & Rollins 
Corporation, Coleman Brothers, and William H. Ellis, 
respectively. The wall is finished and much of the filling has 
been put in on the wide part of the embankment back of 
Charles and Brimmer streets, where it ranges in: width from 
a maximum of 3800 feet to 240 feet. In the long stretch 
* where the embankment runs parallel to Beacon Street, from 
Berkeley Street to. Charlesgate West, it is 100 feet wide, 
and there also a large part of the filling has been done. 


VI. DrLAY AND CHANGES IN THE COMMISSION’S WORK 
Dur TO THE RIVERBANK SuBWAY Act oF 1907. 


In its last report the Commission called attention to the 
fact that it had complied with certain requests for delay and 
changes in its plans for the Boston Embankment, which the 
Boston Transit Commission, by section 2 of chapter 573 
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of the Acts of 1907, was authorized to make in order to 
accommodate the Riverbank subway. 


VII. Tue Craicre TEMPORARY BRIDGE. 


The temporary bridge, just below the site of the new 
Dam, has been maintained by the Commission as heretofore, 
and the heavy traffic usually found at that point has passed 
over it daily without experiencing at any time a serious 
delay. 

VIII. Tar Mareinaut Conpults. 


Work upon the Boston Marginal Conduit, which, in addi- 
tion to other functions, is to take the foul flow from the 
Stony Brook channels and carry it below the Dam, and 
which extends from Charlesgate East to the foot of Leverett 
Street, a distance of nearly two miles, has progressed favor- 
ably. The smaller conduits, known as “overflows,” through 
which the sewers in the Back Bay formerly discharged their 
contents into the river in time of storm, have been con- 
nected with the Boston Marginal Conduit. 

The Cambridge Marginal Conduit has been completed. It 
is not required to take care of any such condition as that 
created by Stony Brook, but it will serve the same purpose 
on the Cambridge side, for intercepting overflows of sewage, 
that the longer conduit in Boston serves. 


LX. DREDGING AND PILE-DRIVING AT THE WHARVES IN 
BROAD AND LECHMERE CANALS. 


The pile-driving work at the wharves in Broad and Lech- 
mere canals—except in front of one property where the 
line is not yet established—was finished during the year 
and much of the dredging has been done. At the close of 
the fiscal year most of the wharf owners are enjoying sub- 
stantially all the benefits they will have when the perma- 
nent Dam is completed. 


X. LEGISLATION OF 1908. 
The Commission’s only recommendation for legislation in 
1908 was considered favorably by the Legislature, and 
resulted in the passage of chapter 445 of the Acts of 1908, 
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which authorized the Commission to take a portion of the 
land of the Massachusetts Charitable Eye and Ear Infirmary 
to provide an approach to the Boston Embankment, which, 
owing to an omission in the Boston Embankment Act, 
chapter 402 of the Acts of 1906, had been left without an 
entrance at its lower end. 


XI. WorK ORDERED BY THE LEGISLATURE IN CHAPTER 633 
OF THE Acts oF 1908, ON THE PROPERTY OF THE Bay 
STaTE FurL ComMPAny. 

The Commission promptly performed the work which the 
Legislature directed it to do by chapter 633 of the Acts of 
1908, in rebuilding the sea-wall on the property leased by 
the Bay State Fuel Company on Broad Canal in Cambridge. 


XII. ACTION CONCERNING THE GRANTING OF LOCATIONS 
FOR BOAT-HOUSES ON THE BosToN EMBANKMENT, UNDER 
CHAPTER 404 oF THE Acts oF 1907. 


As required by law, the Commission sat jointly with the 
Metropolitan Park Commission to consider applications by 
regularly organized boat clubs for locations for boat-houses 
on the Boston Embankment. A location was granted to the 
Union Boat Club of Boston. 


XIII. LrGistation NEEDED. 


In addition to its suggestion made herein, that it be given 
discretionary powers, subject to the approval of the Gov- 
ernor and Council, to close its work, if it should deem it 
desirable, before July 1, 1910, the Commission would respect- 
fully call the attention of the Legislature to the fact that 
the Boston Embankment, which it was directed to construct 
under authority of chapter 402 of the Acts of 1906, and 
which is to be paid for by the city of Boston, has not been 
assigned to any board for care and control. This Com- 
mission feels that it is in the interest of the public to have 
. this question of the future control of the embankment defi- 
nitely settled as soon as possible, and would recommend 
that the Legislature pass such a law as it may deem advis- 
able to attain this object. 
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The apportionment of the expense incurred by this Com- 
mission among the cities and towns of the Metropolitan Park 
District, as provided in the Charles River Basin Act (chapter 
465 of the Acts of 1903), is a matter of great importance. 
Another commission was to make this apportionment in the 
year 1905, but failed to do so, for reasons stated in its report. 
Since the adjournment of the last Legislature, this Com- 
mission, in response to an inquiry made of the Attorney- 
General, has been advised by him that, owing to the fact 
that the Commission for Apportionment did not act, addi- 
tional legislation is now necessary to enable the apportion- 
ment of the expense of the Charles River Basin work to be 
made. This Commission feels that the cities and towns 
which are to pay for this work would very much prefer to 
have the expense carried along over a series of years; and it 
would respectfully suggest that legislation be enacted to 
enable them to begin in the year 1909 to pay part of the 
Charles River Basin Loan secured by the State for their 
benefit. 

The matter of reducing the amount of sewage mixed with 
storm water that shall find its way into the Basin or into the 
river from the outlet of the Boston Marginal Conduit below 
the Dam, also demands attention. Because the sewers in 
the Back Bay are on the combined system, receiving both 
house drainage and storm water, the pumping plant of the 
Boston Main Drainage System cannot take care of their 
entire flow in time of storm. This condition was one of the 
important reasons for the building of the Boston Marginal 
Conduit, which was made mandatory upon this Com- 
mission by the statute of 1908. The Boston Main Drain- 
age System, however, should be put in a position so that 
it may take care of this overflow sewage as far as possible 
without enlargement of its plant. To accomplish this object 
this Commission recommends legislation to permit the connec- 
tion of the Boston Marginal Conduit with the Boston main 
intercepting sewer at Hereford Street, in order that the over- 
flow from the city of Boston sewers in times of storm can 
be stored, so far as possible, in the Boston Marginal Conduit 
and the Stony Brook channels until after the storm has 
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passed. When the pumping plant of the Boston Main 
Drainage System is relieved, this overflow, more or less con- 
taminated by sewage, can then flow back into the Boston 
Main Drainage System, and not be discharged below the 
Dam or into the Basin in case the storm comes at high tide. 
The cost of this connection will be a comparatively small 
amount, while its value for sanitary and esthetic purposes 
will be incalculable. 

Further recommendations by this Commission for legisla- 
tion in 1909 are given in order of their importance, as 
follows :— 

First.—An act should be passed providing for penalties 
for the violation of the rules prepared by this Commission, 
and approved by the War Department, for the regulation 
of the passage of vessels past the drawbridges and through 
the locks. Such legislation is absolutely necessary properly 
to protect the important mechanisms of the lock-gates, 
which, if injured, could not be replaced for several months, 
and then only at a large expense. 

Second.— Legislation may be deemed necessary to remedy 
the omission, apparently made through an inadvertence, in 
the Charles River Basin Act, of authority to enable this 
Commission to break ice in the canals and in the channels of 
the Basin and possibly below the Dam. The authority to 
break ice in the canals is given to the Metropolitan Park 
Commission in connection with its maintenance of the basin 
after the work of this Commission is completed. 

Third.— A pumping plant should be authorized to provide 
circulation for the water in the Fens ponds. 

Fourth.— Authority and means should be provided for 
improving the connection between the Fens ponds and the 
river. It will involve only a small expense. 


XIV. TAKINGS OF PROPERTY. 


Under authority of chapter 445 of the Acts of 1908, the 
Commission made a taking of a part of the property of the 
Massachusetts Charitable Eye and Ear Infirmary, and paid 
for the same the price which the officials of the Infirmary had 
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agreed to, and which the Commission stated in its recom- 
mendation to the Legislature. 


XV. CONTRACTS. 


The Commission awarded, during the year, twenty-nine 
contracts. 


XVI. Hearines, Mreerincs AND CONFERENCES. 


The Commission gave, during the year, twenty-three hear- 
ings, at which a total of forty-two persons were heard, besides 
holding one hundred four formal meetings and many con- 
ferences. } 


XVII. Reports IssuED BY THE COMMISSION. 


Fifteen hundred reports were printed, at a cost of $483.38, 
making the reports cost less than 30 cents each for unbound 
copies. Of this number the Commission was allowed for 
distribution, to meet the demands of officials and citizens 
of the thirty-eight cities and towns which are to pay for its 
work, only 450 copies. Many requests for reports, even 
from public officials, had to be denied. Now that the public 
is beginning to feel the effect of the Charles River Basin 
work, the demand for the current number of its reports is 
increasing. ‘The Commission believes that more copies of 
its next annual report should be authorized. 


XVIII. STATEMENT OF EXPENDITURES AND RECEIPTS. 


The following statement of expenditures and receipts is 
submitted, as required by law:

AN ACT 


Relative to the Suspension and Discharge of Laborers in the 
City of Boston. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives 
in General Court assembled, and by the authority of the same, 
as follows:

Section thirty-three of chapter nineteen of the Revised 
Laws. is hereby amended by adding to the section these 
words: provided, however, that the mayor of Boston may 
expend, at his discretion, from his appropriation for office 
expenses and for the entertainment of guests, an amount 
not exceeding five thousand dollars in any one year for wines, 
liquors, cigars and refreshments, to be charged as such to the

The name of each person so nominated for school 
committee, the street and number, if any, of his residence, 
shall be printed on the ballot, but there shall be no words 
indicating the political affiliations of any nominee, or any 
other words of statement or,description.

SecTION 1. Any citizen of the commonwealth, male or 
female, not already receiving a pension from the state or from 
a city or town, who has attained the age of sixty-five years or 
over, and who has paid a poll tax assessed upon himself in the 
commonwealth in each one of not less than twenty-five years, 
whether such years were consecutive or not, or a sum in lieu 
thereof under the provisions of this act and who has not 
within five years been convicted of felony in any court of the 
commonwealth or elsewhere, and who is certified in writing 
by any member of the general court or of the executive 
council, or by a selectman, the mayor, a member of the 
city council, or the treasurer, auditor, city or town clerk of 
the city or town in which he lives, to be of good moral character 
and not addicted to the excessive use of intoxicating liquors. 
shall, on application to the treasurer and receiver-general, 
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receive for the remainder of his life a pension equivalent to 
three dollars a week, to be paid in quarterly payments by the 
treasurer and receiver-general: provided, that for the ten 
years preceding such application he shall have been a resident 
of the commonwealth and if such application be granted he 
shall remain continuously a resident of this commonwealth. 


Sect. 2. The age of any such applicant for a pension shall 
be established by a certificate of baptism or by a register of 
birth with a city or town clerk, or in such other manner as 
shall be satisfactory to the treasurer and receiver-general. 


Sect. 3. All poll taxes and all other moneys received by 
the cities and towns in the commonwealth in lieu thereof, 
under the provisions of this act, shall hereafter be paid into 
the treasury of the commonwealth, excepting that said cities 
and towns may reserve one dollar from each poll tax for their 
own use. 


Sect. 4. The amount of such annual pensions to be paid 
in any year shall be taken, so far as may be, from the amounts 
received by the treasurer and receiver-general for poll taxes 
and other moneys in lieu thereof under the provisions of this 
act. He is hereby authorized and directed to annually, before 
the first day of May, fix the amount of a poll tax for that 
year, to be paid by those desiring to avail themselves of the 
benefits of this act at such a sum not exceeding five dollars as 
will approximately cover the amount so estimated of the pen- 
sions which will be payable in the following year.

To extend to the Several Districts of the City of Boston the 
Right of Local Option as to the granting of Licenses for 
the Sale of Intoxicating Liquor. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives 
in General Court assembled, and by the authority of the same, 
as follows: 


Section 1. For the purpose of issuance of licenses for 
the sale of intoxicating liquors in the city of Boston the said 
city is divided territorially into eight districts, each district 
to be composed of those wards and precincts, the boundary 
lines of which will most nearly coincide with the boundary 
lines of the districts as they existed when the districts were 
annexed to Boston. 


Secr. 2. District number one, to be known as the Boston 
district, shall include wards six, seven, eight, nine and twelve, 
and precincts one, two, three, four, five, six, seven and eight 
of ward ten, and precincts one, two, three, four, five, six, 
seven and eight of ward eleven. District number two, to be 
known as the East Boston district, shall include wards one 
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and two. District number three, to be known as the Charles- 
town district, shall include wards three, four and _ five. 
District number four, to be known as the South Boston dis- 
trict, shall include wards thirteen, fourteen, and fifteen, and 
precinct one of ward sixteen. District number five, to be 
known as the Dorchester district, shall include wards twenty 
and twenty-four, and precincts two, three, four, five, ‘six 
and seven of ward sixteen. District number six, to be known 
as the Roxbury district, shall include wards seventeen, 
eighteen, nineteen, and twenty-one, precincts two, three, 
four and five of ward twenty-two, precinct nine of ward ten, 
and precinct nine of ward eleven.

either at grade or otherwise, with the existing subway, with 
any other subway or tunnel which may be constructed to 
connect with said Park street station and with the Washing- 
ton street tunnel provided for by chapter five hundred and 
thirty-four of the acts of nineteen hundred and two, and suit- 
able terminals under the Common and Tremont street and 
under or near Atlantic avenue, and suitable connections with 
existing or other tracks. 


Secr. 2. The commission shall immediately after the 
passage of this act make such preliminary investigations, 
surveys, and plans as it deems expedient, and to that end 
may enter upon any lands and place and maintain marks 
therein, and may make excavations, borings and do all other 
acts necessary for such investigations and surveys. The 
commission may expend such sums as it deems necessary 
therefor. The expenses incurred in making such prelim- 
inary investigations, surveys and plans shall be deemed a 
part of the cost of the work. 


Sect. 3. The commission shall not begin the work of con- 
struction until it has filed in the office of the city engineer a 
plan signed by the commission showing the proposed route 
or the location thereof, and the general form and method of 
construction, the location of proposed tracks, stations and 
approaches, and the alignment and grade, which plan shall be 
submitted to the Boston Elevated Railway Company, here- 
inafter called the company, which term shall be deemed to 
include its successors and assigns, for its approval. Any 
such plan so filed may be altered at any time by a new plan 
signed and filed in like manner. ° 


Sect. 4. The commission may make contracts in the 
name of the city for the work herein authorized, but all con- 
tracts involving two thousand dollars or more in amount 
shall be in writing and signed by a majority of the commission; 
and no such contract shall be altered except by an instrument 
in writing signed by the contractor and a majority of the

commission, and also by the sureties, if any, on the bond 
given by the contractor, for the completion of the original 
contract. No such contract or alteration of any such con- 
tract shall be valid or binding on the city unless executed in 
the manner aforesaid. 


Secor. 5. All work done under this act under or near public 
streets and places shall be conducted, so far as practicable, 
in such manner as to leave such streets and places, or a 
reasonable part thereof, open for traffic between the hours of 
eight in the forenoon and six in the afternoon of each secular 
day except public holidays. 


Sect. 6. The commission may for the purposes of this 
act use public ways and lands without compensation therefor, 
and may acquire for the city, by purchase or otherwise, or 
may take lands in fee and easements, estates, and rights in 
land, including the right to go under the surface thereof or 
through or under buildings or parts of buildings thereon, and 
such takings in fee or otherwise may be made whether the 
lands taken or otherwise affected are held under or by title 
derived under eminent domain or otherwise. A taking or 
purchase under this section of an easement or other estate or 
right in a given parcel of real estate, whether such parcel con- 
sists of unimproved land or of land and buildings, may be 
confined to a portion or section of such parcel fixed by planes 
of division or otherwise below or above or at the surface of 
the soil, and in such case no taking need be made of upper or 
lower portions or other parts or sections thereof, except of 
such easements therein, if any, as the commission may deem 
necessary. ‘The commission, to make any taking by right of 
eminent domain, shall cause to be recorded in the registry of 
deeds for the county of Suffolk a description of the lands, 
easements, estates or rights to be taken, as certain as is 
required in a common conveyance of land, with the statement 
that the same are taken under the authority of this act, 
which description and statement shall be signed by the com- 
mission; and the lands, easements, estates or rights therein 
described shall upon such recording be taken for and shall 
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vest in the city. The commission shall, so far as may be 
practicable, notify all known owners of such takings, but the 
validity thereof shall not be affected by want of such notice. 


Secr. 7. The commission may sell or remove the buildings 
from any and all lands taken by it, and shall sell, if a sale 
be practicable, or if not shall lease, any lands, or rights or 
interests in land or other property so taken, or purchased 
for the purposes of this act, whenever the same shall in the 
opinion of the commission cease to be needed for such pur- 
poses. The proceeds of such sales and leases and the fair 
valuation of any such lands or other property no longer 
needed for such purposes but not actually sold, shall be 
deducted from the cost of the tunnel for the purpose of 
ascertaining the rental thereof. 


Secr. 8. The commission shall determine and award the 
damages sustained by any person by reason of property 
taken or injured by the commission under authority of this 
act, except public ways or lands, and may agree with any 
person as to the amount to be paid as damages sustained by 
him for any property so taken or injured, which damages 
the city shall be Hable to pay. If such person is dissatisfied 
with such award, or cannot agree with the commission upon 
his damages, the same may be determined by a jury in the 
superior court for the county of Suffolk, on petition therefor 
of such person or of the commission, in which case such per- 
son shall be joined as a petitioner, against the city, filed in 
the clerk’s office within one year after such property is so 
taken or injured; and judgment shall be entered upon the 
determination of such jury and costs shall be taxed and 
execution issued in favor of the prevailing party as in civil 
cases. The members of the commission shall not be per- 
sonally liable for any such damage. 


Sect. 9. The commission may order the temporary re- 
moval or relocation of any surface tracks, and the tempo- 
rary or permanent removal or relocation of any conduits, 
pipes, wires, poles or other property of any person or cor- 
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poration, which it deems to interfere with the construction 
or operation of the tunnel, and shall grant new locations 
for any such structures so removed or relocated. Such 
orders, to the extent specified therein, shall be deemed a 
revocation of the right or license to maintain such tracks, 
conduits, pipes, wires, poles or other property, and the 
owner of any such structures in public ways or lands shall 
comply with such orders without expense to the city. If 
such owner shall fail to comply with the order of the com- 
mission within a reasonable time, to be fixed in the order, 
the commission may discontinue and remove such tracks, 
conduits, pipes, wires, poles or other property, and may 
relocate the same, and the cost of such discontinuance, 
removal or relocation shall be repaid to the city by the 
owner. No such discontinuance, removal or relocation shall 
entitle the owner of the property thus affected to any dam- 
ages on account thereof. Any such structures in or upon 
private lands may be removed and relocated by the com- 
mission, or if removed and relocated by the owner thereof 
the reasonable expense shall be repaid him by the commis- 
sion. Any gas or electric lighting company may shut off 
the gas or current from any pipes or wires affected by any 
acts done hereunder, when and so far as it may be necessary 
to avoid danger of escape or explosion of gas, or other public 
danger. 


Secr. 10. Before beginning the work of construction the 
commission shall execute with the company, in the name of 
the city, the company consenting thereto, a contract in writ- 
ing for the sole and exclusive use of the tunnel and appur- 
tenances for a term of twenty-five years from the beginning 
of the use of said tunnel, at an annual rental equal to four 
and one-half per cent of the net cost thereof, for the run- 
ning of trains and cars therein, and for such other uses and 
upon such provisions and conditions, not affecting the term 
or rental, as the commission and the company may agree 
upon, or in case of difference, as the board of railroad com- 
missioners, hereinafter called the board, may determine. 
The provisions of this act, in so far as they declare, define 
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or establish the terms and conditions for the construction, 
tenure, maintenance and operation of said tunnel and ap- 
purtenances, shall be embodied in and made part of said 
contract. The use of the tunnel shall begin when, in the 
opinion of the commission, a reasonable time after comple- 
tion has been allowed for equipment. The net cost of the 
tunnel shall be deemed to include all expenditures incurred 
in acquisition and construction, including damages, expenses 
and salaries of the commission, and interest on the debt 
incurred in construction prior to the beginning of the use. 


Secr. 11. The tunnel during the term of the contract 
hereinbefore provided for shall be and be considered a part 
of the elevated railway operated by the company; and the 
board, subject to the provisions of the contract, shall have 
and exercise the same power and control over the same in 
all respects that are conferred upon the board as to the ele- 
vated structure by chapter five hundred and forty-eight of 
the acts of the year eighteen hundred and ninety-four, chap- 
ter five hundred of the acts of the year eighteen hundred 
and ninety-seven and by other laws in addition thereto. 


Sect. 12. Upon the determination by the commission 
of any important question arising in the course of the work 
herein provided for, upon which the company has previously 
requested a hearing, except an award of or agreement upon 
damages as provided in section eight hereof, the company 
may within three days after notice of such determination 
apply to the board for a revision of the same, and thereupon 
the board may consider and finally determine such question. 


Sect. 18. The treasurer of the city shall from time to 
time, on request of the commission, issue and sell, at public 
or private sale, the bonds of the city, registered or with interest 
coupons attached, as he may deem best, to an amount not 
exceeding the cost of the tunnel and subway herein provided 
for. Such bonds shall be designated on their face, Boston 
Cross Town Tunnel Loan, shall be for such terms, not exceed- 
ing fifty years, as the mayor and treasurer of said city may 
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determine, and shall bear interest payable semi-annually 
at such rate, not exceeding four per cent per annum, as the 
treasurer shall determine. The debts incurred by the city 
from time to time under the provisions of this act shall not 
be included in determining the limit of indebtedness of the 
city as established by law, and the proceeds of such bonds 
shall be used to meet all damages, costs and expenses incurred 
by the commission or the city in carrying out the provisions 
of this act. The board of commissioners of sinking funds 
. shall establish a sinking fund for the payment of the bonds 
issued under this act. All premiums received from the sale 
thereof shall be paid into the sinking fund. All rents, tolls, 
percentages or other annual compensation received by the 
city for any use of the tunnel under this act, or for any use 
of any lands or rights taken under authority of this act, shall 
annually be used by the treasurer,—first, to meet the require- 
ments of and any deficiency in the sinking fund,—second, 
to meet the interest on the bonds, and the surplus, if any, as a 
part of the general revenue of the city. The proceeds from 
any sale or lease of lands or rights taken by purchase or other- 
wise under authority of this act shall be paid into the sinking 
fund, or shall be used for construction, as the commission 
may determine. 


Sect. 14. If the term of the commission expires before 
the completion of the work herein provided for, the city 
shall have all the rights, powers and privileges, and be subject 
to all the duties, restrictions and liabilities, hereby conferred 
or imposed upon the commission in respect thereof, such 
powers to be exercised by the mayor, city engineer and city 
treasurer in place of the commission. 


Sect. 15. The supreme judicial court and the superior 
court, upon application of any party in interest, including 
the company, the city, or any ten taxable inhabitants thereof, 
may enforce or prevent violation of the provisions of this act 
by any appropriate process. 


Sect. 16. The construction of the tunnel herein authorized 
shall be begun at such time within three months after the 
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passage of this act as the commission and the company may » 
agree upon, or in case of difference as the board shall deter- 
mine that the ‘public interests require. 


Sect. 17. The city shall have, hold and enjoy in its private 
or proprietary capacity, for its own property, the tunnel 
built under this act, and all rents, tolls, income and profits 
from all contracts heretofore or hereafter entered into for the 
use of said tunnel, or any part thereof, and the same shall 
never be taken by the commonwealth except on payment of 
just compensation: provided, however, that so much of such 
rents, tolls, income and profits as may be necessary therefor 
shall be paid into the respective sinking funds for the redemp- 
tion of said bonds and used for the payment of the interest 
thereon. 


Sect. 18. The company shall, at such time as the com- 
mission and the company may agree upon, or in case of dif- 
ference as the board may determine, resume the operation 
of its elevated trains and cars in any portion of the subway 
and upon any approach thereto, which were used for the 
operation of such trains and cars prior to the occupation of 
the tunnel authorized by chapter five hundred and thirty- 
four of the acts of nineteen hundred and two. And the com- 
mission may restore any such portion of the subway and any 
approach thereto, or may alter or reconstruct the same in 
any way necessary to adapt or readapt it or them to the use 
of such trains and cars. The expense of any work done under 
this section shall be deemed part of.the cost of the tunnel 
authorized by chapter five hundred and thirty-four of the 
acts of nineteen hundred and two. So much of section twelve 
of chapter five hundred and thirty-four of the acts of nine- 
teen hundred and two as is inconsistent herewith is hereby 
repealed.

Section nineteen of chapter seventy-nine of 
the Revised Laws is hereby amended by striking out said 
section and inserting in place thereof the following: — Sec- 
tion 19. ‘The mayor and aldermen of a city'or the selectmen 
of a town may recommend to the commissioner of state aid 
and pensions such relief without a vote of the city council or 
of the town authorizing them thereto. In case of such recom- 
mendation or in case the mayor and aldermen of a city or 
the selectmen of a town fail to recommend such relief upon 
application therefor, and any person aggrieved by such failure 
makes application to the commissioner of state aid and pen- 
sions, said commissioner shall thereupon forthwith make a 
thorough investigation of the qualifications of the applicant 
and shall determine the amount of relief, if any, to be given.

Section one hundred and thirty of chapter six 
hundred and four of the acts of nineteen hundred and eight 
is hereby amended by striking out the word “five,” in the 
sixth line thereof, and substituting therefor the word: — ten,— 
so that said section shall read as follows: — Section 130. The 
mayor and aldermen or the selectmen.shall provide and 
maintain for each command of the volunteer militia or detach- 
ment thereof permanently stationed within the limits of their 
respective cities and towns suitable grounds for parade, drill 
and small arms practice. Any city or town failing to com- 
ply with this provision shall forfeit to the commonwealth not 
more than ten thousand dollars, any amount so forfeited to 
be credited to the appropriation for small arms practice for 
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the fiscal year in which the forfeiture occurs. When two or 
more commands of the volunteer militia are permanently 
stationed in the same city or town, the mayor and aldermen 
or the selectmen may, if practicable, provide for said com- 
mands a suitable range for small arms practice, to be used by 
them in common, provided that in every other respect the 
foregoing provisions of this section are complied with. Such 
grounds for parade, drill or small arms practice may be acquired 
by a purchase, taking or lease. The mayor of any city or the 
selectmen of any town so purchasing or taking land shall 
cause a plan and description thereof to be filed in the registry 
of deeds for the county and district in which such land is 
situated; and such filing and the date thereof shall be notice 
to all persons of the purchase or taking; and the title to 
lands so purchased or taken shall vest absolutely in the city 
or town and its assigns. In case land is taken under authority 
hereof and the parties are unable to agree upon the damages, 
either party may file in the superior court within two years 
after the date of recording the taking, as above provided, a 
petition asking that the damages be assessed; and there- 
upon the damages shall be assessed in the manner provided 
for the assessment of damages in the case of land taken for 
laying out highways. Cities and towns in which headquarters, 
commands or detachments of the volunteer militia are per- 
manently stationed may raise money by taxation or other- 
wise for the purpose of acquiring land for drill grounds or 
ranges for small arms practice, or for complying with the pro- 
visions of sections one hundred and twenty-seven and one 
hundred and thirty-one.

Be.it enacted.by the Senate and House of Representatives 
in General Court assembled, and by the authority of the same, 
as follows: 


Section 1. Section six of chapter five hundred and fifty 
of the acts of the year nineteen hundred and seven is hereby 
amended by striking out in the first line of said section the 
words “said department,” and inserting in place thereof the 
words: — the city of Boston,—so that said paragraph as 
amended shall read as follows: — Section 6. There shall be 
in the city of Boston a board to be called the board of appeal. 
Said board shall consist of five members appointed by the 
mayor in the following manner: one member from two 
candidates, one to be nominated by the real estate exchange 
and auction board and one by the Massachusetts real estate 
exchange; one member from two candidates, one to be 
nominated by the Boston society of architects and one by 
the Boston society of civil engineers; one member from two 
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candidates, one to be nominated by the master builders 
association and one by the contractors and builders associa- 
tion; one member from two candidates to be nominated 
by the building trades council of the Boston Central Labor 
Union; and one member selected by the mayor. These 
appointments shall be subject to confirmation by the board 
of aldermen.

RESTRICTION OF AREAS. 


In every first class building used above the first floor as a 
warehouse for the storage or sale of merchandise at least 
one staircase shall, with its connecting landings, be enclosed 
with fireproof enclosures in each story. All other vertical 
openings, except other stairs, shall have fireproof enclosures,. 
and all glass in said enclosures shall be wire glass. 


Sect. 8. Section seventeen of said chapter is hereby 
further amended by striking out the last two paragraphs under 
the heading restriction of areas and inserting in place thereof

Every second class building more than three stories high 
and used above the first floor as a warehouse or store for 
the storage or sale of merchandise shall have all vertical 
openings for elevators and stairways, including proper land- 
ings on each floor, also air or light shafts, through its floors, 
enclosed. 
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No building used above the first floor for the storage or 
sale of merchandise shall have less than two means of egress 
from every story, one of which means may be either an out- 
side fire escape or through a brick wall, enclosed by auto- 
matic doors into a building of the same class. 


Sect. 9. Section twenty-three of said chapter is hereby

THICKNESS OF WALLS. 


Except as provided in section seventeen, the external walls 
above the foundation of houses for habitation of first or sec- 
ond class construction, and not exceeding sixteen hundred 
square feet in area and not over three stories high, above the 
basement or above the cellar if there be no basement, shall be 
not less than eight inches thick for external walls and not 
less than twelve inches thick for party walls. In case any 
part of such building is adapted for any use other than habita- 
tion, all walls shall be not less than twelve inches thick. All 
other houses for habitation not exceeding five thousand feet 
in superficial area, except as heretofore provided, and not 
exceeding five stories or sixty-five feet in height, above the 
basement or above the cellar if there be no basement, shall 
have all walls not less than twelve inches thick.

Section seventy-eight of said chapter is hereby 
amended by striking out the word “fireproof” in the first line 
of said section and inserting in place thereof the words:— 
first class, —so that said section when amended shall read 
as follows:— Section 78. Every theatre hereafter built shall 
be of first class construction throughout, except that the floor 
boards may be of wood, and the steel work of the stage, of the 
fly galleries and of the rigging loft need not be. fireproofed. 


Sect. 21. Section eighty-three of said chapter is hereby 
amended by inserting after the word “wall” in the second 
sentence of said section the words:—between the stage and 
the auditorium,—so that said section as amended shall read 
as follows:—Section 83. The stage of every theatre shall 
be separated from the auditorium by a wall of fireproof 
construction, which wall shall extend the whole width of the 
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auditorium and the whole height to the roof of the portion 
occupied by the stage. There shall be no openings through 
this wall between the stage and the auditorium except the 
curtain opening, one doorway each side behind the boxes, 
and one doorway which shall be located at or below the 
level of the stage. The doorways shall not exceed twenty- 
one superficial feet each and shall have standard fire-doors 
hung in a manner satisfactory to the commissioner. The 
finish or decorative features around the curtain opening of 
every theatre shall be of ‘fireproof material. 


SecT. 22. Section ninety-nine of said chapter is hereby 
amended by striking out therefrom the last three paragraphs. 


Secr. 23. Section one hundred and seventeen of said 
' chapter is hereby amended in the paragraph headed back 
air pipes, vents, etc., by inserting after the words “approval 
of the commissioner,”’ in the sixth line of said paragraph the 
words:—Such non-siphon traps shall be equal to a Boston 
round trap four inches in diameter with a three-inch seal.

The inside shall be not 
less than two feet from the next lot and from any public 
or private way. 
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Secr. 25. The first and last paragraphs of that portion 
of section one hundred and twenty-two of said chapter 
headed steam exhausts, etc., are hereby amended by strik-

No steam or vapor or water of a temperature over one hun- 
dred and eighty degrees Fahrenheit shall be discharged from 
any premises into any sewer, drain or catch-basin, nor shall 
any matter or thing be discharged into any sewer which 
may tend to cause an obstruction of the public sewer or a 
nuisance or a deposit therein or any injury thereto. 

The superintendent of sewers may require such?additional. 
means for cooling the blow-off tanks by the injection of cold 
water or otherwise as may be necessary to reduce the tem- 
perature of the water passing from the blow-off tank so 
that it shall not exceed one hundred and eighty degrees 
Fahrenheit.

Relative to Highways, Public Alleys, Sewers and Sidewalks 
in the City of Boston. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives 
in General Court assembled, and by the authority of the same, 
as follows: 


Section 1. Section one of chapter three hundred and 
ninety-three of the acts of the year nineteen hundred and six 
is hereby amended by striking out the words ‘‘one hundred 
and twenty-five,” in the twelfth line of said section and insert- 
ing in place thereof the words:— two hundred,— and by 
striking out the words ‘“‘and fifty,” in the twenty-third line 
of said section, so that said section when amended shall read 
as follows: — Section 1. Every highway in the city of Boston 
shall be laid out, relocated, altered, widened, discontinued or 
constructed only as provided in this act or as provided in some 
other special act for a highway named therein; and in this 
act the word “highway”? means any public way which has 
become such through the act of the board or other authority 
or in any other manner; the words ‘‘public alley’? mean any 
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alley or passageway not exceeding twenty-five feet in width, 
laid out as a public alley by an order of the board of street 
commissioners of said city; the words “parcel of real estate’’ 
mean any lot of real estate a part of which is within two 
hundred feet of a highway or public alley ordered by said 
board to be laid out, relocated, altered, widened, discontinued 
or constructed, as the lot was on the day of the first publica- 
tion of notice of the intention to make the improvement, or 
on the day of passing the order therefor, if there is no such 
publication, including any lot a part of which is taken and 
any lot a part or the whole of which is leased, and excluding 
any land within any location of a railroad company, and any 
lot situated on another way having the same general direction 
which the highway or public alley and not more than two hun- 
dred feet distant thereform, if no part of such lot is between 
the highway or public alley and a line drawn midway between 
the same and said other way.

AN ACT 


Relative to Compensation of Dog Officers. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of: Representatives 
in General Court assembled, and by the authority of the same, 
as follows: 


Section 1. Section one hundred and forty-three of chap- 
ter one hundred and two of the Revised Laws as amended 
by section one of chapter two hundred and forty of the acts 
of the year nineteen hundred and seven, and by chapter one 
hundred and eighty-two of the acts of the year nineteen 
hundred and eight, is hereby further amended by striking out, 
after the word “paid,” in the seventeenth line, the words 
“the same wages per diem during the term of their employ- 
ment which the regular police officers of such cities receive,” 
and inserting in place thereof the words: — such compensa- 
tion as the mayor of such cities and the county commissioners 
for the respective counties in which such cities are located 
shall fix,— so that such section shall read as follows: — Sec- 
tion 143. The mayor of each city and the chairman of the 
selectmen of each town shall annually, within ten days after 
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the first day of July, issue a warrant to one or more police 
officers or constables, who shall hold office for one year or 
until his successor or successors are appointed and qualified, 
directing them forthwith to kill or cause to be killed all dogs 
within such city or town which are not licensed and collared 
according to the provisions of this chapter, and to enter 
complaint against the owners or keeper thereof; and any 
person may, and every police officer and constable shall kill 
or cause to be. killed all such dogs whenever and wherever 
found. Such officers, other than those employed under 
regular pay, shall receive from the treasurers of their respec- 
tive counties one dollar for each dog so destroyed; except 
that in cities of twenty-five thousand inhabitants, or more, 
they shall be paid such compensation as the mayor of such 
cities and the county commissioners for the respective coun- 
ties in which such cities are located shall fix; but in the county 
of Suffolk, they shall receive it from the treasurers of their 
respective cities or towns. Bills for such services shall be 
approved by the mayor of the city or chairman of the select- 
men of the town in which said dogs are destroyed and county 
commissioners, and shall be paid from moneys received under 
the provisions of this chapter relating to dogs.

“Section 1. If in any year the police commissioner for the 
city of Boston shall believe it to be impracticable, because 
of any public exigency requiring unusual service from the 
police force of the city, to complete within the first seven 
week days of April the house-to-house visitation provided 
for by section seventy of chapter five hundred and sixty of 
the acts of the year nineteen hundred and’ seven, and to 
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transmit to the election commissioners on or before the 
eighteenth day of April the lists described in section seventy-

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives 
in,General Court assembled, and by the authority of the same, 
as follows : 


Section 1. A registered voter of the preceding year of 
the city of Boston who was on May first of the current year 
living in the same place from which he was registered in the 
preceding year, and who. through error or omission has not 
been listed by the police, may, in order to be registered, 
appear before a member of the board of election commissioners 
at any time when they are open for registration, and prove 
that he is qualified to register by presenting under oath a 
statement in writing that he was on said day a resident of 
said city, giving his name, age and occupation and residence 
on the first day of May in the current year, and his residence 
on the first day of May in the preceding year. 

The board of election commissioners shall forthwith notify 
the listing board of such application by transmitting to 
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them a copy thereof, whereupon the said board shall detail 
an officer to investigate, and if the statement of applicant 
as to residence is found to be true, shall within three days 
so certify to the election commissioners, who shall, in case 
the report is favorable, place the name of the applicant on 
the voting list. 


Sect. 2. Section seventy-six of chapter five hundred and 
sixty of the acts of nineteen hundred and seven is hereby 
amended by striking out the word “women,” in the thirty- 
second line thereof,— so that the last sentence of the said 
section shall read:— They shall, before the first day of May 
in each year, transmit to the listing board a list of the voters 
whose names are contained upon the register of the preced- 
ing year, with their residence as they appear on said register.

name, age and occupation of every such male person residing 
therein on the first day of May in the current year, and his 
residence on the first day of May in the preceding year.

Be wt enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives 
mm General Court assembled, and by the authority of the same, 
as follows: 


Section 1. Chapter five hundred and sixty of the acts 
of the year nineteen hundred and seven is hereby amended 
as follows: — Section fifteen is hereby amended by striking 
out in the second line of said section the words “May or 
June’, and inserting in place thereof the words: — April 
or May; and by striking out in the sixth, seventh and twenty- 
sixth lines of said section the word ‘‘May’”’, and inserting in 
place thereof in each of said three lines the word: — April,— 
so that said section when amended will read as follows: — 
Section 15. ‘The assessors, assistant assessors or one or 
more of them, shall annually, in April or May, visit every 
building in their respective cities and towns and, after diligent 
inquiry, shall make true lists containing, as nearly as they 
can ascertain, the name, age, occupation and _ residence, 
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on the first day of April in the current year, and the residence 
on the first day of April in the preceding year, of every male 
person twenty years of age or upwards, residing in their 
respective cities and towns, liable to be assessed for a poll 
tax; and, except in Boston, shall inquire at the residences 
of the women voters whose names are contained in the list 
transmitted to them by the registrars under the provisions 
of section forty-four whether such women voters are resident 
thereat, and shall thereupon make true lists of the women 
voters found by them. 

Any inmate of the soldiers’ home in the city of Chelsea 
shall have the same right as any other resident of that city 
to be assessed and to vote therein. 

The assessors shall, upon the personal application of an 
assessed person for the correction of any error in their orig- 
inal lists, and whenever informed of any such error, make 
due investigation, and, upon proof thereof, correct the same 
on their books. When informed of the omission of the name 
of a person who is averred to have lived in the city or town 
on the first day of April in the current year, and to have been 
assessed there in the preceding year, they shall make due 
investigation, and, upon proof thereof, supply the omission 
on their books. They shall cause all applications, certificates 
and affidavits received by them under this section to be 
preserved for two years. 

Section eighteen of said chapter is hereby amended by 
striking out in the eighth and tenth lines of said section the 
word “‘May’’, and inserting in place thereof in each of said 
lines the word: — April, — so that said section when amended 
shall read as follows: — Section 18. Except in Boston, the 
assessors shall name or designate in such street lists all 
buildings used as residences, in their order on the street 
where they are located, by giving the number or other definite 
description of each building so that it can be readily iden- 
tified, and shall place opposite to or under each number 
or other description of a building the name, age and occupa- 
tion of every person residing therein on the first day of April 
of the current year and assessed for a poll tax, and his resi- 
dence on the first day of April of the preceding year. 
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Section nineteen of said chapter is hereby amended by 
striking out in the second, fourteenth and thirtieth lines of 
said section the word ‘‘May’’, and inserting in place thereof 
in each of said lines the word: — April, — so that said sec- 
tion when amended shall read as follows: — Section 19. If 
a male person resident in a city or town,.except Boston, on 
the first day of April was not assessed for a poll tax, he shall, 
in order to establish his right to assessment, present to the 
assessors before the close of registration a statement under 
oath that he was on said day a resident of such city or town 
and liable to pay a poll tax therein, and a list: under oath 
of his polls and estate and shall also produce before the 
assessors two witnesses, who shall testify, under oath, that 
they are voters of the ward or town in which such person 
desires to be registered and that the statement of the appli- 
cant is true. 

A male person who becomes a resident of a city or town, 
except Boston, after the first day of April and desires to 
be registered as a voter shall present to the assessors a state- 
ment under oath that he has been a resident of such city 
or town for six months immediately preceding the election 
at which he claims the right to vote, and shall produce before 
the assessors two witnesses, who shall testify under oath 
that they are voters of the ward or town in which such person 
desires to be registered and that the statement of the appli- 
cant is true. If the assessors are satisfied that such state- 
ments are true, they shall, in the first case, assess such 
applicant for his polls and estate and give him a certificate 
of assessment, and in the second, give him a certificate that. 
he has been a resident in such city or town the six months 
preceding such election, and forthwith notify the registrars 
of voters of the city or town, if in this commonwealth, where 
such person resided on the first day of April, that they have 
given such certificate. 

Section twenty-four of said chapter is hereby amended by 
striking out in the tenth and nineteenth lines the words 
“March and April”, and inserting in place thereof in each 
of said lines the words:— February and March; and by 
striking out in the twelfth, fifteenth, twenty-first and twenty- 
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second lines of said section the word “May”, and inserting 
in place thereof the word: — April,— so that said section 
when amended shall read as follows: — Section 24. In every 
city, except Boston, which, by vote of the city council, 
approved by the mayor, accepts the provisions of this section, 
or which has accepted the corresponding provisions of earlier 
laws, or which is now subject to similar provisions of law, 
there shall be a board of registrars of voters consisting of 
four persons who shall be appointed by the mayor with the 
approval of the board of aldermen. When a board of regis- 
trars is first appointed after the acceptance of the provisions 
aforesaid, two registrars shall be appointed in February and 
March next succeeding such acceptance for terms respec- 
tively of three and four years, beginning with the first day 
of April next ensuing. The city clerk of such city shall cease 
to be a member of the board of registrars on such first day of 
April, but the remaining two members of the existing board 
of registrars of such city whose terms do not then expire 
shall continue to hold office for their respective terms of 
one and two years. In every year succeeding such first 
appointments, the mayor shall, in February and March, sub- 
ject to the approval of the board of aldermen, appoint one 
person to be registrar of voters for the term of four years, 
beginning with the first day of April next ensuing.

In every city, except 
Boston, which has not accepted the provisions of the preced- 
ing section or of corresponding provisions of earlier laws, and

town having three hundred voters, as provided in the follow- 
ing section, there shall be a board of registrars of voters 
consisting of the city or town clerk and three other persons 
who shall, in a city, be appointed by the mayor, with the 
approval of the aldermen, and, in a town, by a writing, signed 
by the selectmen and filed with the town clerk. When a 
board. of registrars is first appointed, the registrars shall be 
appointed in February and March for terms respectively of 
one, two and three years, beginning with the first day of 
April next ensuing. In February or March in every year suc- 
ceeding the original appointment, one registrar shall be 
appointed for the term of three years, beginning with the 
first day of April next ensuing.

The general registers shall have uniform headings in sub- 
stantially the following form, and blank books suitable for 
the purpose shall be provided by the secretary of the com- 
monwealth, at cost, to registrars applying for them. 

Section forty-four of said chapter is hereby amended by 
striking out in the second, fourth, seventh, twelfth and 
thirtieth lines of said section the word “May ’’, and insert- 
ing in place thereof in each of said lines the word: — April,— 
so that said section when amended shall read as follows: — 
Section 44. The registrars shall, after the first day of April, 
prepare an annual register containing the names of all quali- 
fied voters in such city or town for the current year, begin- 
ning with such first day of April. Such names shall be 
arranged in alphabetical order, and, opposite to the name 
of each voter, his residence on the preceding first day of 
April or on any subsequent day when he became an inhabi- 
tant of the city or town. The registrars shall enter in the 
annual register every name contained in the lists of persons 
assessed for a poll tax for the current year, as transmitted 
to them by the assessors, giving, as the residence of each 
person on the first day of April, the place at which he was 
assessed a poll tax; and likewise the name and residence, 
as aforesaid, of every woman voter whose name is contained 
in the list of women voters transmitted to them, as provided 
in section sixteen: provided, that in every case they are able 
to identify the name so transmitted to them as that of a man 
or woman whose name was borne on the voting list of such 
city or town at the last preceding election or town meeting. 
They shall make all inquiries and investigations necessary 
to identify such persons, and they shall not enter in the 
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annual register the name of a person objected to by any 
registrar until such person has been duly notified and given 
an opportunity to be heared by them. They shall forth- 
with enter in the annual register the name of every person 
whose qualifications as a voter have been determined by 
them in the current year and whose name has accordingly 
been entered in the general register. They shall annually 
before the first day of April, transmit to the assessors a list 
of the women whose names are contained upon the register 
of voters, with their residences, as they appear on the regis- 
- ter of the preceding year. 

Section forty-six of said chapter is hereby amended by 
striking out in the seventh line of said section the word 
“May ’’, and inserting in place thereof the word:—April,— 
so that said section when amended shall read as follows:— 
Section 46. Every male applicant for registration, except 
in Boston, whose name has not been transmitted: to the 
registrars as provided in section sixteen shall present a tax 
bill or notice from the collector of taxes, or a certificate 
from the assessors showing that he was assessed as a resi- 
dent of the city or town on the preceding first day of April, 
or a certificate that he became a resident therein at least 
six months preceding the election at which he claims the 
right to vote, and the same shall be prima facie evidence of 
his residence. In Boston every such applicant whose name 
has not been transmitted to the election commissioners as 
provided by law shall present a certificate from the listing 
board as provided by law, and the same shall be prima 
facie evidence of his residence.

The registrars shall examine under oath an applicant for 
registration relative to his qualifications as a voter, and 
shall, unless he is prevented by physical disability, or unless 
he had the right to vote on the first day of April in the year 
eighteen hundred and fifty-seven, require him to write his 
name in the general register and to read in such manner as 
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to show that he is neither prompted: nor reciting from 
memory. Registrars shall be provided by the secretary of the 
commonwealth with a copy of the constitution of the com- 
monwealth printed on uniform pasteboard slips, each con- 
taining five lines of said constitution printed in double small 
pica type. The registrars shall place said slips in the box 
provided by the secretary of the commonwealth, which shall 
be so constructed as to conceal them from view. Each 
applicant shall be required to draw one of said slips from 
the box and read aloud the five lines printed thereon, in 
full view and hearing of the registrars. ach slip shall be 
returned to the box immediately after the test is finished, 
and the contents of the box shall be shaken up by a registrar 
before another drawing is made. No person failing to read the 
constitution as printed on the slip thus drawn shall be regis- 
tered as a voter. The registrars shall keep said slips in said 
box at all times. The secretary of the commonwealth shall 
upon request provide new slips to replace those worn out or lost. 

Section sixty of said chapter is hereby amended by strik- 
ing out in the seventh line of said section the word ‘“‘May”’, 
and inserting in place thereof the word:—April,—so that 
said section when amended shall read as follows :—Section 60. 
Registrars or election commissioners shall, from the names 
entered in the annual register of voters, prepare voting lists 
for use at the several elections to be held therein. In such 
voting lists, they shall place the names of all voters entered 
on the annual register, and no others, and opposite to the 
name of each, his residence on the preceding first day of 
April or at the time of his becoming an inhabitant of such 
place after said day, and in Boston the age of each male 
voter therein. They shall enter the names of women voters 
in separate columns or lists. In cities, they shall prepare 
such voting lists by wards, and if a ward or a town is divided 
into voting precincts, they shall prepare the same by pre- 
cincts, in alphabetical order, or by streets, except that in 
Boston, the voting lists shall be prepared by streets. In 
all wards within any Suffolk senatorial district, except in 
Boston and Chelsea, the registrars shall, annually after the 
closing of registration and before the annual state election, 
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make, by wards or precincts, as the case may be, street 
lists of voters to be used as the voting list at elections. Names 
shall be added thereto or taken therefrom as persons are 
found qualified or not qualified to vote. The said lists shall 
be in the following form:— 

Section seventy of said chapter is hereby amended by 
striking out in the second, eighth, ninth, nineteenth and 
twentieth lines of said section the word “ May ”’, and inserting 
in place thereof in each of said lines the word: — April, — so 
that said section when amended shall read as follows: — 
Section 70. The listing board shall, within the first seven 
week days of April in each year, by itself or by police officers 
subject to the jurisdiction of the police commissioner, visit 
every building in said city, and after diligent inquiry make 
true lists, arranged by streets, wards and voting precincts, 
and containing as nearly as the board can ascertain, the name, 
age, occupation and residence on the first day of April in the 
current year, and the residence on the first day of April in the 
preceding year, of every male person, twenty years of age or 
upwards, who is not a pauper in a public institution, residing 
in said city. Said board shall designate in such lists all build- 
ings used as residences by such male persons, in their order 
on the street where they are located, by giving the number 
or other definite description of every such building so that 
it can be readily identified, and shall place opposite the 
number or other description of every such building the name, 
age and occupation of every such male person residing therein 
on the first day of April in the current year, and his residence 
on the first day of April in the preceding year. The board 
shall also inquire at the residences of the women voters whose 
names are contained in the list transmitted to them by the 
election commissioners under section seventy-six whether 
such women voters are resident thereat, and shall thereupon 
make true lists of the women voters found by them. 

The board shall place in such lists, opposite the name of 
every such male person or woman voter, the name of the 
inmate, owner or occupant of the building, or the name and 
residence of any other person, who gives the information 
relating to such male person or woman voter. Where such 
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information is given by one person relating to more than one 
such male person or woman voter residing in one building, 
ditto marks may be used in such lists under the name of the 
person giving the information, after his name has been once 
placed opposite the name of such male person or woman 
voter first written down as residing in such building. 

The board shall, upon the personal application of a person 
listed either upon the original or supplementary lists for the 
correction of any error in their lists, or whenever informed 
of any such error, make due investigation, and upon proof 
thereof correct the same on their original or supplementary 
lists, and shall immediately notify the election commissioners 
of such correction, who shall correct their copies of said lists 
accordingly and proceed to revise and correct the registers 
under the provisions of section fifty-one. The board shall 
cause all applications and affidavits received by them under 
this section to be preserved for two years. 

Section seventy-one of said chapter is hereby amended by 
striking out in the second, sixth and seventh lines of said 
section the word ‘“‘May’’, and inserting in place thereof in 
each of said lines the word: — April,— so that said section 
when amended shall read as follows: — Section 71. The 
board shall, on or before the eighteenth day of April in each 
year, transmit to the election commissioners certified copies 
of those parts of the lists prepared as provided in the preced- 
ing section, containing the name, age, occupation and resi- 
dence on the first day of April in the current year, and the 
residence on the first day of April in the preceding year, of 
every male person, twenty years of age or upwards, residing 
in said city, and shall promptly transmit to the election 
commissioners notice of every addition to and correction in 
the lists made by them. The board shall furnish all informa- 
tion in its possession necessary to aid the election commis- 
sioners in the performance of their duties. 

Section seventy-three of said chapter is hereby amended 
by striking out in the second, tenth, eleventh, thirteenth, 
twenty-second, twenty-sixth, twenty-ninth and _ thirty-first 
lines of said section the word “May ”’, and inserting in place 
thereof in each of said lines the word: — April,— so that 
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said section when amended shall read as follows: -— Section 73. 
If a male person, twenty years of age or upwards, resident in 
Boston on the first day of April, was not listed by the board, 
he shall, in order to establish his right to be listed, appear 
before a member of the board, the superintendent, a deputy 
superintendent or an inspector of police, who are hereby 
authorized to administer oaths for this purpose, and present 
under oath a statement in writing that he was on said day a 
resident of said city, giving his name, age, occupation and 
residence on the first day of April in the current year, and 
his residence on the first day of April in the preceding year. 

A male person, twenty years of age or upwards, who 
becomes a resident of said city after the first day of April, 
and desires to be listed, shall appear before a member of 
the board, the superintendent, a deputy superintendent or 
an inspector of police, who are hereby authorized to admin- 
- ister oaths for this purpose, and present under oath a state- 
ment in writing that he became a resident of said city at least 
six months immediately preceding the election at which 
he claims the right to vote, giving his name, age, occupation 
and residence on the above date, and his residence on the 
first day of April in the preceding year. 

If the board, after investigation, is satisfied that such 
statements are true, it shall give such applicant a certificate 
that he was a resident of said city on said first day of April, 
or a certificate that he became a resident at least six months 
immediately preceding such election, as the case may be, 
which certificate shall state his name, age, occupation and 
residence on the first day of April in the current year or on 
the above date, as the case may be, and his residence on the 
first day of April in the preceding year; but no such applica- 
tion shall be received later than the first day of September 
and no such person shall be listed or be given such certificate 
later than the twentieth day of September. 

In every place where oaths are administered for the pur- 
pose of listing the board shall post in a conspicuous place 
a copy of section four hundred and twenty, printed on white 
paper with black ink, in type not less than one-quarter of 
an inch wide. 
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Section seventy-four of said chapter is hereby amended by 
striking out in the third and fourth lines of said section the 
word ‘“‘May”’, and inserting in place thereof in each of said 
lines the word :— April,— so that said section when amended 
shall read as follows:— Section 74. The board shall enter the 
date of application, the name, age, occupation and residence 
on the first day of April in the current year and the residence 
on the first day of April in the preceding year, of every such 
applicant, as above provided, together with the result of its 
investigation of his application, in a book provided for that 
purpose, which shall be open for public inspection. Said 
board shall cause to be printed in some newspaper published 
in Boston, the name and residence of every such applicant. 
The names and residences of such applicants shall be printed 
by wards and precincts within two days after the number of 
names of such applicants, not printed, reaches fifty; and on 
the day when such number is reached, the names to be printed 
within such two days shall include the names of all such 
applicants up to the close of business for this purpose in the 
office of the board on such day. 

Section seventy-six of said chapter is hereby amended Ss 
striking out in the second, fifth, seventh, thirteenth and 
thirty-second lines of said section the word ‘ May’’, and 
inserting in place thereof in each of said lines the word :— 
April,— so that said section when amended shall read as 
follows:— Section 76. The election commissioners shall, after 
the first day of April in each year, prepare an annual register 
containing the names of all qualified voters in Boston for the 
current year, beginning with such first day of April. Such 
names shall be arranged by wards and precincts and, opposite 
the name of each voter, shall be entered his residence on the 
preceding first day of April or any subsequent day when he 
became a resident of said city. The election commissioners 
shall enter in the annual register every name contained in the 
lists, for the current year, of persons transmitted to them 
by the listing board, giving, as the residence of each person 
on the first day of April, the place at which he was listed by 
said board; and likewise the name and residence, as aforesaid, 
of every woman voter whose name is contained in the list of 
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women voters transmitted to them under this act: provided, 
that in every case they are able to identify the name so trans- 
mitted as that of a man or woman whose name was borne on 
the voting list of said city at the last preceding election. 
They shall make all inquiries and investigations necessary to 
identify such person, and they shall not enter in the annual 
register the name of a person objected to by any commis- 
sioner, until such person has been duly notified and given an 
opportunity to be heard by them, and shall have appeared 
and satisfied them of his right to have his name so entered. 
They shall forthwith enter in the annual register the name of 
every person whose qualifications as a voter have been deter- 
mined by them in the current year and whose name has 
accordingly been entered in the general register. They shall, 
before the first day of April in each year, transmit to the 
listing board a list of the women voters whose names are 
contained upon the register of the preceding year, with their 
residences, as they appear on said register. 

Section seventy-nine of said chapter is hereby amended by 
striking out in the fifth and sixth lines of said section the 
word ‘‘May”’, and inserting in place thereof in each of said 
lines the word: — April,— so that said section when amended 
shall read as follows:— Section 79. Said board shall be so 
selected that two members shall always belong to each of the 
two leading political parties; and one member shall annually 
be appointed for the term of four years, beginning with the 
first day of April in the year of his appointment. The mayor 
shall annually, on or before the first day of April, designate 
one member as chairman for the year beginning with said 
day, and may, after notice and hearing, remove any member 
for cause. The chairman of said board shall receive an 
annual salary of four thousand dollars, and each of the other 
commissioners three thousand five hundred dollars, or such 
other salary as the city council may by ordinance prescribe. 

Section eighty of said chapter is hereby amended by strik- 
ing out in the second line of said section the word ‘“May”’, 
and inserting in place thereof the word:— April,— so that 
said section when amended shall read as follows:— Section 80. 
Said board shall annually, between the first day of April and 
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the first day of October, appoint assistant registrars of 
voters, not exceeding four for each ward, who shall hold office 
for the term of one year, beginning with the first day of Octo- 
ber, unless sooner removed by the election commissioners, 
and who shall equally represent the two leading political 
parties. 

Section one hundred and thirty-nine of said chapter is 
hereby amended by striking out in the fourth line of said 
section the word ‘‘May’’, and inserting in place thereof the 
word :— April,— so that said section when amended shall read 
as follows: Section 139. If before five o’clock in the after- 
noon of the second day next succeeding the day of any caucus, 
ten or more voters, of any town or ward shall sign, adding 
thereto their respective residences on the first day of April 
of that year, and file with the city or town clerk, or in Boston 
with the election commissioners, a statement under oath that 
the records and returns made by the caucus officers of such 
town or ward are erroneous, specifying the error, or that 
challenged votes were cast by persons not entitled to vote 
therein, said city or town clerk shall forthwith transmit such 
statement to the registrars of voters with the sealed packages 
containing the ballots and voting lists, and said registrars or 
election commissioners shall give notice in writing to the 
person affected, fixing a place and time, as early as may be, 
at which said ballots will be recounted and at such place and 
time shall open the packages containing the ballots and voting 
lists and recount said ballots and determine the questions 
raised, and shall reject any challenged vote cast by a person 
found not to have been entitled to vote; and such recount shall 
stand as the true result of the vote cast in such caucus. Each 
candidate affected may be present during such recount, or 
may be represented by an agent appointed by him in writing. 
If it shall appear upon a recount that persons were nominated 
or elected other than those declared to have been nominated 
or elected, certificates of such change shall be made as in the 
case of the original certificate. 7 

Section one hundred and seventy-three of said chapter is 
hereby amended by striking out in the fifth and ninth lines 
of said section the word “ May”’, and inserting in place thereof 
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in each of said lines the word: — April,— so that said sec- 
tion when amended shall read as follows: — Section 173. 
Every voter who signs a nomination paper shall sign it in 
person, with his full surname, his Christian name and the 
initial of every other name which he may have, and shall 
add his residence on the previous first day of April and the 
place where he is then living, with the street and number 
thereof, if any, to his signature; but any voter who is pre- 
vented by a physical disability from writing or who had the 
right to vote on the first day of April in the year eighteen 
hundred and fifty-seven, may authorize some person to write 
his name and residence in his presence; and every voter may 
sign as many nominations papers for each office to be filled as 
there are persons to be elected thereto, and no more. Women 
who are qualified to vote may sign nomination papers for 
candidates for the school committee. Every nomination 
paper, shall before being filed, be seasonably submitted to 
the registrars of the city or town in which the signers appear : 
to be voters, and in Boston to the election commissioners, 
who shall forthwith certify thereon the number of signatures. - 
which are names of voters both in the city or town and in 
the district or division for which the nomination is made. 
They need not certify a greater number of names than are 
required to make a nomination, with one-fifth of such num- 
ber added thereto. Names not certified in the first instance 
shall not thereafter be certified on the same nomination 
papers. The secretary of the commonwealth shall not be 
required in any case to file nomination papers for a candi- 
date after filing such papers containing a sufficient number 
of certified names to make a nomination, with one-fifth of 
such number added thereto. One of the signers to each 
nomination paper shall make oath to the truth of the state- 
ments therein, and the certification of such oath and the post 
office address of the signer shall be annexed to such paper. 
Section one hundred and ninety of said chapter is hereby 
amended by striking out in the third line of said section the 
word ‘“‘May’”’, and inserting in place thereof the word: — 
April,— so that said section when amended shall read as 
follows: — Section 190. A city may, in the year nineteen 
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hundred and fifteen, and in every tenth year thereafter, 
before the first day of April, by vote of its city council, make a 
new division of its territory into such number of wards as may 
be fixed by law. The boundaries of such wards shall be so 
arranged that the wards shall contain as nearly as can be 
ascertained and as may be consistent with well-defined limits 
to each ward, an equal number of voters. The city clerk 
shall forthwith give notice in writing to the secretary of the 
commonwealth of the number and designations of the wards 
so established. 

Section one hundred and ninety-three of said chapter is 
hereby amended by striking out in the tenth line of said 
section the word “May’’, and inserting in place thereof the 
word: — April,—so that said section when amended shall 
read as follows: — Section 193. -For all elections in the year 
of a redivision of a city into wards, for a special election 
held prior to the annual state election in the next succeeding 
year, and for the assessment of taxes, the wards as existing 
previous to such redivision shall continue, and for such 
purposes the election officers shall be appointed and hold 
' office, and voting lists shall be prepared, and all other things 
required by law shall be done as if no such redivision had 
been made. For all other purposes the new division shall 
take effect on the first day of April of the year when it is so 
made. | 

Section three hundred of said chapter is hereby amended 
by striking out in the sixth line of said section the word 
“May’’, and inserting in place thereof the word: — April,— 
so that said section when amended shall read as follows:— 
Section 300. If, on or before five o’clock on the third day 
next succeeding the day of an election in a ward of a city 
or in a town, ten or more voters of such ward or town, except 
Boston, and in Boston, fifty or more voters of a ward, shall 
sign in person, adding thereto their respective residences 
on the first day of April of that year, and cause to be filed 
with the city or town clerk, or in Boston with the election 
commissioners, a statement sworn to by one of the sub- 
scribers that they have reason to believe and do believe 
that the records, or copies of records, made by the election 
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officers of certain precincts in such ward or town, or in case 
of a town not voting by precincts, by the election officers of 
such town, are erroneous, specifying wherein they deem them 
to be in error and that they believe a recount of the ballots 
cast in such precincts or town will affect the election of one 
or more candidates voted for at such election, specifying

duties conferred or imposed by this section upon registrars 
of voters. 

The registrars of voters, or in Boston the election commis- 
sioners, shall, before proceeding to recount the ballots, give 
notice in writing to the several candidates interested in such 
recount and liable to be affected thereby, or to such person 
as shall be designated by the petitioners for a recount of 
ballots cast upon questions submitted to the voters, of the 
time and place of making the recount, and each such candi- 
date or person representing petitioners shall be allowed to 
be present and witness such recount, either in person, accom- 
panied with counsel if he so desires, or by an agent appointed 
by him in writing. In the case of a recount of the ballots 
cast upon a question submitted to the voters, one representa- 
tive from any committee organized to favor or to oppose the 
question so submitted shall be permitted to be present and 
witness the recount. In the city of Boston the chairman of 
the city committee representing the largest political party 
and the chairman of the city committee representing the 
second largest political party may in writing designate two 
persons, or such further number as the election commissioners 
may allow, to be present and witness the count, and said 
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election commissioners shall allow each candidate whose 
election is in question, or his representative, to be present and 
may allow representatives of other political parties and 
other persons to be present and witness the recount. 

All recounts shall be upon the questions designated in the 
statements filed, and no other count shall be made, or allowed 
to be made, or other information taken, or allowed to be 
taken, from the ballots on such recount. 

The registrars of voters or election commissioners shall, 
when the recount is complete, enclose all the ballots in their 
proper envelopes, seal each envelope with a seal provided 
for the purpose, and certify upon each envelope that the 
same has been opened and again sealed in conformity to law; 
and shall likewise make and sign a statement of their deter- 
mination of the questions raised. The envelopes, with such 
statement, shall, except in Boston, be returned to the city 
or town clerk, and the clerk or commissioners shall alter and 
amend such records as have been found to be erroneous in 
accordance with such determination; and the records so 
amended shall stand as the true records of the election. 
Such amended records of votes cast at a state election, shall 
be made and transmitted as required by law in the case of 
copies of original records. If, in case of a recount of votes 
for town officers, it shall appear that a person was elected 
other than the person declared to have been elected, the 
registrars of voters shall forthwith make and sign a certificate 
of such fact, stating therein the number of votes cast, as 
determined by the recount, for each candidate for the office 
the election to which is disputed, and shall file the same 
with the town clerk. The town clerk shall record the certifi- 
cate and shall, within twenty-four hours after such filing, 
cause a copy of such certificate, attested by him, to be 
delivered to or left at the residence of the person so declared 
to have been elected, and to the person who by such certifi- 
cate appears to be elected. 

Registrars of voters may employ such clerical assistance 
as they may deem necessary to enable them to carry out 
the provisions of this section. 
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The forms contained in sections forty-three, sixty, eighty- 
three and eighty-six of said chapter are hereby amended so 
as to conform to the amendments hereinbefore set forth, 
so that the date where it occurs as ‘“‘May”’ or “May first” 
shall be stricken out and “April” or ‘April first’? inserted 
in its place. ? 


Sect. 2. This act shall take effect upon its passage.

Relative to the Inspection of Contracts made by Cities. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives 
in General Court assembled, and by the authority of the same, 
as follows: 


Section 1. Section one of chapter three hundred and 
forty-three of the acts of the year nineteen hundred and seven 
is hereby amended by adding to said section the following :— 
All allowances and additions made to such contracts or copies 
thereof shall be filed with the city clerk together with a 
sworn statement of the officer making such allowances or 
additions that the same are correct and in accordance with 
the contract,— so that said section when amended shall read 
as follows:— Section 1. It shall be the duty of any city 
officer who makes or executes a contract on behalf of the 
city to furnish the said contract or a copy thereof to the 
city clerk within one week after its execution; and it shall 
be the duty of the city clerk to keep the said contract or 
copy on file where it may be inspected by any person during 
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business hours. Such contracts or copies shall be kept in a 
book by themselves or in several books, arranged accord- 
ing to the subject of the contract, or in other convenient 
form, and an index to the subject-matter of the contracts 
and to the names of the contractors shall be made semi- 
annually, and shall also be open to public inspection in some 
convenient form. All allowances and additions made to 
such contracts or copies thereof shall be filed with the city 
clerk, together with a sworn statement of the officer mak- 
ing such allowances or additions that the same are correct 
and in accordance with the contract. 


Sect. 2. This act shall take effect upon its passage.

AN ACT 


Relative to the Retirement of Certain Veterans of the Civil 
War who are County Employees. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives 
in General Court assembled, and by the authority of the same, 
as follows: : 


Chapter four hundred and fifty-eight of the acts of the 
year nineteen hundred and seven is hereby amended by 
adding in the second and eighth lines thereof after the word 
“commonwealth,” the words:—or any county thereof,— 
and by adding in the sixth line thereof, after the word 
“commonwealth,” the words: — or of the county employing 
said veteran,— so as to read: — A veteran of the civil war 
in the service of the commonwealth, or any county thereof, 
if incapacitated for active duty, shall be retired from active 
service, with the consent of the governor, at one half the 
rate of compensation paid to him when in active service, 
to be paid out of the treasury of the commonwealth or of the 
county employing said veteran: provided, that no veteran 
shall be entitled to be retired under the provisions of this 
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act unless he shall have been in the service of the common- 
wealth or any county thereof at least ten years. But, if 
in the opinion of the governor and council, any veteran of 
the civil war in said service is incapacitated to such a degree 
as to render his retirement necessary for the good of the 
service, he may so be retired at any time. A veteran retired 
under the provisions of this act, whose term of service was 
for a fixed number of years, shall be entitled to the benefits 
of the act without reappointment.

Commonwealth of Massachusetts, 


In the Year One Thousand Nine Hundred and Nine. 


AN ACT 


To provide for licensing Billboards, Signs or piso beares by 
Cities and Towns. | 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives 
in General Court assembled, and by the authority of the same, 
as follows: 


Section 1. Within the meaning of this act a billboard, 
sign or signboard is any board or space upon a board or 
upon a building or upon a structure of any kind, which board 
or space is used for advertising a business or the sale of 
goods, wares or merchandise or the treatment of disease 
of human being or animal when said business, sale or treat- 
ment is not transacted, made or practised upon the premises 
whereon said advertising appears or said billboard, sign or 
signboard is situated. 


Sect. 2. Whoever desires to erect, place or post such a 
billboard, sign or signboard shall first apply for a license 
to the board of aldermen of the city or the selectmen of 
the town wherein said billboard, sign or signboard is intended 
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to be erected, placed or posted; said application shall describe 
the premises upon which said billboard, sign or signboard 
is intended to be located, the size of said billboard, sign or 
signboard and the date upon which it is to be erected, 
placed or posted and the date upon which it is to be discon- 
tinued. The board in its discretion may grant or refuse to 
grant such license. In no instance shall a license be granted 
for a longer period than one year or a shorter period than 
one week. 


Sect. 3. The inspector of buildings of the city or town 
in which said billboard, sign or signboard is located or any 
official acting in the capacity of inspector of buildings shall 
exercise supervision over all said billboards, signs or sign- 
boards, shall take the measurements of the same, and shall 
keep a record stating the name of the owner, location of the 
sign and the measurements thereof, and this record shall be 
open to the public inspector. 


Sect. 4. Any billboard, sign or signboard erected, placed 
or posted in violation of this statute or maintained in non- 
compliance with its provisions shall be abolished by the 
inspector of buildings. 


Sect. 5. The owners of billboards, signs or signboards 
which were erected, placed or posted previous to the passage 
of this act shall within thirty days after its passage apply 
for said license.

To provide for the Testing and Sealing of Weights and 
Measuring Devices.

Section 1. The provisions of chapter sixty-two of the 
Revised Laws relating to the adjusting, testing and sealing 
of weights, measures and balances shall apply to all weigh- 
ing and measuring devices which are used for determining 
the cost of transportation or for weighing or public weigh- 
ing for hire or reward.

the provisions of chapters forty-eight or fifty of the Revised 
Laws or by the street commissioners of the city of Boston, 
by an order declaring the widening to be rendered necessary 
for the public convenience for the purpose of granting such 
location of street railway tracks therein, a proportionate 
share of the expense of such widening may be assessed upon 
a street railway company which accepts a location in the 
street or highway so widened; but the amount of such 
assessment, in addition to the amounts assessed on real 
estate, shall not exceed three quarters of the total cost of 
such widening. 


Sect. 2. Section sixty-eight of part three of chapter four 
hundred and sixty-three of the acts of the year nineteen 
hundred and six is hereby amended by inserting after the 
word “‘altered’’, in the third line of said section, the word :— 
widened, — and by .inserting after the word “Laws’’, in 
the fifth line, the words:— or by the street commissioners 
of the city of Boston,— so that said section when amended 
shall read as follows:— Section 68. If a street or highway 
in which the tracks of a street railway company have been 
located for a period of five years is altered, widened, or if the 
grade thereof is changed under the provisions of chapters 
forty-eight or fifty of the Revised Laws or by the street com- 
missioners of the city of Boston, the company shall pay such 
proportionate share of the expense thereof, including therein 
the necessary cost of changing its railway to conform to such 
alteration or change of grade, as may be assessed upon it, 
provided that, if betterments are assessed, no such assess- 
ment on the company shall exceed the aggregate amount of 
all the betterments assessed upon real estate, and that in no 
case shall such assessment exceed one quarter of the total 
cost of such alteration or change of grade. 


Sect. 3. Section sixty-nine of part three of chapter four 
hundred and sixty-three of the acts of the year nineteen 
hundred and six is hereby amended by inserting after the 
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word “ Laws ”’, in the second line of said section, the words :— 
or of chapter three hundred and ninety-three of the acts of 
the year nineteen hundred and six,— and by adding at the 
end of said section the words :—or by an action of contract,— 
so that said section when amended shall read as follows:— 
Section 69. The provisions of chapter fifty of the Revised 
Laws or of chapter three hundred and ninety-three of the 
acts of the year nineteen hundred and six relative to the 
assessment of betterments on real estate, so far as applicable, 
shall apply to assessments made under the provisions of the 
two preceding sections.

AN ACT 


Relative to Taxing Poles and Wires erected on Private 
Property by Private Corporations. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives 
in General Court assembled, and by the authority of the same, 
as follows: 


Section 1. Section twenty-three of chapter twelve of 
the Revised Laws as amended by chapter three hundred 
and forty-two of the acts of ninteen hundred and two is 
hereby amended by adding after the word ‘“‘streets,” in the 
second line of the tenth paragraph thereof, the words: — 
and poles, underground conduits and pipes, together with 
the wires thereon or therein, laid in or erected upon private 
property, or in a railroad,— and by adding after the word 
“companies,” in the fourth line, the words: — and excepting 
also such underground conduits, wires and pipes of a railroad 
corporation laid in the location of said railroad granted by 
its charter,—and by adding after the word “laid,” in the 
fourth line of said paragraph, the words: — or erected,— so 
as to read as follows: —Tenth. Underground conduits, 
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wires and pipes laid in public streets, and poles, underground 
conduits and pipes, together with the wires thereon or 
therein, laid in or erected upon private property, or in a 
railroad, by any corporation except railway companies, 
and excepting also such underground conduits, wires and 
pipes of a railroad corporation laid in the location of said 
railroad granted by its charter, shall be assessed to the 
owners thereof in the cities or towns in which they are laid 
or erected. 


Sect. 2. Section thirty-eight of chapter fourteen of the 
Revised Laws as amended by chapter three hundred and 
forty-two of the acts of nineteen hundred and two is hereby 
amended by adding affer the word “conduits,” in the seven- 
teenth line, the word: — poles,— and by adding after the word 
“conduits,” in the thirty-first line the word: — poles,— and 
by adding after the word “conduits,” in the thirty-ninth 
line, the word: — poles,— and by adding after the word 
“conduits,” in the forty-first line the word: — poles,— so 
as to read as follows: — Section 38. The tax commissioner 
shall ascertain from the returns or otherwise, the true market 
value of the shares of each corporation subject to the require- 
ments of the preceding section, and shall estimate therefrom 
the fair cash value of all of said shares constituting its capital 
stock on the preceding first day of May, which, unless by the 
charter of a corporation a different method of ascertaining 
such value is provided, shall, for the purposes of this chapter, 
be taken as the true value of its corporate franchise. From 
such value there shall be deducted: — 

First. In case of a railroad or telegraph company or of a 
street railway company, whether chartered or organized 
in this commonwealth or elsewhere, so much of the value 
of its capital stock as is proportional to the length of that 
part of its line, if any, lying without the commonwealth; 
and also the value of its real estate, machinery and under- 
ground conduits, poles, wires and pipes, subject to local 
taxation within the commonwealth. 

Second. In case of such a domestic telephone company, 
the amount and market value of all stock in other corpera- 
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tions held by it upon which a tax has been paid in this or 
other states for the twelve months last preceding the date 
of the return; and in case of such a foreign telephone com- 
pany, so much of the value of its capital stock as is propor- 
tional to the number of telephones used or controlled by it 
or under any letters patent owned or controlled by it without 
the commonwealth. In case of a telephone company, 
whether chartered or organized in this commonwealth or 
elsewhere, the value of its real estate, machinery and under- 
eround conduits, poles, wires and pipes, subject to local 
taxation within the commonwealth. 

Third. In case of corporations subject to the require- 
ments of the preceding section other than railroad, telegraph, 
telephone or street railway companies, whether chartered or 
organized in this commonwealth or elsewhere, the value as 
found by the tax commissioner of their real estate, machinery 
and underground conduits, poles, wires and pipes, subject 
to local taxation wherever situated. 

For the purposes of this section, the tax commissioner 
may take the value at which such real estate, machinery 
and underground conduits, poles, wires and pipes, is assessed 
at the place where it is located as the true value, but such 
local assessment shall not be conclusive of the true value 
thereof. 


Sect. 3. This act shall take effect upon its passage. 
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Bill accompanying the petition of G. A. Hibbard, mayor of the City 
of Boston, for legislation relative to the date of assessment of taxes upon 
persons, property and vessels and to returns to be made to the Tax Com- 
missioner.

Relative to the Date of Assessment of Taxes upon Persons, 
Property and Vessels and to Returns to be made to the Tax 
Commissioner. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives 
un General Court assembled, and by the authority of the same 
as follows: 


Section 1. The fourth paragraph of section four of 
chapter twelve of the Revised Laws is hereby amended by 
striking out the word ‘“ May’’, in the fifth line of said para- 
graph and inserting in place thereof the word: — April,— 
so that said paragraph when amended shall read as follows: —- 

Fourth. The income from an annuity, or from ships and 
vessels engaged in the foreign carrying trade within the mean- 
ing of section seven, and the excess above two thousand 
dollars of the income from a profession, trade or employment 
accruing to the person to be taxed during the year ending on 
the first day of April of the year in which the tax is assessed. 
Incomes derived from property subject to taxation’shall not 
be taxed. 
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Section eight of chapter twelve of the Revised Laws is 
hereby amended by striking out the word ‘“May’’, in the 
sixth, eighth and eleventh lines of said section and inserting 
in place thereof in each line the word: — April,— so that 
said section when amended shall read as follows: — Sec- 
tion & The foregoing exemption shall not apply to any 
ship or vessel, unless its agent or owner annually, on or 
before the first day of June, returns in writing under oath, 
to the assessors of each city and town in the commonwealth

To provide for the Assessment of Taxes on the First Day of 
. April. 


Be iat enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives 
in General Court assembled, and by the authority of the same, 
as follows: | 


SrcTION 1. Section four of chapter fourteen of the Revised 
Laws as amended by section one of chapter two hundred and 
seventy-one of the acts of the year nineteen hundred and six 
is hereby further amended by striking out the word “May,” 
in the second and fifth lines of said section, and inserting 
in place thereof in each of said lines the word: — April, — so 
that said section when amended shall read as follows: — 
Section 4. He shall annually, on or before the first day of 
April, forward to the assessors of every city and town a list 
of all corporations organized under the laws of this common- 
wealth, known to him to be liable on said first day of April 
to taxation on their corporate franchises or property, and as 
soon as may be thereafter copies of the list furnished by such 
corporation under the provisions of section six, and with 
such other information as in his judgment will assist them in 
the assessment of taxes. 
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Section six of chapter fourteen of the Revised Laws is 
hereby amended by striking out the word “May,” in the 
second and sixth lines of said section and inserting in place 
thereof in both of said lines the word: — April,—so that 
said section when amended shall read as follows: — Section 6. 
Every corporation organized under the laws of this common- 
wealth, which on the first day of April in any year holds, as 
collateral security, bonds of any description or shares of stock 
in corporations not liable to taxation on their corporate 
franchises or stock under the provisions of this chapter, shall 
annually, between the first and tenth day of April, return to 
the tax commissioner the whole number of such shares and 
bonds so held, the names and residences of the persons pledg- 
ing the same, and the descriptive number, denomination and 
the par and market value, if known, of the.shares and bonds 
pledged by each. 

Section eight of chapter fourteen of the Revised Laws is 
hereby amended by striking out the word “May,” in the 
fifth and twelfth lines of said section and inserting in place 
thereof in both of said lines the word: — April,— so that 
said section when amended shall read as follows: — Section 8. 
A guardian who holds, or whose ward holds, shares of stock 
in any corporation, including banks located in the common- 
wealth liable to taxation, and an executor, administrator, 
trustee or other person who holds in trust any such stock, 
shall annually, between the first and tenth day of April, 
return under oath to said commissioner the names and resi- 
dences, on the first day of that month, of themselves and of 
all such wards or other persons to whom any portion of the 
income from such stock is payable, the number of shares of 
stock so held and the name and location of the corporation. 
A partnership shall annually, between the first and tenth 
days of April, make a like return, stating the amount of such 
stock owned by the firm, the names and residences of all the 
partners and the proportional interest or ownership of each 
partner in said stock. 

Section nine of chapter fourteen of the Revised Laws is 
hereby amended by striking out the word “May,” in the 
seventh and twelfth lines of said section and inserting in 
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place thereof in both of said lines the word: — April,— so 
that said section when amended shall read as follows: — 
Section 9. All the shares of stock in banks, whether of issue 
or not, existing by authority of the United States or of the 
commonwealth, and located within the commonwealth, shall 
be assessed to the owner thereof in the city or town in which 
such bank is located, and not elsewhere, in the assessment 
of state, county and town taxes, whether such ‘owner is a 
resident of said city or town or not. They shall be assessed 
at their fair cash value on the first day of April, first deduct- 
ing therefrom the proportionate part of the value of the real 
estate belonging to the bank, at the same rate as other 
moneyed capital in the hands of citizens is by law assessed. 
The persons who appear from the books of the banks to be 
owners of shares at the close of the business day last preced- 
ing the first day of April shall be deemed to be the owners 
thereof. 

Section twelve of chapter fourteen of the Revised Laws is 
hereby amended by striking out the word “May,” in the 
third and sixth lines of said section and inserting in place 
thereof in both of said lines the word: — April,—so that 
said section when amended shall read as follows :— Section 12. 
The cashier of every such bank shall make and deliver 
to the assessors of the city or town in which it is located, on 
or before the tenth day of April in each year, a statement 
under oath showing the name of each shareholder, with his 
residence and the number of shares belonging to him at the 
close of the business day last preceding the first day of April, 
as the same then appeared on the books of said bank. If 
the cashier fails to make such statement, said assessors shall 
forthwith obtain a list of the names and residences of share- 
holders and of the number of shares belonging to each. They 
shall, forthwith, upon obtaining such statement or list, 
transmit a copy thereof to the tax commissioner; and shall, 
immediately upon the ascertainment of the rate per cent upon 
the valuation of the total tax in such city or town for the 
year, give to said commissioner written notice thereof, and 
also of the amount assessed by them upon the shares of each 
bank located therein. ! 
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Section sixteen of chapter fourteen of the Revised Laws is 
hereby amended by striking out the word “May,” in the 
third line of said section and inserting in place thereof the 
word: — April,— so that said section when amended shall 
read as follows: — Section 16. The amount actually paid 
into the treasury of the commonwealth annually, under the 
provisions of this chapter on account of shares in banks, 
which on the first day of April are the absolute property of 
any savings bank or institution for savings liable to taxation 
under the provisions of section nineteen, or of any insurancé 
company liable to taxation under the provisions of section 
forty, shall be deducted from the taxes of such savings bank 
or insurance company at the next payment by them to the 
commonwealth after the collection of the taxes on such bank 
shares. The tax commissioner may require a statement of 
all shares so owned by any savings bank, institution for 
Savings or insurance company, in a form approved by him 
and signed and sworn to by the treasurer or like financial 
officer thereof.

Said commission may construct as an alternative to the 
subway provided by the above routes, a subway for elevated 
or surface cars, or both, with two or more tracks from a point 
or points within five hundred feet of the junction of Tremont 
street, Pleasant street and Shawmut avenue, and connecting 
with the present Tremont street subway and Washington 
street tunnel at grade, or otherwise, under the Fort Point 
channel, to a point or points within five hundred feet of 
the junction of Broadway and Dorchester avenue. 

From said point at or near the junction of said Broadway 
and Dorchester avenue, the said commission shall construct 
the said subway as aforesaid to a point or points within five 
hundred feet of Marine park, under said streets, and having 
such stations as said commission may deem desirable; and 
shall allow connections for Dorchester cars or a Dorchester 
subway. 


Sect. 2. The commission shall, immediately after the 
passage of this act, make such preliminary investigations, 
surveys and plans as it deems expedient, and to that end may 
enter upon any lands and places and maintain marks therein, 
and may make excavations, borings, and do all other acts 
necessary for such investigations and’ surveys. The com- 
mission may expend such sums as may be necessary therefor. 
The expense incurred in making such preliminary investiga- 
tions, surveys and plans shall be paid from the loan author- 
ized by chapter five hundred and forty-eight of the acts of the 
year eighteen hundred and ninety-four, and acts in addition 
thereto, but if construction is begun hereunder the amount so 
expended shall be transferred and charged to the cost of such 
construction. 


Sect. 3. The commission shall, as soon as possible after 
making such preliminary investigations, surveys and plans, 
prepare complete plans and specifications which shall be 
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signed by the commission, showing the location of the work 
to be constructed hereunder, the excavations to be made, 
and as far as possible all work to be done and material to be 
furnished for the construction of said subway. Such plans 
and specifications may be altered at any time by new plans 
and specifications signed in like manner.. Such plans and 
specifications shall be filed in the office of the commission 
and an attested copy thereof shall be filed in the office of the 
city engineer, and shall be open to public inspection. 


Sect. 4. Immediately after the acceptance of the provisions 
of this act by the city of Boston, as hereinafter provided, the 
commission shall advertise in three of the leading news- 
papers of the city of Boston daily for ten successive days for 
sealed proposals for the construction of said subway, accord- 
ing to the plans and specifications. The time of opening such 
sealed proposals shall be not less than sixty nor more than 
ninety days from the day of the first advertisement. The 
commission may advertise for such sealed proposals in such 
newspapers in this or any other state as it deems expedient 
and shall require any person bidding to deposit a certified 
check or other sufficient guarantee to an amount not exceed- 
ing fifty thousand dollars, the same to be forfeited to the city 
of Boston in case the bid thereby guaranteed shall be accepted 
by the commission and such person shall fail to enter into 
a contract according to the terms of such bid or proposal. 


Sect. 5. The commission, with the approval of the mayor — 
of Boston, shall have authority to enter into such contract or 
contracts for the construction of the subway herein author- 
ized as may be necessary to carry out the provisions of this act. 
Such, contracts shall be in the name of the city, and shall be 
signed by the mayor and by a majority of the commission,— 
but contracts involving the expenditure of an amount not 
exceeding one thousand dollars shall not require the approval 
or signature of the mayor. No contract shall be altered 
except by an instrument in writing signed by the contractor, 
the mayor, a majority of the commission, and the sureties 
upon the bond of the contractor. Every contractor, con- 
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tracting to do work or furnish material hereunder, shall be 
required to give bond in sum equal to thirty per cent of the 
contract price, conditioned for the faithful performance and 
completion of his contract. No contract or alteration of such 
contract shall be valid or binding upon the city unless executed 
in the manner aforesaid. 


Sect. 6. The work done under this act shall be conducted 
so far as practicable in such manner so as to leave the said 
streets, or a reasonable part thereof, open for traffic between 
the hours of eight in the forenoon and six in the afternoon of 
each secular day excepting Saturday and public holidays. 
It shall be lawful to do work under this act on Sunday. 


Secr. 7. The commission may for the purposes of this act 
use public ways and lands without compensation therefor, 
and may take for the city, by purchase or otherwise, lands in 
fee and easements, estates, and rights in land, including the 
right to go under the surface thereof or through or under 
buildings or parts of buildings thereon, and such takings in 
fee or otherwise may be made whether the lands taken or 
otherwise affected are held under or by title derived under 
eminent domain or otherwise. <A taking under this section of 
an easement or other estate or right in a given parcel of real 
estate, whether such parcel consists of unimproved land or of 
land and buildings, may be confined to a portion or section of 
such parcel fixed by horizontal planes of division below or 
above or at the surface of the soil, and in such case no taking 
need be made of upper or lower portions or sections, except 
of such easements therein, if any, as the commission may 
deem necessary. The commission, to make any taking by 
right of eminent domain, shall cause to be recorded in the 
registry of deeds for the county of Suffolk a description of the 
lands, easements, estates or rights to be taken, as certain as is . 
required in a common conveyance of land, with the statement 
that the same are taken under authority of this act, which 
description and statement shall be signed by the commission; 
and the lands, easements, estates or rights therein described 
shall upon such recording be taken for and shall vest in the 
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city. The commission shall, so far as may be practicable, 
notify all known owners of such takings, but the validity 
thereof shall not be affected by want of such notice. 


Sect. 8. The commission may sell or remove the build- 
ings from any and all lands taken by it, and shall sell, if a sale 
be practicable, or if not shall lease, any lands or rights or 
interests in land or other property so taken, or purchased for 
the purposes of this act, whenever the same shall in the 
opinion of the commission cease to be needed for such purposes. 
The proceeds of such sales, and the fair valuation of any such 
lands or other property no longer needed for such purposes 
but not actually sold, as agreed on by the commission and the 
company, or in case of difference as determined by the board, 
shall be deducted from the cost of the tunnel or the subway, as 
the case may be, for the purpose of ascertaining the rental 
thereof. | Wk 


Sect. 9. The commission shall determine and award the 
damages sustained by any person by reason of property 
taken or injured by the commission under authority of this 
act, except public ways or lands, and may agree with any 
person as to the amount to be paid as damages sustained by 
him for any property so taken or injured, which damages the 
city shall be liable to pay. If such person is dissatisfied with 
such award, or cannot agree with the commission upon his 
damages, the same may be determined by a jury in the 
superior court for the county of Suffolk, on petition therefor 
of such person or of the commission against the city, filed in 
the clerk’s office within one year after such property is so 
taken or injured; and judgment shall be entered upon the 
determination of such jury and costs shall be taxed and execu- 
tion issued in favor of the prevailing party as in civil cases. 
The members of the commisson shall not be personally liable for 
any such damage. 


Sect. 10. The commission may order the temporary 
removal or relocation of any surface tracks, and the temporary. 
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or permanent removal or relocation of any conduits, pipes, wires, 
poles or other property of any person or corporation, which 
it deems to interfere with the construction or operation of the 
tunnel or subway, and shall grant new locations for any such 
structures so removed or relocated. Such order, to the extent 
specified therein, shall be deemed a revocation of the right or 
license to maintain such tracks, conduits, pipes, wires, poles, 
or other property, and the owner of any such structures in 
public ways or lands shall comply with such orders without 
expense to the city. If such owner shall fail to comply with 
the order of the commission within a reasonable time, to be 
fixed in the order, the commission may discontinue and 
remove such tracks, conduits, pipes, wires, poles, or other 
_ property, and may relocate the same, and the cost of such 
discontinuance, removal or relocation shall be repaid to the 
city by the owner. No such discontinuance, removal or relo- 
cation shall entitle the owner of the property thus affected to 
any damages on account thereof. Any such structures in or 
upon private lands may be removed and relocated by the 
commission, or if removed and relocated by the owner thereof 
the reasonable expense shall be repaid him by the commission. 
Any gas company may shut off the gas from any pipes affected 
by any acts done thereunder, when and so far as it may be 
necessary to avoid danger of escape or explosion of gas. 


Secr. 11. The commission shall within ninety days after 
the passage of this act execute with the Boston Elevated Rail- 
way Company, hereinafter called the company, in the name of 
the city, the company consenting thereto, a contract in writing 
for the sole and exclusive use of this subway and appurte- 
nances for the period of twenty-five years from the beginning 
of the use of the tunnel constructed under the provisions of 
chapter five hundred and thirty-four of the acts of the year 
nineteen hundred and two; said lease to expire coincident 
with the expiration of the lease of said tunnel, at an annual 
rental equal to four and one half per cent of the net cost of 
. this subway, for the running of trains and cars therein, and 
for such other uses and upon such provisions and conditions, 
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not affecting the term of rental, as the commission and the 
company may agree upon, or in case of difference, as the board 
of railroad commissioners, hereinafter called the board, may 
determine. The provisions of this act in so far as they 
declare, define or establish the terms and conditions for the 
construction, tenure, maintenance and operation of this sub- 
way, shall be embodied in and made a part of said contract. 
The net cost of the subway shall be deemed to include all 
expenditures incurred in acquisition and construction, includ- 
ing damages, expenses and salaries of the commission, and 
interest at three and one quarter per cent per annum on the 
debt incurred in construction prior to the beginning of the 
use. Prior to the completion of all four sections of this sub- 
way rent shall be charged only for the section or sections 
thereof used by the company. The use of each section of the 
subway shall begin when in the opinion of the commission a 
reasonable time after the completion has been allowed for 
equipment, which shall not exceed ninety days after such 
section is completed. 


Secr. 12. If the contract for the use of this subway is 
executed as above provided this subway shall, during the term 
of such contract, be considered a part of the elevated railway 
operated by the company; and the board, subject to the pro- 
visions of the contract, shall have and exercise the same power 
and control over the same in all respects that are conferred 
upon the board as to the elevated structure by chapter five 
hundred and forty-eight of the acts of the year eighteen hun- 
dred and ninety-four, chapter five hundred of the year eighteen 
hundred and ninety-seven, and chapter five hundred and 
thirty-four of the acts of the year nineteen hundred and two, 
and all other acts in addition thereto. 


Sect. 13. Upon the determination by the commission of 
any important question arising in the course of the work 
herein provided for, upon which the company has previously - 
requested a hearing, except an award of or agreement upon. 
damages as provided in section eight hereof, the company may 
within three days after notice of such determination apply to. 
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the board for a revision of the same, and thereupon the board 
may consider and finally determine such question. 


Sect. 14. The use and control of the subway, if acquired 
by the company, shall be subject to the rights, if any, which 
the West End Street Railway Company may have under the 
provisions of article two of its lease to the company, dated 
September ninth, eighteen hundred and ninety-seven, or 
otherwise. 


Sect. 15. The treasurer of the city shall from time to 
time, on request of the commission, issue and sell at public or 
private sale, the bonds of the city, registered or with interest 
coupons attached, as he may deem best, to an amount not 
exceeding the cost of the subway herein provided for. Such 
bonds shall be designated on their face, City of Boston, South 
Boston Subway Loan, shall be for such terms, not exceeding 
fifty years, as the mayor and treasurer of said city may deter- 
mine, and shall bear interest payable semi-annually at such 
rate not exceeding four and one-half per cent per annum, as 
the treasurer shall determine. The debts incurred by the 
city from time to time under the provisions of this act shall not. 
be included in determining the limit of indebtedness of the city 
as established by law, and the proceeds of such bonds shall be ~ 
used to meet all damages, costs and expenses incurred by the 
commission or the city in carrying out the provisions of this 
act. The board of commissioners of sinking funds shall estab- 
lish a sinking fund for the payment of the bonds issued under 
this act. All premiums received from the sale thereof shall be 
paid into the sinking fund. All rents, tolls, percentages or 
other annual compensation received by the city for any use 
of the subway under this act, or for any use of any lands or 
rights taken under authority of this act, shall annually be 
used by the treasurer,— first, to meet the interest on the 
bonds; second, to meet the requirements of and any deficiency 
in the sinking fund, and the surplus, if any, as a part of the gen- 
eral revenue of the city. The proceeds from any sale of lands 
or rights taken by purchase or otherwise under authority of 
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this act shall be paid into the sinking fund, or shall be used for 
construction, as the commission may determine. 


Sect. 16. The supreme judicial court and the superior 
court upon application of any party in interest, including the 
city or any ten taxable inhabitants thereof, may enforce or 
prevent violation of the provisions of this act by an appropriate 
process. 


Sect. 17. This act shall take effect upon its passage.

AN ACT 


To provide for the Control and Maintenance of the House 
of Correction at Deer Island by the Commonwealth. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives 
in General Court assembled, and by the authority of the same, 
as follows: 


Section 1. The prison, now known as the house of 
correction at Deer island, now maintained and controlled 
by the county of Suffolk and the city of Boston, shall here- 
after be controlled and maintained by the commonwealth. 


Sect. 2. The prison commissioners of the commonwealth 
shall appoint the master and have full charge and control 
of the said house of correction at Deer island, with the same 
powers and duties as in the case of the other penal institutions 
controlled by the commonwealth, and shall in respect thereto 
exclusively have and exercise all the powers now vested 
in the mayor of the city of Boston, the board of aldermen, 
or the penal institutions commissioner of the city of Boston. 
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Sect. 8. The commonwealth hereby takes the real 
estate at Deer island, in Boston harbor, and all buildings 
and personal property used for or in connection with the 
same. The mayor of the city of Boston for Suffolk county 
shall cause the descriptions of such lands and _ buildings 
and full inventories of such personal property to be made 
and delivered to the commonwealth forthwith after the 
passage of this act, and shall sign and cause to be recorded 
in the registry of deeds in the county of Suffolk a description 
thereof ascertained as is required in common conveyance 
of land, with a statement that the same has been taken by 
the commonwealth for prison purposes. 


Sect. 4. The commissioners shall thereupon file said 
description in the clerk’s office of the supreme judicial court 
for the county of Suffolk, together with a petition for the 
appointment of appraisers to fix the value of all the property 
taken and the said court, or. any justice thereof, may in 
term time or vacation appoint three appraisers, who shall 
determine the fair market value of all property taken as 
aforesaid, for any purpose, including prison purposes, and 
shall report to the court their determination. Any justice 
of said court, after due notice and hearing, shall confirm 
the report of the appraisers after making such changes, 
if any, as he shall deem proper, on application of any party 
interested or of the attorney-general, but the report so con- 
firmed shall be subject to an appeal and trial by jury. The 
court shall fix the compensation of the appraisers and deter- 
mine the costs to be allowed in making such determinations 
and shall certify the same to the auditor of the common- 
wealth. The compensation and costs so certified shall 
be paid from the treasury of the commonwealth upon such 
certificate. 


Sect. 5. The master now in office shall, within thirty 
days of the passage of this act, and every master hereafter 
appointed shall before entering upon his duties, give bond 
to the commonwealth in such amount and with such sureties 
as the commissioners shall approve, conditioned that he 
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shall faithfully account for all moneys belonging to the 
commonwealth which shall come into his possession, and 
faithfully discharge all the other duties of his office. He 
shall qualify as the civil officers of the commonwealth are 
required to qualify. He shall appoint all subordinate officers, 
and may suspend or remove them for such cause as he shall 
deem sufficient and assign in his order of removal, and he 
shall send a statement thereof in writing to the commissioners 
within ten days after such suspension or removal, but such 
subordinates now in office shall remain until their. successors 
are appointed. The master shall designate as his deputy 
some subordinate officer who shall, if approved by the 
commissioners, perform the duties of the master in case 
of his absence and in case of his death shall be master until 
his successor shall be appointed. The master shall buy 
all supplies, the bills for the same being approved by the 
commissioners and paid by the treasurer of the common- 
wealth. The commissioners shall fix the salary of the master 
and all other officers and the same shall be certified by 
the commissioners and paid by the treasurer of the com- 
monwealth.

board) a tunnel under. the harbor from some convenient 
point in East Boston to some convenient point in the city of 
Boston proper together with such subways in East Boston 
and in Boston proper as may be desirable to connect the said 
tunnel with the tracks of the company in East Boston and 
with a terminal in under or near Post Office Square in Boston

proposed tracks and stations which plan shall be submitted

or at the surface of the soil and in such case no taking need 
be made of other parts or sections thereof except of such 
easements therein if any as the company may deem neces- 
sary Except as otherwise provided herein the company 
may locate and construct the tunnel subways and terminals 
herein provided for and their appurtenances wherever it 
deems best within the limits herein prescribed or for the

Sect. 7. To make any taking for tunnel subway or 
terminal purposes by right of eminent domain the company 
shall cause to be recorded in the registry of deeds for the 
county of Suffolk a description of the lands easements 
estates or rights taken as certain as is usual in a conveyance 
of land together with a statement that the same are taken 
under the authority of this act for subway or tunnel or

after ‘receiving written notice of such determination apply

Sect. 14. The company may permit any person or cor- 
poration using or authorized to use wires along the route of 
such tunnel subway or subways to place the same therein 
and any railroad or electric railroad company to use the 
said tunnel subway or subways in such manner and upon 
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such terms as to compensation and otherwise as may be 
agreed upon with the company and approved by the board 


Sect. 15. Before the tunnel and subways herein pro- 
vided for shall be opened for public use the board shall upon 
the petition of the company examine the same and if it 
appears that all laws relating to their construction have 
been complied with and that the same are in safe condition 
for operation the board shall give to the company a certif- 
icate to that effect and upon filing such certificate in the 
office of the secretary of the Commonwealth the company 
may open for public use such tunnel subways terminal and 
appurtenances 


Sect. 16. The company may from time to time sub- 
ject to the approval of the board in the manner and subject

Sect. 17. At any time after the expiration of twenty years 
from the opening for use of the tunnel subways and terminal 
herein provided for or at any earlier time by agreement with 
the company the city may purchase the said tunnel subway 
terminal and appurtenances and upon the payment to the 
company by the city of such an amount as will reimburse the 
company for the original cost of the said tunnel subways ter- 
minals appurtenances and equipment (which shall not include 
rolling stock) together with the cost of all additions or altera- 
tions lawfully made thereto or therein with simple interest 
at 7 (seven) per cent per year on the amount of capital stock 
paid in by its stockholders on account of such cost to be com-

SecTIoN 1. The aldermen of the city of Boston shall 
be thirty-three in number; twenty-five by districts, one 
alderman from each of the twenty-five districts, and eight 
aldermen at large. That the city of Boston shall be divided, 
not later than May thirtieth, nineteen hundred and nine, 
into twenty-five aldermanic districts, each having as equal 
number of legal voters as possible, by a commission of five 
legal voters of Boston, appointed by the mayor. 

The alderman from the district shall have been a voter 
in the city of Boston for at least five years previous to the 
date of his election as said alderman, and shall have been 
a voter in said aldermaniec district at least one year previous 
to the date of his election as said alderman, otherwise his 
candidacy or election shall be declared void. 

The aldermen at large shall have been voters in the city 
of Boston for at least five years previous to the date of their 
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election as members of the said board of aldermen, other- 
wise their candidacy and election shall be declared void. 

The alderman from each aldermanic district shall be 
nominated and elected in accordance with the provisions of 
the election laws as set forth for the nomination and election 
of councilmen in said city of Boston, and as provided by 
chapter four hundred and fifty-four of the acts of nineteen 
hundred and three. 

The alderman at large shall be nominated and elected by 
the voters of said city of Boston, in accordance with the 
provisions for the nomination and election of aldermen at 
large in chapter four hundred and fifty-four of the acts of 
nineteen hundred and three. 

There shall be one alderman, elected at large, who shall 
be elected as the chairman of the said Board of Aldermen, 
and who shall preside over the deliberations of the said 
board of aldermen, with all the powers that exist in the 
chairman of the board of aldermen in this and all preceding 
acts of the legislature. 

The salary of the district aldermen shall be fifteen hundred 
dollars. 

The salary of the aldermen, at large shall be two thousand 
dollars, and the salary of the chairman of the board of alder- 
men shall be three thousand dollars. 

If an alderman at large should die or resign during his 
term of office, his successor shall be nominated and elected 
as is provided for in the nomination and election of the 
aldermen at large, as is provided by chapter four hundred 
and fifty four of the acts of nineteen hundred and three; 
if a district alderman should die or resign during his term 
of office, his successor shall be nominated and elected as 
is provided for in the nomination and election of aldermen 
_by the act of nineteen hundred and three aforesaid; if the 
chairman of the board of aldermen should die or resign 
during his term of office, the members of the board of alder- 
men shall meet in their chamber at the call of the mayor of 
the city of Boston; the senior member of said board present 
shall preside, and the members of said board shall ballot 
for the election of the chairman of said board, the member of 
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said board having a majority of the votes cast shall be declared 
and is chairman of said board. The said board shall then 
proceed to ballot for the election of a member of the board 
to make up the required number of the said board of aldermen; 
and the said member shall be a legal voter in the district 
where the vacancy exists. If on the fifth ballot the election 
of the chairman should be a tie, the presiding officer of said 
board shall notify the mayor and he shall vote for one of the 
two members who are tied for chairman of the said board, 
and the said member of the board shall be declared chairman 
of the board of aldermen of the city of Boston. 


Sect. 2. The said board of aldermen shall have the 
power to confirm all the mayor’s appointments of heads 
of departments and commissioners, or reject such appoint- 
ments.

Section 1. Highways and public alleys in the city of 
Boston shall hereafter be laid out, relocated or widened only 
as provided in this act. 


Sect. 2. The board of street commissioners of the city of 
Boston may purchase and take land, easements or rights in 
land for the purpose of laying out, relocating, altering, chang- 
ing the grade of or widening any highway or public alley in 
the city of Boston, and for any other public purpose for which 
they are now authorized by law to take land, easements or 
rights in land: provided, that the owner or owners of such 
land shall agree in writing with said board on the value of 
the land taken, and the amount of damages and betterments 
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to remaining land, and release said land to said city upon 
payment of the excess of such value and damages over such 
betterments; provided, that in no event shall the value agreed 
upon for said land be more than twenty-five per cent in excess 
of the average assessed value of said land for the three years 
next preceding the date of the taking; and further provided, 
that said taking and said agreement as to the amount of said 
value, damages and betterments, shall within ten days of the 
date of said agreement be approved in writing by the mayor. 


Sect. 3. Said board may lay out as a public way in general 
conformity with any plan made by the board of survey or 
said board of street commissioners under chapter three hun- 
dred and twenty-three of the acts of eighteen hundred and 
ninety-one, or any other act in addition thereto-or in amend- 
ment thereof, any highway or alley in said city of Boston: 
provided, that the owners of the land shall first convey without 
cost to the city said land to be used for such highway or alley, 
and release to the city all claims for damages and shall agree 
to pay a betterment assessment of fifty per cent of the esti- 
mated cost of construction, the amount of which betterment 
assessment shall be a lien on the land of said owners abutting 
thereon from the date of the approval of the agreement by the 
mayor; and further provided, that the order of said board for 
laying out of such street, highway or alley and the agreement 
for the payment of the betterment assessment shall be 
approved in writing by the mayor within ten days of the 
order of said board. 


Sect. 4. Except as hereinbefore provided, no highway 
or public alley shall be laid out, relocated or widened, or land 
taken by said board for any public purpose, except as here- 
inafter provided. 

Whenever said board of street commissioners shall be of 
opinion that in said city a public improvement should be 
made, consisting of laying out, relocating, altering, widening, 
or constructing any highway or public alley, and that land 
be taken for such purpose, or for any public purpose for which 
said board is now authorized to take land, the board shall 
appoint a time for a public hearing and cause a notice thereof 
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and of their intention in the matter to be published twice a 
week for two successive weeks in two daily newspapers pub- 
lished in said city, the last publication to be at least five days 
prior to the time fixed for the hearing and may adjourn the 
hearing from time to time. After such hearing the board may 
pass an order that, in the opinion of the board the making of 
such an improvement or the taking of such land is required 
by public necessity and convenience. In connection with 
the said order, if for a highway or public alley, the board of 
street commissioners shall submit a detailed estimate of the 
necessary cost of construction. Said order of the board shall 
be null and void unless approved in writing by the mayor 
within ten days of the date of passage of said order. 


Sect. 5. The corporation counsel representing the board 
of street commissioners shall thereupon file a bill in equity 
in the superior court for Suffolk county setting forth that the 
petitioner is of opinion that public necessity and convenience 
require that a highway or public alley be laid out, relocated 
or widened, and that lands be taken for such purpose, or that 
land should be taken for the particular purpose therein 
specified; as part of said petition the names and addresses of 
all parties, so far as they may be ascertained, owning or having 
any interest in any estate which may be affected thereby, 
shall be set forth. A plan shall be filed showing the location, 
direction, lines, widths and grades of the proposed improve- 
ment, and also setting forth in detail the land proposed to be 
taken for said improvement, and praying the court that it 
hear and determine all matters as to the public necessity, and 
convenience of the proposed improvement, or taking of land 
therefor and also that it hear the parties and determine all 
matters of damages caused by the carrying out of said pro- 
posed improvement or the taking of any lands as therein 
proposed, and that it determine and assess all betterments 
that may accrue by reason of said improvement. 

A notice containing the names of all parties to such pro- 
ceeding, the court in which it is filed, the date of the filing 
of the bill, the name of the city or town in which the property 
lies which may be affected, and a description of said property 
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sufficiently accurate for identification shall be recorded in the 
registry of deeds of Suffolk county. 


Sect. 6. The superior court shall, upon the filing of a bill 
as aforesaid, cause notice of the.pendency of said bill to be 
given to all parties named therein, according to the course 
of courts of equity, and also by public notice thereof, as it 
shall determine, ordering them to appear and be heard as to 
such public convenience, and said court shall thereupon 
appoint a commission of three disinterested persons to hear 
the parties and report in writing to the court, with all reason- 
able dispatch, as to the public necessity and convenience of 
the proposed improvement and taking of land for that or any 
other purpose as set forth in said bill. The report of the com- 
missioners upon said question of public necessity and con- 
venience shall be filed in court, and if said commissioners 
report that said improvement or takings of land are not 
required by public necessity and convenience the court may 
enter such order as it deems advisable. And if said commis- 
sioners report that said improvement or takings of land as 
set forth in said bill are required by public necessity and con- 
venience the court on motion of the corporation counsel shall 
confirm said report, and a copy of said report after confirma- 
tion by the court shall be filed in the registry of deeds for 
Suffolk county, which shall constitute a taking of the land as 
set forth in said bill. But no entry on any lands so taken shall 
be made or work of construction undertaken by any public 
authority until the final decree hereinafter provided for shall 
be filed in the registry of deeds as hereinafter provided. 


Sect. 7. The court shall thereupon cause notice of the 
pendency of said bill to be given to all parties, having any 
interest in land which may be affected by said proposed 
improvement or by the takings of land as aforesaid, as dis- 
closed by said bill, by issuing an order of notice directing them 
to appear and become parties thereto within thirty days of 
the date of said order of notice. Said order of notice shall be 
served according to the usual course of courts of equity; and 
also by public notice thereof, as it shall determine. Any per- 
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son failing to appear and become a party to said bill within 
the time fixed by the court in said order of notice shall, except 
as hereinafter provided, be forever barred from recovering 
any damages on account of said proposed takings or improve- 
ments or from contesting any betterments which may be 
assessed hereunder. 


Sect. 8. Every person so appearing and becoming a party 
to said bill shall, within twenty days of his appearance or such 
further time as the court may allow, file an answer thereto, 
containing a written description by metes and bounds of the 
land in which he claims an estate, and setting forth in detail 
his estimate therein, his estimate of the value of the land 
and a separate valuation of the building thereon, if any, and 
the amount of damages, if any, claimed by him on account 
of said improvement or said takings. 


Sect. 9. At the expiration of thirty days from the time 
fixed for parties to appear and answer in said suit, the court 
shall enter an order directing the commissioners heretofore 
appointed to proceed with all reasonable dispatch to hear the 
parties thereto, view the premises and consider the evidence, 
as to any damages which may be caused by the proposed 
taking of land or the carrying out of the proposed improve- 
ment and as to the betterments, if any, which may accrue 
therefrom, and to report in detail in writing to the court 
as to said damages and betterments. 


Sect. 10. The commissioners shall determine as_ the 
assessable cost of the proposed improvement such part as 
they may deem just of the estimated cost thereof, including 
the damages assessed on account of the takings of land, and 
exclusive of the excess above four dollars per linear foot 
of the expenses for sewers and their connections, and exclu- 
sive of all the expenses for surface drainage, and for water 
pipes, gas pipes, and their connections, and they shall assess 
on each parcel of real estate a proportionate share of said 
assessable cost, which shall in no event exceed the benefit

parcel of real estate beyond the general advantage. to all real 
estate in the city. 


Sect. 11. The commissioners shall report in writing to 
the court, which report shall be filed in court. Notice of 
the filing of said report shall be given by the clerk to each 
party of record in the same manner as notice of filing of a 
master’s report, and also by public notice in the manner pre-

Snct. 12. Any party aggrieved by the report of the 
commissioners or the findings therein contained may, within 
thirty days after notice of the filing of said report, either 
except to the report of the said commissioners, and have 
said exception heard and determined by the court according 
to its course as a court of equity, or may apply to the said 
court to have proper issues framed and tried by a jury and 
proceeded in as in the trial of other cases where issues are 
ordered by said court, except that at the request of either 
party the court shall advance said case so that it may be 
speedily heard and determined with as little delay as possible.

said day. The mayor, subject to such approval, may fill any 
vacancy for the balance of the term, and may after the first 
Wednesday of January of the year in which a term expires, 
appoint a successor for the term of three years from the first 
Monday of such January. The mayor and aldermen shall 
continue to hold office until successors are elected or approved, 
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but any thereof may be removed and a successor appointed 
to hold office for the balance of the term, by the governor 
with such advice and consent. 


Sect. 2. The aldermen so appointed shall be each paid a 
compensation of two thousand dollars per annum; shall con- 
stitute a board; shall elect a chairman and clerk; shall con- 
tinue to have their powers and duties relative to the prepara- 
tion of the jury list, the drawing of jurors, and all matters in 
which they now exercise authority in convention with, or by 
concurrent vote with, the common council of the city, and 
shall by a majority of their number approve every appoint- 
ment or removal made by the mayor, before the same takes 
effect; all other powers and duties devolved by statute or 
ordinance upon aldermen are hereby devolved upon the street 
and park commissioners herein provided for. 


Sect. 8. The mayor, as the terms of the present street 
commissioners expire, or as there shall be vacancies in their 
offices, shall appoint successors, one to have charge of the 
streets of the city, in place of the superintendent of streets, 
with such duties as the commissioners shall determine, one 
to be city engineer, and the other to be chairman.

The mayor shall appoint as the assessors and 
board of assessors of the city three assessors and they shall have 
charge of the assessing department which is hereby created.

Sect. 5. The mayor shall in the year in which the term 
of the city clerk expires appoint a successor who shall have 
charge of the city clerk department which is hereby created. 


Sect. 6. Every member of a board or other officer ap- 
pointed by the mayor, whether provided for by law or ordi- 
nance, shall hold office until death, resignation, removal by 
the mayor or the appointment of a successor. 


' Secr. 7. The mayor may appoint any head of a depart- 
ment to take charge temporarily of any other department or 
office, with the compensation of the highest paid head of either 
department or office. 


Sect. 8. The mayor may change the powers, duties or 
compensation of the head of any department or office, and 
may transfer in whole or in part the powers and duties of the 
cemetery trustees or the bath trustees or of either to the

The mayor may approve any appropriation 
passed by the city council, or as reduced by him; and if an 
appropriation for current expenses of the several departments 
and officers is not made before the first day of March in any

additional; every such appropriation shall take effect and the

in the year of his appointment and until his successor is 
appointed. He shall receive such salary as the mayor and 
city council shall by ordinance determine, and shall annually 
submit to the mayor a report in writing of the business of 
the department.

Sect. 2. The city engineer may appoint, subject to 
the approval of the mayor, such assistant engineers, employees 
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and assistants as he shall from time to time deem necessary 
to carry out the work of the department. No person shall 
be appointed as an assistant engineer who is not a civil 
engineer, nor shail any such assistant engineer, employee or 
other assistant be appointed unless certified to be qualified 
by the civil service commission after written examination.

Sect. 2. Said sealer of weights and measures may appoint 
such number of deputy sealers of weights and measures as 
the mayor and eity council may determine, and the salary 
paid to each shall be twelve hundred dollars per year, which 
shall be in full compensation for all services.

Gentlemen of the General Court of Massachusetts: 


I desire to agree, as far as possible, with the other members 
of the finance commission; unanimous action is greatly to be 
desired, and I recognize the importance of this in its final 
report and recommendations. But after giving the matter 
full consideration I cannot join in the majority report with- 
out expressing my dissent on some points and explaining my 
individual views on others. I must stand for my own honest 
opinions even if these are not wholly in agreement with the 
views of my colleagues; and in doing so I am not in any 
degree influenced by the views or interests of any ex-mayor or 
of any candidate for mayor, on or off of the commission. 

The finance commission is not made up of individuals 
selected for their supposed personal qualifications, but of 
members chosen by bodies representing various important 
interests in the city. The commercial interests have three 
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members, banking, real estate and labor have one each, and 
the seventh member is supposed to represent the interests of 
the different sections of the city in respect to local improve- 
ments, ete. It is an encouraging thing that the representatives 
of these various interests, conflicting as they are in some 
measure, should have been able to work so well together thus 
far. But as I owe my place on the commission to the Central 
Labor Union of Boston I cannot fairly be expected in this 
final report to take any position directly inconsistent with the 
recognized principles and policies of organized labor, with 
which I am also personally in hearty sympathy. 

While it seems to have been the fixed purpose and policy 
of my colleagues to direct the great powers of the commission 
chiefly to the discrediting of the administration of Ex-Mayor 
Fitzgerald, I must in this final report, as a mere matter of 
justice, have something to say on the other side from the labor 
standpoint, which I am placed here to represent. ‘The major- 
ity, unfairly as I think, chooses to ignore the fact that this 
whole investigation, the character of the commission, and 
the liberal appropriation of $50,000 which made its success 
possible, was due to the initiative of former Mayor Fitzgerald. 
I feel it my duty here to place on record at least my own 
appreciation of the fact that organized labor owes its repre- 
sentation on this commission—the most striking recognition 
which it has ever received officially in Boston —to his action. 
The right of labor to participate with capital in the investi- 
gation of questions vital to the government of this city must, 
as a result of this action, henceforth be conceded. Let any 
facts disclosed by this commission have all the weight to 
which they are entitled; but 1 am not willing to join in paint- 
ing everything black about a single administration and in 
suppressing everything good that can be found in connection 
with it, nor ignoring the glaring defects and abuses that have 
existed under all others. 

So far as any criticisms of the administration of Ex-Mayor 
Fitzgerald from the standpoint of expenditures are based upon 
the direct employment of labor by the city, or upon efforts to 
compel contractors to pay fair wages to their men, I must 
record my emphatic dissent. I urged such policies upon him

as a member of various committees representing organized 
labor; I certainly still sustain him in adopting them, and com- 
mend him for doing so. Iam not in favor of extravagance or 
waste, and so far as any kind of corruption has obtained a 
foothold in our city government, honest labor, which is the 
first to suffer from it, demands that it be eradicated; but so 
far as large expenditures are necessarily due to the direct 
employment of labor by the city, or to giving municipal work 
only to fair contractors who work their men under trade union 
conditions, I am certainly in favor of such expenditures, 
believing them to be sound economically and beneficial to 
the whole community. But of course all who are employed 
by the city should give it an equivalent in faithful and eff- 
cient service; and I believe that under an improved and 
non-political administration they will do so. 

For the above reasons I cannot join in any recommenda- 
tions which look to the substitution of the contract system 
for the direct employment of labor, nor in any commendation 
of any economy achieved by the present administration at 
City Hall in so far as this is due either to the neglect of impor- 
tant work, such as keeping the streets clean and in repair, to 
the discharge of old and faithful employees of the city, or to 
forcing contractors into cut-throat competition to see which 
can go the furthest in reducing wages below prevailing rates 
and forcing objectionable conditions on their men. I do not 
believe in the new policy of making a show of saving money 
by allowing our streets to remain full of snow, slush and mud, 
because contractors cannot get men enough at $1.25 a day 
to make them fit for traffic, nor of introducing the padrone 
system in connection with the collection of garbage. 

In the opinion of organized labor, which I represent on this 
commission, public work, whether done by direct employ- 
ment or through contractors, should be used to improve, not 
to degrade, the wages and conditions of labor; the Common- 
wealth by limiting the hours of labor on all public work to 
eight hours a day, which act was passed while Mr. Fitzgerald 
was in Office, has recognized the economic justice and expedi- 
ency of this position. I must dissent from any attempt to 
break down this policy in the city of Boston, particularly 
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as it is not proposed, if this be practicable and legal, to restrict 
in any way the evils of free competition between contractors; 
experience shows that any seeming economy so gained is 
taken directly out of the pockets of the labor employed, 
while the struggle to maintain wages is made more difficult 
throughout the whole field of employment. 

The commission has recently made a report upon the 
Municipal Printing Plant showing up the striking difference 
between extravagant and efficient administration and recom- 
mending its continuance. Why should not other branches 
of work which have been carried on by the city very much 
longer than printing has be given an equal chance to 
show what can be done under improved methods and systems, 
instead of being turned over to contractors? 

All of the members of the commission are agreed that 
political conditions and influences have been one of the chief 
factors in bringing about the evils which have been exposed 
by our investigation; in my opinion, we have all, including 
the active politicians themselves, been the victims of a bad 
system. Organized labor certainly has no interest in pro- 
longing these conditions and I am glad to join with the other 
members of the commission in recommending the abolition 
of party names, and consequently of party primaries, in our 
municipal elections. With the removal of the national 
party organizations the various interests in the city will 
have a better chance of obtaining proper representation in 
the city government, and labor, the greatest of these interests 
and possessing by far the largest voting power, can well take 
care of itself under the new system proposed. The economic 
and social issues which will come to the front will certainly 
be of more vital importance to our citizens than the party 
issues which tend to obscure them under present conditions. 

I believe that the provision for a confirmation of the mayor’s 
appointments by the civil service commission is objectionable 
because it divides a most important responsibility between 
city and state officials, and invades an essential power of 
local self-government, also because it imposes upon this 
commission a duty wholly foreign to its proper functions, 
and inconsistent with maintaining its non-partisan character. 
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It is not proposed that the civil service commission hold 
examinations and prepare eligible lists from which heacs 
of departments must be chosen, as subordinate employees 
are, but that it exercise a purely discretionary power of 
confirmation or rejection, not hampered by any examina- 
tion whatever. If such a check should be exercised upon 
appointments made by the mayor it should be left in the 
hands of city officials elected by the people not placed in 
the hands of any state board. It seems to me that the 
other members of the commission show a great lack of confi- 
dence in the working of the reform charter which they propose 
when they are unwilling either to give to the mayor the 
unrestricted power of appointing heads of departments, or to 
vest the power of confirmation in the reformed board of 
aldermen, of nine members elected for three-year terms. If 
neither the executive or the legislative officials elected under 
the new charter, upon non-partisan nominations, can be 
trusted to exercise the important duty of selecting proper 
heads of departments, and if it is necessary to assume in 
advance that the mayor will try to make bad appointments 
if not prevented by some authority, the question arises 
whether it is worth while to attempt such elaborate and 
radical reforms, for so unsatisfactory a result. One impor- 
tant end which the report of this commission aims at is to 
increase the power and responsibility of the mayor; it there- 
fore seems to me quite illogical to hamper his, power and 
divide his responsibility in this manner. 

If the mayor is to be given so long aterm as four years, the 
provision for his recall, through a new election in the middle 
of the term, should be made more practicable and effective 
than it would be in the form proposed. The requirement 
that a new election can only be ordered by the affirmative 
vote of a majority of all the registered voters seems to me 
to give altogether too much advantage to the occupant of 
the mayor’s office, and to make it almost impossible to displace 
him, even though public sentiment were so pronounced against 
him that he would have but little chance of re-election. This. 
provision seems to me a delusive one, offering the people the 
privilege of recall only under conditions which make it prac- 
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tically impossible to exercise it. I believe that three-fifths 
of the total vote cast at a state election if equal to say 35 per 
cent. of the total number of registered voters should be suffi- 
cient to require a new election of mayor in the middle of the 
four-year term. 

If such fundamental changes as the lengthening of the 
mayor’s term to four years, the lengthening of aldermanic 
terms to three years, the replacing of two branches of the 
city council with one, the reduction in the number of legis- 
lative representatives of the people at city hall from 88, 
as at present, to 9 as proposed, the appointment of the street 
commissioners by the mayor, instead of their election by the 
people, are desirable, they should at least be passed by the 
legislature subject to a referendum to the people of Boston. 
In order that they may be fully discussed and understood 
before adoption, I give my assent to them only subject to 
this condition. If all the legislative powers of the city are 
to be lodged in the hands of a single body of nine members, I 
believe that greater safeguards are needed than are provided 
in the bill as reported. If a mayor can during his four years 
term secure at any time the election of five or six aldermen 
subservient to his purpose, he will possess a more unrestricted, 
and therefore possibly dangerous, power than any mayor of the 
city has possessed in the past. While willing to join with 
my colleagues on the commission in presenting the above 
features, if made subject to the referendum, I regard the single 
chamber of only nine members as an experiment; however, 
I have unbounded confidence in the ability of the people to 
determine for themselves after a full and free discussion what 
they desire on these important problems and I will rest con- 
tent on their judgment. 

I regret that the commission does not include in its report 
any proposals for restricting either the total amount or the 
purposes of expenditures in connection with our municipal 
elections. The removal of the expense to the candidate of 
a warmly contested primary election is a step in the right 
direction, but this will do but little good if the money thus 
saved is merely added to the fund available for the municipal 
election. A labor candidate, or any other candidate, not 
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possessed of means or having the ability to secure considerable 
campaign contributions, is under a great and an unjust disad- 
vantage, as compared with a rich or an unscrupulous candi- 
date, as long as unrestricted expenditures are permitted, even 
if the source of contributions and the objects of expenditure 
are supposed to be made public after election. The obligations, 
express or implied, which the candidate incurs in accepting 
large campaign contributions, generally given with selfish, 
even if not corrupt, motives, constitute one of the greatest 
obstacles in the way of good municipal government, and I 
believe that any radical reform must deal with this situation. 
In place of the primary, and out of the saving made by dis- 
pensing with it, the proper campaign circulars of candidates 
should be sent to the voters at the public expense and all other 
expenses should be closely restricted. There is considerable 
danger that otherwise the wealth or financial backing of a 
candidate for mayor may play too great a part in making 
.him available for a nomination by petition and in securing 
his election. Little good will be accomplished in doing away 
with political influences in connection with our city govern- 
ment if the power of wealth is to be substituted for them. 

In conclusion, I believe that the work of the commission 
and its final report should not have ignored so completely 
many of the important questions which the commission was 
particularly instructed to inquire into in the order of the 
city council by which it was constituted. A reference to the 
eleven subjects embodied in this order will make the force of 
this criticism apparent, and I will only refer in particular to 
the subjects numbered 2, 6, 7, 9 and 11, relating respectively 
to loans outside and inside the debt limit, special assess- 
ments, metropolitan expenditures, the taxation of corpora- 
tions, and the limit of indebtedness; these subjects have been 
treated by the commission either not at all or very inade- 
quately, and in my opinion should have been and could have 
been properly covered. 

To the student of civic affairs a mere mention of these 
subjects is sufficient to indicate their paramount importance, 
and to warrant him in believing that the most vital matters 
involving millions of dollars have been passed over and the 
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greatest consideration given to matters of trifling importance 
in comparison. Until some body of citizens takes up seriously 
the conditions of these matters, Boston must still stagger 
under a debt, the growth of which in the last year of false 
economies has nevertheless been startling.

Extract from Report of Finance Commission. 


Commontoealth of Massachusetts. 


In the Year One Thousand Nine Hundred and Nine. 


AN ACT 


To Amend the Charter of the City of Boston. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives 
in General Court assembled, and by the authority of the same, 
as follows: 


THe MAYOR. 


Section 1. The mayor of the city of Boston shall be 
elected at large to hold office for the term of four years 
from the first Monday in February following his election 
and until his successor is chosen and qualified except as 
hereinafter provided. 


Sect. 2. The secretary of the commonwealth (unless 
notified as hereinafter provided) shall cause to be printed 
at the end of the official ballot to be used in the city of 
Boston at the state election in the second year of the 
mayor’s term the following question: Shall there be an 
election for mayor at the next municipal election? with 
the words, Yes and No at the right of the question and 
sufficient squares in which each voter may designate 
by a cross his answer.to such question. If a majority of 
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the qualified voters registered in said city for said state 
election shall vote in the affirmative on said question, 
there shall be an election for mayor in said city at the 
~ municipal election held in January next following said 
state election, and the same shall be conducted, and the 
result thereof declared in all respects as are other city 
elections for mayor, except that the board of election 
commissioners shall place on the official ballot for said 
election without nomination the name of the person 
then holding the office of mayor (other than an acting 
mayor), unless in writing he shall request otherwise. 
The mayor then elected shall hold office for four years, 
subject to recall at the end of two years as provided in 
this section. If said question is not answered in the 
affirmative by the vote aforesaid no election for mayor 
shall be held and the mayor shall continue to hold 
office for his unexpired term. If prior to October first 
in the said second year of his term the mayor shall file 
with the secretary of the commonwealth a written notice 
that he does not desire said question to appear upon 
the ballot at said state election it shall be omitted and 
his term of ‘office shall expire on the first Monday of 
February following; and there shall be an election for 
mayor in said city at the municipal election held in 
January next following said state election, and at such 
municipal election the mayor’s name shall not be placed 
on the official ballot unless he is nominated in the 
manner provided in section 15 of this act. . 


Sect. 3. If a vacancy occurs in the office of mayor 
within two months prior to a regular municipal election 
other than an election for mayor, or within four months 
after any regular municipal election, the city council 
shall forthwith order a special election for a mayor to 
serve for the unexpired term, subject if the vacancy occurs 
in the first or second year of the mayor’s term to recall 
under the provisions of the preceding section. If such 
vacancy occurs at any other time there shall be an election 
for mayor at the municipal election held in January next 
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following, for the term of four years, subject to recall as 
aforesaid. In the case of the decease, inability, absence 
or resignation of the mayor, and whenever there is a 
vacancy in the office from any cause, the president of 
the city council shall perform the duties of mayor. If 
he is also absent or unable from any cause to perform 
such duties they shall be performed by such member of 
the city council as that body may elect. The person 
upon whom such duties shall devolve shall be called 
“‘acting mayor,” and he shall possess the powers of mayor 
only in matters not admitting of delay, but shall have no 
power to make permanent appointments. 


City COUNCIL. 


Sect. 4. There shall be elected at large in said city 
a city council consisting of nine members. At the first 
election under this act there shall be elected nine members 
of said city council. The three candidates receiving the 
largest number of votes at said election shall hold office 
for three years, the three receiving the next largest number 
of votes shall hold office for two years, the three receiving 
the next largest number of votes shall hold office for 
one year. In case more than one person should receive 
the same number of votes for the third or sixth places 
respectively the person eldest in years shall be deemed 
elected to the longer term, and the persons next eldest 
in years shall be deemed elected for the shorter term. 
Thereafter at each annual municipal election there shall 
be chosen at large three members of the city council to 
hold office for a term of three years. All said terms shall 
begin with the first Monday of February following the 
election. 


Sect. 5. Each member of the city council shall be paid 
an annual salary of $1,500; and no other sum shall be 
paid from the city treasury for or on account of any 
personal expenses directly or indirectly incurred by or in 
behalf of any member of said council. 
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Sect. 6. The city council shall be the judge of the 
election and qualifications of its members; shall elect 
from its members by vote of a majority of all the members 
a president who when present shall preside at the meetings 
thereof; shall from time to time establish rules for its 
proceedings, and shall, when a vacancy occurs in the 
office of any member, elect by vote of a majority of all 
the members a registered voter of said city to fill the 
vacancy for the remainder of the municipal year. 
The vacancy for the balance of the unexpired term shall 
be filled at the next annual municipal election, unless 
the vacancy occurs within two months prior to or four 
months after a regular municipal election, in which event 
the city council shall order a special election to fill the 
vacancy for the unexpired term. The member eldest 
in years shall preside until the president is chosen. 


Sect. 7. All elections by the city council under any 
provision of law shall be made by a. wiva voce vote, each 
member who is present answering to his name when it is 
called by the clerk or other proper officer, and stating 
the name of the person for whom he votes, or declining to 
vote as the case may be; and the clerk or other proper 
officer shall record every such vote. No such election 
shall be valid unless it is made as aforesaid. 


Sect. 8 Neither the city council nor any member 
or committee, officer or employee thereof, shall directly or 
indirectly, take part in or have a financial interest in the 
employment of labor, the making of contracts, the pur- 
chase of materials or supplies or real estate, the construc- 
tion, alteration or repair of any public works, buildings, 
or other property or the care, custody and management 
of the same or in the conduct of the executive or admin- 
istrative business of the city except as provided in 
section 13 of this act; nor in the expenditure of public 
money except such as may be necessary for the con- 
tingent and incidental expenses of the city council; nor 
in the appointment or removal of any municipal employee 
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except as provided in the preceding section. Any per- 
son violating the provisions of this section shall be pun- 
ished by fine of not more than $1,000 or by imprisonment 
for not more than one year or both. The provisions of 
this section shall not affect the powers or duties of the city 
council, as the successor of the present board of aldermen 
relative to state or military aid and soldiers’ relief. 


Mayor AND Crry COUNCIL: 


Sect. 9. The terms ‘of office of the mayor and the 
members of both branches of the present city council are 
hereby extended to 10 o’clock a. m. on the first Monday 
of February, 1910, and at that time the said city council 
and both branches thereof and the positions of city 
messenger, clerk of the common council, clerk of com- 
mittees, assistant clerk of committees and their sub- 
ordinates shall be abolished. The mayor and city 
council elected in accordance with the provisions of this 
act and their successors shall thereafter have all the 
powers and privileges conferred, and be subject to all 
the duties and obligations imposed, by existing laws upon 
the city council or the board of aldermen, acting in any 
capacity, except as herein otherwise provided. Wherever 
in this act the phrase “mayor and city council” appears, 
it shall be understood as meaning the mayor and city 
council acting as provided in this and the three following 
sections. Subject to the approval of the mayor, the 
city council may elect such assistants at such salaries 
as It may determine and may remove them at pleasure. 


Sect. 10. The mayor from time to time may make 
such recommendations to the city council in the form 
of an ordinance or loan bill filed with the city clerk as he 
may deem to be for the welfare of the city. The city 
council shall consider each ordinance or loan bill pre- 
sented by the mayor and shall either adopt or reject 
the same within sixty days from the date when it is 
filed as aforesaid. Nothing herein shall prevent the 
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mayor from again presenting an ordinance or loan bill 
which has been rejected, nor shall it be construed as 
preventing the city council from originating an ordi- 
nance or loan bill nor from amending an ordinance or 
loan bill with the mayor’s consent. All appropriations 
for the purchase of land and all loans for any purpose 
voted by the city council shall require a vote of two- 
thirds of the members of the city council. 


Sect. 11. All appropriations in each year to be met 
from taxes, revenue or any sources other than loans shall 
originate with the mayor, who shall submit to the city 
council the annual budget of the current expenses of the 
city and county. ‘The city council may reduce or omit, 
but shall not increase any item in, nor the total of said 
budget, nor add any item thereto, nor originate a budget. 
It shall be the duty of city and county officials, when 
requested by the mayor to submit in such detail as he 
may require estimates of expenditures of the department 
or office under their charge for the next fiscal year. 


Sect. 12. Every appropriation and every other act, 
order, resolution and vote of the city council shall 
be presented to the mayor and shall be in force if he 
approves the same in writing within fifteen days after it 
shall have been presented to him, or if the same is not 
returned by him with his objections thereto in writing 
within said period of fifteen days. If within said period 
said appropriation or other act, order, resolution or vote 
is returned by the mayor to the city council with his 
objections thereto the same shall be void. If the same 
involves the expenditure of money, the mayor may 
approve some of the items in whole or in part, and dis- 
approve other of the items in whole or in part; and 
such items or parts of items as he approves shall be in 
force, and such items or parts of items as he disapproves 
shall be void. ; 


Sect. 13. No contract for lighting the public streets, 
parks or alleys, or for the collection, removal or disposal 
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of refuse, extending over a period of more than one year 
from the date thereof shall be valid without. the approval 
of the mayor and the city council. 


Sect. 14. The city council at any time may request 
specific information on any municipal matter from the 
mayor, and may request his presence to answer questions 
relating thereto at a meeting to be held not earlier than 
one week from the date of the request, in which case the 
mayor shall personally, or through a head of a department 
or a member of a board attend such meeting and publicly 
answer all questions that may be asked relating to the 
subject matter of said request. The person so attending 
shall not be obliged to answer questions relating to any 
other matter, but may do so if he sees fit. The mayor 
at any time may attend and address the city council in 
person or through the head of a department, or a member 
of a board upon such subject as he may desire. 


NOMINATIONS AND ELECTIONS. 


Sect. 15. No primary election or caucus for munic- 
ipal offices shall be held hereafter in the city of Boston, 
and all laws relating to primary elections and caucuses 
for such offices in said city are hereby repealed. 


Sect. 16. Any male qualified registered voter in said 
city may be nominated for any municipal elective office 
in said city, and his name as such candidate shall be 
printed on the official ballot to be used at the municipal 
election, provided, that at or before five o’clock p. m., of 
the twenty-fifth day prior to such election nomination 
papers prepared and issued: by the election commissioners, 
signed in person by at least 5,000 registered voters in 
said city qualified to vote for such candidate at said 
election, shall be filed with said election commissioners, 
and the signatures on the same to the number required 
to make a nomination are subsequently certified by the 
election commissioners as hereinafter provided. Said 
nomination papers shall be in substantially the following 
form:

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Sect. 17. If a candidate nominated as aforesaid dies 
before the day of election, or withdraws his name from 
nomination, or is found to be ineligible, the vacancy may 
be filled by a committee of not less than five persons, or a 
majority thereof, if such committee be named, and so 
authorized in the nomination papers. Nomination papers 
shall not include candidates for more than one office except 
that not exceeding three or nine, as the case may be, can- 
didates for city council may be included in one nomination 
paper, and not exceeding two candidates for school com- 
- mittee may be included in one nomination paper. Every 
voter may sign as Many nomination papers for each 
office to be filled as there are persons to be elected there o 
and no more. Nomination papers in each year shall be 
issued by the board of election commissioners on and after 
but not before the day next following the state election. 


Sect. 18. Women who are qualified to vote for a mem- 
ber of the school committee may be nominated as and 
sign nomination papers for candidates for that office in 
the manner and under the same provisions of law as men, 


Sect. 19. The names of candidates appearing on nomi- 
nation papers shall upon filing be a matter of public 
record; but the nomination papers shall not be open to 
public inspection until after certification. After such 
nomination papers have been filed, the election commis- 
sioners shall certify thereon the number of signatures 
which are the names of registered voters in the city 
qualified to sign the same. They need not certify a 
greater number of names than are required to make a 
nomination, with one-fifth of such number added thereto. 
All such papers found not to contain a number of names 
so certified equivalent to the number required to make a 
nomination shall be invalid. The election commissioners 
shall complete such certification on or before,5 o’clock 
p.m. on the sixteenth day preceding the city election. 
Such certification shall not preclude any voter from filing 
objections as to the validity of the nomination. All 
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withdrawals and objections to such nominations shall be 
filed with the election commissioners on or before 5 o’clock 
p.m. on the fourteenth day preceding the city election. 
All substitutions to fill vacancies caused by withdrawal or 
ineligibility shall be filed with the election commissioners 
on or before 5 o’clock p. m. on the twelfth day preceding 
the city election. 


Sect. 20. The name of each person who is nominated 
in compliance with law, together with his residence and 
the title and term of the office for which he is a candidate 
shall be printed on the official: ballots at the municipal 
election, and the names of no other candidates shall be 
printed thereon.. The names of candidates for the same 
office shall be printed upon the official ballot in the order 
in which they may be drawn by the board of election 
commissioners, whose duty it shall be to make such draw- 
ing and to give each candidate an opportunity to be 
present thereat personally or by one representative. 


Sect. 21. No ballot used at any annual or special 
municipal election shall have printed thereon any party 
or political designation or mark, and there shall not be 
appended to the name of any candidate any such party 
or political designation or mark, or anything showing how 
he was nominated or indicating his views or opinions. 


Sect. 22. On ballots to be used at annual or specia 
municipal elections blank spaces shall be left at the end of 
each list of candidates for the different offices, equal to the 
number to be elected thereto, in which the voter may 
insert the name of any person not printed on the pany 
for whom he desires to vote for such office. 


Sect. 23. At all municipal elections the person receiv- 
ing the highest number of votes for an office shall be 
deemed and declared elected to such office; and if two or 
more persons are to be electéd to the same office, the sev- 
eral persons, to the number to be chosen to such office, 
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receiving the highest number of votes shall be deemed and 
declared to be elected; but persons receiving the same 
number of votes shall not be deemed to be elected if 
thereby a greater number would be elected than are to be 
chosen. 


Sect. 24. All laws not inconsistent with the pro- 
visions of this act, governing nomination papers and 
nominations for and elections of municipal officers in the 
city of Boston, shall so far as they may be applicable gov- 
ern the nomination papers, nominations and elections 
provided for in this act. The board of election commis- 
sioners, subject to the same penalties, shall have the same 
powers and duties, where not inconsistent with the provi- 
sions of this act, in relation to nomination papers, 
preparing and printing ballots, preparing for and con- 
ducting elections and counting, tabulating and deter- 
mining the votes cast under the provisions of this act, 
as they have now in relation to municipal elections in 
said city. | 


Sect. 25. The provisions of this act shall apply to any 
special municipal election held after the year 1909, in 
the city of Boston, except that nomination papers for 
offices to be filled at such elections shall be issued by the 
election commissioners on and after the day following 
the calling of said special election. Every special munic- 
ipal election shall be held on a Tuesday not less than 
sixty days nor more than ninety days after the date of 
the order calling such special election. 


Sect. 26. The first municipal election under this act 
shall take place on the Tuesday after the second Monday 
in January in the year 1910, and thereafter the regular 
municipal elections in each year in said city shall be held 
on the Tuesday after the second Monday in January. 


Secr. 27. The municipal and fiscal year in said city 
shall coincide, and shall begin on the first Monday in Feb- 
ruary, and shall continue until the first Monday of the 
February next following. 
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City CLERK. 


Sect. 28. The present city clerk shall hold office for 
the term for which he has been elected, and thereafter 
until his successor is chosen and qualified. In February 
of the year 1911, and of every third year thereafter, a 
city clerk shall be elected by a majority of the members 
of the city council, to hold office for the term of three 
years from the day of his election, and until his successor 
has been duly chosen and qualified, unless sooner removed 
by due process of law. The city clerk shall act as Rae 
of the city council established by this act. 


EXECUTIVE DEPARTMENTS. 


Sect. 29. Except as otherwise provided in this act, the 
organization, powers and duties of the executive depart- 
ments of the city shall remain as constituted at the time 
this section takes effect, but the mayor and city council 
at. any time may reorganize, consolidate or abolish 
departments in whole or in part, transfer the duties of 
one department to another in whole or in part, and estab- 
lish new departments, but shall not increase the present 
number of departments, and may increase, reduce, estab- 
lish or abolish salaries of heads of departments, or mem- 
bers of boards. Nothing in this act shall authorize the 
abolition of or taking away any of the powers or duties 
as established by law of the building department, board 
of appeal, children’s institutions department, election 
department, fire department, Franklin foundation, hos- 
pital department, library department, overseers of the 
poor, schoolhouse department, school committee, or any 
department in charge of an official or officials appointed 
by the governor. 


Sect. 30. All heads of departments and members of 
municipal boards, including the board of street commis- 
sioners as their present terms of office expire [but exclud- 
ing the school committee and those officials by law 
appointed by the governor] shall be appointed by the 
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mayor without confirmation by the city council. They 
shall be recognized experts in such work as may devolve 
upon the incumbents of said offices, or persons specially 
fitted by education, training and experience to perform 
the same, and (except the election commissioners, who 
shall remain subject to the provisions of existing laws) 
shall be appointed without regard to party affiliation or 
to residence at the time of appointment. 


Sect. 31. In making such appointments the mayor 
shall sign a certificate in the following form: 


CERTIFICATE OF APPOINTMENT. 


I appoint (Name of Appointee) to the position of (Name of Office) 
and I certify that in my opinion he is a recognized expert in the work 
which will devolve upon him (or a person specially fitted by educa- 
tion, training and experience to perform the duties of said office), and 
that I make the appointment solely in the city’s interest. 


Mayor. 


The certificate shall be filed with the city clerk, who 
shall thereupon forward a certified copy to the civil service 
commission. ‘The commission shall immediately make a 
careful inquiry into the qualifications of the nominee 
under such rules as they may establish, with the consent 
of the governor and council, and if they conclude that he 
is a competent person with the requisite qualifications, 
shall file with the city clerk a certificate signed by at least 
a majority of the commission that they have made a care- 
ful inquiry into the qualifications of the appointee, and 
that in their opinion he is qualified by education, training 
and experience for said office, and that they approve the 
appointment. Upon the filing of this certificate the 
appointment shall become operative. If the commission 
does not within thirty days from the receipt of such notice 
file such certificate with the city clerk the appointment 
shall be void. 


Sect. 32. The civil service commission is authorized 
to incur in carrying out the foregoing provisions such 
reasonable expense as may be approved by the governor 
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and council; the same to be paid by the commonwealth, 
which upon demand shall be reimbursed by the city of 
Boston. , | 


Sect. 33. In case of a vacancy in any office to which 
the provisions of the three preceding sections apply, the 
mayor shall designate some other head of a department 
or member of a board to discharge the duties of the office 
temporarily. 


Sect. 34. Members of boards shall be appointed for 
the terms established by law or by ordinance. Heads of 
departments shall be appointed for terms of four years 
beginning with May 1 of the year in which they are 
appointed and shall continue thereafter to hold office 
during the pleasure of the mayor. 


Sect. 35. The mayor may remove any head of a 
department or member of a board (other than the elec- 
tion commissioners who shall remain subject to the 
provisions of existing laws) by filing a written statement 
with the city clerk setting forth in detail the specific 
reasons for such removal, a copy of which shall be deliv- 
ered or mailed to the person thus removed, who may 
make a reply in writing, which, if he desires, may be 
filed with the city clerk; but such reply shall not affect 
the action taken unless the mayor so determines. The 
provisions of this section shall not apply to any official by 
law appointed by the governor. 


Sect. 36. The positions of assistants and secretary 
authorized by section 20 of chapter 449 of the Acts of 
1895 are hereby abolished, and the said section is hereby 
repealed. 


FINANCE COMMISSION. 


Sect. 37. Within thirty days after the passage of 
this act the governor with the advice and consent of the 
council shall appoint a finance commission to consist of 
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five persons inhabitants of and qualified voters in the 
city of Boston who shall have been such for at least three 
years prior to the date of their appointment, one for the 
term of five years, one for four years, one for three years, 
one for two years, and one for one year, in each case from 
May 1, 1909, and thereafter as the terms of office expire 
in each year one member for a term of five years from 
May 1 of the year in which he is appointed. Vacancies in 
the commission shall be filled for the unexpired term by 
the governor with the advice and consent of the council. 
The members of said commission may be removed by the 
governor with the advice and consent of the council for 
such cause as he shall deem sufficient and state in the 
order of removal. The chairman shall be designated by 
the governor. His annual salary shall be $5,000, and that 
of each of the other members $3,000, which shall be paid 
in monthly installments by the city of Boston. 


Sect. 38. It shall be the duty of the finance commis- 
sion from time to time to investigate any and all matters 
relating to appropriations, loans, expenditures, accounts, 
and methods of administration affecting the city of 
Boston or the county of Suffolk, or any department 
thereof, that may appear to the commission to require 
investigation, and to report thereon from time to time 
to the mayor, the city council, the governor, or the 
general court. 


Sect. 39. Whenever any pay roll, bill, or other claim 
against the city is presented to the mayor, city auditor, 
or the city treasurer, he shall if the same seems to him 
of doubtful validity, excessive in amount, or otherwise 
contrary to the city’s interest, refer it to the finance 
commission, which shall immediately investigate the facts 
and report thereon; and pending said report payment 
shall be withheld. 


Sect. 40. The said commission is authorized to 
employ such experts, counsel and other assistants, and to 
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incur such other expenses as it may deem necessary, and 
the same shall be paid by said city upon requisition by the 
commission, not exceeding in the aggregate in any year 
the sum of $25,000, or such additional sums as may be 
appropriated for the purpose by the mayor and city 
council. A sum sufficient to cover the salaries of the 
members of the commission and the further sum of at 
least $25,000 to meet the expenses as aforesaid shall be 
appropriated each year by said city. The commission 
shall have the same right to incur expenses in anticipation 
of its appropriation as if it were a regular department of 
said city. 


Snct. 41. For the purpose of enabling the said com- 
mission to perform the duties and carry out the objects 
herein contemplated, and to. enable the mayor, the city 
council, the governor or the general court to receive 

the reports and findings of said commission as a basis 
- for such laws, ordinances, or administrative orders as 
may be deemed meet, the commission shall have all the 
powers and duties enumerated in chapter 562 of the Acts 
of 1908 and therein conferred upon the commission 
referred to in said act. 


MISCELLANEOUS PROVISIONS. 


Sect. 42. All loans issued by the city after the passage 
of this act shall be made payable in annual installments 
in the manner authorized by section 13, chapter 27, of 
the Revised Laws as amended by section 1 of chapter 341 
of the Acts of 1908. No sinking fund shall be established 
for said loan. All bonds shall be offered for sale in such 
a manner that the effect of the premiums, if any, shall be 
to reduce the total amount of bonds issued. 


Sect. 43. No official of said city, except in case of 
extreme emergency involving the health or safety of the 
people or their property shall expend intentionally in 
any fiscal year any sum in excess of the appropriations 
duly made in accordance with law, nor involve the city 
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in any contract for the future payment of money in excess 
of such appropriation. Any official who shall violate 
the provisions of this section shall be punished by 
imprisonment for not more than one year, or by a fine of 
not more than $1,000, or both. 


Sect. 44. Every officer or board in charge of a depart- 
ment in said city, when authorized to erect a new build- 
ing or to make structural changes in an existing building 
shall make contracts therefor, not exceeding five, each 
contract to be subject to the approval of the mayor; and 
when about to do any work or to make any purchase, 
the estimated cost of which alone, or in conjunction with 
other similar work or purchase which might be included 
in the same contract, amounts to or exceeds one 
thousand dollars, shall, unless the mayor give written 
authority to do otherwise, invite proposals therefor by 
advertisements in the City Record, such advertisements to _ 
state the time and place for opening the proposals in 
answer to said advertisements, and reserving in such 
invitations the right to the officer or board to reject any 
or all proposals. No authority to dispense with adver- 
tising shall be given by the mayor unless the said officer 
or board furnishes him with a signed statement giving in 
detail the reasons for not inviting bids by advertise- 
ment. 


Srct. 45. There shall be published. by the city at 
least once a week under the direction of the Mayor a 
paper to be known as the ‘City Record.” All adver- 
tising with reference to contracts or the sale of bonds; 
all notices of sale of property for non-payment of taxes; a 
list of all contracts of $1,000 or more, as awarded, 
with the names of bidders, and the amount of the bids; 
the records of the votes passed by the city council and 
the school committee; appointments by the mayor; and 
changes in the number and compensation of employees 
in each department shall be published in said paper. 
The terms on which said paper shall be distributed or 
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sold shall be fixed by the mayor and city council. The 
proceedings of the city council and school committee 
shall be reported and recorded in the manner in which 
the proceedings of the school committee are now recorded, 
and the same, together with all communications from the 
mayor, shall be published in the City Record. 


Suct. 46. The jurisdiction now exercised by the board 
of aldermen over all matters relating to the names -of 
streets, coasting permits, permits for the storage of gaso- 
lene, oil, etc., permits for constructing or using sidewalks, 
coal holes, vaults, conduits, bay windows, marquises, 
poles, signs, lamps, clocks, and other projections in, 
under or over the public ways; permits for moving build- 
ings, posts, guy ropes and other temporary encumbrances 
in the public ways; the location of telephone, telegraph, 
electric light, and street railway poles for the support 
of wires strung by persons or corporations who have 
been or may be given rights to occupy the streets on 
which these poles are placed; the location of gas, naphtha, 
and electric light posts for illuminating the public 
streets; the permitting or removal of trees in the public 
streets, is hereby vested in the board of street com- 
missioners subject to the approval in writing of the 
mayor; and the mayor and city council shall have author- 
ity by ordinance to fix the terms by way of cash payment, 
rent or otherwise, upon which permits or licenses for the 
foregoing purposes shall be issued. 


Secr. 47. Any department, in the name of the city 
with the approval of the mayor, may take in fee any 
land within the limits of the city, not already appropriated 
to public use, for any municipal purpose, or for the enlarge- 
ment of a lot of land taken or used for such purpose. 
The proceedings for such taking and for the payment of 
damages shall be in substantial accordance with the pro- 
visions of law relating to the taking of land by eminent 
domain by the park department of said city. Whenever 
the price proposed to be paid for a lot of land for any 
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municipal purpose is more than 25 per cent. higher than 
its average assessed valuation during the previous three 
years, said land shall not be taken by purchase but shall 
be taken by right of eminent domain in accordance with 
law. No land shall be taken until an appropriation by 
loan or otherwise for the same shall have been made by 
the mayor and city council by a two-thirds vote of all 
its members; or in case of land for school purposes by 
the {school committee and schoolhouse department in 
accordance with law; nor shall a price be paid in excess of 
the appropriation. 


Srct. 48. All acts and parts of acts so far as incon- 
sistent with this act are hereby repealed; and all ordi- 
nances and parts of ordinances so far as inconsistent 
with this act are hereby annulled. All acts and parts 
of acts affecting the city of Boston not inconsistent with 
the provisions of this act are continued in force. 


Sect. 49. The provisions of this act relating to nomi- 
nations and elections shall take effect October 1, 1909; 
the provisions relating to the finance commission shall 
take effect immediately upon the passage of this act, 
and all other provisions shall take effect on the first 
Monday of February, 1910.

AN, ACT 


To provide for a Municipal Building in the East Boston 
District of the City of Boston. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives 
in General Court assembled, and by the authority of the same, 
as follows: 

Section 1. The city of Boston may take, by purchase 
or otherwise, such real estate in East Boston district of the 
city as it may deem proper, and may erect thereon a build- 
ing for the use of the East Boston district court, the branch 
of the public library of the city, and for other municipal 
purposes of said district. 


Srcr. 2. For the purpose of meeting the expenses incurred 
in carrying out the provisions of this act, the treasurer of 
the city of Boston shall from time to time issue notes, bonds 
or scrip outside the debt limit of the city, to an amount not 
exceeding three hundred thousand dollars. Such notes, bonds 
or scrip shall bear such interest, payable semi-annually, not 
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exceeding four per cent per annum, and shall be payable at 
such times, not less than ten nor more than forty years from 
their date, as shall be determined by the city council of said. 
city. 


Sect. 3. This act shall take effect upon its acceptance 
by vote of each brartch of the city council of said city.

AN ACT 


Relative to Clerical Assistance for the Municipal Court of 
the Brighton District of the City of Boston. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives 
in General Court assembled, and by the authority of the same, ° 
as follows: 


Section 1. The clerk of the municipal court of the 
Brighton district of the city of Boston may annually expend 
a sum not exceeding the sum of six hundred dollars for clerical 
assistance on the certificate of the justice of said court that 
the same is necessary and that the work has been actually 
performed.

To establish a Local Government Board and to authorize 
it to control the Financial Methods of Cities and Towns. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives 
un General Court assembled, and by the authority of the same, 
as follows: 


Section 1. There shall be a local government board con- 
sisting of three competent persons to be appointed by the 
governor, with the advice and consent of the council, for one, 
two, and three years, respectively, from the first day of July 
next; and thereafter one shall be appointed in like manner for 
three years. The board shall choose one of its members as 
its chairman. It shall be provided with an office in the state 
house, or in some other suitable place in the city of Boston, 
in which its records shall be kept. 


Sect. 2. The annual salary of the chairman of the board 
shall be five thousand dollars, and that of the other members 
four thousand dollars each. 


Sect. 3. The board may employ, with the consent and 
approval of the governor and council, such clerical and other 
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assistance, including accountants and inspectors, as in its 
opinion may from time to time be necessary; and it may 
remove any such employee and employ another in his place. 
The civil service commissioners shall make and promulgate 
rules for all such appointments. 


Sect. 4. The annual expenses of the board, including the 
salaries of its members, the compensation of its employees, 
and the expenses incurred under the provisions of this chapter, 
shall be paid by the commonwealth; and on or before the first 
day of July in each year they shall be apportioned by the tax 
commissioner among the several towns and cities, and its 
share of such expenses shall be assessed by him upon each 
town and city, in proportion to the whole valuation of its 
taxable property for the year last preceding the year in which 
the assessment is made; and such assessments shall be col- 
lected in the same manner as taxes upon towns and cities. 


Sect. 5. Every town and city shall keep books of account 
in such uniform method as shall be prescribed by such board. 
The auditor, or other accounting officer of each town and 
city, shall furnish annually to the said board, on blanks pro- 
vided by it, a return for such town or city, containing a sum- 
marized statement of-all revenues and all expenses for the 
last fiscal year of said town or city; a detailed statement of 
all receipts and all disbursements of the last fiscal year, 
arranged ‘upon uniform schedules prepared by the board; 
statements of the income and expense for each public indus- 
try maintained or operated by such town or city and of all 
the costs therefor (expenditures for construction and for 
maintenance and operation being separately stated); a state- 
ment of the public debt of said town or city, showing the pur- 
pose for which each item of the debt was created and the 
provisions made for the payment thereof; a statement of all 
current assets and all current liabilities of such town or city 
at the close of its fiscal year; and such other information as 
may be required by said board. 


Sect. 6. The board shall have power by itself, or by one 
or more of its designated employees, to examine the financial 
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department of any town or city within the commonwealth. 
On every such examination inquiry shall be made as to the 
financial condition and resources of the town or city, and 
whether the requirements of the constitution and laws have 
been complied with; into the method and accuracy of its 
accounts; and as to such matters as the board may prescribe. 
The board shall have power to administer an oath to any 
person whose testimony may be required on any such exami- 
nation, and to compel the appearance, attendance, and testi- 
mony of any such person for the purpose of any examination, 
and the production of books and papers. A report of each 
examination shall be made, and shall be a matter of public 
record in the office of said board. 


Sect. 7. All limitations upon the sums to be raised law- 
fully by taxation and upon the amount of the indebtedness 
of the towns and cities of the commonwealth are repealed 
hereby, subject, however, to the limitations of this chapter. 
No town or city may make a loan or contract any form of 
indebtedness, not payable from the taxes of the current year, 
without first securing the consent of the local government 
board. Upon application by any town or city for such con- 
sent, the board shall investigate the financial condition of 
such town or city; and, in its consent, if given, shall specify the 
purpose of the proposed loan, and the time and method of 
its repayment; and shall certify that the works for which the 
loan is to be issued are adapted for the reasonable require- 
ments of the town or city, that the estimates for them are not 
excessive, and that the proposed works may be expected to 
continue good for as long a period as that limited for the repay- 
ment of the loan. No securities issued by any town or city, 
after the consent of said board thereto, shall be impeachable 
for any informality or want of power to issue them. 


Sect. 8. If any town or city shall neglect or refuse to 
comply with the requirements of said board, as authorized 
by this chapter, the board shall present the facts of such 
neglect or refusal to the attorney-general of the common- 
wealth, who shall take such action as shall seem to him proper. 
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The supreme judicial and the superior courts, and any justice 
thereof, are authorized and empowered hereby, upon applica- 
tion by the attorney-general at the relation of said board, to 
enforce compliance with the lawful requirements thereof, and 
to prevent any unlawful violation of such requirements; and 
said: courts shall have jurisdiction in law and equity therefor. 


Sect. 9. The board shall make an annual report, which 
shall be transmitted to the secretary of the commonwealth, 
on or before the first Wednesday in January, and be laid 
before the general court. The report shall include tables and 
abstracts of all the returns required to be made by the towns 
and cities to said board, of all examinations made by it into 
their financial departments, of all applications for the consent

To establish a Metropolitan Public-Service Commission. 


Be wt enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives 
in General Court assembled, and by the authority of the same, 
as follows: 


Section 1. The Boston transit commission, constituted 
under the provisions of chapter five hundred and forty-eight 
of the acts of eighteen hundred and ninety-four, and con- 
tinued by subsequent legislation, shall hereafter be known as 
the public-service commission of the metropolitan district. 
The existing vacancy in said commission shall be filled by 
appointment made by the governor, with the advice and 
consent of the executive council, and henceforth any vacancy 
shall be filled by the governor of the commonwealth, with 
the advice and consent of the executive council, or by the 
mayor of Boston, subject to confirmation by the civil service 
commission, according as said vacancy occurs among members 
originally appointed by the governor or by the mayor of said 
city. Each of said commissioners shall receive an annual 
salary of five thousand dollars. 
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Sect 2. Before July one, nineteen hundred and nine, 
the governor, with the advice and consent of the executive 
council, shall designate a member of said commission, 
previously appointed by himself, to serve for four additional 
years, and another for three years; and the mayor of Boston 
shall designate, subject to confirmation by the civil service 
‘commission, one of the members appointed by himself to 
serve for two years, and another for one year, in addition. 
The governor, with the advice and consent of the executive 
council, shall fill the existing vacancy by the appointment 
of a member for a term of five years. Then,for the two years 
following, the mayor of Boston, subject to confirmation by 
the civil service commission, shall fill the vacancies that thus 
occur, for a term of five years. Thereafter, in the same 
manner and in like order, the vacancies annually occurring 
shall respectively be filled by the governor and the mayor. 


Sect. 3. Said commission shall continue to carry out 
all the work which has been assigned to the Boston transit 
commission by previous legislation, and in so doing shall 
have all the powers which have been conferred upon said 
Boston transit commission. Said commission shall also 
continue the investigations undertaken by the metropolitan 
improvements commission by authority of chapter one 
hundred and eight, resolves of nineteen hundred and seven, 
and from time to time, at least once in each year, shall report 
thereupon to the governor and to the mayor of Boston. The 
governor shall transmit such reports to the general court. 


Sect. 4. Upon petition said commission may give hear- 
ings to parties seeking to be heard in relation to any subjects.

Suction 1. The governor, with the advice and consent 
of the council, shall appoint from the two principal political 
parties five citizens of the commonwealth who shall have 
been residents therein five years immediately preceding the 
date of their appointment, who shall constitute a board of 
the commonwealth, to be known as the excise commissioners. 
One member shall be designated by the governor as chairman. 
The term of one member shall expire on the first Monday of 
May, nineteen hundred and ten, one on the first Monday of 
May, nineteen hundred and eleven, one on the first Monday 
of May nineteen hundred and twelve, one on the first Monday 
of May nineteen hundred and thirteen, one on the first 
Monday of May nineteen hundred and fourteen; in the 
same manner successors shall, as terms expire, be appointed 
for the term of five years from the first Monday of May in the 
year of expiration. Vacancies shall be filled in the manner 
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of original appointment, and a commissioner may be removed 
by the governor, with the advice and consent of the council, 
for such cause as he may deem sufficient and express in the 
order of removal.

Upon recommendation of the fire commis- 
sioner of the city of Boston, or upon his own request, any 
member of the fire department of the city of Boston upon 
his own petition therefor who has become disabled while in 
the actual performance of duty and by reason thereof is no 
longer able to perform active service as a member of said 
department, or who has performed faithful service in said 
department for a period of not less than fifteen consecutive 
years, provided that he is incapacitated from further useful 
services as a member of said department, or who has per- 
formed faithful service as such member for a period of not 
less than twenty consecutive years, shall receive an annual 
pension, payable monthly, equal in amount to one-half of 
the annual salary or compensation which he may have been 
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receiving at the time of his disability or retirement: pro- 
vided, however, that in the case of total disability caused 
or induced by the actual performance of duty the amount 
of annual pension shall be equal in amount to two-thirds 
of the annual salary or compensation of the grade from 
which he is retired. 


Sect. 2. The fire commissioner of the city of Boston 
shall pay to former members of the fire department of said 
city now on the pension rolls of said city pensions in accord- 
ance with this or former acts.

Section eleven of chapter ninety of the 
Revised Laws, as amended by section one of chapter five 
hundred and fifteen of the acts of the year nineteen hundred 
and eight, is hereby amended by striking out in line fifteen 
the words “glanders, farey, or”, so as to read as follows :— 
Section 11. The board of health of a city or town, any mem- 
ber or agent thereof or any other person who has knowledge 
of or reason to suspect the existence of any contagious dis- 
ease among any domestic animals in this commonwealth, or 
that any domestic animal is affected with such contagious 
disease, whether such knowledge is obtained by personal 
examination or otherwise, shall immediately give notice 
thereof in writing to the chief of the.cattle bureau of the 
state board of agriculture, or to an inspector of animals for 
the city or town where the animal is kept.

INSTRUMENT PURPORTING TO BE THE LAST WILL 
AND TESTAMENT OF GEORGE F. PARKMAN,

21, 1904. 


I, George F. Parkman of Boston do hereby make and 
publish the following as ‘and for my last will and testament 
hereby revoking all former wills by me at any time made. 

First. I desire all my just debts, and all proper charges 
against my estate to be paid. 

Second. If my sister, Harriette E. Parkman, survives me, 
. I give to her absolutely and in fee simple all the rest, resi- 
due and remainder of my property, real, personal, and mixed, 
to hold to her and her heirs, executors, administrators, and 
assigns forever. 

Third. If my sister, Harriette E. Parkman, does not sur- 
vive me, I dispose of said property as follows, with the pro- 
vision that any sum bequeathed to a person not living at 
the time of my death shall lapse and fall into the residue 
of my estate, unless otherwise disposed of by me. 

1. I bequeath to Mary Russell Parkman, daughter of 
my cousin the Rev. John Parkman, the sum of ten thousand 
dollars. | 

2. I bequeath to Alice Parkman, also a daughter of said 
John Parkman, the sum of ten thousand dollars. 

3. I bequeath to my cousin, Samuel Parkman Blake, and

10. I bequeath to each of the children of my cousin, 
Robert 8. Sturgis, late of Philadelphia, deceased, who shall be 
living at the time of my death, the sum of Five thousand 
dollars each. 

11. I bequeath to Sarah Cabot Atkinson, daughter of 
my late uncle, Francis Parkman, the sum of ten thousand dol- 
lars, and should she not be living at the time of my death, then 
the above sum is to be divided among her surviving children 
or be paid to her surviving child if but one, and should she 
have died, leaving no child surviving, then the above sum is 
to lapse and fall into the residue of my estate. 

12. I bequeath to Charles F. Shimmin of Boston and 
Mary H. Shimmin his wife, and to the survivor, or in case 
of the death of both, or refusal to act, to a Trustee to be 
appointed by the Judge of Probate for the County of Suffolk 
then being, the sum of twenty-five thousand dollars in trust 
to keep the same invested and to apply the net income for the 
benefit and support of my cousin, the Reverend Charles M. 
Parkman, during his life, and after his death to divide the 
same among his surviving children in equal shares, or to pay 
the same to his surviving child, if only one. Should the 
aforesaid Charles M. Parkman at the time of my death have 
died, leaving any children or child surviving me, said sum is 
to be divided between them in equal shares, or to be paid to 
such child, if only one. Should the said Charles M. Parkman 
die, whether before or after me, leaving no child surviving 
_ me, then the above sum is to lapse and fall into the residue 
of my estate.

Gould, the sum of ten thousand dollars. 

17. I bequeath to the said Robert Codman, or in case of 
his death or refusal to act, to a Trustee to be appointed by the 
Judge of Probate for Suffolk County then being, the sum of 
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twenty thousand dollars in trust to hold and invest the same 
and apply so much of the net income as he may deem expe- 
dient to the support and education of the two daughters of 
my late friend, Charles H. B. Snow of Fitchburg, Mass., 
deceased, during their minority and to accumulate the residue 
for their benefit, and at the coming of age of each of the said 
daughters respectively to pay to each one-half of the above 
sum and its increase, if any, and should both or either be of 
age at my decease, each so being of age is to receive her half 
of said sum forthwith.

20. I bequeath to my sister’s friend, Mrs. Charlotte B, 
Grant, wife of Patrick Grant of Boston, the sum of Five 
thousand dollars. 

21. I bequeath to my sister’s friends, Mrs. Anna §S. 
Prince, wife of Colonel William Edgar Prince, Mrs. Emily 
Eliot, wife of Samuel Eliot of Boston, Miss Anna Palfrey, 
the daughter of John Palfrey of Cambridge, Mass., and Miss 
Mary Russell of Boston, the sum of ten thousand dollars 
each, the share of either dying before me to lapse and fall 
into the residue of my estate. 

22. I bequeath to Charles M. Kingsley of Boston who 
has been the agent for the Real. Estate belonging to me, the 
sum of ten thousand dollars. 

23. I bequeath to Sarah S. Miller, formerly housekeeper 
in my late Mother’s family, the sum of one thousand dollars. 
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24. I bequeath to each of the servants in my employ- 
ment at the time of my death who have been in my service 
for a time not less than two years, the sum of two hundred 
dollars, failing such person or persons, the amount is to 
become part of the residue of my estate. 

25. I bequeath to the Massachusetts General Hospital 
the sum of Fifty thousand dollars. 

26. I bequeath to the President and Fellows of Harvard 
. College the sum of Fifty thousand dollars, one-half of said 
sum to constitute a fund, the income of which is to be used 
for the purchase of books for the College Library, the other 
half to be used for general educational purposes. 

27. I bequeath to the Home for Aged Women the sum 
of Fifty thousand dollars. 

28. I bequeath to the Home for ae Men the sum of 
Fifty thousand dollars. 

29. I bequeath to the Boston AeReneairl the sum of 
Fifty thousand dollars to constitute a fund for the purchase 
of books. 

30. I bequeath to the Children’s Hospital the sum of 
Fifty thousand dollars. 

31. I bequeath to the Massachusetts General Hospital 
for the McLean Lunatic Asylum in Somerville the sum of 
Fifty thousand dollars. 

32. I bequeath to the “Sea Shore Home’ thes sum of 
Fifty thousand dollars. 

33. I bequeath to the Newport Hospital at Newport, 
Rhode Island, the sum of Forty thousand dollars. 

34. I bequeath to the Widows’ Society in Boston, Mass., 
the sum of twenty thousand dollars. 

35. I bequeath to the Boston Female Orphan Asylum in 
Boston the sum of twenty thousand dollars. 

36. I bequeath to the Baldwin Place Home for Little 
Wanderers the sum of ten thousand dollars. 

37. Should at the time of my death the custom continue 
of providing summer excursions for poor children, I then 
bequeath to a Trustee or Trustees to be appointed by the then 
managers of said excursions the sum of ten thousand dollars 
to constitute a fund the income of which is to be used for the 
above purpose. Should the above custom no longer exist, 
then the above sum is to lapse and fall into the residue of my 
estate. 

38. I bequeath to the Proprietor of the Cemetery of Mount 
Auburn such sum as may be necessary for the purpose of, and 
on the express condition of their keeping my family Tomb on 
Sumac Path in said Cemetery and the land connected therewith 
in thorough order and repair perpetually, and I devise to said 
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corporation the said lot and tomb in trust to maintain the 
same without further interments after mine and my sisters. 

39. I bequeath to the Perkins Institution and Massachu- 
setts Asylum for the Blind, at South Boston, the sum of 
Fifty thousand dollars, to be applied to the education of the 
blind, special regard being had in the use and application of 
the same, to the requirements for instruction in- industrial 
occupations for poor blind persons, by which they may be 
enabled to be self-supporting. 

40. I bequeath all books, engravings, statuary and _ pic- 
tures (except certain family portraits and a bust, the disposi- 
tion of which is provided for in a letter addressed to my 
Executors and to be found with my will) to the Boston 
Atheneum. My executors are directed to dispose of all arti- 
cles of wearing apparel and personal effects, and also of sundry 
household articles, also a silver pitcher with an inscription, 
mentioned in the above letter in accordance with the direc- 
tions contained in said letter. 

41. I devise to the President and Fellows of Harvard 
College the following parcels of land, situated in front and 
in rear of the Medical College Building in North Grove Street, 
Boston, provided always that at the time of my decease they 
still retain the ownership of the said Building, and make use 
of it for purposes connected with medical education, but fail- 
ing such ownership and use, I then devise said parcels of land 
over as hereinafter provided. 

Said parcels are the following, viz.: the piece of land in 
rear of the Medical College Building bounded Northerly by 
land of the Massachusetts General Hospital, Easterly by a 
continuation Northwardly of the Easterly line of said Medi- 
cal College Building, said line being the most Easterly line of 
the land described in deed of George Parkman to the Presi- 
dent and Fellows of Harvard College, dated December four- 
teenth, A. D. 1846 and recorded with Suffolk Deeds Lib. 586 
Fol. 301, until it reaches said land of said Hospital, South- 
erly by the Northerly line of said Medical College Building, 
and Westerly by a continuation Northwardly of the West- 
erly line of said Medical College Building, said line being the 
most Westerly line in said deed of George Parkman, until it 
reaches the aforesaid land of said Hospital. Also a piece of 
land in front of said College Building situated on the West- 
erly side on North Grove Street, bounded Northerly by said 
Medical College Building. Easterly by the Westerly line of 
North Grove Street, Southerly by a strip of land formerly 
belonging to the City of Boston, but now or late of said 
President. and Fellows of Harvard College, and Westerly by a 
continuation Southwardly of the said Westerly line of said 
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Medical College Building until it reaches said strip of land 
now or late of said President and Fellows of Harvard College. 

Also a piece of land situated in front of said Medical Col-. 
lege Building, being the vacant lot of land belonging to me 
situated between said Medical College, Building on the North, 
the Easterly line of North Grove Street on the West, the 
Northerly line of the back yards of four brick houses, Nos. 9, 
10, 11 and 12 Fruit Street, on the South, and a line drawn 
from the North Easterly corner of the Medical College Build- 
ing, being the same point as the North Hasterly corner of the 
land conveyed by the said deed of George Parkman, Southerly 
to the North Easterly corner of the yard of said No. 9 Fruit 
Street, being the most Easterly of said four brick houses, on 
the East, but reserving as appurtenant to said houses a right 
of passage over and drainage under a strip of land three feet 
six inches wide along the rear of the yards of said houses, the 
same to be used for all purposes of a passageway. 

The above described three lots of land are to be used and 
improved for the benefit of the Medical College, and in con- 
nection with it, either for building purposes or to be kept 
open as may seem most expedient. Should the Medical 
College Building at the time of my death no longer be owned 
and used as above described, then I devise said three lots of 
land to the Massachusetts General Hospital. 

42. I devise to the Massachusetts General Hospital all 
the land which may remain unsold at the time of my death, 
lying between the Easterly line of North Charles Street and 
the aforesaid Westerly line of the Medical College Building 
extended Northerly to the land of said Hospital and Southerly 
to the strip of land now or late of the President and Fellows 
of Harvard College and formerly of the City of Boston, the 
Southerly boundary of the land of said Massachusetts Gen- 
eral Hospital and the Northerly line of Fruit Street. 

43. I give and devise all the residue of my estate real 
and personal, to the City of Boston, for the purchase and 
improvement of land for a public Park, said land to be 
situated as nearly as possible to the Older and more thickly 
inhabited portions of the City Proper. 

The requirements with regard to the location of the land 
aforesaid would be met by the selection of that portion of 
the territory embraced in the plan of the Board of Commis- 
sioners of the Department of Parks, for the Charles River 
Embankment, which commences at the Westerly corner of 
Leverett and Charles Streets and extends South Westerly 
to West Boston Bridge, and as much more of said territory 
extending South Westerly from said Bridge as may seem 
advisable. 
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The indication of the above is intended as a suggestion 
and not as a specific direction for the location of the Park. 
A portion of the above territory being now owned by the 
City of Boston, and by the Testator, and also by the Massa- 
chusetts General Hospital, which would probably be in 
favor of the scheme on sanitary considerations, would seem 
to render the choice of it desirable. 

Should, at the time of my death, the City of Boston have 
procured and devoted land for the above purpose and situ- 
ated as nearly as possible in accordance with the require- 
ments indicated so that the purchase of other land would 
be unnecessary, as to which the said City shall be sole judge, 
then the said bequest is to be applied by the City to form 
a fund the income of which is to be used for the maintenance 
and improvement of the Park, already created as above, and 
of the Boston Common, and any portion of the said income 
which may not be required for the above purpose in any 

ear is to be added to and invested as a part of said fund. 
fL This bequest is made to the City of Boston in the hope 
and expectation that the Boston Common shall never be 
either in whole or in part diverted from its present use as a 
public park for the benefit and enjoyment of its citizens. # 

The City of Boston is to notify my Executors or those 
or that one charged with the administration of my estate of its 
acceptance or rejection of this bequest within a reasonable 
time, say, within one year after the filing of the inventory of 
my estate. Should the City of Boston not consider it expedi- 
ent to accept the bequest for the above purposes, then I give 
and devise said residue as follows, viz: 

Tofthe Industrial School for Girls in Dorchester, Mass., 
the sum of twenty thousand dollars. 

To the Massachusetts Charitable Eye and Har Infirmary 
the sum of twenty thousand dollars. 

To the New England Hospital for Women and Children the 
sum of twenty thousand dollars. 

To the Massachusetts Institute of Technology the sum, of 
one hundred thousand dollars, and the remainder of said 
residue to the Trustees of the Public Library of the City of 
Boston, one-half at least of the amount so given to said) Library 
_to constitute a fund for the purchase of books for said Library. 

Fourth. I desire that in case of any deficiency, the bequests 
to individuals, and that to the Proprietors of the Cemetery 
of Mount Auburn be paid in full, and that the provisions as 
to the lot at said Cemetery be carried out, and that the 
directions in my said letter to my Executors be complied with 
and that the other bequests, namely, those to Public and 
Charitable Institutions, shall be abated proportionately.

AN ORDINANCE TO AMEND CHAPTER FOUR OF THE

Be it ordained by the City Council of Boston, as follows : 


Section two of chapter four of the Ordinances of nineteen 
hundred and six is hereby amended by striking out in the 
second, third, fourth and fifth lines thereof the words “ have 
been inhabitants of Boston for at least two years preceding 
the date of their application for admission to said hospital, 
preference to be given to those persons having a legal settle- 
ment in Boston,” and inserting in place thereof the words 
‘are bona fide residents of Boston at the time of application 
for admission to the said hospital.”

REPORT OF THE SPECIAL COMMITTEE OF THE 
COMMON COUNCIL APPOINTED TO MAKE AN 
INVESTIGATION OF THE PRINTING OF THE 
REPORT OF THE BOSTON FINANCE COMMIS- 
SION. 


City oF Boston, 
In Common Councit, February 18, 1909. 


The Special Committee of the Common Council appointed 
to make an investigation of the printing of the report of 
the Finance Commission submits the following report: 

The committee finds that the report is to be printed in 
four volumes. 

Volume I. contains various communications to the Mayor 
and City Council relating to city departments. It consists 
of 500 odd pages and some appendices. It is out of print. 
Five hundred was the edition. Of these 205 were bound, 
and together with the remainder in sheets were turned over 
to the Finance Commission. 

Volume IV. contains the final report of the commission, 
the proposed amendments to the charter and an index to the 
four volumes. Since making up this report your committee 
has been informed that it is proposed to incorporate some- 
where in Volume IV. certain reports treating of the city 
stone-crushing plants, and work in general relating to pav- 
ing, street construction and repair methods of doing street 
work, sidewalks, ete. On January 28 200 copies of Volume IV. 
were printed with release conditions for the newspapers. On 
January 29 25 ¢ pice were delivered to Mr. Nathan Matthews. 
On January 30 25 more copies were sent to Mr. Matthews. 
On February 1 50 copies were sent to Mr. Matthews, and 
50 to Mr. George A. O. Ernst. Since that time an 
edition of 2,500 copies of Volume IV., containing in addi- 
tion the minority report of Mr. Kennedy, has been printed 
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by order of the City Council. An edition of 1,000 copies has: 
also been printed by order of the Legislature as House Docu-- 
ment No. 1311. 

Volume II. contains further reports relating to city depart- 
ments, a report of an expert on the Sanitary Division, and a. 
report on the City Debt and Sinking Funds. The composition 
on this volume is complete, and is made up in pages to page 
126. The proofs of these 126 pages, together with the proofs. 
of the report on the City Debt and Sinking Funds, were 
given to Mr. Hull, Assistant Secretary to the Finance Com- 
mission, at various times during the month of January, the 
last proofs about two weeks ago, and none have been returned 
since. The proofs on the expert’s report have been in his 
possession for about two weeks. The proofs which are being 
held, supposedly by Mr. Hull, are of reports on the following 
subjects: Test run of the Chestnut Hill stone-crusher; the 
Municipal Plant; the system of publishing city documents 
and the necessity of establishing a new Statistics Department : 
the Health Department, accompanied by the report of the 
special committee; a new City Hall; land-taking along the 
Washington-street Tunnel; the report on the City Debt and 
Sinking Funds. There are about 500 pages and 500 copies. 
were ordered printed. 

Volume III. contains the reports of the firm of expert 
engineers employed by the commission. They are not in the 
same shape as when made to the commission but are being 
rewritten and condensed. The volume will contain 1,000: 
pages and is largely tabular work. About one-half of the 
composition on this volume has been completed. New 
matter is still being received for its make-up. Seven hundred 
and fifty copies were ordered by the commission. 

On Saturday, January 30, by means of a transfer ordered 
by the Mayor, the sum of $2,700 was paid to the Superintend- 
ent of Printing by the Finance Commission. This was a 
payment on account, being approximately $200 short of 
what was due for work done by the Plant for the commission 
up to that date. It is figured by the superintendent that the 
above amount paid for all the work on Volumes I. and IV., 
two-thirds of the work on Volume II. and one-third of the 
composition on Volume III. — 

The 2,500 copies of Volume IV. ordered by the City Council 
are charged to the regular appropriation of the City Council 
for printing. No provision was made, or has been made, for: 
the subsequent work on Volumes II. and III., although 500: 
copies of the one and 750 copies of the other were ordered. 
Nor has any requisition been made for them. ‘The orders. 
were verbal, over the telephone. It is customary for a depart- 
ment to telephone orders for printing and send the requisition 
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later. In justice to the superintendent, whose courtesy and 
assistance to your committee are hereby, acknowledged, we 
find that for work done and delivered he has his requisitions 
and receipts. But the present situation finds him in an 
awkward predicament. The Finance Commission, which 
ordered the work, is no longer in existence. No one has the 
authority to make the necessary requisition, and there is no 
provision for paying for the most expensive part of a most 
expensive work. 

It is interesting to note in this connection how strongly 
the Finance Commission felt on this subject of a department 
exceeding its appropriation and ordering work done to be 
paid for in the future. 

One of the sections of their proposed charter amendments 
is as follows: 

Sect. 43. No official of said city, except in case of extreme 
emergency involving the health or safety of the people or 
their property, shall expend intentionally in any fiscal year 
any sum in excess of the appropriations duly made in accord- 
ance with law, nor involve the city in any contract for 
the future payment of money in excess of such appropriation. 
Any official who shall violate the provisions of this section 
shall be punished by imprisonment for not more than one 
year, or by a fine of not more than $1,000, or both. 

An itemized statement of the overtime, night work and 
author’s corrections charged by the Printing Plant against 
the commission might not reveal that solicitude for business- 
like methods in the use of the city’s money, upon which they 
were so insistent when investigating other departments. 
(See page 439 of Volume I.) 

These are the facts as found by your committee. They 
disclose a familiar, high-handed contempt for procedures 
which are steel bonds for others, and an utter disregard for 
the public which pays the bills. 

The committee has no recommendations to make, prefer- 
ring to leave the matter to the judgment of the Common 
Council.

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REMARKS OF COUNCILMAN HARDING OF WARD 20 
RELATIVE TO THE EXPENDITURES OF THE 
MAYOR’S OFFICE. 


Mr. President and Members of the Council: Some few weeks 
ago I introduced an order which was subsequently passed by 
this body, requesting the City Auditor to furnish the body 
with a detailed account or statement of the Mayor’s contin- 
gent fund for 1908. One of my reasons for introducing that 
order was my belief that the heads of all departments, in 
submitting their various yearly statements to the City 
Auditor, failed to itemize the various items of expense prop- 
erly. As an illustration of that I had drawn off from the 
City Auditor’s report of last year, with perhaps more or less 
accuracy, the following items: I find that all the departments, 
under the head of office expenses, spent $24,408. Under the 
item of stationery, which does not include printing or postage 
or the stationery item of the School Department, which is 
necessarily large, there was $63,127. Under the general item 
of traveling expenses of all departments the item was $62,963. 
Under furniture and small supplies the item was $17,116, 
and under the item of refreshments $16,129. It seemed to 
me that we might, by having these various heads of expense 
more carefully itemized, prevent some of the waste and some 
of the extravagance, and thereby save money for the tax- 
payers. So one of the principal reasons why I introduced the 
order calling for an itemized expense of the Mayor’s con- 
tingent fund was that I believed he would, as he subsequently 
did, submit it; that we would thereby start at the top, the 
Mayor setting the example, and that the heads of the various 
departments would follow suit, with a saving, perhaps, of half 
a million dollars. The order was passed by the Common 
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Council. It went to the City Auditor, the City Auditor in 
due time returned an itemized account. Several of the items, 
and perhaps the items where extravagance might reasonably 
be supposed to exist, were not itemized. They were in items 
of three and four thousand dollars. Believing that the Com- 
mon Councll desired a more thorough itemized account, I 
again offered another order calling for an itemized and 
detailed account. At the same meeting a similar order was 
introduced in reference to the expenses of the Finance Com- 
mission, and if you will refer to the city document on your 
desk you will see by referring to page 11 that the items are 
very clear and that they are itemized right down even to the 
amounts of specified bills. For instance, Nellie C. Nash 
received $225 and the New England Newspaper Bureau 
received $44. I believed, and I still believe, that it would 
have been for the best interests of the city to have given 
the Common Council an itemized report. It might be inter- 
esting in that connection to read an editorial that appeared 
in the * Boston Record” on the 16th of February: 

‘““None of Mayor Hibbard’s predecessors, we believe, has 
given the details of the bills for public entertainment to any ~ 
investigating body; yet we should think that in the interests 
of reform Mr. Hibbard would desire to turn them in without 
delay. There can be nothing he desires to conceal.” 

There is what, perhaps, the people believe; there is what I 
believe. In order not to embarrass the City Auditor, and to 
facilitate matters, I went to the City Auditor and asked him if 
it was his intention, after a lapse of two weeks, to furnish this 
body with an itemized and detailed account such as was fur- 
nished in reference to the Finance Commission. He said that he 
had received orders from the Mayor’s office not to furnish the 
Common Council or the Board of Aldermen with any further 
items, notwithstanding the fact that the Mayor’s office had 
recognized the fact that we, the Common Council, were 
entitled to the itemized account because he submitted one to 
us. Mr. President and members of the honorable Common 
Council, I have no desire, of course, to antagonize the Mayor, 
neither have I any desire to drag the Mayor perhaps before 
the courts, or to give the City of Boston a bad name, neither 
do I believe that there is graft in the city, or in the Mayor’s 
Department. Perhaps to express my opinion and the opinions 
of many others, I will read an editorial which appeared in the 
“Boston Journal’’ on the 17th of this month. It is headed 
“The Illegal Concealment of Illegal Bills.” (Reading): 

“We believe that the Common Council and the Board of 
Aldermen have a right to know how all the money is expended 
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of which they make appropriation. We believe that the citi- 
zens of Boston who provide the money appropriated by the 
City Council have a right to know how that money is expended. 
Moreover, we believe that any court would sustain either 
branch of the City Council or any citizen who should go to the 
courts for the purpose of asking that the expenditures of all 
municipal funds be made a matter of public record. 

‘We challenge the Law Department of this city, the special 
counsel recently employed by the Mayor over the head of his 
Corporation Counsel; the Mayor himself, his cabinet and his 
official thought-moulders, to show any law or ordinance by 
which the Mayor has any authority in the expenditure of 
money which permits him to conceal those expenditures from 
the public eye. There is no contingent fund as such which 
the Mayor may use as though it were a secret service fund. 
He has an eppipps iation for “office expenses, and that appro- 
priation is used for various purposes. The law does not per- 
mit him to expend that money without producing vouchers. 

“The fact that other mayors have violated the law and 
hidden illegal expenditures is no excuse for such methods on 
the part of areform mayor. ‘There is a bill before the General 
Court which provides that the Mayor may expend not over 
$5,000 a year for wines, liquors and other refreshments, and 
that the records of those expenditures shall be made public. 
That bill should be passed, or the present law should be so 
strengthened that no mayor will dare to violate it in order 
to obtain food and drink for ‘sundry parties,’ including 
himself and his retinue, at public expense. 

‘The Mayor of Boston has directed the City Auditor 
not to furnish the Common Council with an itemized’ state- 
ment of his expenditures in 1908, for various purposes, amount- 
ing to about $10,000, and including the entertainment of 
‘sundry parties’ at a cost of over $3,000 to the taxpayers. 
Still, we are not inclined to advise the Common Council to go 
to the trouble or expense of formally demanding by process of 
law the figures of those expenditures. Perhaps, in the interest 
of genuine reform, without ignorant cant or impudent hum- 
bug, it would be just as well to call attention to a reform 
mayor’s attitude on the subject of municipal rations, rides 
and rum, and let it go at that.” 

Those are my sentiments, perhaps, as far as dropping the 
matter is concerned. I had hoped sincerely that the Mayor 
would establish the precedent, would say publicly to all the 
heads of departments, ‘‘Gentlemen, I have nothing to conceal 
in my department. I am willing to give the fullest publicity 
to every expenditure of the Mayor’s office.”’ But he hasn’t 
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done it. He has taken his stand, and I think, perhaps, it is 
just as-well, in the interests of all concerned, that we let the 
matter drop for the present.

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REPORT OF THE SPECIAL COMMITTEE OF THE 
COMMON COUNCIL APPOINTED TO INVESTI- 
GATE LAND-TAKINGS ALONG WASHINGTON 
STREET SUBWAY. 


The Special Committee of the Common Council appointed 
under an order passed March 26, 1908, a copy of which is 
hereto annexed, marked “Exhibit A,” begs leave to submit 
the following report: 

The committee had for a basis for its work rumors, more 
or less defined, of exorbitant prices paid by the Boston Transit 
Commission for land and buildings taken by right of eminent 
domain for the purpose of constructing the Washington 
street subway, and of favoritism in the choice of land and 
buildings so taken. 

The committee conceived that its first business was to 
ascertain what buildings and lands had been taken, and 
accordingly a vote for that purpose was passed at the first 
meeting of the committee, and the clerk was directed to trans- 
mit a copy of the same to the Transit Commission (see 
Exhibit B). 

On April 10 the Transit Commission replied to the com- 
mittee’s communication in a statement at once explicit and 
categorical (see Exhibit C). At the same time the committee 
was in receipt of two statements from the Assessing Depart- 
ment (see Exhibits D and E) setting forth the takings of the 
Transit Commission as of record in said department. The 
apparent difference between Exhibits D and E is explained 
by the inclusion in Exhibit D of certain easements not set - 
forth in Exhibit C. Exhibit D and Exhibit C practically 
correspond. 

On April 15 the committee again communicated with the 
Transit Commission (see Exhibit F) and received a reply 
under date of April 16 (see Exhibit I). On the same day, 
April 15, the question of the committee’s jurisdiction was 
raised, and the committee thereupon voted to request the 
opinion of the Corporation Counsel (see Exhibit G). 

The Corporation Counsel replied April 16 (see Exhibit H). 

The committee desires to call attention to the fact that 
in the question addressed to the Corporation Counsel it 
distinctly avoided reference to chapter 478 of the Acts of 
1899, of which it was cognizant, not wishing to derive its 
authority from said act, but rather from the later act, section 
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8 of chapter 175 of the Revised Laws of 1902, which specifi- 
cally gives authority to summon witnesses “to attend and 
testify and to produce books and papers at a hearing before 
a city council, or either branch thereof, or before a joint 
or special committee of the same or either branch thereof, 
md as to matters within their authority.” If the 

opinion of the Corporation Counsel be correct, and the com- 
mittee is not able to dispute it, then the City of Boston has 
confronting it a very significant state of affairs. A body 
of men may pledge the city’s credit to any amount and 
spend millions of its money for land damages with no more 
restraining influence than its own will and the right of a 
party aggrieved by its decision to appeal to the courts. The 
high personnel of such a body is at most an accident, the con- 
tinuity of which cannot be assured. 

The committee, however, did not consider itself estopped 
by the opinion from continuing the investigation, while 
realizing that an insuperable barrier had been raised against 
its effectiveness. 

In accordance with the tenor of the letter of the Transit 
Commission, Exhibit I, a sub-committee waited upon the 
secretary, Mr. B. Leighton Beal, whose courtesy to them is 
hereby acknowledged. Books and papers and correspondence 
were shown in specific cases asked for. 

In taking property by eminent domain, it appears that 
the usual method for arriving at a settlement is for a sub- 
committee of the commission to meet either the owners or 
their attorneys in conference. In some cases the services 
of a real estate firm are used. 

The case which gave the committee the most concern was 
the taking of the property at the north corner of Boylston 
and Washington streets. A brief recital of the facts in the 
case may not be amiss. 

Having determined to establish a station at Boylston and 
Washington streets, it was the first intention of the Transit 
Commission to take the building on the south corner, occupied 
by the Continental Clothing House. In spite of protests 
from the owners, it was so voted. 

Thereupon the Boston Elevated Railway Company availed 
itself of its rights under the statute and appealed to the 
Board of Railroad Commissioners against the proposed 
location. This latter board decided against the Transit 
Commission, who were, therefore, obliged to take the build- 
ing on the north corner. In pursuance of its regular pro- 
cedure, the Transit Commission began their conferences with 
the owner, through his attorneys. The owner demanded 
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$625,000 for the property, basing his figures on an annual 
rent roll of $25,000. ‘The assessed value at the time of taking, 
1905, was $167,000. The commission satisfied itself that the 
average receipts for rent for five years previous to the taking 
was $8,500. The real estate experts for the commission 
appraised the property at $240,000, basing their figures on 
an annual rent roll of $15,000. Eor about two and one-half 
years the negotiations were pending. The attempts to bridge 
the chasm between the experts’ figures of $240,000 and the 
owner’s valuation of $625,000 were fruitless. At the end of 
that time the sub-committee, Messrs. Crocker and Quincy, 
recommended the following settlement, which was made. 
They reconveyed the property to the owner; for the easement 
in the cellar and about one-quarter of the ground floor, they 
paid $150,000 for damages; they paid him for rents and 
interest during their occupancy $22,312.49; and they paid, 
in addition, the sum of $10,000 to help him in the reconstruc- 
tion necessitated by their use of the property. That is 
to say, the commission paid $182,312.49 for an easement, or 
$15,312.49 more than the assessed valuation of the entire 
property at the time of taking. In the year 1907, when the 
property was reconveyed, the assessed value of the property - 
was $215,000. The Boston Transit Commission decided that 
they had damaged the property to the extent of $182,312.49. 
The Assessing Department of the City of Boston decided 
that the value of the property had been enhanced $48,000. 

Take another case: The buildings 14 La Grange street 
and 18 La Grange street are substantially alike; are assessed 
for the same amount — $21,000. For No. 14 the commis- 
sion paid $24,000; for No. 18 they paid $34,500. When 
asked the reason for the difference, the frank answer was 
returned that the owner of No. 14 accepted the offer of the 
commission of $24,000; the owner of No. 18, on the contrary, 
vigorously objected, and his protest netted him $10,500. 

An examination of the appended exhibits will disclose 
other cases where partial takings were paid for, apparently 
entirely out of proportion to the total assessed values. 

For the property No. 802-806 Washington street and No. 
9 Ash street they paid $65,500, or $23,600 more than one- 
half the assessed value, though they took less than one-half 
the property, and that the back land. 

The same state of affairs obtains with regard to No. 810 
Washington street. 

There is another phase of this question which must be 
kept in mind. Every piece of property taken by this com- 
mission is thereby removed from the taxable assets of the 
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city. Even if the property is not destroyed, but is used 
and leased to tenants, it is exempt from taxation as city 
property, and revenue derived therefrom goes, not into 
the general treasury of the city, but for the uses of the 
Transit Commission under the statute. For example: The 
commission, having taken the south corner of Washington 
and Winter streets, has leased it until 1911, with the privilege 
of a renewal for ten years, for the sum of $28,000 a year net. 
This is popularly known as the highest priced piece of land in 
the city. But as long as it remains city property it will 
pay no taxes; and the $28,000 which it brings in will be 
used for the Renee HOR of bonds, interest, sinking funds, 
salaries, ete. 

On May 9 the mnie sent a communication to the 
Transit Commission (see Exhibit J). The reply to this was 
received May 19 (see Exhibits K, L, and M). The committee 
is informed that the payment for the easements will rise 
$500,000. 

At this point the committee reluctantly relinquishes its 
task, with the earnest recommendation that it be taken up 
by the Boston Finance Commission. 

It is peculiarly fitting that this body, created by the city 
government for the purpose of investigating the financial 
condition of the city, its existence recognized by the Legis- 
lature and its hands strengthened by statute, chapter 481 of 
the Acts of 1907, should take up this work where the com- 
mittee, in all modesty, lays it down. The Finance Commis- 
sion has the power and the money, and, under the spur of the 
figures submitted by this committee, it should have the desire 
to prosecute this investigation. The doctrine laid down in 
Mahoney v. Boston, 171 Mass., need give it no concern, 
since the commission is purely a body of inquest on financial 
matters relating to the city. 

Moreover, having flatly and unequivocally taken the 
stand in reports to the City Council that land condemned 
by the city should not be paid for at more than an advance of 
25 per cent over the assessed value, it will find in this report 
and appendix a challenge which it cannot afford to ignore. 

In conclusion, therefore, the committee recommends the 
passage of the accompanying order.

Dear Srr,— Your communication of the 8th instant to the 
Boston Transit Commission setting forth the request of the 
Special Committee of the Common Council appointed to 
investigate the taking of land in connection with the con- 
struction of the Washington Street Tunnel has been received. 

Replying to the first three questions, the list of the various 
properties taken, together with the name of the owner at the 
time of taking and price paid for each parcel, is as follows: 

Estate bounded by Washington, Bennet and Ash streets, 
Reuben Sherburne owner, $375,000. 

A portion of estate No. 800 Washington street, L. F. Foster 
et al. owners, land and buildings, about 550 square feet, 
$18,500. 

A portion of estate No. 802-806 Washington street and No. 
9 Ash street, extending about 62 feet from Ash street, Elizabeth 
Ballard et al. owners, land and buildings, about 2, 735 square 
feet, $65,500. 

A portion of estate No. 810 Washington street and No. 11 
Ash street, extending about 57 feet from Ash street, Harriet 
E. Lillie owner, land and buildings, about 1,160 square feet, 
$26,000. 

A portion of estate No. 814 Washington street and No. 13 
Ash street, Tappan E. Francis owner, land and buildings, 
about 125 square feet, $5,300. 

A portion of estate No. 816-826 Washington street and No. 
15-21 Ash street, extending about 48 feet from Ash street, 
Livingston Cushing eé al., trustees, owners, about 3,670 square 
feet, $65,000. 

Estate No. 14 La Grange street, land and buildings y David H. 
Hayden et al. owners, $24, 000. 

Estate No. 18 La Grange street, land and hiaiaines: Bed a 
Dill, 2d, owner, $34,500. 

Estate on northerly corner of Washington and Boylston 
streets, A. Shuman owner. This taking was made April 1, 
1905. Settlement was made on November 14, 1907, by the 
reconveyance to the former owner of the remainder of the 
estate not required for exit, entrance and other tunnel purposes, 
by the payment as damages of the sum of $150,000, and in lieu 
of interest an agreed amount of $8,500 per year during the 
period of ownership by the city, such payment amounting to 
$22,312.49; and by an additional payment of $10,000 towards 
the cost of reconstruction rendered necessary by the work of 
the commission. 
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Estate on southerly corner of Washington and Winter streets, 
Municipal Real Estate Trust owner. The commission has 
agreed to pay for this estate the sum of $630,000, with interest 
from the date of taking. This payment has not been made. 

Estate on northerly corner of Washington and Summer 
streets, estate of E. E. Salsibury owner. Not yet paid for. 

The commission has also taken two estates, one on the north 
side of La Grange street, No. 13, and one on the south side of 
Essex street, No. 15. Owing to changes in plans these two 
estates were shortly afterwards reconveyed to the owners. 

The reply to the fourth inquiry is as follows: 

Except as above set forth, none of the properties or parts 
thereof have been sold. 

The reply to the fifth inquiry is as follows: 

The space in the Sherburne building, not used for the tunnel 
easement, has been leased to various tenants. The net income 
from the same to April 1, 1908, was $32,433.76. 

The other properties between Washington and Ash streets 
which were taken have been used almost entirely for tunnel 
purposes, and the buildings thereon have been destroyed. 

The two estates on La Grange street have been leased to 
various tenants. The net income from the same to April 1, 
1908, was $536.21. 

From April 1, 1905, the date of the taking of the Shuman 
estate, to May 1, 1907, when the premises were vacated on 
account of construction operations by the commission, rentals 
were received from various occupants of the building amounting 
to $12,041.05. 

Those portions of the building at the corner of Washington 
and Winter streets not used for tunnel purposes have been 
leased to William Filene’s Sons Company for the term ending 
February 28, 1911, with a privilege of extension for a further 
term of ten years, for $28,000 a year net. This lease is in 
the custody of the City Auditor. 

At the time of the taking of the Salisbury estate, Washington 
and Summer streets, George N. Talbot was lessee. He still 
occupies the premises under a claim that the taking is invalid. 
The court having adjudged that the city is entitled to possess- 
ion of the premises, and he having appealed from such judgment, 
he has been obliged under the statute to give bond with suffi- 
cient sureties to pay the city, if final judgment is in its favor, 
all rent which had accrued at the date of the bond, all inter- 
vening rent, and all damage and loss which the city may sustain 
by reason of the withholding of the possession of the premises 
and by reason of any injury done thereto during such with- 
holding, with costs. 

The above are all the parcels which have been taken. 

The commission has also taken numerous easements,

GENTLEMEN,— I am requested through the Clerk of Com- 
mittees to give my opinion to you as to whether or not the 
subject-matter before said committee comes under the head 
of matters within their authority within the meaning of sec- 
tion 8 of chapter 175 of the Revised Laws. 

Owing to the provisions of the amendment to the City 
Charter, contained in chapter 266 of the Acts of 1885, the 
authority of the City Council of Boston to investigate the 
doings of executive departments of the city rests upon chapter 
478 of the Acts of 1899. The only authority given to a com- 
mittee of the Common Council under that act to investigate 
is conditioned upon the neglect or refusal of any head of a 
city department to furnish to the Common Council full infor- 
mation relative to the expenditure of any moneys or funds of 
said city under the charge of said department, or relative to 
the employment of labor or the establishment or abolition of 
any office in said department. 

It has been decided by the courts that the Boston Transit 
Commission is not a department of the City of Boston, and 
that its members and employees are not the servants or agents 
of the city. 

It follows, therefore, in my opinion, that the City Council 
has no authority to investigate the acts and doings of the 
Transit Commission, and that the investigation proposed by 
the order of March 26, 1908, is not a matter within the author- 
ity of the Common Council of Boston.

GENTLEMEN,— Agreeably to our personal conference this 
day, in reference to the taking of my property, corner of 
Boylston and Washington streets, I would say that I protested 
against the taking of this building for a subway station in my 
communication of December, 1904, and the commission evi- 
dently had agreed with me, because the station had been 
located on the opposite side in the Boylston Building, where 
it properly should have been. 

It may be pertinent for me to remind the commission that 
the Boston Elevated Railroad appealed to the Railroad Com- 
mission from your decision and their appeal was sustained, 
and your commission then took possession of my property on 
April 1, 1905. I have received no income up to this date for 
the property, and my attorney was unable to arrange for the 
continuation of the collection of rents during my absence 
abroad, for which I had offered to give ample guarantee. 
While, therefore, I have not only been deprived of the income 
from the rentals and the use of the money from same, I have 
also been deprived of a piece of property that had a great 
future, which would have enhanced its value threefold, from 
the great mercantile change in its immediate surroundings. 

This Boylston corner, upon reflection you will see, has a 
great value beyond its prospective increase. If you will look 
at the map you will observe that this building is the key to 
the situation of any development around that corner. Since the 
taking of this property by the city at the instigation of the 
Boston ‘L,” the value of the entire neighborhood has been 
greatly enhanced by the building of the Siegel Company block, 
and it must be obvious to the commission that in the very 
near future a similar enterprise might have been instituted 
in the block on which my corner was situated, and I am 
‘satisfied that if a syndicate was formed for such a purpose I 
could have obtained $1,000,000 for this corner, though its 
dimensions are very small. 

I regard this as the very best corner in the City of Boston. 
It is more valuable than any other corner because of its size 
and its future advancement. It is more valuable than any 
corner on Washington and Winter or Washington and Summer 
streets. Winter street has a dead ending at the Common. 

Boylston street is a thoroughfare to one of the most valuable 
districts in the city and is destined to be the Twenty-third 
street of Boston. I was offered, as stated in my communication 
of December, 1904, before the Siegel enterprise was consum- 
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mated, $20,000 per annum net for the property, which I 
could not accept because of a lease on the store. I mentioned 
at the same time how much more expensive this corner would 
be, in comparison with a station 200 feet from Washington 
street, if ‘the property valuation is considered on a 34 per 
cent income, that being the rate at which banks would furnish 
money on business property. 

Now that the Siegel business has been established, I unhesi- 
tatingly believe that I could obtain $25,000 per annum net 
for this piece of property in rentals. 

On the basis of 4 per cent net, which is the established rate 
on down-town business property by owners and syndicates, 
and computed at the rate of 4 per cent interest on the income, 
the value of the property is $625,000, for which amount, with 
interest, I am. entitled to be reimbursed for my present loss, 
besides the future advance which the ‘“L” aaah have 
deprived me of. 

In taking a piece of property from the owner, the question 
must be considered, what is its market value, and not what 
it is taxed for, and ‘what price would the owner be willing to 
sell for, based on the income that he could receive for same, 
and for that purpose, and in order to see how far I was sus- 
tained in my opinion, I have obtained the opinions of several 
reputable, high-minded real estate experts, who contend that 
on the basis of rentals mentioned herewith the property is 
worth fully the amount named. 

Among these are such men as T. Dennie Boardman and 
Frederic O. Woodruff, whose transactions in Washington 
street and syndicate buildings alone run into the millions, and 
who, with others whose opinions have been consulted, are 
especially qualified and competent to consider the market 
value of a piece of property of this importance and situated 
as It is.

Dear Srrs,—In accordance with your request we have 
made examination of the property at the corner of Washington 
and Boylston streets, taken by your commission to provide 
entrance and exit to the Washington Street:Tunnel, with a view 
to estimating the value of the property before the taking 
and the value of what remains, subject to your*use of such 
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portions as shown by the plans submitted, and we desire to 
report as follows: 

The property has frontages on Washington street of 25.10 
feet and on Boylston street-of 45.29 feet, with a total area of 
1,064 square feet. 

The building is six stories in height with a basement, the 
ereater part of which has been used by the tenant of the first 
floor in connection with the store. This basement had approxi- 
mately 720 square feet of floor space, and the store, including 
the space used for the entrance at the corner, about 700 square 
feet. The rentable space on the upper floors averaged about 
650 feet to a floor. 

The entrance to the upper stories is on Boylston street, 
where there is a passenger elevator. 

We understand that prior to the taking by your commission 
the first floor and basement were rented together at an annual 
rental of $9,000 and that few of the upper floors were rented. 
We estimate that these together had a rental value of about 
$6,000, making a total rental value of the entire building of 
$15,000. We have estimated the expenses, including the 
taxes, at $5,000, which would leave a total net rental of $10,000 
with the building entirely full. 

The property is valued by the assessors at $189,000, of which 
$29,400 is on the building and $159,600 on the land. This is 
an increase of $20,000 since the assessment of last year. 

The location is an attractive one, at the junction of two 
important thoroughfares, and we believe that the property 
had a value of approximately $200 per square foot. If to this 
we should add the taxed value of the building, which seems 
to us to be ample, it would give a valuation of about $240,000, 
and while this valuation seems a little high, it would seem 
to be justified by the possible rental returns and by the fact 
that in case the owners of the adjoining properties should 
desire at some time to unite their interests they could well 
afford to pay a high price for the sake of uniting this property 
with the others and controlling the corner. 

After taking out those portions of the property required 
for the entrance and exit, according to plans submitted, there 
remains practically no space below the street’ level which can 
be utilized by tenants of the building, the only space being 
that which will be required for the elevator machinery and 
the heating apparatus. 

On the street floor the main front will be set back an average 
of about six feet and will be reduced in width to fourteen feet; 
the rentable floor area remaining would be reduced to about 
two hundred and sixty square feet, having a rentable value of 
about $4,000. 

If we assume the rental value of the upper floors to be the 
same as before the taking, say $6,000, it would leave a total 
rental value of the property of $10,000. 
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The expenses of operation are substantially the same as 
before, but we assume that the taxes will be reduced about 
$1,000, so that the net return would be $6,000. 

As the owner would be restricted in the use of his property 
by his inability to use any considerable part of the space below 
the street level, and as the first floor is so greatly reduced, we 
think that it would not be practicable to sell the portion of 
the property remaining on so favorable basis of income as in 
its former condition, and that the value would be reduced to 
about $120,000. 

The injury to the property by the taking of the easement 
would therefore be $120,000.

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REPORT OF BOSTON FINANCE COMMISSION RELA 
TIVE TO LAND-TAKINGS, ETC., IN CONNECTION 
WITH THE WASHINGTON STREET TUNNEL. 


Boston FINANCE COMMISSION, 
Boston, January 25, 1909. 


To the Honorable the Mayor and City Council: 


GENTLEMEN, — The Finance Commission has considered 
the order of the Common Council of May 21, 1908, and the 
report of the special committee appointed to investigate land- 
takings along Washington Street Tunnel, which was trans- 
mitted with the order. It has heard the members of the 
Transit Commission, and made careful inquiry into the facts 
surrounding the various takings. It finds that the members 
of the Transit Commission acted in entire good faith, and 
made the various settlements at what at the time they 
honestly thought to be for the best interests of the city. 
Subsequent events have made some of these settlements 
seem unwise, particularly that for the property on the corner 
of Washington and Boylston streets, known as the Shuman 
estate, but the Finance Commission cannot be sure that if 
it had considered the problems at the time they arose it might 
not have reached the same conclusions then reached by the 
Transit Commission. 

This commission has expressed its belief that in the taking 
of land no settlements should be made for a price exceeding 
25 per cent more than the average assessed valuation of the 
property for the preceding three years. But this rule could 
not apply in some of these settlements. There are other 
elements of damage in takings for tunnel and elevated rail- 
way purposes besides the value of the land and buildings. 
Where, for example, a portion only of a building is taken, 
a part of the damages may be for the cost of putting the 
remainder of the building into a usable condition. It is not 
enough to say that certain property is assessed for a certain 
figure, that one-half thereof is taken, and that for this more 
than one-half the assessed value is paid. If a part of ‘the 
building is destroyed, a large sum may properly be allowed 
for the reconstruction of the remainder. So, if the rear of 
a lot is taken, it is not enough to say that the land is rear 
land and proportionately of less value. The taking of the 
rear land may cut off access to a rear street as well as inter- 
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fere with its use for the delivery of merchandise, and for 
other business or domestic purposes. There also may be 
elements of noise and other damage. These, for example, 
were the facts in the settlement for Nos. 802-806 Washington 
street and No. 9 Ash street, known as the Ballard estate, 
in which George U. Crocker of the Finance Commission, a 
nephew of the chairman of the Transit Commission, was 
interested. It was essential from the physical situation 
in the pathway of the tunnel that it should be taken. The 
chairman of the Transit Commission took no part in the settle- 
ment of this case; the settlement was made by the other 
members of the Transit Commission in entire good faith. 

The commission believes that in all future tunnel or subway 
construction at the expense of the city, the same right of 
appeal to the Board of Railroad Commissioners should. be 
given to the city as now enjoyed by the railway. 

George U. Crocker has taken no part in this investigation 
nor in the making of this report.

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PREAMBLE AND RESOLUTIONS PASSED BY THE

Whereas, The Washington Street Tunnel, so called, was 
built on the credit of the City of Boston, and 

Whereas, An intricate and elaborate system of payments by 
the tenant, assuring the people of this city of eventual repay- 
ment, together with a hole in the ground, in no way lightens 
the immediate burden; and 

Whereas, It is becoming more and more apparent that, 
however estimable and excellent may be the personal make-up 
of the Boston Transit Commission, the said commission is no 
longer able to cope with advantage to the city’s interests, 
with the formidable legal array of the city’s tenant and the 
united front presented by a certain class of our citizens whose » 
interests run counter to those of the general community; 

Resolved, That the Common Council of Boston hereby 
expresses its opinion that the entire question of rapid transit 
and transportation facilities for the city should be in the 
hands of the immediate officials of the city, and handled with 
the amount of publicity which such a condition would insure 
and which so momentous a question demands; 

Resolved, That a copy of these resolutions be transmitted 
by the Clerk of this body to His Honor the Mayor, to the Cor- 
poration Counsel, and to the Joint Committee on Metropolitan 
Affairs of the Legislature. 


REMARKS OF COUNCILMAN HARDING OF WARD 20 IN CONNEC- 
TION WITH THE FOREGOING PREAMBLE AND RESOLUTIONS. 


Mr. Prestpent,— On or about May 21, 1908, the Com- 
mon Council sent to the Finance Commission the report 
of the Special Committee, Document 101 of 1908, relating 
to land-takings along the line of the Washington Street. 
Tunnel, with the earnest recommendation that they pursue 
the investigation, the need of which was so conclusively 
shown. . Eight months later, and on the eve of their dissolu- 
tion, the Finance Commission sent to the Mayor and City 
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Council a brief statement dismissing the case and declaring 
the incident closed. After a ‘“‘careful inquiry” of the mem- 
bers of the Transit Commission the Finance Commission 
finds: 


1. That the Transit Commission acted in entire good faith. 

2. That they acted honestly. 

3. That subsequent events have made some of these 
settlements seem unwise. 

4. That the Shuman case was particularly so. 

5. That if the Finance Commission was handling the 
matter they would not have done any better. 

6. That the Finance Commission rules do not apply to the 
Ballard estate in which George U. Crocker is interested. 

7. That the Crocker of the Transit Commission had 
nothing to do with the settlement for the estate in which his 
nephew was interested. 

8. That the City of Boston should be given some chance 
to protect itself in these matters. 

9. That the Crocker of the Finance Commission had 
nothing to do with this report of the Finance Commission. 


That is practically what the report of the Finance Com- 
mission is to the’ Mayor and the City Council relative to the 
report sent to them for investigation by the Common Council. 

What they overlooked: 


1. That Mr. Crocker of the Transit Commission was of the 
sub-committee which recommended the settlement in the 
Shuman case. 

2. 14 and 18 La Grange street. 

3. 810 Washington street. 

4. The Filene lease. : 

5. The $500,000 worth of easements. 


Who questioned the entire good faith, if there are degrees 
in good faith, or the honesty of the Transit Commission? 
Certainly not the Special Committee of the Common Council. 
Butif you look at pages 54, 55 of Volume IV. of the reports of 
the Finance Commission, you will find the bitterest and most 
scathing arraignment in their whole report directed against 
a man who is a member of the Transit Commission. It is true 
that this denunciation is made in connection with another 
matter, but do you ask us to believe that in one public transac- 
tion a man may be fair and honest, and in another the reverse? 
Any other body but a finance commission would be embar- 
rassed by finding that it had given a man, as Transit Com- 
missioner, a certificate of good character and honesty, while 
as an ex-Mayor it had branded that same person as a petty 
middleman. 
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Subsequent events! What subsequent events have made 
these transactions seem unwise? Can it be because they were 
found out? Can it be because of the light of publicity let in 
upon these settlements by the Common Council through its 
committee? Have we discovered one of the main reasons for 
the strenuous endeavors to abolish the Common Council? 
Do you know, Mr. President, that in the beginning of 1908 a 
member of the Common Council put in an order to investigate 
these land-takings? That he was sent for by the counsel 
for the Finance Commission and put through the “third 
degree’? in order to find out what he was driving at? 
Subsequent events! It is to be regretted that the Finance 
Commission did not give to the public the details of their 
“careful inquiry” so that we might know what these subse- 
quent events were. 

Of the Shuman case there is nothing more to be said. No 
amount of whitewash could cover that up, and the Finance 
Commission did not attempt it. It seemed unwise. 

The statement that the Finance Commission would have 
done exactly what the Transit Commission did, under the 
same circumstances, I am unable to disprove. I am free to 
say that subsequent events bear the statement out. 

The Finance Commission’s defence of the Crockers is very 
much overdone. It is a very well-established rule of parlia- 
mentary law that no member of a body shall vote on a matter 
in which he has an interest distinct from that of the public. 
Mr. Crocker of the Transit Commission is an authority on 
parliamentary law. If the four other members of the com- 
mission insisted on giving a very full value for the Ballard- 
Crocker property, it was embarrassing, but not necessarily 
improper for the Crockers. But the position of the Finance 
Commission — minus Mr. Crocker — is not so tenable. They » 
made the flat rule of 25 per cent over the assessed valuation. 
They let down the bars for the Crocker property. They are 
now trying to have the flat rule made the law. See section 47 
of their proposed amendments to the charter. The whole 
transaction, now that it is public, is, as I have said before, 
very embarrassing. Unthinking and ignorant people might 
be tempted to say that it is curious that a member of a transit 
commission or a finance commission may sell his prop- 
erty to the city and get more than its full value for it, but a 
member of the city government cannot. 

The one thing that the Finance Commission could not 
avoid in the report of the Common Council Committee was the 
palpable disadvantage under which the city labored. They 
did recommend that the city be given a chance for a square 
deal. If the Common Council never did any other thing 
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besides forcing this admission from the Finance Commission, 
it has fully justified its existence. 

Where was this eminent, public-spirited Transit Commis- 
sion when these one-sided laws were being enacted? Did they 
not know that the city was getting the very small end of the 
bargain? Is it a sufficient return to the city for its $25,000 a 
year for fourteen years to meet once in a while and ratify 
the acts of a capable secretary and an efficient engineer? 

How valuable an asset to-day is the Tremont Street Sub- 
way? Ask the merchants along Tremont street what they 
think of that monument to the administration of Nathan 
Matthews, Jr., ex-Mayor of Boston. 

And in that connection I might say that the merchants 
along Tremont street — and I am in business on Tremont 
street — have received —I have, I presume in common 
with others — circulars from an association that desires the 
elevated trains put back on Tremont street. And no doubt 
you gentlemen of the Council, if you have watched the press, 
have seen that they have held several public meetings, and 
that they are dissatisfied with conditions along Tremont 
street; they practically say that the Tremont Street Subway 
is of no use. Probably many of you recall that several articles 
were written in the Boston Herald relative to transporta- 
tion facilities, just after the Washington Street Tunnel was 
opened to the public. 

Take it away from these high-toned, eminent, respectable 
gentlemen who act in “entire good faith,” and give it to some 
other body with “entire” good judgment, close to the people, 
the citizens, the tax-payers — responsible to them — within 
reach of the voters and answerable for their every act. Now, 
fourteen years will go by, waiting for some committee of 
the Common Council to wake them up from their lethargy. 
Day by day their actions will be known to the public, criticised 
in the press, and good faith alone shall not save them without 
good works.

In ComMMON CounciL, March 4, 1909. 
The Committee on Appropriations, to whom was referred 
the message of the Mayor transmitting the estimates of the 
several departments for the financial year 1909-1910, and 
the appropriations recommended by him, having considered 
the same, respectfully submit the following Appropriation 
Bill for the city and county for the present financial year, and 
recommend its passage, together with the accompanying 

orders.

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CITY OF BOSTON. 


APPROPRIATION AND TAX ORDERS FOR THE FINANCIAL 
YEAR 1909-1910. 


Ordered, That to meet the current expenses payable during the finan- 
cial year beginning with the first day of February, 1909, of performing 
the duties and exercising the powers devolved by statute or ordinance, 
or by vote of the City Council during the year, upon the City of Boston, 
or the County of Suffolk, or the departments or officers thereof, and to 
meet their respective obligations for interest on debt, sinking fund require- 
ments, and maturing debt not provided for by sinking fund, the respec- 
tive sums of money hereinafter specified be, and the same are, hereby 
appropriated for the several departments, and for the objects and 
purposes hereinafter stated. 

Ordered, That the appropriations for Water Department, current 
expenses, and the payments to the state under the provisions of chapter 
488 of the Acts of 1895 and acts in addition or amendment thereto, and 
for the interest requirement for loans issued for water purposes, be met by 
the income from said works and any excess over income from taxes; that 
the other appropriations hereinafter specified be met out of the money 
remaining in the treasury at the close of business on January 31, 1909, 
exclusive of the money raised by loan or needed to carry out the require- 
ments of any statute, gift, trust, or special appropriation, and by the 
income of the financial year, beginning February 1, 1909, and by taxes 
to the amount of $15,141,677, and that said amount be raised by taxation 
on the polls and estates taxable in the City of Boston. 

Ordered, That all sums of money which form no part of the income 
of the city, but shall be paid for services rendered or work done by any 
department. or division for any other department or division, or for any 
person or corporation other than the City of Boston, be paid into the 
general treasury and then credited to the appropriation of the depart- 
ment or division rendering such service or doing such work, and that 
all contributions made to any appropriation be expended for the objects 
and purposes directed by the several contributors thereof. 

Ordered, That to provide temporarily money to meet the appropria- 
tions aforesaid, the City Treasurer issue and sell, at such times and in 
such amounts as he may deem best, notes, or certificates of indebtedness 
of the City of Boston, not exceeding nine million dollars in the total, 
in anticipation of the taxes of the current municipal year; that all such 
notes or certificates of indebtedness be dated the day the money for the 
same is received, be made payable with the interest thereon at the office 
of the City Treasurer within the current financial year, from the taxes 
of said year, and bear interest from their date until the same are made 
payable at such rate as said Treasurer shall deem proper. 

Ordered, That all taxes raised to meet the appropriations of the City 
Council, and all taxes assessed for meeting the city’s proportion of the 
state tax of the year 1909, or of any other taxes or assessments payable 
to the Commonwealth, be due and payable on the first day of October, 
1909; that all such taxes paid after the first day of November, 1909, 
bear interest from and including said day until paid, at the rate of six 
per cent. per annum, except the taxes assessed upon shares of stock of 
national banks shall bear interest at the rate of twelve per cent. per annum 
from and including said first day of November until paid; and that all 
interest which shall have become due on taxes shall be added to and be 
a part of such taxes.

Str, — In conformity with an order of the Common Council 
passed February 4, 1909, asking for «ertain information 
under four heads, I beg to submit the following in reply: 

1. The population of the City of Boston at the Eleventh 
Census of the United States in 1890 was 448,477. The 
population of Boston, as of February 1, 1909, estimated on 
the basis of the observed rate of increase between the Censuses 
of 1900 and 1905, may be set at 622,630, — an increase of 
174,153, or 38.83 per cent, since 1890. 

2. The departmental expenditures of Boston rose from 
$10,403,769.81 in the fiscal year 1890-1891 to $17,898,227.60 
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in the fiscal year 1908-1909, an increase of $7,494,457.79, 
or 72.03 per cent. 

3. The net funded debt of the city rose from $31,075,832.44 
at the close of the fiscal year 1890-1891 to $72,036,984.50 at 
the close of the fiscal year 1908-1909, 7. e., on January 31, 
1909, an increase of $40,961,152.06, or 131.81 per cent. 

4. Of the total amount of debt issued by the City Treasurer 
of Boston in the period May 1, 1890, to January 31, 1909 (the 
fiseal year closed April 30 in 1890), namely, $118,152,756, 
the amount issued in accordance with orders of the City 
Council, acting on its own initiative, was $41,760,955, or 
30.04 per cent. 

Of the residue, namely, $76,391,801, which was issued 
under authority of special statutes, $32,858,201 was issued 
as the result of action taken by the City Council in con- 
formity with authority derived from special acts of the Legis- 
lature. Thus, orders were voted by the City Council to 
carry out the provisions of certain special acts, covering 
$27,138,901 of debt issued; and $5,719,300 was issued on 
the strength of the acceptance of certain special acts by 
the City Council. The total amount, namely, $32,858,201 
of debt issued by vote of the City Council, under authority 
of special acts of the Legislature, amounted to 27.81 per 
cent of the total debt issued 1890-1891 to 1908-1909, inclu- 
Sive. 

Of the total amount of debt issued, namely, $118,152,756, 
the amount of $43,533,600, or 36.85 per cent, was issued 
irrespective of any order by the City Council, as follows:

Therefore, it appears that of the total amount of debt 
issued, 1890-1909, namely, $118,152,756, 35.384 per cent 
($41,760,955) was issued in accordance with independent 
action on the part of the City Council, while 64.66 per cent 
($76,391,801) was issued on the authority of special acts of 
the Legislature. 


COMMUNICATION FROM STATISTICS DEPARTMENT. '3 


The City Council, being empowered to do so by special 
acts of the Legislature, authorized the issue of 27.81 per 
cent ($32,858,201) of the total debt issued. 

The amount of debt issued under authority of special 
acts of the Legislature, irrespective of direct or indirect 
action of the City Council, amounted to 36.85 per cent 
($43,533,600) of the whole amount of debt issued 1890-1909.

WILLIAM S. KINNEY. 


Mr. Chairman and Gentlemen of the Committee, —We have 
come before you to-day as the Committee on Legislative 
Matters of the Boston city government, for the purpose of 
opposing and criticising certain of the amendments to the 
city’s charter proposed by the Finance Commission. It has 
devolved upon me to outline and define in a brief manner 
the attitude of our committee. Before considering the charter 
in detail, we desire at this time, as the constituted represen- 
tatives of the citizens of Boston, to give public expression to 
the debt of gratitude which is universally felt in the city 
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for the laborious work which the Finance Commission per- 
formed. And if we lack enthusiasm as to the acceptation of 
all of their conclusions it is because of a difference of opinion 
after a careful deliberation of its amendments, and not 
because of a failure to appreciate the high character or disin- 
terestedness of their work. 

It is only justice to you and to the public and to ourselves 
for us to also state at this time that we realize fully that 
inasmuch as these amendments propose to abolish the City 
Council as it is at present constituted, we are in a sense 
interested parties. But realizing this we have sought to give 
this matter very careful consideration. We have had before 
us a member of the Finance Commission; individual members 
of our committee have interviewed individual members of 
the commission, and we have attempted to view the pro- 
posed amendments from every possible perspective. And, 
therefore, we trust to-day that the arguments which we 
will advance may be considered strictly on their merits, 
without prejudice pro or con occasioned by the official position 
of their authors. 

These amendments are embodied in a draft of 49 sections. 
Sections | to 3 relate exclusively to the Mayor. Sections 4, 
5, 6, 7, and 8 relate exclusively to the proposed new City 
Council. Sections 9 to 27 relate to the City Council and 
Mayor jointly, defining their powers and duties. Sections 
27 to 36 relate to the various departments. . Sections 37 to 41 
relate to the proposed permanent Finance Commission, and 
sections 42 to 49 are termed ‘ Miscellaneous Provisions.”’ + 

We have divided this work among our committee so that 
individual members will consider: individual sections, thus 
preventing a repetition of the various arguments which are 
to be presented. i 

I desire for my part of the work to call your attention par- 
ticularly to sections 1, 2 and 3, and to sections 11 and 12. 

Section 1 presents the radical change of giving the Mayor a 
four-year term. The proponents of this clause argue that 
it is necessary, first, because there is a public demand for 
it, that it is in accordance with the movement of the times; 
and second, because it takes that length of time for a mayor to 
reach his highest degree of efficiency. 

We meet this argument by. pointing out, in the first place, 
that when this question of lengthy terms in office was left 
to the citizens of Boston on the question of biennial state 
elections, the proposition was rejected by a vote of 38,869 to 
23,151, thus indicating as the only public expression of the 
citizens of Boston that there is no demand fora longer term 
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of state officers in the City of Boston. And we argue and 
suggest to you that those cities which are cited as illustrations 
of the four-year term are invariably located in states where 
there are biennial state elections. Indeed, it would seem as 
- though the authors of the four-year term for mayor appre- 
ciated the difficulties which might arise if an undesirable 
mayor should be elected under said conditions, and they 
therefore suggested the somewhat novel change (although it 
is IN vogue in certain cities of the country) of the recall, 
which we find in section 2. 

I realize, gentlemen, that this matter of the recall bas 
been very thoroughly discussed before you in all its aspects, 
and therefore I will not take any great time upon it, but will 
merely suggest three reasons, any one of which we consider, 
when analyzed, to be conclusive and to be sufficient to call 
for the rejection of this proposed recall, and in that event, 
to quote Mr. Ernst of the commission “No recall, no four- 
year term.” The first reason is that to put this matter upon 
the state ballot would cause a mingling of state and municipal 
issues, and produce the very confusion in the minds of the 
voters which the advocates of this charter so strenuously 
plead against. In the second place, at the most recent state 
election, in an off year — and the recall is so timed in this 
draft as to occur in off years, that is, not presidential years — 
the City of Boston polled 78 per cent of its electoral vote. 
This would leave, under the terms of this charter, only 22 
per cent of the city’s vote for an undesirable administration 
to control. And we submit that this could easily be done 
by any administration, with the vast amount of patronage and 
control of the various city departments which any adminis- 
tration has at its command. The third and last reason which 
I will submit is that we might have —if this recall ever 
should become operative —the very anomalous situation 
of a man recalled by a majority vote at the state election, 
and then (by divers candidates entering the. field) elected 
later at the city election by a plurality vote. We think that: 
would be a distinctly anomalous and peculiar position, and 
the open door having been made to it in this charter under 
the recall, we feel that it is an undesirable provision. 

I next desire to call your attention to sections 11 and 12. 
These sections propose what I may term one of the most 
radical suggestions of all those contained in these amendments. 
That is, they propose the transfer to the mayor certain of 
the legislative functions of the city government, namely, 
the absolute veto and the power to originate all appropria- 


tions. 
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In order to clearly demonstrate what we believe to be the 
erroneous and illogical character of this change of power, 
it is necessary to briefly review the history of the city goy- 
ernment. 

The present charter, in fact the only charter as such, was © 
granted in 1822. Under that charter both the executive and 
legislative functions of the city were vested in the city 
council; the mayor was merely a dignified presiding or cer- 
tifying officer. This system, except under the administra- 
tion of the elder Quincy, failed to work well. In 1854 this 
was amended by giving the mayor a qualified veto. But 
still the system was not materially improved; conditions 
grew worse and in 1884 the City Council of Boston appointed 
a commission to investigate conditions. This commission 
made a report advocating very radical changes, so radical 
in fact that the City Council of Boston failed«to act upon 
them. But a citizens’ committee was formed, and they pre- 
sented in 1885 a draft of a charter to the Great and General 
Court, which formed the basis of what have since been 
termed the charter amendments of 1885. The charter amend- 
ments of 1885 transferred the executive functions of the city 
government to the mayor; in addition, they transferred cer- 
tain legislative functions. Since 1885 there have been certain 
perfecting amendments passed, notably that of 1891, when 
the mayor of the city was given the absolute veto over all 
loan bills. 

The members of the commission in suggesting the changes 
in 1885 had supposed that they had solved the question of 
municipal government in Boston. But things have not 
worked out as they expected, conditions have not been as 
ideal as they hoped. Conditions having reached such a 
stage, the Republican Municipal Convention, on November 
23, 1906, started the agitation which culminated in the 
appointment of this Finance Commission. ‘This commission 
has had many lengthy hearings, and has delved deeply into 
the problem of city government, and has reported its find- 
ings at great length. It has used the administration of the 
years 1906 and 1907 as typical of the methods and practices 
which have been in vogue in Boston under the Charter of 
1885, and I therefore for a moment desire to call your atten- 
tion to what they found to be the trouble and difficulty in 
the workings of the city government. 

In the first place, on page 42 they find that mayors make 
political appointments. On page 43 they say that mayors 
let out contracts without advertising. On page 44 they say 
that mayors order heads of departments to award contracts 


/ 
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to politicians. On page 46 they say that mayors refuse to 
abandon expensive city work, such as stone crushers, even 
when advised to do so by experts. On pages 49 to 55 they 
say that mayors refuse to give contracts to the lowest bid- 
ders, and they say that mayors have developed the, spoils 
system to such an extent that the departments have become 
merely an annex to the mayor’s office. 

Under these conditions, gentlemen, they found that a 
large number of abuses of the city government were occa- 
sioned by the misconduct on the part of the Mayor. This 
finding of theirs is further accentuated by them in their 
characterization of the present administration. They say 
that the present administration has saved the City of Boston 
one million of dollars, but they add that the perpetuation of 
the reforms, already accomplished, depends upon the good 
will and courage of the Mayor for the time being. 

They find in regard to the City Council that its powers 
and duties were so diminished by the amendments of 1885 
and the perfecting amendments since enacted as to destroy 
its importance. 

Therefore, to sum up their findings, they are these: That 
we have at the present time in the City of Boston a mayor’s 
office that is possessed of powers enabling a mayor to exer- 
cise a tremendous influence for right or wrong and a City 
Council whose powers have been so shorn and diminished 
as to destroy its importance. 

In view of these findings, one would naturally suppose that 
in proposing a remedy to rid the city of these evils, the com- 
mission would provide adequate checks upon the powers 
of the Mayor, so that if an undesirable mayor were elected 
he would be unable to use the powers of his office, as they 
have found that mayors have done since 1885, to the great 
detriment of the city, and that since the commission had 
recognized that the change considered desirable before 1885 
was, as expressed by Mr. Nathan Matthews when himself 
Mayor, in his valedictory address, ‘‘that the executive func- 
tions of the city should be separated from the legislative,” 
that the commission would propose to separate these two 
functions, and we were therefore quite surprised to find 
them proposing as a remedy and a check upon this great 
power of the Mayor, to give him still more power and to 
take still more power from the City Council. 

Therefore we submit that these sections 11 and 12, inas- 
much as they propose to transfer to the Mayor legislative 
functions of the city government, to wit, an absolute veto 
over all acts of the City Council and the sole power to originate 
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appropriations, theoretically, practically, and as a result of 
the political experience of the city, are wrong, and that the 
system, which the history of our city government has demon- 
strated conclusively will be most efficient, will be one in 
which: the executive functions of the city government are 
vested solely in a mayor, and the legislative functions of the 
city government vested in a strong, virile, representative 
city council. 

As to what form such a city council should take, I leave to 
the next member of our committee, and I introduce to you 
at this time Councilman Goodwin. (Applause.) 

The CHarRMAN. Can you leave your statement with the 
committee, Mr. Kinney? 

Mr. Kinney. I think so; I have it in substance. 


FRANK A. GOODWIN. 


The CHatrMan. What is your full name, please? 

Mr. Goopwin. Frank A. Goodwin. 

The CHatrMAN. And address? 

Mr. Goopwin. 986 Saratoga street, East Boston. 

The CHarrMAN. Most of those who have favored these 
amendments have based their conclusions. upon the findings 
of the Finance Commission without any further consideration. 
Now, of course, if the premises of the Finance Commission are 
either false or incomplete, then the conclusions are not neces- 
sarily true. 

I heard Mr. Fish yesterday make a powerful appeal for 
this charter, and the particular point, upon which he seemed 
to argue, was that a municipal corporation should be similar 
to a business corporation. Mr. Fish is a business man; I do 
not think that he knows very much about,politics. I would 
like to read you the answer to that areument of Mr. Fish from 
a man who is a business man, and at the same time knows 
probably more about politics than any man in Boston: 


The theory that the affairs of a city should be managed like those of 
an ordinary business corporation is attractive and widespread; but it 
is founded on the fallacy of supposing that a municipality is a business 
corporation; and its advocates are generally driven to support a limita- 
tion of the suffrage. While the modern city is technically a corporation, 
its constitution, machinery and objects are wholly different from those 
of private companies. . . . Its object is not to make a pecuniary profit 
for its members but to provide for their safety, health and comfort, their 
education and pleasure, to relieve their poor and help their sick, and gen- 
erally to do things that no business corporation was ever chartered to 
accomplish. . . . Municipal corporations are organized not to make 
money, but to spend it; their object is government, not profit. They 
are by statute law in Massachusetts “bodies politic’; the ‘“‘main pur- 
pose of their organization is political,” and they ‘differ distinetively and 
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widely from private and moneyed corporations both in organization, 
government and action.” ... A city government founded on demo- 
cratic self-governing principles was, is and ever will be a political and 
not a business corporation; and it is only through a comprehension of 
this fundamental fact that a correct understanding can be reached of 
the phenomena of municipal life in the United States. ... A certain 
inefficiency, a certain waste, must be conceded as part of the price we 
must pay for the blessings of free institutions; and success cannot be 
attained without the most thoughtful study and unceasing vigilance and 
effort; but there ought to be no doubt of the ultimate capacity of the 
American people to work this problem out, as they have so many others. 


No doubt you will be surprised to know that Mr. Nathan 
Matthews is the author of that statement. This is just as 
true to-day as it was when it was written; it is a conclusive 
answer to Mr. Fish from a man who has had political as well 
as business training, and it was written when the gentleman 
had no axe to grind. 

Among the proposed changes suggested by the Finance 
Commission, in my opinion the most dangerous is the one to 
do away with the bicameral system of government, and put 
in its place a single chamber of nine men. Nine men elected 
at large cannot possibly be representative of a large cosmo- 
politan population in a city of 600,000 people. When I say 
that, I think that the present system of electing the Board of 
Aldermen should not be changed; I think anything of that 
kind would be a step backward. But at the same time, if we 
are to have representative government in Boston, the only 
way we can have it is by ward or district representation. 

When I appeared before this committee some two weeks 
ago in opposition to Mr. Pierce’s billto abolish the Common 
Council, you will remember I was called rather suddenly and 
gave you some incomplete figures as to what the Common 
Council has done for the City of Boston. I have those figures 
now officially from the Statistics Department of the City of 
Boston, and I will call your attention to them and leave them 
with you. 

In the twelve years from 1895 to 1907 or 1908, the Board of 
Aldermen passed $15,000,000 worth of loans that the Common 
Council killed; and in those same years the Common Council 
passed only $1,790,000 that the Board of Aldermen killed. 
Those figures show two things. Added together they show that 
the bicameral system has saved the City of Boston in all prob- 
ability $17,000,000 or $18,000,000 in the last twelve years; 
taken separately they show that a larger body is a greater 
check than a smaller body upon hasty legislation. 

I do not suppose that one man out of a hundred who is in 
favor of abolishing the Common Council ever knew that the 
Common. Council did anything of any importance for the City 
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of Boston. I was here one day and heard Judge Lowell make 
the statement — I think he said —that any good that the 
Common Council had ever done, he had never heard seriously 
mentioned. Now, Judge Lowell and my distinguished fellow 
citizen, Mr. Bates, both served in the Common Council in the 
year 1891, under Nathan Matthews, Jr., and after looking up 
the minutes of the meetings for that year and the year after- 
wards I agree with Judge Lowell and Mr. Bates that the 
Common Council of that year should have been abolished. 
(Laughter and applause.) I think it would have been more 
fortunate, though, for the City of Boston subsequently if 
the Mayor of that year had been abolished. (Laughter.) 

While the Common Council has saved millions of dollars 
for the City of Boston under the present charter, it cannot 
put upon the city one cent of expenditure. A statute was 
passed some time ago, as you have heard mentioned here 
to-day, that gives the Mayor practically absolute veto power 
over loans, and under the Charter of 1885 when money is 
appropriated for a head of a department, that head of a 
department has absolute power over the spending of that 
money; the Common Council has absolutely nothing what- 
ever to do with it. The Finance Commission knows this just 
as well as I do, and just as well as the statutes show; at 
the same time they blame the City Council’ for all the ills 
to which Boston is heir. 

On page 24 of this final volume that they sent out, they 
say: 


The City Council as a body gives no serious consideration to its duties. 


What they mean by that is, that when the City Council does 
give any serious consideration to its duties nobody knows 
anything about it, but when the City Council does any- 
thing foolish, as it often does, the newspapers are full of it. 


In 1907 twenty-eight of the forty-two joint standing committees had 
no papers referred to them, and held no meetings. 


That is accounted for, to a certain extent, in this way: For 
years it has been a custom to appoint certain committees; 
some of them have lost their usefulness. The other day we 
asked Mr. Babson officially what use there was for the Com- 
mittee on Vessels and Ballast, and he told us that a law had 
been passed in 1854 that did away with whatever duties 
that committee had. (Laughter.) 

And then upon the consolidation of different departments, 
for instance, the Street Department, there is no necessity 
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for a committee on sewers, streets, street watering, or any- 
thing of that kind; it is all one department, and can be 
handled by one committee. So while that statement is true, 
yet all that goes with it is not true; the inference they desire 
to have drawn from it is not true. 

The Finance Commission goes on to say: 


In the Common Council of that year four hundred and seventy orders 
were introduced and “referred to the Mayor” without discussion or 
vote. 


That is true, and I think that is one of the best arguments — 
or the fact that this happened is one of the best arguments — 
why we should have ward representation. I will just give 
you a little illustration. When they fixed certain streets in 
my district, they moved a watering trough, and after the 
streets were completed the Water Department didn’t see 
fit to put the trough back. The Improvement Association 
of the section where I live asked me to put an order into 
the Council asking to have that watering trough put back. 
I put an order in, which was referred to the Mayor and by 
him to the head of the department, and the watering trough 
was put back. There was no use in making any argument 
about that; that order simply needed to be referred to the 
Mayor. 
Then the report says: 


Its work on the annual appropriations bill consists generally of attempt- 
ing to raise the Mayor’s estimates to the maximum amount allowed by 
law, with a preference for those departments where the patronage is 
largest. 


No doubt you have recently seen in the papers that our 
committee has raised the appropriation $1,000,000. We have 
raised it $1,000,000 over what the Mayor wanted to give, but 
only about $230,000 over what the heads of departments 
asked for. In other words, the heads of departments sent 
out an estimate, and the Mayor cut it $800,000, as if the » 
heads of departments, attending to their own particular busi- 
ness, did not know more about it than the Mayor of Boston. 
If this committee would like to have them, I would like to 
send up the stenographic reports containing the statements 
made by the heads of departments in those departments 
where we raised the appropriation. We did not raise any 
appropriation above what they said was absolutely necessary 
for the good of the City of Boston, and of course our commit- 
tee felt. that the Mayor was only trying to save money, that

ought to be spent, for his own personal benefit, that is, in 
order to make a good record, to the detriment of the City of 
Boston. 

The report further says: 


Loan bills are logrolled through with more regard for the demands 
of interested constituents and the possibility of jobs than for the needs 
of the city as a whole. 


That is answered by the fact that the Mayor has absolute 

veto power over the loan bill, so what difference does it 

make whether’ we “logroll’? them through or not? 
Another statement that is made is this: 


The annual borrowing capacity of the city within the debt limit is 
treated as affording so much more money to be spent; and every occa- 
sion is seized to petition the Legislature for leave to borrow additional 
millions outside the debt limit. 


The Mayor is the one who asks the Legislature to give him 
more millions; for what reason does the Finance Cmmission 
use that statement as a basis for criticism of the City Council? 
The findings and recommendations which you have before 
you are, with all due respect to the other members of the 
Finance Commission the findings of Mr. Nathan Matthews, 
assisted and aided by John A. Sullivan and George U. Crocker. 
In all well-regulated.courts the testimony of a party in interest 
should be carefully scrutinized. If I were asked to appoint a 
commission to explain to the people of Boston the science of 
graft, I would have named those aforesaid gentlemen. 
(Laughter.) If I were asked to appoint a commission 
The CHatiRMAN. Mr. Goodwin, the committee sees nothing 
to be gained by going into that line of argument. 
Mr. Goopwin. ‘The only reason I mention that is because 
I consider that the statements made by the Finance Commis- 
sion have been taken as absolutely true 
The CHAIRMAN. We don’t care 
Mr. Goopwin. -—— and they have not come before this 
committee to argue this thing. I have been here several days 
and have heard gentlemen in favor of the bill, and they all 
seem to take it for granted that what these men say is abso- 
lutely right. I think that the reputation of these men in 
connection with city affairs, and the reason that they were 
on this commission, and what they covered up while they 
were on this commission, are material in order to get at the 
proper meat of the whole thing. At the same time, Mr. 
Chairman, if you don’t desire that I should go into that, I 
will not press that particular point. I would like to call your 
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attention now to page 56. I think on that page, under the 
heading of “General Results,” the Finance Commission 
marshaled all their figures together to show the terrible 
financial condition of Boston, and to blame the City Council 
for it. They say: 

The general results of the city government as administered under the 


present charter may be accurately measured, so far as the city finances 
as a whole are concerned, by the increase of expenditures, taxes and debt. 


The first statement on this page that I would like to call 
attention to is this: > 


From 1884 to 1895 the ordinary department expenditures of the city 
and county increased from $8,595,227 to $11,241,971, or 30 per cent in 
eleven years. 


I was rather curious to know why he (Nathan Matthews) 
took 1884 to compare with 1895. I noticed a couple of 
paragraphs lower it says, that in 1884 the tax rate was $17 
and it suddenly dropped to $12.80, so I went to the City 
Auditor and found out that the.department expenditures in 
1884 were half a million more than they were in the next year. 
Of course 1895 being the last year of Mr. Matthews’ adminis- 
tration, he preferred very much to compare the increase of 
expenditures with 1884 to comparing with 1885; if he had 
compared them with 1885, it would have been a 40 per cent 
increase instead of 30 per cent. 

The report goes on to say: 


By 1907 the ordinary department expenditures had risen to Bite 464,573, 
an increase of 55 per cent in twelve years. 


It doesn’t say anything further than that, but leaves the 
inference to be drawn that the city government is responsible 
for it. I went to the City Auditor and found out that in 1895 
the amount spent for schools was $2,214,000, and in 1907 it 
was $3,830,000, or an increase of 73 per cent. I don’t see any 
criticism of the School Department by the Finance Commission, 
and yet the department expenditures in the Schoolhouse 
Department rose in greater proportion than the other depart- 
ments of the city. One statement to which I take particular 
exception, is the next one, showing the attempt — if I may 
use the strong word — to deceive the public: 


The net debt of the city, properly. computed, that is, including the 
city’s proportion of the metropolitan district debts, was "$24, 752 949 in 
1885, $39,418,266 in 1895, and $106,789,346 in 1907. 


The net debt of the City of Boston, properly computed, does 
not include the metropolitan debt. The reason it was ‘prop- 
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erly computed ” here was because in 1885, the year with which 
~ he desired to make comparison, there wasn’t any such thing 
as a metropolitan debt, and in 1895 there was about $2, 000,000, 
while in 1907 there was $37,000,000. 


In the twelve years from 1895 to 1907 the increase of the debt was 
$6155 L,OSOKE ye 

Since 1895 the debt has been growing seven and one-half times as fast 
_ as population and four and one-half times as rapidly as the increase (or 

inflation) of the assessors’ valuations. 


. I saw in the paper the other day an account of the meeting 

of the Committee of One Hundred, where a gentleman by the 
name of Upham, I think, laid great stress upon that state- 
ment as one of the particular reasons why the government 
of the City of Boston should be changed, because the debt 
has been growing four and one-half times as fast as the assessed 
valuation. Now, on the next page (57) you will find, about 
half way down: 


This alarming condition is almost entirely due to the financial opera- 
tions of the past twelve years. . 


That statement is true. 


The responsibility for these conditions does not rest wholly with the 
city government, but the greater part of it does. 


That statement is absolutely untrue. Down further, in 
order to accentuate that, they make this statement: 


Some of the loans which have contributed to this result were forced 
upon the city by the Legislature, but by far the greater part have been 
deliberately voted by the City Council and approved by the Mayor for 
the time being in office. 


Knowing that that was not true, I went to the City Auditor 
and asked him to give me a-statement of the amount of the 
loans that were issued from 1895 to 1907, and to divide them 
in such a manner as to show what amount the city govern- 
ment ‘was directly responsible for, what amount the state 
had forced upon the city, and what amount the state and 
city were jointly responsible for. In those twelve years there 
were $82,000,000 worth of bonds issued; of these $82,000,000, 
$20,000,000 the City Council alone was responsible for, or 
24 per cent; $38,000,000 the Legislature absolutely forced 
upon the City of Boston; $23,000,000 the city probably 
asked for, and the Legislature allowed them to have it, or gave 
them permission to accept certain acts. Adding -to that 
$82,000,000 that have been issued, $39,000,000 — or 
$38,000,000 — which is our share of the metropolitan debt, 
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there is $120,000,000 of debt practically saddled upon the 
City of Boston in twelve years, and out of that the City 
Council is responsible for only $20,000,000, or 17 per cent, the 
rest the City Council cannot be blamed for. Sometimes 
when I read these figures and statements I wonder that 
these public-spirited citizens who are enjoying the con- 
fidence and approbation of a large body of our best citizens 
would dare to submit such statements and figures over 
their signatures. I take it that most of them had nothing 
to do with the writing of this report, for I can imagine but one 
man who would have the ability and would dare to do it. 
That man knows more about Boston and more about the 
amendments to this charter than any other man in Boston, 
but he is so busy just now trying to take away from the City 
of Boston the control of $5,000,000 that was left it by the 
late George F. Parkman, that he cannot bother to come here. 
I have another matter that I would like to call to your atten- 
tion, but rather than take up the time of this committee 
I will submit it. I have opposed some of the direct statements 
that have been made that I consider untrue, and I would like 
to call to the attention of this committee certain suppressions 
—that were very material, or would be, to a consideration of 
the cause of Boston’s condition—that these gentlemen, for 
reasons best known to themselves, have not given to the 
public. Thank you, Mr. Chairman and gentlemen. 

Representative RoUSMANIERE. When you were up here 
before, Mr. Goodwin, I asked you to have a paper prepared, 
if you would, showing the amount of loans that had been 
defeated by the Common Council in, say, the last five or 
six years, compared with the Board of Aldermen. Have you 
been kind enough to do it? 

Mr. Goopwin. Yes; this is what I offer to the committee. 

Representative RousMANIERE. ‘Those are the figures for 
twelve years, aren’t they? 

Mr. Goopwin. Yes, and that includes the last six years. 

Representative ROUSMANIERE. It is true, Mr. Goodwin, 
isn’t it, that during the last six years the Common Council 
has defeated, I think, about $150,000 of loans, while the. 
Board of Aldermen has defeated something over a million? 

Mr. Goopwin. They have in the last three years, that I 
know of. 

Representative RousMANIERE. During the last three years? 

Mr. GoopwIn. Yes. 

Representative ROUSMANIERE. One more question, Mr. 
Goodwin. Has the city government of Boston during the 
last five years been to your mind what it should be? 
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Mr. Goopwin. Well, I don’t think you could run any city 
government exactly right because it is political, there is 
bound to be some waste. 

Representative RousMANIERE. Would you say that it 
has been about as near right as you think a city govern- 
ment could be run? 

Mr. Goopwin. No; I think there should be some changes 
made. 

Representative RousMANIERE. Will you suggest those 
changes? . 

Mr. Goopwin. Yes; I will be pleased to. I think you 
should change the manner of electing the Common Council. 
You have a bill here, I understand, that has been submitted 
by Mr. Fay. I think the present method of electing council- 
men is unfair to certain wards; and I think you have too 
many in the Common Council; you don’t get the best men. 
For instance, I think if you would give one representative 
in the Common Council to each ward, and then another 
representative for every 3,000 registered voters, you would 
get a body that would represent the people. 

The CHAtRMAN. How large a body would that be? 

Mr. Goopwin. I think it would be about thirty-eight or 
thirty-nine, somewhere along there. I haven’t figured it out 
exactly. Another thing, I think the one point of all others 
that is necessary in the city government in order to have 
honest administration is publicity. If you have publicity 
you will arouse public opinion, and I think public opinion is 
the only cure for dishonest administration. The City Council 
now has authority to investigate by a special committee any 
of the heads of departments, and summon them before’ 
them. But in ‘order to get a committee of that kind 
appointed you have got to have a majority of the council. 
Now, of course, when you have a mayor who controls the 
City Council, as they sometimes do, in all probability you 
could not get through any proposition to have a committee 
investigate any of his heads of departments. But I think 
if you would change that law so that one-third of the Common 
_ Council could at any time order an investigation of a certain 

department, and have the man who puts in the order name 
the committee, so that the president of the council could not 
name it, then you would get all the publicity you want. I 
think you would find enough members of the City Council 
who are looking for publicity all the time to keep the people 
in touch with what is goingon. There are some things in 
this report of the Finance Commission that I believe in. 
I believe in fining any member of the city government who 
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interferes with the executive branches; I believe in punish- 
ifg him. But at the same time, if you pass that law you 
want to pass another one fining any head of a department 
who comes to a member of the City Council and asks him 
to vote a certain way. I think that would just about 
equalize it, because I think there are more heads of depart- 
ments influencing the members of the council than there 
are members of the council influencing the heads of depart- 
ments. I think another good thing would be to give the 
City Auditor comptroller powers, so that he could refuse to 
pay any bills which he was satisfied were not right. I think 
that would be a very important thing, and one of the most 
important things. 

Representative NicHots. Mr. Goodwin, are the changes 
that you suggest your views alone or have they the approval 
of your legislative committee? 

Mr. Goopwin. I didn’t hear that. 

Representative Nicuots. I say, are the changes that you 
suggest your own suggestions or those of the legislative 
committee? 

Mr. Goopwin. The new method of electing the Common 
Council has been talked over by us, but we haven’t taken 
any vote on it. I have heard members of our committee 
express the same views that I have. 

Representative Brown. In connection with this board 
of thirty-nine members which you suggested, would you also 
have two chambers — also have a Board of Aldermen? 

_Mr. Goopwin. Yes; for this reason: When you have your - 
Board of Aldermen you have men elected at large, and you 
are liable to get some very good men, better men than you 
will by district representation. I realize that. But at the 
same time, in a great city like Boston, with 600,000 popula- 
tion, Jews, Italians and all other kinds of people, you have 
vot to have district or ward representation. 

Representative Brown. What would you say, Mr. Good- 
win, to a proposition of having ward representation, but the 
City Council in one body? 

Mr. Goopwin. Well, there is the great occasion for log- 
rolling. If you will look at the Finance Commission’s 
report, they said, and I remember reading in the paper 
where Mr. Bates stated, that members of the City Council 
in order to get this or that for their district all meet together, 
and I suppose that is what they call “logrolling.” This 
man gets this for his district, and the other man gets that for 
his district. But even if you had the logrolling in that 
larger body, the Common Council, it would not necessarily 
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come into the considerations of the smaller body which Js 
elected at large. And I think that the figures which I have 
given, showing that the two bodies have been a check upon 
each other to the extent of seventeen million of dollars, are 
a good argument for a bicameral City Council. 

Representative RousMANIERE. Those figures that I asked 
you for were since the Board of Aldermen was elected in its 
present manner, weren’t they? 

Mr. Goopwin. No; not necessarily I think the Board 
of Aldermen has been elected now in that manner for five 
or SIX years. 

Representative ROUSMANIERE. Are you quite sure, that 
it was not in 1904 that it was first so elected? 

Mr. Goopwin. Well, it has been shifting back and forth, 
first one method and then the other. 

Representative RoUSMANIERE. So the figures submitted 
by you — from 1897, I think you said — were figures for 
the period when the Board of Aldermen was elected by 
districts, weren’t they? 

Mr. Goopwin. What do you mean? 

Representative RousMANIERE. The Board of Aldermen 
in the late 90’s, 1897-and 1900, was elected by districts, 
wasn’t it? 

Mr. Goopwin. Well, I say it kept changing back and 
forth. There was a time when they elected them by dis- 
tricts, and then they shifted and elected them at large. Now 
they are nominated by districts and elected at large. I 
think the present scheme is the best one we have had yet; 
we get a minority representation. The particular point in 
that that makes it good is the fact that you can only vote 
for seven. 

Mr. Kinney. Mr. Chairman, I desire to introduce at this 
time Councilman Frank B. Crane, who will take up, with 
your permission, sections 15 and 16 of the proposed charter. 

The Cuarrman. What is your full name, Mr. Crane? 

Mr. Cranzr. Frank B. Crane. 

The CHarrmMan. And your address? 

Mr. Cranz. 61 Dracut street, Dorchester, Ward 24. 


FRANK B. CRANE. 


Mr. Chairman and Gentlemen, —I will say that I will be 
very briéf, as I have but two sections in charge. 

Section 15 is a very clear and well-defined proposition; 
it proposes to wipe out completely all primary election for 
municipal offices. I have found it very hard to realize that 
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there have been so many gentlemen before you, you gentle- 
men, every one of whom has been elected by a constituency 
of one party or another, and by that party whose principles 
are as sacred to you as your religion, to advocate the abolish- 
ment of primary elections in the City of Boston. 

For years the caucus question was the great bone of 
contention in our city, and finally the primary election was 
adopted as the best and most practical solution of the problem 
of reducing voting by one party in the caucuses of another 
to a minimum. Not alone that, but the abolishment of the 
primary election means practically the destruction of party 
organization, which would be in my opinion demoralizing 
to party principles and party responsibilities, which are the 
safeguards of good government. If such abolishment was 
enacted the evils of corrupt politics would begin, and the 
so-called leaders and bosses of Boston would be offered 
exceptionally good opportunities to practice their boss rule. 
The few years of life of the primary election have proved 
that the power to make nominations has been placed in the 
hands of the people, and the people of Boston have just as 
much right to choose their candidates as they have to choose 
their officials. 

There are many other faults in this wonderful charter bill 
which have been presented to you and will be presented to 
you. Of the proposed method of nominating candidates 
for municipal offices too much cannot be said in opposition. 
I propose to speak very briefly on this subject, without 
gloves. Section 16 states: 


Any male qualified registered voter in said city may be nominated for 
any municipal elective office in said city. 


Well, that isn’t anything new; they could always do that, 
provided they could get votes enough. But with this system 
of nominating, what would the result be? In the first place, 
we should get the first chapter of our city election in the 
midst of a state election, when the Mayor would muster all . 
his friends that he might hold on to his life job with a firm 
erip. 

Section 16 also states that to have his name appear on an 
official ballot a candidate must file with the election commis- 
sioners nomination papers signed by at least 5,000 registered 
voters who are qualified to vote for said candidate. It has 
undoubtedly occurred to you what the method is that would 
probably have to be adopted in securing these 5,000 names. 
No doubt you have all had experience in the past in securing 
names to nomination papers, and you know how hard it is 
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to secure 50 or 100 names. Then consider the 5,000 prop- 
osition, or 200 for every ward in Boston. How can they 
be secured? I maintain that it can only be done by the 
organization of clubs, paid for by candidates, or by the use 
of money given to men to get the requisite number of signers 
—which, to be accurate as to the number of registered 
voters and correctness of signing, would have to be seven or 
eight thousand. As to the manner of securing these names 
it is not too much to say that the barrooms of Boston, the 
pool rooms, the lower class of club rooms, loafing resorts of 
various kinds, would be called upon and taxed to their utmost 
capacity in furnishing names to adorn a candidate’s nomina- 
tion paper at the request of the heeler, who for a financial 
consideration would be able to deliver a certain number of 
names. 

Another example of the unfairness that might prevail is 
this: Under the proposition to abolish party designations, 
and the proposed method of nominating candidates, it opens 
up the very avenue that for years every honest man has 
desired to see closed up tight. That is, the bringing of 
religion into politics. Just as sure as we are here to-day, 
if this abominable section of this charter bill should be 
accepted, this proposition which, in my opinion, shows on 
the face of it that it was put in without a sane moment’s 
thought or study by the men who are responsible for its 
authorship, candidates would at once proceed to search 
every sectarian organization in Boston for names and votes. 
We must think and figure this matter out without prejudice 
or bigotry, but we must also figure out what the result would 
be. Over 50 per cent of the registered voters of Boston 
are Roman Catholics, and the greater majority of those 
are presumably the descendants of Irish ancestors. Just 
as sure as blood is thicker than water, the Irishman is going 
to vote with the Irish candidate, the Jew with the Jew, 
and so on throughout: our city. “Race prejudice is bound 
to grow, and the very thing that the, honest man interested 
in public affairs has tried to keep down for years with con-. 
siderable success is bound to come to the top, and can only 
create trouble where good order now exists. 

Gentlemen, I thank you for your courteous attention. 
(Applause. ) 

Mr. Kinney. Mr. Chairman, I desire at this time to call 
upon Councilman Walter R. Meins, who will consider sections 
ov to 41 and the proposition of a permanent finance com- 
mission. ; 

The CHatrrMAN. What is your address, Mr. Meins? 

Mr. Meins. 171 Humboldt avenue, Ward 21. 
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WALTER R. MEINS. 


Mr. Chairman and Gentlemen,— Realizing that the com- 
mittee is anxious to have the arguments disposed of this 
morning as rapidly as possible, I shall endeavor to be very 
brief, and expect to finish within fifteen minutes. 

In considering a bill whose sections are as closely inter- 
related as those of the proposed charter amendments now 
before you, it is inevitable that the sixth or seventh in a 
series of speakers will overlap, to a certain degree at least, 
the subject matter of the arguments of the preceding speak- 
ers. However, our committee from the City Council has 
sought to divide the presentation of our remonstrance as 
nearly as possible according to the particular sections of 
the proposed amendments themselves, and it has fallen to 
my lot to deal with those sections which provide for the 
establishment of a permanent state-appointed finance com- 
mission. Now I shall be very glad to deal with those sec- 
tions, but particularly in view of the bearing that they 
have upon that larger, wider aspect of the subject which I 
desire to make my principal contention; and that is, that 
the proposed charter amendments provide a form of munici- 
pal government that amounts, virtually and substantially, 
to government by state commission. And in order to make 
my remarks as brief and as concise as possible, I have adopted 
what is for me the somewhat unusual course of reducing my 
remarks to writing. 

In thus arguing that the pending amendments would estab- 
lish, in effect, though not in name, a state commission govern- 
ment instead of a government by the people of Boston, I 
desire to direct your attention to three points which sub- 
stantiate the proposition. First, the proposed amendments 
make no provision for a representative assembly; second, 
the proposed amendments provide that the exercise of the 
most important prerogative of the mayor,— the appointment 
of executive heads — shall be absolutely subject to approval 
by a state commission; and third, the proposed amend- 
ments provide for a state-appointed permanent finance 
commission. 

Considering then the first point, that these amendments 
provide no representative assembly, I mean an assembly 
truly representative, — adequately representative of the 
people of this great city. The basis of all local government 
in New England has always been the people. From the days 
of the earliest English settlers the right of the inhabitants to 
assemble and discuss and promulgate rules and measures 
for the government of their community has been deemed 
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inherent. Thus the town meeting theory, involving, as it 
does, the fullest participation in government by the people, 
is the foundation of all our institutions. But as communi- 
ties grew larger, and the population more numerous, it 
became impossible, as a practical matter, for all of the citi- 
zens to assemble in public meeting, and a substitute, involv- 
ing as little change as possible and maintaining the theory 
of participation by the people, was found in the representa- 
tive system. | 

Perhaps I can make this point particularly clear, Mr. 
Chairman and gentlemen, to you who are sent to represent 
the people in this year’s Legislature, by citing a very few 
figures. If I remember correctly, the City of Boston sends 
to the House of Representatives fifty members; the City of 
Boston sends to our State Senate six members from districts 
which are carved entirely out of the territorial expanse of 
the city, and I think three more from districts which are 
composed in large part of the territory of Boston, but which 
are combined to some extent with wards of Cambridge and 
Chelsea and the towns of Winthrop and Revere. So that 
the City of Boston sends to this Legislature, which is the 
assemblage for the entire state, fifty-nine members — or 
fifty-six, if you quibble—while the Finance Commission pro- 
poses that the assemblage to represent only the City of 
Boston shall consist of but nine members. 

I therefore come back to my original phrase,—“ adequately 
representative,’— a representation of the citizens as large | 
as is consistent with proper discussion and deliberation of 
public affairs, and I strenuously object to the proposal of 
the Finance Commission to turn over the control of the affairs 
of the City of Boston to any board of nine men as a dan- 
gerous and ‘outrageous departure from the basic principle 
of representative government. (Applause.) 

But will the nine men, as a matter of fact, control the 
affairs of the city? Waiving the very great objection of 
inadequate representation, you must be aware, gentlemen, 
that the proposed board of nine will be lacking in all real 
power. Section 11 of the proposed amendments provides 
that all appropriations must originate with the Mayor, and 
the following section makes the Mayor’s veto on all meas- 
ures absolute. Why, then, have the board of nine at all? 
If they are to be deprived of all power of initiative in fixing 
the sums to carry on the city’s business,— if their every act 
and deed is to be subject to arbitrary veto over which they 
have no power to pass a measure, the board will be worse 
than a useless ornament, for its members will be mere pup- 
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pets in the hands of the Mayor. Their deliberations will be 
wasted time, their acts will be impotent, their very official 
position will be a joke, and Boston’s government will be 
branded with the mark of insincerity, for this board of nine 
will be but a sop thrown. out to the people,— a poor mockery 
on representative government,— the form without the sub- 
stance. 

Let me come now to the second point that I would impress 
upon you, referring to the requirement that all executive 
heads shall be appointed by the Mayor, but subject to -con- 
firmation by the State Civil Service Commission. Notwith- 
standing the avowed purpose of the Finance Commission to 
concentrate responsibility in the chief executive, repeatedly 
emphasized in the report before you, this provision serves 
_to most effectively divide responsibility between city and 
state. It would make possible a constant wrangle between 
mayor and commission over appointments; mutual recrim- 
ination would prevail, and it 1s easy to perceive that a dead- 
locked situation would often result. And the right of the 
commission to arbitrarily refuse confirmation without assign- 
ing reason would only intensify the dispute. 

Moreover, this provision provides a distinct step backward 
from present conditions. ‘The .Mayor now has authority 
to appoint a number of boards without confirmation by 
the Board of Aldermen, but under the proposed amendments 
all heads of departments and boards would be subject to 
the state commission’s approval. Therefore, both because 
it reduces the Mayor’s present power of appointment and 
because it divides responsibility for all appointments this 
provision is objectionable, and in the last analysis amounts 
to the conduct of the administrative branch of the city by 
a state board. 

Before coming to the proposal for a permanent finance 
commission, I cannot forego this opportunity to deplore the 
late Finance Commission’s departure from its original pur- 
poses and precepts. Appointed to investigate the financial 
affairs of the city, and to devise ways and means for the 
better husbanding of the city’s resources, It is to be deeply 
regretted that the members allowed themselves to abandon 
the constructive criticism and recommendations as to details 
of administration that would have been extremely valuable 
in order to perform the least important of their tasks,— the 
framing of a new charter,—and then to do that poorly. 
However, on the whole, I have nothing but praise for the 
late Finance Commission. As a temporary body, it served 
a good purpose. During the early part of its existence it 
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made many valuable recommendations, and if it had done 
nothing more than create the civic awakening which it has 
caused, its existence would be justified. The only remark- 
able thing about it is that, after having produced this great 
civic awakening, the commission has failed to make any 
recommendation to give the awakened public an oppor- 
tunity to directly pass upon this charter. That matter, how- 
ever, I understand, is to be more thoroughly dealt with by 
Councilman Ducey. | 

Now, what of the permanent finance commission as pro- 
posed in the amendments? One might naturally inquire 
what use there would be for a finance commission if this 
charter, designed to create such an ideal government, should 
be adopted. At any rate, I think that we will all agree that 
the work for any finance commission hereafter will be much , 
less than that of the commission whose term of office recently 
expired,— for much investigation has been made, recom- 
mendations have been framed, public interest has been 
focused on municipal affairs, and certainly it will not be 
necessary for another finance commission to compile a charter. 
Yet, gentlemen, you are asked to provide generous salaries 
for the members of the proposed finance commission, while 
those who have submitted this report have received no com- 
pensation, apparently on the principle of the less the work 
the more the pay. It may be suggested that this is not a fair 
statement, as the recent Finance Commission really earned 
compensation, but generously donated their services to the 
public good in time of emergency — which I readily agree is 
true. But this matter of compensation leads to a further 
comparison, affecting the relative importance of the duties 
of the proposed permanent finance commission, for if you 
admit that it is proper to pay the chairman of the proposed 
commission $5,000 and the other four members $3,000, 
while each of the proposed board of nine aldermen receives 
only $1,500, you have furnished a very good argument 


that the duties of a member of the finance commission will — 


be more important in the government of the city than the 
duties of an alderman —a very good argument to support 
my contention that these amendments provide a government 
to be administered in large measure by state-appointed 
officials. So that this little consideration of salaries leads 
- to this conclusion, namely, that if the proposed salaries of 
the proposed permanent finance commission will be legiti- 
mately earned, it follows that the state-appointed permanent 
finance commission will exercise more important functions 
in the city government than the officials elected by the 
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people, otherwise they would not be entitled to more salary 
than the officials elected by the people; or, if the duties 
of the proposed commission are to be confined simply to 
scrutiny and publicity, without the responsibility of govern- 
ment, as is argued in its favor, than the proposed salaries 
constitute a gentlemanly grab. 

There is another aspect of the proposal for a permanent 
finance commission which appeals to me very strongly. 
Section 38 provides that: 


It shall be the duty of the Finance Commission from time to time to 
-investigate any and all matters relating to appropriations, loans, expendi- 
tures, accounts and methods of administration affecting the city of 
Boston or the County of Suffolk, or any department thereof, that may 
appear to the commission to require investigation, and to report thereon 
from time to time to the Mayor, the City Council, the Governor, or the 
General Court. 


I object to the latent possibilities in that section which 
would permit the coloring and prejudicing of reports, for I 
realize that men of unquestioned integrity are often influenced 
by an unconscious bias, and I believe that any proposition for 
publicity should be strictly limited to a publication of actual 
facts and figures, without argument, recommendation or 
comment by the officials intrusted with the duty of publish- 
ing. The public can be safely trusted to frame their own 
conclusions, and in my opinion any scheme for publicity 
should strictly exclude the expression of mere opinion by the 
publishing authority. Such publicity could be effectively and 
efficiently obtained by a well organized statistics department 
fully publishing all details of administration under require- 
ment of statute, or by a provision permitting a minority 
portion of the City Council to appoint a committee of investi- 
gation at any time. 

Let me recapitulate briefly by submitting that the proposed 
amendments, by making no provision for an adequately 
representative assembly, by providing for state control of 
appointments of all heads of departments, and by providing 
a state-appointed investigating and advisory board as a 
permanent finance commission, establish a government 
whose essential features are those of the state commission 
type. 

Its most ardent advocates are to be found among fia who 
assume the blind, dogmatic attitude of Mr! A. F. Ayers, who, 
speaking at a recent meeting, is reported to have said: 


Nobody is qualified to discuss the charter in the brief time it is up for 
discussion. These men who have given it their earnest study have said 
_ that it is right. 
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Thus, gentlemen, this output of the late Finance Commission 
is held up as the last word on municipal government. ‘‘ These 
men have said that it is right.’”’ So beit. (Applause.) 

I venture to believe, Mr. Chairman, that notwithstanding 
that these men have said that it is right, you will give very 
erave consideration to the arguments that have been advanced 
against the passage of this bill. I venture to believe that 
you will realize that the enactment of this bill into law would 
constitute a reproach to the state and an insult to the intelli- 
gence of the citizens of Boston. (Applause.) I venture to 
believe that upon investigation you gentlemen will perceive 
that it is simply commission government masquerading under 
a cloak of concealment so poorly and crudely woven that it 
does not even do justice to the ingenuity of its makers. And 
I cannot do better in closing than to quote again those immor- 
tal words of Lincoln, even as they were quoted at the opening. 
of these hearings by the distinguished ex-governor: ‘“ With 
malice toward none, and with charity for all,’ we, the repre- 
sentatives of the people of the City of Boston, ask you, the 
representatives of the people of the Commonwealth, not to 
impose upon our city a government foreign to New England 
tradition and contrary to American ideals. (Applause.) 

Representative RousSMANIERE. Mr. Chairman, may I ask 
Mr. Meins a question? I understand that in expressing this 
opinion against a permanent finance commission, you are 
expressing the opinion of the Legislative Committee of the 
City Council. Is that right, Mr. Meins? 

Mr. Metns. Yes, Mr. Chairman, representing their opin- 
ion upon these parts of the bill that I have touched upon. 

Representative RousMANIERE. And they. are against a 
permanent finance commission. You kept using the word “I,” 
Mr. Meins, and I wondered whether you were speaking for 
yourself or for your committee. 

Mr. Mrrns. No, I said that the committee of the City 
Council on Legislative Matters is opposed to a permanent, 
finance commission. 

Representative RoUSMANIERE. Now, also using the word 
“T,” you said that your objection to a board of nine members 
was that it was not representative enough, and that you 
thought the board ought to be so large as to be representative 
of the city. How large should such a body be? 

Mr. Merns. Well, I haven’t formulated any definite ideas 
on that point. I should say that at least the City Council 
should be as large as it is at present. Whether or not those 
schemes that have been suggested for a much larger City - 
Council, composed of a representative from each precinct in 
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the city, is practicable, I am not sure. If it would be prac- 
ticable to conduct such a body, I should favor it upon the 
principle that I have stated,— that true representation 
should be as large, and not.as small, as possible. 

Representative ROUSMANIERE. To your mind, is the 
present City Council fairly representative of the citizens of 
Boston? 

Mr. Merns. I think most assuredly that it is fairly repre- 
sentative of the citizens of Boston. Whether or not it is 
adequately representative, as I say, is open to question. 

Representative RousMANIERE. I understood Mr. Goodwin 
to express the opinion that the Common Council at the present 
time was not, by the division of its members into wards, 
representative of the citizens of Boston. 

Mr. Mrins. Yes, Mr. Chairman, I noted when Mr. Good- 
win was speaking that there was a difference in personal 
opinion upon that point. We had not considered that in 
committee. 

Representative RoUsMANIERE. I noticed that you said 
you had nothing but praise for the members of the Finance 
Commission, and then you seemed to find fault with every- 
thing that they say. (Laughter.) Do I understand you to 
object to everything in the charter? 

Mr. Mens. No. 

Representative RousMANIpRE. Are there any good things 
in this charter, Mr. Meins? 

Mr. Merns. I shall have to answer Mr. Rousmaniere’s 
question at some length. If I recollect correctly, I said that 
on the whole I had nothing but praise for the late Finance 
Commission, and I -consider that they did very good work 
in their investigating and their recommendations. In so far 
as their work as disclosed in these charter amendments is 
concerned, I certainly have very little praise for them. There 
are some sections in the proposed amendments that I heartily 
agree to, and they, I think, would be very advisable to enact 
into law. I can specify those, if you desire. 

Representative RouUSMANIERE. I wish you would, if it will 
not take too long, Mr. Meins. 

Mr. Mes. I think I can find them fairly readily: Section 
8, which adds a penalty for participation in contracts by 
members of the city government; and I should agree with 
Councilman Goodwin in the suggestion that he made in 
addition to this. Section 46 I personally am inclined to favor, 
though we have not discussed that particularly in committee. 
And section — I can’t find the section now, but Councilman 
Kinney suggests that we are in favor of the section which 
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provides that the Mayor may be called before the City Council 
at any time and interrogated. 

Representative RoUSMANIERE. You misunderstood me, 
Mr. Meins. I asked you for the particular sections in this 
charter that you individually approve. 

Mr. Merns. Well, I individually approve of all those I 
specified. 

Representative ROUSMANIERE. Those being sections 8 and 
46, and the one that provides for calling the Mayor before 
the city government? 

Mr. Merns. Yes. 

Representative RousMANIERE. Otherwise than that, you 
approve of nothing in the charter? 

Mr. Merns. I think that is the case. There is very little 
in the charter that I approve but these sections that I have 
specified; there may be one or two sections’ as to minor 
details. 

Representative ROUSMANIERE. I should like to ask you, 
Mr. Meins, if the city government during the last five years 
has been satisfactory to you personally? 

Mr. Mrins. No, sir; the city government has not been 
absolutely satisfactory. 

Representative ROUSMANIERE. Have you any suggestion 
to offer to the committee in the way of revision of the charter 
to remedy those evils that the Finance Commission has, 
suggested ? 

Mr. Mreins. No; I am not prepared at this time to offer 
any substitute. My object in coming before the committee 
was to oppose this bill which is before you. 

Representative RousMANIERE. That is to say, after 
some men have given a year and a half’s attention to the sub- 
ject, and offer such help. as they may, you come up here to 
object to their suggestions, without, as I understand it,. 
having anything of your own to help us with, at the same 
time agreeing that the city needs correction? 

Mr. Mens. I agree that the city government has not been 
conducted absolutely satisfactorily, as I have said before. 
I have not felt it particularly incumbent upon me to prepare 
at this time a substitute measure for the one proposed. We 
are appearing as remonstrants against this bill, and we desire 
to confine our efforts to that particular. (Applause.) 

Representative Curtiss. Mr. Chairman, I understand 
Mr. Meins objects very much to the control, which he says 
is a state control, by the Finance Commission. Would 
you object, Mr. Meins, to any form of state control by a 
board of the nature of the local government board of England? 

Mr. Mens. I don’t think, Mr. Chairman, that I should

object to a scheme for a local government board formulated 
after that which exists in England, provided I understand 
it correctly. I understand that it has power ultimately to 
govern the matter of loans and appropriations. Am I 
right in that? 

Representative Curtiss. As far as the local government 
board itself is concerned, yes. Now, then, going one step 
further, do you object to a government or control by the 
Commonwealth similar to that exercised by the other board 
somewhat similar to the local government boards in England? 
There are several boards in England in the nature of the 
board of control. The board of control controls finance; 
there are other boards which control other matters, such 
as education and the poor. Do you object to such control 
as that? 

Mr. Merns. I think I should object to that. 

Representative Curtiss. Would you object to the full 
powers given to the board of control of removing officers. 

Mr. Merins. I understand there is no such proposal here. 

Representative Curtiss. No; but the board of control in 
England may remove officers. 

Mr. Merins. May remove officers? I should object to 
that. And I may also state. in answer to your first question, 
in addition, that I should object to any board control which 
should be applied only to the City of Boston. If as a state 
. policy a board of control should be adopted to affect every 
city in the state, I should approve. (Applause.) 

Mr. Kinney. Mr. Chairman, I will introduce at this 
time the last gentleman on the special committee of the Com- 
mittee on Legislative Matters, Councilman Francis M. Ducey. 

The CHarRMAN. What is your address, Mr. Ducey? 

Mr. Ducry. 330 Bunker Hill street, Charlestown, Ward 4.

Mr. Chairman and Gentlemen of the Commuttee,— I will be 
decidedly brief in my remarks, and can state at the very 
opening that I feel that 1 am at present possessed of enough 
material and enough data to keep me talking on this partic- 
ular phase of the question of the city charter from now 
until the time that you gentlemen want to see fit to report it 
to your respective bodies. But I do not propose to do so. 
On the contrary, I am going to take a very, very short time. 

I have naturally secured my material from what has been 
said and printed upon the matter, because I think that the 
question of the referendum has been discussed about as much 
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on the street corners, in the clubs, at different social gather- 
ings, and in the press, as any current topic of the day, and I 
feel that the people, the plain people, and other people 
throughout the entire Commonwealth, as well as the city, 
are as familiar with the charter as proposed by the Finance 
Commission as they are with any other topic of the day. 

At the very outset I saw fit to get the inaugural address 
of Mr. Nathan Matthews when he was mayor of Boston for 
the first time, and this is a copy verbatim of one clause in 
that address delivered by Mr. Matthews and appearing in 
the City Council minutes of 1891 on page 2, in which he says, 
and the subject is entitled ‘‘ Local Self-Government”: 


The present condition of affairs is due, in my judgment, not only to 
defective administrative methods, but to the loose, haphazard and unsys- 
tematic way in which public improvements have been undertaken, to a 
radically bad system of taxation, and to the dependence of the city 
government on the State Legislature. 

The social change which has taken place during the past fifty years 
in the concentration of population in the great cities of the country has 
not been recognized in legislation. The City of Boston is no longer a _ 
New England town on a large scale; it is a great commercial and industrial 
city, the metropolis of New England, with a population greater than that 
of the whole State of New Hampshire; and it, should no longer be kept in 
the leading strings of the General Court with less powers of self-govern- 
ment than those of many large cities‘in the most centralized monarchies of 
Europe. The prediction made at the time when our first city charter 
was adopted, that ‘‘the only bill of rights of the town of Boston shall be 
the will of the Legislature of Massachusetts,’’ has been fulfilled. The 
power of the Legislature over city affairs has often been exercised without 
the approval of the people or the City Council — sometimes in the very 
face of municipal objection — and generally without regard to the future 
development of the city. 


In other words, the main need of Boston is greater powers of self- 
government, in fact the complete autonomy of the city; a result to be 
achieved not so much by increasing or extending the functions of govern- 
ment as a whole, as by transferring them from the state to the city 
municipality. 


(Applause.) 


I have selected that matter to present to you because the 
opinion has gone broadcast, it is prevalent in every place 
that the matter is being considered, that as a matter of 
courtesy to the Committee on Metropolitan Affairs of the 
Great and General Court, the Finance Commission did not 
attach a clause requesting you gentlemen to report that you 
favor a referendum. In order to dispel that idea, permit me 
to quote from the Boston Journal of February 17. The head 
line reads: ‘‘Question of Referendum Considered by Finance 
Commission. Investigating Board Had Carefully Prepared 
Record of All Popular Votes Taken by the Citizens of Boston 
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for Its Guidance.” It goes on to tell what different matters 
there are since November 7, 1893, upon which the people 
of Boston have passed judgment at the polls, and it must 
appear from what the Finance Commission gleaned of those 
facts they did not approve of the general conviction of the 
people, they did not like the manner in which they decided 
questions of great public import when they were put directly 
to them on the ballot. This article in the Journal tells us 
that on December 12, 1899, the proposal to make eight hours 
a day’s work for city and town employees was passed by the 
overwhelming vote of sixty odd thousand to 14,000, and it 
goes on and specifies the different questions that have come 
before the people in this way. 

I do not mean to strike a man with an axe and then give 
him a piece of sticking plaster to heal the cut, and I must 
admit now that I appreciate the work and the ability of 
every gentleman who served on the Finance Commission, 
but I really feel that they were biased on some of the things 
that they have submitted in their charter bill. I have an 
article here from the Boston Post, headed “Can Trust the 
Majority.” It begins by saying, ‘Mr. Ernst of the Finance 
Commission points out the merits of the ‘recall’ feature of 
the proposed new city charter,’ and it goes on to say that 
“He appears to have no fear that sore heads might use the 
‘recall’ as a club or to blackmail a mayor.” No! Mr. Ernst’s 
confidence in the popular majority, in such a case, is very 
ereat indeed. If that member of the Finance Commission 
saw fit to believe in the people, and in the majority of the 
people, if he was willing to say, “What the majority says 
will satisfy me, and I will abide by the will and the judgment 
of the majority,’ he did not prove it, and he was decidedly 
inconsistent when he refused the same people the right to 
decide as to whether or not they sanction and favor a new 
charter for the City of Boston. 

Now, I am going to do something unusual, I am going to 
quote the Honorable LeBaron B. Colt—Judge Colt. He says: 


Hitherto governments have suppressed these natural qualities in man- 
kind (meaning the right of suffrage.) The practical wisdom and good 
sense of the average citizen, or the mass of average citizens, has never 
been recognized as the active controlling force in the state. Governments 
have hitherto proceeded on the theory that it was necessary to have a 
governing class who were specially qualified, by reason of superior knowl- 
edge and experience, to manage public affairs. The result has been that 
society has almost universally accepted some form of autocratic or class 
government — the rule of a king or of an aristocracy — as the lesser evil. 
The ability of the people to govern themselves was denied. It was not 
believed that any such governing faculty was born in man. No confidence 
was placed in the common sense of the great body of citizens as the ruling 
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power. Liberty and self-government were denied mankind because it 
was thought that these privileges were subversive of civil order. 

For the first time in the history of the world the United States has 
availed itself of the plain wisdom of the plain people, of the sense and 
conscience of the average man, or, more properly speaking, of the mass 
of average men as the ruling force in the state. 


Let me say that we of Boston do not want to be criticised 
all over the universe. I quote from the Chicago Post, as 
found in the Boston Evening Transcript. It is headed, 
“Chicago vs. Boston Ideas,” and says: 


The country will be interested both in the fate of the proposed Boston 
charter and in its subsequent career, if it is passed and goes into operation. 
The abolition of party designations on the municipal ballot does not 
mean the speedy death of political parties in municipal affairs. Liberal 
advertising may carry through a Democrat or Republican. But it will, 
of course, vastly increase independent voting. To elect one mayor and 
three aldermen chosen at large — here, indeed, is about the shortest 
ticket offered the busy citizen this side of a benevolent despotism. 

- This may be the Boston way, but it would hardly pass muster in Chicago, 

where the doctrine of home rule and of popular control is bone and 
sinew of municipal government. Illinois has had some pretty good 
governors, but no typical Chicagoan wants the governor appointing our 
municipal boards. The Finance Commission charter, of course, draws 
its inspiration pretty largely from Harvard University and the Back 
Bay (applause) — the two sections of public opinion in the Hub, where 
the conviction is strongest that you can’t do anything with the people and 
must depend for good government upon a small governing class. Chicago 
is working out her destiny on radically different lines. 


(Applause.) 


I think that the charter as submitted by the Finance Com- 
mission is about as radical a proposition as this committee 
has ever had occasion to consider. And in asking you gentle- 
men to report that you feel that the people should decide as 
to whether they want this proposition, I ask you to consider 
that in your own legislative bodies in the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts, in order to amend the constitution of this 
Commonwealth it is necessary that the proposition pass two 
successive general courts, and that then, after that, the 
matter is submitted to the people for their approval or their 
disapproval. When that is true in this government, why 
foist upon the people of Boston a something that they do not 
want? Why place upon their shoulders a monstrosity that 
they may never be able to shake off? 

And I, in conclusion, as a member of the city government, 
and as a member of the Committee on Legislative Matters, 
ask}you to consider well and thoroughly this matter of the 
referendum, and to submit to your bodies a request that a 
referendum be attached to the Boston Charter Bill. I will be 
happy to answer any question I can, that any of the committee 
desire to put tome. (Applause.) 
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Representative RouSMANIERE. Mr. Chairman, if I may 
ask Mr. Ducey one question. Your referendum would only 
be to the City of Boston, Mr. Ducey? 

Mr. Ducry. Yes. 

Representative ROUSMANIERE. You would not have any 
larger body than the City of Boston? . 

Mr. Ducry. No. 

Representative ROUSMANIERE. You take the position that 
the citizens of Boston are not adequately represented by their 
representatives in the State House, don’t you? 

Mr. Ducry. No, no, no, indeed; I didn’t mean to have that 
understood. ; 

Representative RousMANIERE. If we represent them here, 
if the representatives of the City of Boston in the State House 
represent them adequately, why should not we pass upon it? 

Mr. Ducry. But your committee is not comprised only of 
members from the City of Boston — not meaning to reflect 
upon the members who come from elsewhere. 

Representative RoUSMANIERE. Then if the representatives 
from the City of Boston were agreed upon a bill, you would 
not expect that it should be referred to the city, would you? 

Mr. Ducry. If the representatives from Boston agreed 
unanimously on a proposition? 

Representative RousManreRE. No; if a majority of fifty 
agreed on a proposition, that would be the same as the City 
of Boston? 

Mr. Ducry. Personally I am always willing to abide by the 
will of the majority. I think that would satisfy me.
